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This Church was erected upon the site of William Rogers’ of Jacob coal yard, in 
the office of which Arcana Lodge held its first meeting. The cornerstone of this 
edifice was laid by Arcana Lodge No. 110, January 1, 1860. 
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FOREWORD 


N PUBLISHING this history and by-laws of Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
A. F. & A. M., from its beginning in 1859 to 1934, the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of its birth, it is the desire of the Lodge to give the 
members in condensed form a record of the actions of the Lodge, a 
list of its membership, life members, and a biographical sketch of its 
Past Masters. The data has been compiled from old issues of daily 
papers, reminiscences of the descendants of deceased Past Masters 
and members, old family Bibles, tombstones, The History of Free 
Masonry of Maryland, by Brother Edward Schultz, and other Lodge 
histories. 

In presenting this compilation to the Lodge membership, the Com- 
mittee realizes more keenly than others the imperfection of their 
work. A certain portion is inherent in a task of this magnitude, but 
the remainder rest squarely upon their shoulders. They can only 
plead their inexperience and ask that the judgment of the members 
be tempered with that brotherly indulgence which is so characteristic 
of Free Masonry. 

Although the records of the Lodge have passed through two fires, 
they are still well preserved. However, since there is only one copy 
in existence it was thought wise to remove all possibility of their 
destruction by compiling and printing the records which constitute 
the Lodge History. With this purpose in view the Worshipful Master 
William Wallace Rhynhart in the year 1932 appointed the Committee 
which has completed this exacting duty. 

The Committee wishes to extend their thanks to all who assisted 
in this vast task, and in particular to the Ladies Auxiliary of the His- 
torical Society. ‘They are also under great obligation to Brother 
Gustav A. Eitel, Grand Recorder. Without his unflagging industry 
in searching the Capitular Degree records the biographies would 
have been incomplete.

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Copy or ARCANA LopDGE CHARTER 


THE FIRST BY-LAWS ADOPTED BY 
ARCANA LODGE NO. 110, 1859 


ARTICLE I1.—Time or MEETING 


Section I. ‘This Lodge shall meet on the first and third Friday 
in every month, throughout the year, at 6 o’clock P.M. from the 
first of November to the first of April, and at 7 o’clock P.M. from the 
first of April to the first of November. 

Sec. I]. The Lodge shall be opened within ten minutes after the 
stated hour of meeting, by the installed officer then present; and in 
case the Master and Wardens should be absent, the last Past Master 
shall take the chair; and in case no Past Master shall be present, the 
oldest Master Mason shall preside; and after offering a prayer to 
the Divinity for a blessing on their labors, proceed to business. 

Sec. III]. Any member not appearing when the Lodge is opened, 
shall pay a fine of 25 cents, and if absent for the evening, 50 cents, 
unless satisfactory reason be given for such absence. 


ArtTiIcLE IJ.—ELECTION OF THE OFFICERS 


SecTION I. The Worshipful Master, the Senior Warden, the Jun- 
ior Warden, the Secretary and the Treasurer shall be elected on the 
stated nights preceding the festivals of St. John the Baptist and St. 
John the Evangelist, by a majority of written ballots; afterwards the 
Lodge shall appoint its Stewards and Tyler. 

Sec. II. The officers so elected shall be installed upon or near the 
St. John’s day succeeding such election, when a Past Master shall in- 
stall the Master, who shall install his officers. 

Sec. III. No brother shall be eligible for the office of Master, 
unless he has been a member for six months and filled the office of 
Warden in some Lodge; nor shall any brother be elected to the office 
of Warden unless he has been a member for six months. 

Sec. IV. Any member elected to an office and refusing to serve 
after he has accepted of the same, shall pay a fine of two dollars, and 
on neglecting the duties thereof, after his installation, one dollar for 
every neglect. 


ARTICLE III].—Duty or THE OFFICERS 


SEcTION I.—Of the Master. ‘The Master shall preside on every 
night the Lodge assembles. He shall see that the By-Laws, the regu- 
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lations of the Grand Lodge, and the ancient usages of Masonry are 
duly observed; that his Wardens discharge their duty faithfully; that 
due and exact minutes and entries of all proceedings be made and 
kept by the Secretary; that the Treasurer render exact and just ac- 
counts, according to the By-Laws and orders of the Lodge. It is 
his duty, together with his Wardens, to attend the Grand Lodge at 
every communication, unless, by the consent of the Lodge, other 
brethren should be appointed for that purpose. 

The Master has the right of appointing his deacon immediately 
after his installation, of convening the members and holding a Lodge 
whenever he shall deem it expedient. He has the power, by and 
with the advice of the Standing Committee, on any emergent occa- 
sion when it shall appear dangerous for the brethren to meet, to sus- 
pend the first article of these By-Laws. 

The Master shall not enter on any business on the third Friday, 
until he or some brother by him appointed, has first given a lecture on 
one of the three degrees of Masonry, or a discourse on some moral 
subject, after which he may proceed to any other business. 

Sec. I1.—Of the Wardens. 'The Senior Warden succeeds to all the 
duties of the Master, and fills the chair in his absence. He has the 
right of appointing his deacon immediately after his installation. 
In the absence of the Senior Warden all his authority devolves on the 
Junior Warden; but the Wardens may call on a Past Master, who is 
present, to take the chair. Nevertheless such Past Master still 
holds his authority under the Senior Warden, and cannot act until he 
congregates the Lodge. 

It is the duty of the Wardens to assist the Master in conducting 
the business of the Lodge, and managing the craft, in due order and 
form, according to the By-Laws, and ancient usages of Masons. 

Sec. II.—Of the Secretary. All the books and papers of the Lodge, 
except those of the Treasurer, shall be under the care of the Secre- 
tary. He shall keep fair records of all the transactions of the Lodge; 
issue summonses to all the members, to notify them of every meeting; 
open a separate account for every member; charge what moneys may 
become due, and give credit as it may be received; he shall open a 
general account, in which all moneys received and expended shall be 
entered, which account shall be closed at every quarterly meeting. 
He shall read the last night’s proceedings immediately after the Lodge 
has been opened, and previous to entering on any business. 

Sec. [V.—Of the Treasurer. It is the duty of the Treasurer to 
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keep exact accounts of all moneys received, and to pay all orders 
drawn upon him by the authority of the Lodge. He is to keep regular 
entries, both of his receipts and disbursements, and to have his books 
and vouchers ready for examination at every quarterly meeting, or 
when specially called upon by the Master and brethren. 

Suc. V.—Of the Deacons. ‘The Deacons are to assist the Wardens 
in the execution of their duty, to examine and welcome visiting 
brethren, to prepare candidates, and perform such other services as 
are assigned them. 

Sec. VI.—Of the Stewards. ‘The Stewards are to provide refresh- 
ments, and make a regular report of the expense to the Treasurer; 
and to see that the regalia of the Lodge are in good order, and always 
ready for use. 

Sec. VII.—Of the Tyler. The Tyler shall be allowed one dollar 
for every night the Lodge assembles, and at which he attends his 
duty, together with one dollar for every member initiated and ad- 
mitted. He shall tyle the Lodge faithfully, go on messages, serve 
summonses, procure such things as may be ordered by the Master, 
and keep the Lodge room and utensils belonging to it, neat and in 
good order. 


ARTICLE 1V.—INITIATIONS AND ADMISSIONS 


Section J. Every person desirous of being made a Free Mason in 
this Lodge shall apply by petition, signed by himself, through a mem- 
ber, who shall give an account of his age, trade or occupation, char- 
acter and place of residence, declare the candidate has read and ap- 
proved the By-Laws, and deposit the sum of five dollars on account of 
his fees. 

Sec. I]. The person so proposed shall be balloted for at the next 
stated Lodge night (unless in case of emergency, and when the candi- 
date is generally known to be a man of virtuous principles and of un- 
tainted integrity and honor), that in the interval proper inquiry may 
be made into his character by brethren appointed for that purpose; 
and if on ballot being taken there shall not appear one negative, he 
shall be initiated into the first degree; but if a negative appear, his 
deposit shall be returned in a polite manner. 

Sec. II. If any candidate has been accepted, and does not appear 
to claim the benefit thereof, within two months after he was balloted 
for, his deposit shall be forfeited, and applied to the use of the charity 
fund, unless satisfactory reason be given for his non-attendance. 
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Sec. IV. Every ancient Mason desirous of becoming a member, 
shall have visited the Lodge on a stated night; and after having de- 
posited his certificate from the Lodge to which he formerly belonged, 
or given convincing proofs of his being a regular Mason, he shall be 
balloted for in the same manner as specified in the second section of 
this Article. 

Sec. V. Every person initiated in this Lodge shall pay into the 
hands of the Treasurer, on receiving the first degree, fifteen dollars, 
including his deposit; on receiving the second degree, eight dollars; 
on receiving the third degree, ten dollars; and if a Mason, eight 
dollars for becoming a member. 


ARTICLE V.—Nort To DISCOVER THE IT'RANSACTIONS OF THE LODGE 


When a candidate is proposed for initiation, or any brother to be- 
come a member, if it should appear on ballot that he is rejected, no 
member or visitor shall discover either directly or indirectly to such 
person, or any other out of the Lodge, any conversation which may 
have taken place on the subject; nor shall they discover any other 
transactions of the Lodge, unless it be to a member, under the penalty, 
if the offender be a member, of his being suspended for six months, 
and if a visitor, of his never again being permitted to visit. 


ARTICLE VI.—FuNDs 


Section I. The funds of this Lodge shall be deposited in a chest, 
furnished with three locks and keys; one key to be kept by the Master, 
one by the Senior Warden, and one by the Treasurer. 

Sec. IT. Whenever the funds in the chest exceed one hundred dol- 
lars, the overplus may be put on interest, for any time not exceeding 
six months, by taking a note with two sufficient sureties, who are not 
Masons, and approved of by the Standing Committee; but no money 
shall be loaned out, unless two-thirds of the members present on a 
stated Lodge night agree thereto, and the sum so loaned does not 
exceed one hundred dollars to any one person. 


ArtTIcLE VII.—CuHaritry FUND 


There shall be established a fund of charity, to which purpose shall 
be appropriated one dollar from each candidate on admission; one 
dollar from each brother, on being admitted a member; the moneys 
collected from visiting members, and the fines which may be incurred 
and paid by the members; which fund shall be at the disposal of the 
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Standing Committee, who, if it should not prove sufficient for the 
benevolent purposes of the institution, are empowered to draw on 
the funds of the Lodge for such sums as may be requisite. 


ARTICLE VIII.—StTANpDING COMMITTEE 


The Master, Past Masters, Wardens, Secretary and ‘Treasurer 
shall be a Standing Committee for the purpose of taking cognizance 
of the behavior of the members out of the Lodge, for settling private 
disputes between members, cementing the harmony of the Lodge, and 
regulating its affairs. 


ARTICLE 1X.—DIsSTRESSED MASONS 


On the application of any distressed brother for assistance, he shall 
be examined by the Standing Committee, immediately after such 
application has been made to any of them, who, if they find him 
worthy, are empowered to draw on the Treasurer for any sum not 
exceeding ten dollars to any one brother. Any failure herein, by any 
of the committee, or the Treasurer, in paying the same, shall be con- 
sidered as a crime militating in the most direct point against our 
divine institution, whose corner-stone is heaven-born charity. 


ARTICLE X.—Duty or MEMBERS 


Section I. Every member intending to speak shall rise and ad- 
dress the chair, nor shall he be interrupted unless he 1s deviating from 
the subject, when the Master shall call him to order; after he has been 
set right, he may again proceed, but no member shall speak more 
than twice on the same subject, unless to explain, or when called upon 
by the Master. 

Src. II. If more than one member shall rise at the same time, the 
Master shall order him, who in his opinion was up first, to proceed; 
on which the other shall immediately take his seat, until the member 
up has done speaking, under the penalty of twenty-five cents. 

Sec. II. Any member who shall move about from place to place 
(unless in the execution of his office), go out without leave of the 
Master, speak profanely, or whisper, shall pay a fine of twenty-five 
cents for the first offence, and for a second offence, be ordered out of 
the Lodge. 

Sec. 1V. Every member shall appear clean and decently dressed, 
under the penalty of being ordered out of the Lodge; and if any one 
should presume to come in a state of inebriation, he shall pay fifty 
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cents for the first offence, double for the second, and for the third 
offence be excluded for three months, or suffer such other degradation 
as the Lodge shall direct. 

Sec. V. Any member receiving regular summonses, and not at- 
tending for three months, shall be considered as having withdrawn 
himself from the Lodge, unless he can procure satisfactory reasons for 
his non-attendance. 

Sec. VI. If any brother should so far forget himself as to use pro- 
fane language, abuse, quarrel, or promote quarrels among his brethren 
after the Lodge is closed, he shall, on being convicted thereof, pay 
a fine of one dollar for the first offence, and for the second offence, 
suffer such degradation as the Lodge shall direct. 


ARTICLE XI.—VOTING 


Section I. No member shall be permitted to vote until he has 
paid his fines and dues to the quarter then current, and in all cases, 
on an equality of votes, the Master shall have the casting vote. 

Sec. II. If on balloting on any occasion, a member shall discover 
what ball he intends, or has put in, such brother shall pay a fine of 
two dollars. 


ARTICLE XII.—INTERMISSIONS AND DIPLOMAS 


Any member wishing to withdraw himself from the Lodge shall 
signify his desire in writing on a stated night, and pay to the Treasurer 
all arrears due by him, including the quarter then current, when he 
shall be entitled to a diploma, for which he shall pay one dollar to the 
Secretary, and one dollar to the charity fund. 

Sec. Il. Every member claiming a diploma shall declare in his 
application whether it is his wish to discontinue as a member, or to 
have a diploma on account of business rendering it necessary for him 
toremove. In the latter case, if he delivers his diploma to the Master 
on any of the three stated meetings of the Lodge, next after his re- 
turn, he shall possess all the privileges of the Lodge; but no diploma 
or intermissions shall be granted to a brother who is under censure. 


ARTICLE XIII.—DvueEs anp FINES 


SEcTION I. Every member shall pay into the funds of the Lodge 
a yearly subscription of four dollars in four equal payments, at the 
meetings of the first Friday in March, June, September and Decem- 
ber, together with all fines by him incurred. 
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Sec. II. If any member shall neglect, or refuse to pay his dues, 
within three months after they become due, and having particular 
notice at the next quarterly meeting, he shall be considered as having 
withdrawn from the Lodge. In case he afterwards applies for re- 
admission, he shall pay eight dollars, together with: all his former 
arrears. 


ARTICLE XIV.—VISsITORS 


Every visiting brother shall, previous to his being admitted, deliver 
to the Tyler his certificate or his name, in writing, with the number of 
the Lodge to which he belongs; and if a resident of this city, and not 
a member of any Lodge, he shall, after the first visit, pay fifty cents, 
and the same sum for every other visit thereafter, to be applied to 
the charity fund. 


ARTICLE XV 


All former laws are hereby repealed; nor can any alteration take 
place in these laws, unless proposed in the form of a motion, on a 
stated lodge night, and agreed to by a majority of the members pres- 
ent; and on the next monthly meeting the same shall be taken in con- 
sideration. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to furnish every 
brother with a particular notice of such meeting, and unless two- 
thirds of the members then present concur in such amendment, it 
cannot be valid. 


AMENDMENTS 


ARTICLE I.—SrctTion I 


This Lodge shall meet on the first, third and fifth Mondays of 
each month. 


ArticLE JII.—Serction VII 


The Tyler shall receive one dollar for each meeting night (to omit 
Tyler’s fee for initiation and admission) balance of section adopted. 


ARTICLE IV.—SeEcTION V 


Every person initiated in this Lodge, shall pay an initiation fee of 
twenty-five dollars. 
The Lodge admit Master Masons as members of this Lodge at one 
dollar for one month from date, August 25, 1859. 
fi 


ARTICLE XXIII OF THE CONSTITU- 
TION OF THE GRAND LODGE 


OF SUBORDINATE LODGES 


Section 1. Every Lodge shall assemble for work at least once in 
each month, except the months of July, August and September, dur- 
ing which it may assemble or not, at the option of the Worshipful 
Master; and every Lodge that shall neglect to assemble during the 
space of one year, shall thereby forfeit its charter. No Lodge shall 
hold its meetings on the first or Lord’s Day, usually called Sunday, 
for the purpose of conferring any of the degrees of Masonry. 

Src. 2. Every Lodge shall, on the first day of May and Novem- 
ber of each year, make a complete return of its members to the Grand 
Secretary, stating particularly the date of each initiation, passing and 
raising, the degrees of its members, the admissions, deaths, rejection 
of candidates, suspensions, expulsions and reinstatements of members, 
accompanied with the whole amount of its dues to the Grand Lodge, 
together with its name and number, and the time and place of its 
stated meetings, agreeable to the form which the Grand Secretary 
may from time to time direct; which return shall be signed by the 
Master and Wardens, and attested by the Secretary. And any 
Lodge that shall fail to make such return or to pay its dues to the 
Grand Lodge for four stated communications, shall be deemed ex- 
tinct and its charter forfeited. 

Sec. 3. Each new Lodge shall transmit a copy of its By-Laws in 
duplicate to the Grand Lodge for examination, to see that it contains 
nothing contrary to the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, or the 
Ancient Rules and Regulations of Free Masonry. Each Lodge shall 
in like manner transmit to the Grand Lodge a copy in duplicate of 
every alteration or amendment of its By-Laws, as soon as any such 
shall be made. 

Src. 4. Every Lodge shall elect its officers, by ballot annually at 
the stated meeting immediately preceding St. John the Evangelist’s 
Day. Only a Warden, Past Warden, or Past Master shall be eligible 
for Worshipful Master. No brother shall be installed Worshipful 
Master of a Lodge in Baltimore City unless he present a certificate 
from the Committee on Work, or the Grand Lecturer, that he is quali- 
fied to confer the three degrees of Masonry, and pass a satisfactory 
examination on the 23d Article of the Constitution, and the Standing 
Resolutions of the Grand Lodge pertaining to the government of 
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Subordinate Lodges, and no brother outside the city, unless he pre- 
sent such a certificate from said Committee, or from the Grand In- 
spector of his Lodge. 

Sec. 5. Secretaries of Lodges shall forward to the Grand Secre- 
tary a list of the officers-elect, together with their postoffice addresses 
immediately after the annual election in their respective Lodges, in 
order that the same may be published with the Proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge. | 

Sec. 6. No Lodge can, at an extra meeting, alter or expunge any 
part of the proceedings of a stated one. 

Sec. 7. No Lodge shall initiate more than five candidates in one 
session; nor confer more than one degree of Masonry on a brother at 
the same session, unless by dispensation. 

Sec. 8. No Lodge shall act upon the application for initiation of 
any candidate who has been rejected, within six months after such 
rejection, and the Secretary of every Lodge in which a rejection, sus- 
pension, expulsion or reinstatement takes place shall immediately 
inform the Grand Secretary. 

Sec. 9. No Lodge in the City of Baltimore shall confer the three 
degrees of Masonry for a less sum than Seventy-five Dollars; in other 
cities of the State having twenty thousand or more inhabitants for a 
less sum than Sixty Dollars; and all other Lodges in the State for a 
less sum than Forty Dollars. 

Src. 10. No Lodge shall initiate a candidate when there is a Lodge 
under this jurisdiction held nearer to his residence than the one to 
which he applies, unless the consent of such nearer Lodge be first 
obtained, except where two or more Lodges are held in the same 
town, in which case he may apply to either. Provided no Lodge out- 
side the limits of the City of Baltimore shall initiate a candidate who 
is a resident of said City, without the consent of a Lodge in said City, 
nor for a less sum than Seventy-five Dollars. 

Sec. 11. No Lodge shall receive the petition of a candidate who 
has been rejected by another Lodge without the consent of the re- 
jecting Lodge, provided it be in existence; nor confer any degree on a 
brother who has been initiated in another Lodge, without first ob- 
taining, if practicable, its permission. 

Every applicant for initiation shall state in his petition whether he 
has, or has not, been rejected by any Lodge. 

The consent of the rejecting Lodge shall be determined by a unan- 
imous ballot, and be properly authenticated over the signatures of 
the Worshipful Master and Secretary with the seal of the Lodge. 
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Sec. 12. All petitions for initiation and affiliation shall lie over 
eight weeks in Baltimore City and four weeks in the counties before a 
ballot shall be had thereon. Upon receipt of such petitions, notice 
shall immediately be given to all other Lodges in the city or county 
in which the application is made, giving the name, residence and occu- 
pation of the petitioners. These notices shall be filed in the order of 
their receipt by the Secretaries of the Lodges, properly fastened by 
clips and maintained upon their desks at the communications of their 
Lodges, for the information of such members as may be interested, 
and this file shall be kept current for four months, after which the 
expiring lists may be withdrawn. The names and addresses with 
date of action of all petitions shall be placed upon the usual notices 
of all Lodges sent to their membership. 

Note—The size of the notices to Lodges shall be 55 inches by 95 inches 
and shall be printed across the narrow width. 

Sec. 13. When a Lodge in a county shall receive a petition for 
initiation from a resident of Baltimore City, or of a Lodge of said 
City, a petition for initiation from a resident of any county, eight 
weeks shall elapse before action shall be taken thereon, and notices, 
as required between Lodges of said City, shall be sent to all Lodges in 
the city or county in which said application is made. 

Sec. 14. No petition for initiation or membership shall be acted 
on in any Lodge at the same meeting at which it is received. Com- 
mittees for the purpose of inquiring into the character of candidates 
shall always consist of three Master Masons. 

In no case shall a degree be conferred by any Lodge upon a credit, 
and no Lodge in the City of Baltimore shall act on any petition for 
initiation, unless the whole amount to be paid for the three degrees 
accompanies the petition. 

Sec. 15. Lodges shall exact from all candidates for advancement 
from one degree to another, an examination in open Lodge, and no 
Lodge shall advance a brother until he has shown sufficient pro- 
ficiency in the degree he has received, said proficiency to be deter- 
mined by ballot, five negative ballots being necessary to postpone the 
brother’s advancement until suitable proficiency is shown in the work. 

Balloting upon proficiency for advancement for the Fellow Craft 
and Master Mason’s degrees may be taken upon more than one candi- 
date at the same time. In the event of five (5) negative votes, each 
candidate shall be balloted on separately. 

Src. 16. No Lodge shall admit to membership or initiate a candi- 
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date without the unanimous consent of the members present, by 
ballot, and no petition for initiation, when once before the Lodge, can 
be withdrawn, but must be acted on within three months after its 
presentation, except in case of the petitioner’s death or removal. 

Suc. 17. When a ballot is taken for the degrees or for membership, 
the result alone may be made known, and the balloting shall be defi- 
nitely closed at the same meeting of the Lodge, without calling off or 
closing the Lodge after the ballot shall have commenced—and the 
ballot, for the purpose of correcting an error, may be repeated not to 
exceed a third time. 

(This means not more than four ballots.) 

Sec. 18 No Lodge shall on any account initiate a candidate who 
is under twenty-one years of age, nor initiate, pass or raise a candidate 
whose physical defects prevent him from conforming literally to all 
the requirements of the several degrees of Ancient Craft Masonry; 
provided, however, that in cases of candidates who have been in- 
jured or incapacitated in the service of the Army or Navy of the 
United States in line of duty, the Grand Master is authorized to waive 
disabilities which do not prevent a substantial compliance with the 
requirements of initiation, passing and raising. 

Src. 19. No Lodge shall admit to membership any Mason in ar- 
rears to an extinct Lodge at the time of its demise, until he shall have 
paid to the Grand Lodge said arrears, unless the dues of the subordi- 
nate Lodge shall have been remitted by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 20. No Master Mason, residing within the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge, and not an affiliated member of some subordinate 
Lodge, shall be allowed to visit in a Lodge, without invitation from 
the Master. 

Src. 21. No Lodge shall admit to membership any brother who 
is already a member of a Lodge, under the jurisdiction of this or any 
other Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 22. No brother, except he be a Master Mason, can be a 
member of a Lodge. Every brother, when he receives the degree of 
Master Mason, shall have his name enrolled among the members of 
the Lodge which confers the degree as a member thereof, except when 
given by courtesy to another Lodge. 

Sec. 23. All business, except that which relates specially to the 
subordinate degrees, shall be transacted in the Lodge sitting in the 
third degree. 

Src. 24. No Lodge has power to try charges against the presiding 
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officer thereof. But any three members may prefer charges for neg- 
lect or mal-conduct against him to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 25. Every Lodge may exercise all the rights of discipline over 
Masons, not members of any Lodge, who reside in the vicinity of such 
Lodge, so far as may relate to the Masonic conduct of such Masons 
while resident therein. 

Src. 26. In all cases of suspension or expulsion by a subordinate 
Lodge, an appeal lies to the Grand Lodge. No appeal shall be heard 
unless taken within six months after the action of the subordinate 
Lodge. Any brother appealing to the Grand Lodge shall do so by 
written notice to the Secretary of the subordinate Lodge and of the 
Grand Lodge, and if such brother desires it, he may bring his appeal 
during recess to the notice of the Committee on Grievance, whose 
duty it shall thereupon be to enquire into the matter, so that it may 
be prepared to report at the next communication. The investiga- 
tion on appeal shall be confined to the charges and evidence before 
the subordinate Lodge, and its action and the decisions of the Master 
thereupon; and where a brother is tried upon any charges it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of the subordinate Lodge to take down in 
writing the evidence offered, and, with the Master, to certify the 
correctness of the same, as well as the decisions of the Master and 
action of the Lodge in the case. 

Sec. 27. All complaints and charges against a brother, to be tried 
in any Lodge under this jurisdiction, shall be reduced to writing, 
specifically setting forth the cause of grievance, and signed by the 
complainant or complainants, and a copy thereof served on the ac- 
cused, except where the accused shall be beyond the jurisdiction of 
the Lodge. When all the parties shall have been summoned to at- 
tend thereon, and the case shall have been investigated, such order 
and adjudication may be made as shall be authorized by the laws and 
regulations of Masonry. 

Sec. 28. No Mason shall be reinstated without the unanimous 
consent of all the members of the Lodge present. And no action 
can be taken upon such question, except at a stated meeting of the 
Lodge; and after the application for such restoration shall have laid 
over one month. All such applications must be in writing, signed by 
the applicant, and recommended by at least two members of the 
Lodge. 

Sec. 29. Upon the demise of a Lodge the last Secretary and Treas- 
urer shall immediately transmit or surrender to the Grand Secretary, 
or to any other brother who may be appointed by the Grand Master 
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to receive them, the charter, seal, books, papers, jewels, furniture 
and funds of said Lodge. 

Src. 30. Should any extinct Lodge that has neither made returns 
nor paid dues to the Grand Lodge for three years, apply for a new 
charter, or for a resuscitation of the old one, said Lodge, if so revived, 
shall take rank junior to all Lodges that have maintained their 
standing, unless it shall pay all its arrearages to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 31. No Lodge shall change its place of meeting from one 
village, town or county, to another, without having first obtained 
permission from the Grand Lodge. 

Src. 32. No Lodge shall hold any picnic, excursion, or other public 
entertainment under the auspices and name of the Lodge. 

Src. 33. All Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge are hereby 
forbidden to apply to the General Assembly or to any of the courts of 
the State for charters, or any amendments to any existing charters, 
without first obtaining the permission of the Grand Lodge. 
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STANDING ORDERS AND 
RESOLUTIONS 


Of the Grand Lodge of Maryland 


No. 1. No Lodge shall initiate, pass or raise any candidate from 
another jurisdiction until he has been a resident of Maryland for 
more than twelve months. 

No. 2. Any Lodge may, by a majority vote, drop the name of an 
Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft from its return whenever, in 
the opinion of said Lodge, the individual has either removed out of its 
jurisdiction or is not disposed to advance further in Masonry; Pro- 
vided, that this resolution shall not be construed to apply to anyone 
under censure for unmasonic conduct. 

No. 3. Until the Grand Orient of Italy shall withdraw its recog- 
nition of the so-called ‘“‘“Supreme Council of the A. and A. S. Rite, of 
the Sovereign and Independent State of Louisiana,” all fraternal rela- 
tions and correspondence between that Grand Orient and this Grand 
Lodge be, and the same are, hereby suspended. 

No. 4. Wuereas, The Grand Lodge of Maryland adopted May, 
1870, the following Standing Resolution :— 

That until the Grand Orient of France shall withdraw its recogni- 
tion of the so-called Supreme Council of the A. and A. 5. Rite, of the 
Sovereign and Independent State of Louisiana, all fraternal relations 
and correspondence between that Grand Orient and this Grand 
Lodge be, and the same are, hereby suspended; and 

Wuereas, The Grand Orient of France has eliminated from its 
Constitution the name of Deity—the belief in and recognition of 
Whom, from time immemorial, has been a fundamental principle of 
Freemasonry, as also an essential prerequisite for anyone who desires 
to enter her portals; therefore, in order to be more emphatic in the 
severance of our relations with the Grand Orient of France :— 

Resolved, That all Masonic communication and intercourse by the 
Freemasons of Maryland with the Grand Orient of France, its subor- 
dinates, or any Mason who owes allegiance thereto, 1s hereby pro- 
hibited by this Grand Lodge. 

No. 5. All Masons of the obedience of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land are hereby forbidden to hold any Masonic communication or 
intercourse with the so-called Grand Lodge at Worthington, in the 
State of Ohio, its subordinate Lodges, or any Mason connected there- 
with. 
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No. 6. All Lodges applying to the Grand Lodge for remission of 
dues are required to accompany such application with their books 
and accounts, for the inspection of the Committee on Grievance. 

No. 7. The subordinate Lodges of this jurisdiction are prohibited 
from soliciting aid from foreign jurisdictions for any purpose what- 
ever, unless the permission of the Grand Master be previously 
obtained. 

No. 8. Any subordinate Lodge in any adjoining jurisdiction may 
confer the first three degrees of Masonry on citizens of this State who 
reside nearer to such Lodge than to any Lodge in this State. Pro- 
vided, the same privilege be extended to the Lodges in this State by 
the laws of such adjoining jurisdiction. 

No. 9. Any man within the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge who 
resides nearer a subordinate Lodge of this State than a subordinate 
Lodge of another jurisdiction, and who has received, or may receive, 
the degrees of Masonry in a sister jurisdiction during such residence, 
shall be debarred from all the rights and privileges of Freemasonry 
in this jurisdiction until the disability shall be removed by this Grand 
Lodge. 

No. 10. The furnishing of Masonic information to the press for 
publication, except in reference to matters wholly unconnected with 
the secret work or business of the Lodge, is prohibited. 

The laying of cornerstones, unveiling of statues, burial of the dead, 
etc., are true Masonic work, and should be performed while the Lodge 
is open in the third degree. 

All Masonic notices shall be sent in sealed envelopes. 

No. 11. A Lodge can only bury a brother Master Mason when re- 
quested to do so by him or his family, and provided he was affiliated 
and in good standing at the time of his death. Should a Lodge be 
called upon to bury a brother they must have exclusive control of 
the funeral, all the pallbearers must be Masons and the funeral serv- 
ices of the Lodge must be conducted immediately after the services 
of the Church. The Lodge may attend the funeral even though other 
societies attend, but they cannot allow any other societies to partici- 
pate in the ceremonies until the Masonic ceremonies are fully com- 
pleted. 

No. 12. The General Masonic Relief Association is requested to 
furnish the Lodges of this jurisdiction with the warning circular 
issued by said Association, the Grand Lodge paying for same a sum 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

No. 13. The first day’s session of the Annual Communication shall 
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be called at three (3) o’clock P.M., or such other hour as the M. W. 
Grand Master may elect; to receive reports of Committees and trans- 
act such business as may be presented for consideration. A collation 
shall be served at 6.30 to 7 o’clock and the business resumed at 8 
o’clock. The second day’s session shall be called at 7.30 o’clock P.M. 
for the election and installation of Grand Officers, and such business 
as may be offered. 

No. 14. The Worshipful Master of each Lodge shall have Article 
23d of the Constitution, and those Standing Resolutions of the Grand 
Lodge, pertaining to subordinate Lodges, read in his Lodge on the 
evening of the annual election of officers, and shall certify the fact of 
such reading in the returns of the Lodge to the Grand Secretary at the 
next Communication of the Grand Lodge. 

No. 15. Previous to their installation, the W. Master and Wardens 
elect of any Lodge in this jurisdiction, shall certify on the back of the 
Certificate of the Committee on Examination of Masters or that of 
the Grand Inspector of their District, that they have within sixty 
days of the date thereof read the Constitution of the Grand Lodge 
of Masons of Maryland, and resolutions appended thereto. 

No. 16. Wuernas, The belief in an infinitely wise, beneficent 
and Supreme Being is an essential tenet of our institution; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of Maryland recommend the subor- 
dinate Lodges in its jurisdiction to attend Divine Service when con- 
venient to do so, at least once a year, on Sunday nearest either Festi- 
val of St. John. 

No. 17. Appointments of Grand Representatives to the various 
sister Bodies shall be for the term of three years. 

No. 18. Freedom Lodge, No. 112, is permitted to hold its meetings 
alternately at Freedom and Sykesville, at the pleasure of the Grand 
Lodge. 

No. 19. The Grand Lodge hereby expresses its approval of the 
organization of the Masonic Veteran Association of Maryland. 

No. 20. May 12, 1908. That a Committee be appointed, to be 
known as the Committee on Masonic Halls, and that no building for 
Masonic purposes, or using the name Masonic, be erected until after 
the plans for the same and the financial status of the proposed under- 
taking have been submitted to said Committee and received its 
approval. 

No. 21. Adopted 1913. That all Lodges in the United States 
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holding Charters from the Grand Orient of Spain be and are hereby 
declared clandestine Lodges, and all persons affiliating with such 
Lodges are to be considered clandestine Masons. 

No. 22. Adopted November 17, 1914. All petitions must be sent 
to the Grand Secretary to have the statements verified as to previous 
rejection before action is had thereon. 

No. 23. Adopted 1919. That mileage and per diem shall be paid 
to all District Grand Inspectors who attend the Communications of 
the Grand Lodge. | 

No. 24. Adopted 1919. That the Grand Lodge A. F. & A. M. of 
Maryland hereby formally confirms and adopts the constitution of 
the Masonic Service Association and hereby enrolls itself as a member 
of said Association. The Grand Master, or his successor or succes- 
sors, or such brother as he or they may appoint under Seal of the 
Grand Lodge, duly certified by the Grand Secretary, shall be the 
accredited representative of this Grand Lodge in said Association. 

No. 25. Adopted 1919. Wherever the term “City of Baltimore”’ 
is used in the Constitution and the Standing Resolutions of the Grand 
Lodge, it shall mean the “City of Baltimore” within the boundary 
lines established by the Legislature in 1918. 

Provided, however, that in addition to concurrent jurisdiction with 
the other Baltimore City Lodges, Highland Lodge, No. 184, is per- 
mitted to retain exclusive jurisdiction until the Annual Communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge in 1925 over the following territory, viz.: 

All the territory covering that portion of Baltimore City beginning 
at the present (1918) eastern boundary and the south side of the Bel 
Air Road, running southerly on the south side of the Bel Air Road to 
the east side of Loney’s Lane; thence southerly along the east side of 
Loney’s Lane, or East Avenue, to the water front; thence easterly 
along the water front to the 1918 eastern boundary line of Baltimore 
City; thence northerly to the starting point at the intersection of the 
Bel Air Road. 

Provided, also, that in addition to concurrent jurisdiction with the 
other Baltimore City Lodges, Tuscan Lodge, No. 202, is permitted 
to retain exclusive jurisdiction until the Annual Communication of 
the Grand Lodge in 1925 over the following territory, viz. : 

All the territory known as Govans, bounded on the east by the east 
side of Hillen Road, on the south by the 1888 northern boundary of 
Baltimore City, on the west by the east side of Charles Street Avenue, 
and on the north by the 1918 northern city limits. 
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Provided, also, that in addition to retaining exclusive jurisdiction 
over the portion of its territory remaining in Baltimore County, 
Palestine Lodge, No. 189, is permitted to have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with the Baltimore City Lodges until the Annual Communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge in 1925 over that portion of its former terri- 
tory which was annexed to Baltimore City in 1918. 

Sharon Lodge, No. 182, is to have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
other city Lodges. 

No. 26. Adopted 1919. That beginning with the Annual Com- 
munication of 1920 and every five years thereafter, the names of the 
Officers and Past Masters and the members of the several Lodges be 
printed in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge as was done prior to 
1916; that the distribution of the Proceedings to the Lodges be made 
on the ratio as prior to 1915, and the subordinate Lodges may, prior 
to going to press, order additional copies of the Proceedings at cost 
and charge of carriage. 

No. 27. Adopted 1921. The first section of the Fellow Craft De- 
gree, and the first section of the Master Mason Degree, may be con- 
ferred upon five (5) candidates collectively, the second section of the 
third degree must be conferred in full form upon each candidate indi- 
vidually. As many units of five (5) or parts thereof may be handled 
at one session as the Worshipful Master may decide upon. ‘The 
Entered Apprentice degree must be conferred in full upon each candi- 
date as is now practiced, as provided by Article 23, Section 7. 

No. 28. Adopted 1921. Should a candidate be elected to receive 
the degrees, and if, for any reason whatever, the first degree is not 
conferred upon him within the space of twelve months after his elec- 
tion, he shall be automatically dropped, and the fee which accom- 
panied his petition shall be returned. 

Should a candidate receive the first degree and if, for any reason 
whatever, the second degree is not conferred upon him within twelve 
months, he shall be automatically dropped. 

Should a candidate receive the second degree and if, for any reason 
whatever, the third degree is not conferred upon him within twelve 
months, he shall be automatically dropped. 

This Resolution is to apply to all outstanding cases. 

Should a candidate be dropped for any reason, he can only be 
reinstated by making a new application, and by unanimous consent 
of the Lodge. ‘The application to be handled in each case as regards 
Committee, time, approval by the Grand Secretary, etc., as in the 
case of new petitions.

BY-LAWS OF ARCANA LODGE, NO. 110 
A. F.& A. M. 


ARTICLE I 


Section 1. Name. This Lodge shall be known as Arcana Lodge. 
No. 110, A. F. & A. M. 

Sec. 2. Communications. This Lodge shall meet on the first and 
third Wednesdays in each month at 7:30 o’clock P.M., unless the 
Worshipful Master shall otherwise order. ; 


ARTICLE II 


SecTION 1. Elections. ‘The Worshipful Master, Wardens, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer and one Delegate to the Lodge of Relief shall be 
elected annually, at the regular communication, preceding St. John 
the Evangelist’s Day, by a majority of written ballots. 

Sec. 2. Committee on Accounts. The Worshipful Master shall 
also appoint at the regular communication, prior to the election of 
officers, a committee consisting of three members of the Lodge, to 
examine the accounts of the Secretary and Treasurer, who shall make 
their report to the Lodge at the stated communication of the election 
of officers. 


ARTICLE III 


Section 1. Duties. ‘The duties of the Worshipful Master, Senior 
Warden and Junior Warden being well established by ancient usage, 
need not be especially pointed out; they shall also constitute the 
Standing Committee and perform the duties usually pertaining to 
said Committee, but they shall have authority to draw from the 
Treasury not more than ten dollars for any one application for assist- 
ance during the interval of the stated communication. 

They shall report at the following stated communication the 
amount they have disbursed. 

Src. 2. The Secretary, in addition to the usual duties, shall re- 
ceive all moneys on behalf of the Lodge which shall be handed to the 
Treasurer at or before the stated communication subsequent to its 
reception, taking a receipt therefor. 

Src. 3. The Treasurer shall receive from the Secretary all funds 
belonging to the Lodge, which he shall keep apart from his personal 
possessions. He shall pay no money except upon an order drawn by 
the Secretary and countersigned by the Worshipful Master. 
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Sec. 4. Salaries. The Secretary shall receive for his services the 
sum of five hundred dollars, per annum, payable semi-annually, and 
shall be exempted from payment of dues. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer, for his services, shall be exempted from 
the payment of dues. 


ARTICLE IV 


Section 1. Revenue. Every brother in the Lodge, except those 
who are exempted by these by-laws, shall pay dues annually in ad- 
vance, from January Ist, of each year amounting to eight dollars 
per year. 

Every brother who neglects to pay his dues for one year, may be 
suspended from membership, without trial, after one month’s notice. 

Should any member so suspended, pay all arrearages up to the time 
of his suspension, within six months after the notice of the action of 
the Lodge is given him, his membership is renewed. 

After six months, it can be renewed only by his paying all arrearages 
and petitioning in regular form for reinstatement. 

All dues shall be charged including the half year in which the 
brother became a member. 

Sec. 2. Life Members. All brethren who hold a continuous un- 
interrupted and contributive membership in this Lodge for a period 
of thirty years, having paid their dues in full, shall be entitled to life 
membership without a special vote of the Lodge, but nothing herein 
shall be construed as depriving the Lodge of the right to grant life 
membership by a special vote in any other case, wherein the Lodge 
may desire to do so. This to take effect as of April 26, 1905. 

That life members of Arcana Lodge, No. 110, A. F. & A. M. be- 
coming such after January Ist, 1932, shall be exempt from payment 
of any dues, except the sum of $4.20 per annum, the said sum of $4.20 
per annum being the per capita tax of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
and tax for maintenance of the Masonic Home. 

Sec. 3. Address. Every brother changing his residence shall 
notify the Secretary of such change as early thereafter as practical. 

Notices sent by mail to a brother’s last address shall be deemed 
legal notice. 


ARTICLE V 


SEcTION 1. Applications. Every male person, not less than 
twenty-one years of age desiring to be made a Mason, shall apply by 
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petition in writing, signed ‘by himself, and must be recommended by 
two members of this Lodge. His application being in usual form shall 
contain the sum of seventy-five dollars, and should he be elected, he 
shall be entitled to receive the three degrees, provided he complies 
with Standing Resolution of May, 1860. 

Sec. 2. Membership. Any brother desiring to become a member 
of this Lodge shall apply by petition in writing, signed by himself and 
accompanied by the sum of eight dollars, and he shall visit the Lodge 
at a stated communication, and must be recommended by two mem- 
bers of the Lodge. All applications received shall be disposed of | 
according to the requirements of the Constitution and Standing Reso- 
lutions of the Grand Lodge, and should admission be denied, the fee 
which accompanied the petition shall be returned. 

Sec. 3. Demit. Any brother desiring to withdraw from the Lodge 
shall signify the same in writing at a stated communication, and pay 
to the Secretary his dues, if no charges are pending against him, a 
demit shall be granted. 


ARTICLE VI 


SrecTIon 1. All cases which are not provided for by these by-laws 
shall be determined and governed according to the Constitution and 
Standing Resolutions of the M. W. Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

Sec. 2. No addition or amendment shall be made to these by- 
laws, unless proposed in writing at a stated communication, the Secre- 
tary having notified the members of the proposed action when, if 
concurred in by two-thirds of the members present, they shall be 
adopted. 

STANDING RESOLUTIONS 


Resolved, That there be appropriated from the present funds of the 
Lodge the sum of $200, and hereafter at the first Stated Communi- 
cation in January and July in every year, one-twentieth of the re- 
ceipts of the Lodge from initiations during the preceding six months, 
which amount shall be placed in the hands of Five Trustees, to be 
elected by ballot at the next election of officers, and annually there- 
after, who shall invest the money so appropriated as a Trust Fund, 
and report over their own signatures at every Annual Communication 
for election of officers the condition of said Trust Fund. 

Resolved, That all vacancies in said Board of Trustees shall be filled 
by appointment of the W. M. and such appointment shall hold their 
office until the next annual election of officers. 
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Resolved, That said Trust Fund shall be used for the benefit of 
members of Arcana Lodge, No. 110, and their widows and orphans 
who may need assistance, and for no other purpose, and then only 
by the consent of a majority of the members present at any Stated 
Communication when applications for assistance are considered; and 
no portion of said Trust Fund shall be appropriated or used for said 
purpose while there are other funds of the Lodge in the Treasury 
not required for other purposes. 


ADOPTED SEPTEMBER 9, 1903 


Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of the Relief Fund withdraw 
their account of that fund from the Eutaw Savings Bank and deposit 
it in the name of Arcana Lodge in the Hopkins Place Savings Bank. 

Resolved, An organist shall be elected at the Annual Election of the 
officers. The organist shall receive Four Dollars per night for his 
services, and in addition to his services at the organ, he shall attend 
to the distribution and collection of the Odes.

That every Mason must believe in the existence of God as 
the Grand Architect of the Universe. 
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XX. That every Mason must believe in a resurrection to a future 
life. 
XXI. That a book of the law of God must constitute an indis- 
pensable part of the furniture of every Lodge. 
XXII. That all men in the sight of God are equal, and meet in the 
Lodge on one common level. 
XXIII. That Freemasonry is a secret society in possession of secrets 
that cannot be divulged. 
XXIV. That Freemasonry consists of a speculative science founded 
on operative art. 
XXV. That the Landmarks of Masonry can never be changed.

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LAWRENCE SANGSTON 
Furst Worshipful Master, 1859 


AWRENCE SANGSTON was born in 
Caroline County, Maryland, Oc- 
tober 4, 1814. He was named after 
Captain Lawrence, of the Chesapeake 
and Shannon fame. In early life he was 
in the mechanical department of the old © 
and long established hardware house of 
Richard Norris. At a subsequent period 
he became a partner in the dry goods 
house of Sangston & Co., his brother 
James being a senior member of the firm, 
of which George E. Sangston was also a 
member. When that firm dissolved he 
wound up the business, and on the death of his brother took charge of 
his affairs. At a latter period he was frequently called upon to ad- 
just accounts and act as arbitrator in mercantile disputes. 

On the 24th of April, 1861, he was elected on the States’ Rights 
ticket in Baltimore City to the extra session of the Maryland Legis- 
lature which met on April 26, at Frederick City. On the order of 
Major General John A. Dix, issued from Fort McHenry, September 
12, 1861, Mr. Sangston was arrested together with the Mayor of 
Baltimore, George William Brown, S. Teackle Wallis, Henry May, 
members of Congress, and fourteen other prominent citizens. ‘They 
were committed to Fort McHenry, then to Fort Lafayette, and 
afterward to Fort Warren. 

After the war, Mr. Sangston was actively engaged in relief work 
for the South. It was largely through his efforts that funds were 
raised and agricultural implements, seed, and other things furnished 
which were necessary to rehabilitate portions of Virginia, North 
Carolina, and other southern states. 

His devotion to this cause is well known in Baltimore, where he 
had many co-workers in the mercantile and business community. He 
was in late years interested in the South Carolina phosphate discover- 
ies. At the time of his death, he was president of the Maryland 
Fertilizing Company. 

He was never prominent in politics, though ready with his services 
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for his city or state where there was need for brave and intelligent 
men in trying times. 

Brother Sangston was made a Mason in Concordia Lodge No. 13, 
received the Entered Apprentice Degree June 28, 1848, passed to the 
Felloweraft Degree July 7, 1848, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason July 21, 1848. He was elected Junior Warden June, 
1850, reelected December, 1850, elected Senior Warden June 1851, 
reelected December 1851, elected Worshipful Master June 1852. He 
withdrew from Concordia Lodge No. 13, to assist in the formation of 
Arcana Lodge No. 110, and was elected as the first Worshipful Mas- 
ter, and installed as Worshipful Master by M. W. Grand Master 
Charles Goodwin in open Grand Lodge at the annual communication 
held November 1859. He withdrew from Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
to assist in the formation of Maryland Lodge No. 120, and when the 
Charter was issued November 20, 1865, was elected Treasurer. He 
was elected Senior Grand Warden in the years 1852 and 1865 to 
1868. 

Brother Sangston presented the Grand Lodge of Maryland, at the 
semi-annual communication, May 9, 1864, a book of the proceedings 
of Lodges in Leonard-Town, in St. Mary’s County, during the years 
of 1719-60-62-64, together with a number of old papers, records, 
accounts, ete., as a relic of the past of more than a century. 

He received the Capitular Degrees in Phoenix Chapter. 

He was knighted in Maryland Commandery No. I, April 26, 1850. 

Lawrence Sangston died at his residence, Huntington Avenue and 
St. Paul Street of heart trouble, November 7, 1876. The funeral 
took place from Grace Episcopal Church, and was attended by 
Maryland Commandery, delegates from Maryland Lodge No. 120, 
Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, and numerous friends and acquaint- 
ances. The interment took place in Greenmount Cemetery. 

Lawrence Sangston, a Past Master of Concordia Lodge No. 13, and 
other Master Masons, desiring to form a new Lodge in the City of 
Baltimore, Maryland, petitioned the M. W. Grand Master Charles 
Goodwin for a dispensation to form a Lodge to make Master Masons 
after the manner of Free and Accepted Masons. 

A dispensation was granted, and on the evening of August 25, 
1859, ameeting was held, the dispensation as granted by M. W. Grand 
Master Goodwin was read by Brother Sangston, and the following 
officers appointed.

The Officers after assuming their stations, the Lodge proceeded to 
transact business by authority invested in them under the dispensa- 
tion granted. 

On motion made by Senior Warden Robert Gwynn, and seconded 
by Junior Warden Charles E. Kemp, the name of the Lodge be 
“Arcana,” from the Greek, meaning “Secret Things.” (Motion 
carried. ) 

On motion made by Senior Warden Robert Gwynn, and seconded 
by Senior Deacon B. F. Norris, the initiation fee shall be twenty- 
five dollars. (Motion carried.) 

On motion made by Senior Warden Robert Gwynn, and seconded 
by Senior Deacon B. F. Norris, the Tyler’s fee shall be one dollar per 
meeting night. (Motion carried.) 

On motion made by Junior Warden Charles KE. Kemp, and seconded 
by Senior Warden Robert Gwynn, the By-Laws of Concordia Lodge 
No. 13, be adopted with the exception of initiation and Tyler’s fee. 
(Motion carried.) 

On motion made by Brother William M. Wood and seconded by 
Junior Warden Charles E. Kemp, the Lodge meet on each Ist, 3rd 
and 5th Mondays of each month. (Motion carried.) 

On motion made by Brother E. R. Newman, and seconded by 
Brother William M. Wood, the Worshipful Master, and Wardens 
shall act as a committee to procure necessary regalia for the use of 
the Lodge. (Motion carried.) 

~ On motion made by Brother E. R. Newman, and seconded by 
Brother James W. Bowers, the Lodge admit Master Masons as mem- 
bers of this Lodge, “‘at one dollar’ for one month from date. (Mo- 
tion carried. ) 

The place of meeting shall be after the meeting of August 29, 1859, 
at No. 3 South Carey Street, known as “Eureka Hall.” 

The Lodge proceeded to elect a Secretary and Treasurer. Brother 
James H. Benbury receiving the majority of votes for Secretary, and 
Brother E. R. Newman the majority for Treasurer, were declared 
elected, to hold office until the next communication of the Grand 
Lodge, November 21, 1859. 

Brothers M. A. Miller and James W. Bowers, were appointed

The first meeting, under the dispensation granted, was held ina 
small room over the coal yard office of William Rogers of Jacob, 
(William Rogers was Worshipful Master of Concordia Lodge, No. 13, 
from December 1859 to June 1860). This coal yard was the site 
chosen for the St. Paul’s M. E. Church South, located on West 
Fayette near Republican Street, in the year 1860. 


August 29, 1859. The first petitions were received from John H. 
Barth and B. Frank Bartholow. The Committees appointed 
were: For John H. Barth, Bros. Gwynn, Kemp, and Cox. For 
B. Frank Bartholow, Bros. Norris, Wood and Bowers. Grand 
Master Goodwin, invested the Lodge with authority, until the 
next Grand Lodge communication, November 21, 1859, to re- 
ceive as members all Master Masons in good standing. The 
committee appointed to investigate the standing of Brother E. 
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Morrison, reported the Brother in good standing. Brother E. 
R. Newman proposed the name of Brother E. Morrison as Tyler. 
The Lodge appointed Brother E. Morrison as the first Tyler of 
the Lodge. Brother James H. Benbury notified the Lodge it 
would be impossible for him to continue to serve as Secretary. 
Subsequently the Worshipful Master appointed Brother James 
W. Bowers as his successor. 

September 5, 1859. Brother Robert Gwynn exemplified the Entered 
Apprentice Degree for the benefit of the brethren assembled. 
The first application for membership by affiliation was received 
from Brother L. B. Blair, late of Ben. Franklin Lodge No. 97. 

September 19, 1859. John H. Barth and B. Frank Bartholow were 
elected to receive the degrees of Masonry. The Entered Ap- 
prentice Degree was conferred upon B. Frank Bartholow as the 
first, and John H. Barth as the second candidate. The Degree 
conferred by Worshipful Master Lawrence Sangston. 

October 3, 1859. ‘The first Altar to be used by Arcana Lodge was 
purchased at a cost of thirty-six dollars and fifty cents. The 
first Master Mason degree was conferred upon Brothers B. Frank 
Bartholow and John H. Barth. The degree conferred by Wor- 
shipful Master Lawrence Sangston. 

November 21, 1859. Grand Lodge Communication. Committee ap- 
pointed on petition of the Lodge working under dispensation, 
seeking a Charter, made the following report, which was read: 

The undersigned committee to whom was referred the Books, 
Papers, and Dispensation of Arcana Lodge, together with a 
petition asking a permanent charter, have examined the work sub- 
mitted for their inspection and approve the skill and fidelity 
with which it has been done. They would especially commend 
the neatness and accuracy with which their records have been 
kept. The committee offers the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the work of Arcana Lodge be approved, and 
the prayer of their petition be granted.

November 22, 1859. The Grand Lodge granted a Charter to be 
known as Arcana Lodge No. 110, upon the recommendation of 
Concordia Lodge No. 13, dated August 19, 1859, which read: 
Concordia Lodge No. 13 recommends the application for a new 
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Lodge, to be known as Arcana Lodge No. 110, located at No. 3 
South Carey Street. A resolution introduced in Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, Thatin consideration of present insufficient acecommo- 
dation offer by the Masonic Hall Building, Arcana Lodge, No. 
110, be permitted to provide a room for its use, in such location 
in the western part of the city, as its members may determine 
upon. 

Brother Lawrence Sangston was installed in open Grand 
Lodge as the first Worshipful Master of Arcana Lodge, No. 110. 

November 28, 1859. A special communication for the purpose of in- 
stalling officers. ‘The officers were installed in accordance with 
the Charter granted. The installation ceremonies were con- 
ducted by Brother Lawrence Sangston, attended by M. W. 
Grand Master Goodwin. 

December 12, 1859. The first appeal for charity was made by Brother 
William H. Cox, to assist a worthy cause. The Lodge after due 
consideration, deemed it impossible to render assistance, as the 
financial condition of the Lodge, did not warrant an appropria- 
tion. 

December 19, 1859. ‘The first election of officers under the Charter 
was held, and the following officers were elected:

The Past Master Degree was conferred upon Worshipful 
Master elect Robert Gwynn, after the retirement of all who 
were not Past Masters to the ante-room. After the conferring 
of the Past Masters Degree was concluded, the membership re- 
turned to the Lodge room, when the installation ceremonies 
were begun. ‘The ceremonies were conducted by Past Master 
F. J. Thomas, late of Malta Lodge, No. 80, of the state of Vir- 
ginia, a member of Arcana Lodge, No. 110, acted as Master of 
Ceremonies. 

Note: Past Master F. J. Thomas lost his life in the Civil War, 
at the battle of Manassas. He was Colonel and Aide to General 
Johnson of the Confederate Army. 
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CHARLES GOODWIN 
Grand Master, 1858 


HARLES GOODWIN was born in Freder- 
@: icksburg, Virginia, 1797, and was 
made a Master Mason in that city in 
1822. 

He removed to Baltimore City, Mary-. 
land, in 1835, and ten years later became 
a member of Washington Lodge, No. 3. 
He was elected Worshipful Master in 
1846 and continued as Master until 1850. 

In 1848 he was elected R. W. Senior 
Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, and W. M. Grand Master in 
1858, serving a year in each office. It 
was during his régime that the Arcana Lodge Charter was granted. 
In the work of the Chapter he was active, presiding as High Priest in 
Phoenix Chapter, No. 7, and later as the first High Priest of St. 
John’s Chapter, No. 19. 

He was elected as Scribe of the Grand Chapter of Maryland in 
1855, and a year later as King. 

An active and prosperous merchant, occupying many prominent 
positions of trust in the community, he became in the latter part of 
his life, the President of the Franklin Bank. 

Charles Goodwin died August 7, 1874, at Rawley Springs, Virginia, 
where he was visiting for the benefit of his health, having suffered 
a stroke of paralysis some months previous. He was buried from 
his late residence 121 McColloh Street (now spelled MeCulloh) 
August 9, 1874. ‘The services were conducted by the Rev. Dr. Ran- 
kins of St. Luke’s P. E. Church. City Officials, Bank Officials, Mer- 
chants and members of the Masonic Fraternity attended the services. 

He was buried in the family lot in Loudon Park Cemetery. 

His widow and four children survived. 
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CHARLES ROBERT GWYNN 
Worshipful Master, 1860 





HARLES ROBERT GWYNN was born in 

Freeport, Gloucester County, Vir- 

ginia, January 14, 1809, son of Hugh and 
Caroline Tomkies Gwynn. 

He came to Baltimore, Maryland, when 
a boy to learn the mercantile business. 
For many years he was identified with 
the wholesale dry goods trade and at one 
time was with the firm of Sangston and 
Company. Later he entered business for 
himself trading as Gwynn and Company, 
and later as Gwynn, Read and Taylor. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, his 
sympathies were with the Confederacy. He left Baltimore, Mary- 
land, and returned to his old home, at Freeport, Virginia. 

At the close of the war, he found himself very much reduced in 
circumstances, and returned to Baltimore, to begin anew the struggles 
for existence. He secured employment with the firm of Chestnut and 
Company, and Jater with P. T. George and Company. With this 
firm he remained until the year 1882, when he retired from active 
business. 

Charles Robert Gwynn was well known throughout Maryland and 
Virginia, and was popular among a large circle of friends. 

He married Miss Mary Sangston (sister of Lawrence Sangston) to 
whom were born one daughter and four sons. 

His Masonic record states briefly his Masonic career. He was 
made a Mason about 1848, placing his demit in Arcana Lodge, No. 
110, at its formation August 25, 1859, and chosen as the first Senior 
Warden. 

August 7, 1865. He requested a demit, which was granted. 

Charles Robert Gwynn died January 7, 1892, at his late residence, 
1837 W. Lexington Street. The funeral services were held January 
9, 1892, interment in family lot in Greenmount Cemetery. 

He was survived by four sons, and one daughter. 
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January 2, 1860. <A visiting brother was assisted on his way home 
by the Lodge. This was the first case tendered assistance by 
the Lodge. 

January 16, 1860. Past Master F. J. Thomas offered the Lodge a 
donation of books, as a nucleus of a library of the use of the 
members. <A librarian was appointed to care for the books 
donated, and any additional books which hereafter be made 
thereto. 

January 23, 1860. A special communication for the purpose of ex- 
emplifying the catechism of the Entered Apprentice Degree, by 
Worshipful Master Robert Gwynn for the benefit of all members 
of the craft, and also Brother Francis M. Hay, an Entered Ap- 
prentice of the Lodge. 

January 30, 1860. <A beautiful Tyler’s Sword, a gift of Brother Or- 
mond of Brooklyn Lodge No. 288 of New York, was presented 
the Lodge by the Worshipful Master in behalf of Brother Or- 
mond. ‘The Worshipful Master ordered the purchase of the first 
Lodge Seal, at a cost not to exceed fifteen dollars. 

March 19, 1860. The Worshipful Master delivered an address, his 
topic “The Ancient Landmarks of the Order,” and also exempli- 
fied the examination to be used in examining a visiting brother. 

May 14, 1860. The Grand Lodge reports showed the membership 
of Arcana Lodge to be forty-two Master Masons, and one En- 
tered Apprentice. ‘The Grand Lodge per capita tax at this time 
was fifty cents, for initiation two dollars. ‘The report shows the 
Lodge to be in debt to the Grand Lodge to the amount of thirty- 
two dollars. 

May 21, 1860. ‘The first demit was issued at this communication to 
Brother B. F. Norris. 

June 18, 1860. Robert Gwynn reelected Worshipful Master. 

July 2, 1860. "The Lodge accepted the invitation of Coates’ Lodge to 
attend the dedication of their New Masonic Hall, on Wednesday, 
July 18, 1860, at Easton, Maryland. 

August 6, 1860. ‘The first petition to be rejected occurred at this 

communication. 

August 20, 1860. "The Audit Committee reports showing an aggre- 
gate of receipts $637.75, from September 19, 1859, to August 6, 
1860, and disbursements to the amount of $625.86. A balance 
in treasury, $11.89. 

October 1, 1860. Past Master Lawrence Sangston reported he had 
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placed insurance to the amount of $300 on regalia and furniture, 
at a cost of two dollars. (A receipt of this transaction is in the 
archives of the Lodge.) 

October 2, 1860. 'The first Master Mason degree lecture, to be de- 
livered by a visiting Past Master, was delivered by Past Master 
Rev. Dr. McCabe of Hiram Lodge No. 107. 

October 15, 1860. Brother J. T. Lewis assigned as the first Grand 
Inspector to the Lodge made his first visit. 

November 9, 1860. Grand Lodge reports 47 Master Masons, one 
Fellowcraft and four Entered Apprentices. The Lodge was in- 
debted to the Grand Lodge to the amount thirty-six dollars 
and fifty cents. 

December 17, 1860. Brother James W. Bowers was elected Worship- 
ful Master. 

December 24, 1860. The Past Master’s Degree was conferred upon 
Brother James W. Bowers, in the Lodge room, No. 3 South 
Carey Street. At the conclusion of the ceremonies, Brother 
James W. Bowers was installed Worshipful Master. 
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GENERAL ANTHONY KIMMEL 
Grand Master, 1859 


ENERAL ANTHONY KIMMEL was born 
(& in Baltimore, Maryland, in the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. 

He received his education at St. Mary’s 
College, and defended Baltimore in the- 
war of 1812-14. Taking an active part 
in the militia affairs of the city, he at- 
tained the rank of Major General, and 
participated in the public reception of 
Marquis De LaFayette in 1824. 

April 9, 1819. He received the degree 
of Master Mason, in Concordia Lodge 
No. 18, but subsequently affiliated with 
Columbia Lodge No. 58, Fredericktown, Frederick County, 
Maryland. 

In 1832 he was elected R. W. Senior Warden, serving four terms. 

In 1842 he was elected R. W. Deputy Grand Master, serving 
three terms, again reelected in 1857, and elected M. W. Grand Master 
in 1859. 

In political affairs he was quite active, serving several times as a 
member of the State Senate. 

General Anthony Kimmel died April 25, 1871, at his home (Lin- 
ganor), Frederick County, Maryland. His remains were brought to 
Baltimore City, and under the escort of Baltimore Commandery, 
conveyed to the Masonic Temple, where the Templar funeral serv- 
ices were read. Afterward the remains were escorted by the Grand 
Lodge and Baltimore Commandery No. 2, to the graveyard, corner 
of Paca and Lombard Streets, where the body was interred with 
Masonic rites. It was reinterred some years later in Loudon Park 
Cemetery. 

He was survived by a son, Anthony Z. Kimmel. 
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JAMES W. BOWERS 
Worshipful Master, 1861 


AMES W. BOWERS was born in Kent 
County, Maryland, July 23, 1827. 
In the following year, his parents removed 
to Baltimore, Maryland, where he con- 
tinuously resided. He was educated in 
private schools, his last preceptor being 
the Rev. Mr. John N. McJilton (M. W. 
Grand Master, 1862). He was appren- 
ticed to the drug business in 1840, and 
commenced business for himself in 1851, 
at the southwest corner of Baltimore and 
Schroeder Streets, where he continued in 
business until his death. 

He was initiated in Concordia Lodge No. 13, February 17, 1854, 
passed April 7, 1854, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason, May 26, 1854. 

In August 1859, he demitted from Concordia Lodge No. 13, to be- 
come a Charter Member of Arcana Lodge No. 110, and was elected 
Junior Warden, December 19, 1859, Senior Warden, June 18, 1860, 
and Worshipful Master December 24, 1860. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter, No. 21, May 17, 1865, 
and in 1870 he was elected High Priest. In this office he served 
several years. 

He was knighted in Crusade Commandery No. 5, but in 1879, he 
withdrew, and affiliated with Maryland Commandery No. 1, of which 
he was Recorder from 1864 to 1908. 

In 1864, Brother Bowers was appointed Grand Lecturer, and 
served until 1886. 

In 1879, he was appointed Grand Lecturer of the Grand Chapter, 
and served in this office until 1889. 

He was elected Grand High Priest in 1873, and reelected in 1874. 
In 1876 he was presiding officer of the Royal and Select Masters, and 
for years President of the Council of High Priests of Maryland. 

In 1881, Grand Master John H. Tyson authorized Brother Bowers 
to compile a Masonic Monitor for the use of the craft in the Maryland 
Jurisdiction (this Monitor is still used, 1934).

May 11, 1881, Brother Sheive; Committee man, offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted by the Grand Lodge. ‘That the 
Masonic Monitor as prepared by Brother James W. Bowers, Grand 
Lecturer, be and the same is hereby approved, and recommended for 
the use of the craft of this Jurisdiction.” 

In 1886 Brother Bowers, assisted by an auxiliary committee con- 
sisting of Brothers Past Grand Master John M. Carter, Grand Secre- 
tary J. H. Medairy, and Semor Grand Deacon William H. Clark, 
agreed upon the work as in accordance with the Standing Resolution 
of May, 1865, and organized the first Lodge of Instruction to meet 
regularly each Monday night. ‘This Lodge was well attended, as high 
as 100 brethren being present in one evening, and was held in the 
East Room of the first Masonic Temple erected on North Charles 
Street. The Lodge room was furnished by voluntary contributions 
from the City Lodges. 

He held two public offices, that of Commissioner of Public Schools, 
and City Councilman of the 19th ward. 

James W. Bowers died January 8, 1908. His remains were conveyed 
to St. Luke’s Church, January 11, where services were held, thence to 
Loudon Park Cemetery, where Masonic services were held by Arcana 
Lodge No. 110. A delegation of the Grand Chapter Officers attended 
these services. 

Brother Bowers was a good citizen, a zealous and indefatigable 
Masonic worker. 

He was survived by a son, James W. Bowers, Jr., since deceased. 


January 7, 1861. ‘The Secretary’s bill for services for two terms to 
the amount of fifty dollars, was ordered paid when sufficient 
funds were in the hands of the Treasurer. 

January 10, 1861. The first summons to be issued for non-payment 
of dues was issued to ten members, at this communication. 
February 4, 1861. A motion was made and carried, to discontinue 
the sending of communication notices. ‘The Audit Committee 

reports a balance in treasury of thirty-three dollars. 

May 13, 1861. The Grand Lodge reports a membership of fifty 
Master Masons, two Fellowcrafts and three Entered Appren- 
tices. The Lodge is indebted to the Grand Lodge to the amount 
of thirty dollars and fifty cents. 

June 17, 1861. Brother James W. Bowers reelected Worshipful 
Master. 
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August 5, 1861. The first death among the members was reported 
by letter from Brother John P. Brown, Worshipful Master of 
Malta Lodge No. 80, of Virginia, announcing the death of 
Brother F. J. Thomas, who fell upon the battlefield at Manassas 
Junction, Sunday July 21, 1861. Malta Lodge requested a 
Grand Lodge Diploma as to membership and good standing. 
A Grand Lodge Diploma was ordered to be forwarded to Malta 
Lodge, No. 80, and a committee appointed to frame resolution of 
condolence. 

November 18, 1861. The Grand Lodge reports a membership of 
fifty Master Masons. The Lodge was indebted to the Grand 
Lodge to the amount of twenty-six dollars. 

December 16, 1861. Brother Charles E. Kemp elected Worshipful 
Master, and Brother James W. Bowers, Secretary, to succeed 
Brother Henry Stockbridge, who was elected Junior Warden. 
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GENERAL JOHN SUMMERFIELD 
BERRY 


Grand Master, 1860-61 and 1869 


ENERAL JOHN SUMMERFIELD BERRY, 

was born in Baltimore City, Mary- 

land, June 18, 1822; graduated from Dick- 

inson College, and began his business. 
career as a clerk in a dry goods store. 

In 1854, he entered into partnership 
with his brother-in-law, John Hurst, in 
the wholesale dry goods trade, from which 
he retired some years later, after an ac- 
tive and prosperous career. 

In 1857, he was elected a delegate to 
the State Legislature, and was chosen 
Speaker of the House. 

In 1862, he received the appointment as Adjutant General of the 
staff of Governor Bradford, and also the succeeding administration of 
Governor Swann. 

In 1863, he was appointed a director of the B. & O. R. R. and served 
until 1866. 

General Berry was twice married. His first wife was Miss Alverda 
M. Waters, daughter of F. G. Waters, while his widow was Miss Emily 
H. Berry, daughter of Thomas Berry of Indiana. 

A member of the M. E. Church, he attended divine services at the 
Mt. Vernon Place Church while in the city. When at Dukeland, his 
country home, he attended Summerfield Church, of which he was a 
member. 

He received the Master Mason Degree in Adherence Lodge No. 88, 
in the early part of 1850. 

In 1852 he was elected Worshipful Master. 

In 1854 exalted in Phoenix Chapter No. 7, and received the Order 
Of Knighthood in Maryland Commandery No. 1. 

In 1856 elected R. W. Deputy Grand Master. 

In 1860 elected M. W. Grand Master, serving in 1860-61 and again 
in 1869. 

General Berry died at his late residence, 1500 N. Eutaw Street, 
January 3, 1901. 
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The funeral services were held Saturday, January 5th. Theservices 
were conducted by Rev. Dr. Andrew Longacre of New York, Rev. Mr. 
Luther B. Wilson of Washington, D. C., Rev. Mr. John Lanahan and 
Rev. Mr. Ridgely, pastor of Summerfield M. E. Church. 


He was buried in Greenmount Cemetery. 
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CHAS. .E. KEMP 
Worshipful Master, 1862 


HARLES E. KEMP was born at Easton, 
Talbot County, Maryland, on Au- 
gust 10, 1822. He was the son of Dr. 
Samuel T. Kemp, who was Master of the 
Old Coates Lodge No. 76, of Easton, and at. 
a later date, of Burns Lodge No. 87, of St. 
Michaels, Maryland. Brother Kemp was 
educated in the common schools, and the 
Academy at Trappe in his native county. 
At the age of 18, he came to Baltimore, 
Maryland, and engaged in the hardware 
business, in which he continued until his 
death. 

He was made a Mason in Ben Franklin Lodge No. 97, in 1854, 
elected Junior Warden 1857, Senior Warden 1858, and in 1859 he 
withdrew to assist in the formation of Arcana Lodge No. 110. He 
was elected Worshipful Master December 16, 1861, and reelected in 
the years 1862-67—71 and 1873. In 1875 he was elected Treasurer, 
and served until 1876. 

He was exalted in Phoenix Chapter No. 7, later withdrawing to assist 
in the formation of Adoniram Chapter No. 21, in the year 1872, and 
in 1874 he was elected High Priest. 

Brother Kemp was appointed Worshipful Grand Steward Novem- 
ber 16, 1863, and served four years. November 16, 1868, he was 
appointed Grand Marshal, and served until 1875, when he was ap- 
pointed Grand Tyler to succeed Bro. Daniel Piper. He served in 
this position until 1889. He served in 1869 as Director of the Li- 
brary Committee, and was also the Grand Janitor of the Grand 
Chapter. 

In compliment to Brother Chas. E. Kemp on February 19, 1871, a 
lodge was named Charles E. Kemp Lodge No. 154, located at Mt. 
Savage, Allegany County, Maryland. 

Brother Kemp died on Wednesday, May 18, 1892, and on May 21, 
Arcana Lodge No. 110 escorted his remains from his late residence 
2005 Eutaw Place, to Loudon Park Cemetery, where Masonic Serv- 
ices were held. 
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January 6, 1862. Brother Charles E. Kemp, Worshipful Master 
elect, was unable to attend the installation ceremonies, due to 
illness which confined him to his home. 

February 17, 1862. Brother Charles E. Kemp, having recovered 
from his recent illness, was installed Worshipful Master. The 
installation ceremonies were conducted by Past Master Robert 
Gwynn. 

March 3, 1862. Due to the illness of Brother E. Morrison, which 
prevented him from performing the duties as Tyler of the Lodge, 
the Worshipful Master appointed Brother James Martin as his 
successor. 

May 17, 1862. ‘The Lodge convened to attend the funeral of Brother 
KE. Morrison, the first appointed Tyler of the Lodge. The Lodge 
formed in procession, and marched to the home of the late 
brother and viewed the remains. After the church services were 
concluded, the Lodge escorted the remains to the cemetery, 
where Masonic services were held. Worshipful Master Charles 
E. Kemp presided. 

March 19, 1862. ‘The first dispensation requested by the Lodge was 
for the purpose of conferring the degrees of Masonry upon Mr. 
G. W. Hyde, of the United States Navy, at a stated communica- 
tion to be held March 22, 1862. Grand Master Berry returned 
the application, with the decision: “‘A dispensation was not 
necessary, as he, Mr. Hyde, was a seafaring man and in the 
United States Navy.” 

March 23, 1862. Mr. Hyde was initiated, passed, and raised to the 
sublime degree of Master Mason. The Master Mason degree 
conferred by Past Master Robert Gwynn. 

June 16, 1862. Brother B. Frank Bartholow was elected and in- 
stalled Worshipful Master. 
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REV. JOHN N. MCJILTON 
Grand Master, 1862 


HE REV. JOHN N. MoJILTON was born 
ale Baltimore, Maryland, in 1805. 
In early life was attached to the Metho- 
dist Church, but was ordained as a 
Protestant Clergyman by Bishop Whit- 
tingham in 1845. For a number of 
years he was Treasurer of the Board of 
Public Schools in New York City. 

He first appears as a member of the 
craft in the communication reports of 
May, 1845, where he is recorded as a 
member of Warren Lodge, No. 51, subse- 
quently demitting to Corinthian Lodge 
No. 93, of which he became Worshipful Master. 

When chairman of the Committee of Correspondence, his reports 
attracted great attention, because of the ability displayed in them. 

He assisted in the laying of the cornerstone of the Washington 
Monument, and was famous as the founder of the Maryland Institute. 

He was elected M. W. Grand Master, November 18, 1862. 

Six years before his death, accepted an invitation of the late John 
Becker, to become the Rector of the Madison Street P. E. Mission 
Chapel, of New York City. However he held this position but a 
short time, chronic disease having undermined his health, he was 
compelled to abandon his profession. 

Rev. John N. McJilton, D. D. died April 13, 1875, in New York 
City. His remains were brought to Baltimore City, thence con- 
veyed to Greenmount Cemetery, escorted by Maryland Command- 
ery, No. 1, and interred with Masonic Rites. 
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B. FRANK BARTHOLOW 
Worshipful Master, 1862 


FRANK BARTHOLOW was born in Baltimore City, Maryland 

. September 3, 1834. After completing his studies at Knapp’s 
Private School, he secured employment as a clerk with the firm of 
George P. Thomas and Company, importers of liquors, located 
on West Baltimore Street near Paca Street. 

In 1866 he was promoted to bookkeeper, and in 1870 to general 
sales manager. 

In 1858 he married Miss Caroline R. Hay (daughter of Jesse 
Hay, Treasurer of Arcana Lodge 1860-1874) and to whom were born 
a son and a daughter. 

He was the second petitioner to Arcana Lodge No. 110, and the 
first to receive the Master Mason Degree. 

He petitioned the Lodge August 29, 1859, passed September 26, 
1859, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason October 3, 
1859. 

He was elected Senior Warden December 16, 1861, (never serving 
as Junior Warden) and elected Worshipful Master June 16, 1862. 

B. Frank Bartholow died May 18, 1873, of apoplexy while on a 
business trip, at Kittrel Hotel, Henderson, North Carolina. His 
body was conveyed to Baltimore, Maryland. 

The funeral services were held at his late home 1400 Hollins Street. 

Interment took place at Loudon Park Cemetery, at which Arcana 
Lodge officiated. 

He was survived by a son, Frank Carroll, and a daughter, Miss 
Kate Bartholow, since deceased. 


August 12, 1862. Brother Aaron with the assistance of the Wardens 
and Deacons, exemplified the work of the third degree, as prac- 
ticed by our English brethren, to the gratification of the mem- 
bers present. 

September 26, 1862. Brother F. Brown, a member of Marion Lodge 
No. 35, of Indianapolis, Indiana, died on a train while en route 
to Baltimore. His widow requested the Lodge to take charge 
of the body, and bury it with the Masonic Rites. The Lodge 
convened, and conveyed the body to St. Luke’s Church where 
services were held, thence to St. Paul’s graveyard where the body 
was interred with Masonic Rites. 
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November 3, 1862. Past Master Robert Gwynn read a letter before 
the Lodge, from Evans Lodge No. 261, of New York, requesting 
any well governed Lodge to confer the three degrees of Masonry 
upon W. P. Gould, who had been duly elected to receive them in 
Evans Lodge. The Entered Apprentice, Fellowcraft, and 
Master Mason Degrees were conferred upon W. P. Gould by 
Worshipful Master B. Frank Bartholow. 

December 15, 1862. Past Master Robert Gwynn was elected and 
installed Worshipful Master. 7 
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JOHN COATES 
Grand Master, 1863-1868 


OHN COATES was born in Baltimore 
City, Maryland, January 14, 1800, 
of Scotch-Irish descent. 

Early in life he worked as a dry goods 
clerk, but the firm by whom he was 
employed failed, and he determined to 
become a mechanic. In order to accom- 
plish his purpose he served an appren- 
ticeship in carpentry. 

He established a business of his own, 
and became an active and_ successful 
builder. 

He engaged in the lumber trade in 
partnership with a brother of the late Judge Glenn. In 1814, sur- 
viving his partner, he continued an active and prosperous business 
until a short time prior to his death. 

He was a director in the B. & O. R. R., the Western Bank, the 
Eutaw Savings Bank, and for many years President of the Union 
Fire Insurance Company. 

He was made a Mason in Warren Lodge No. 51, in 1821, serving as 
Worshipful Master, and continued as Treasurer of Warren Lodge 
No. 51, for thirty-five years. 

In 1859 he was chosen as Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and elected Most Worshipful 
Grand Master November 17, 1863, and continuously re-elected until 
November 1869. 

John Coates died September 24, 1871. 

The funeral services were conducted at his late home 262 W. 
Lombard Street by the Rev. Mr. J. J. Murray, of Green Street M. P. 
Church, assisted by Rev. Mr. Norris. The Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land escorted the remains to Greenmount Cemetery where interment 
took place. 





ROBERT GWYNN 
Worshipful Master, 1863 


February 16, 1863. ‘The Most Worshipful Grand Master John N. 
McJilton, and Officers of the Grand Lodge, made an official visit 
to the Lodge. ‘The Grand Master was announced and received 
with Grand Honors. On assuming the East he exercised his 
prerogative by removing the Officers of the Lodge, and placed. 
the Grand Lodge Officers in the vacated stations. The Grand 
Master addressed the Lodge upon the “The principles of our 
Ancient Institution, its moral character, the duty of Masons 
to the fraternity, and to their particular Lodge, and enjoined 
on the members of the Lodge strict attention to the duties 
which devolved on them as Masons.’ He complimented the 
Lodge on the excellent manner of conferring the degree. Brother 
Grand Chaplain James D. McCabe reminisced of his earlier 
Masonic life, he being a Mason for over forty years. 

March 30, 1863. Most Worshipful Grand Master Rev. John N. 
McJilton visited the Lodge. 

May 11, 1863. Semi-annual communication of the Grand Lodge, 
Grand Master McJilton reported having granted to Brother 
C. W. Thomas, a Past Master, and others, a dispensation to 
open a Regimental Lodge temporarily at Fortress Monroe, 
Virginia. The Brethren desiring the Lodge privilege were not 
residents of Virginia, but of Maryland and other States. A 
Charter was granted, the Lodge to be known as the “‘Monitor 
Lodge No. 113.”" The Lodge first met on the 13th day of March 
1863, and on the 14th day of May the Lodge was constituted 
under Charter. The Officers of Monitor Lodge No. 113 were 
installed by Past Master Robert Gwynn of Arcana Lodge No. 
110, of Baltimore, Maryland. The Charter of Monitor Lodge 
No. 113 was surrendered to the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
at the Semi-annual Communication May 10, 1865. 

June 15, 1863. Brother Henry Stockbridge was elected as Worship- 
ful Master, and installed by the Most Worshipful Grand Master 
John N. McJilton. 
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HENRY STOCKBRIDGE 
Worshipful Master, 1863 


ENRY STOCKBRIDGE was born in 
Hadley, Hampshire County, 
Massachusetts, August 31, 1822. The 
family was of Puritan stock, and he was 
the lineal descendant of David Stock- 
bridge, of Plymouth County, Massa- 
chusetts, who came from England in 
1635 on the good ship “Blessing.” 

His grandfather, David Stockbridge, 
was active in the Revolutionary War. 
His father, Jason Stockbridge, was born 
in 1780, was a farmer of decided ability 
and influence, was a Whig in politics, and 
served many terms in the State Legislature. He died in 1860, at an 
advanced age of 80 years. His first wife was a sister of Silas Wright, 
Jr., who was Governor of New York, and a United States Senator. 

His second wife and mother of Henry Stockbridge was before her 
marriage Miss Abigail Montague, a descendant of a celebrated Puri- 
tan family of that name, who came from England early in the history 
of Massachusetts. He had a national reputation as a lecturer on 
agricultural and cognate subjects. 

Henry Stockbridge, lawyer, was very prominent in advocating the 
Union cause during the Civil War. 

He graduated as Bachelor of Arts from Amherst College in 1845, 
came to Baltimore the same year, and he soon afterward established 
a residence at 11 North Calhoun St. 

He studied law in the offices of Mr. Coleman Yellott, and was 
admitted to the Bar of the Baltimore City Courts May 1, 1848. 
After practicing alone for a short time, he formed a partnership with 
Mr. S. M. Cochran which continued until the latter became Judge 
in the Court of Appeals in 1861. 

In 1862 he was appointed one of the commissioners of enroll- 
ment of the draft of that year. In 1864 he was elected to the State 
Legislature. 

He was President of the Mercantile Library, and Vice President 
of the Maryland Historical Society. 
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He married Miss Fannie Montague of Massachusetts in 1852. 
They had but one son, Henry, who graduated with the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts at Amherst College in 1877, and in Law at the 
University of Maryland in 1878. 

He was a member of the First Congregational Church. 

In 1865 he was appointed as Judge of the Baltimore County Court 
at Towson, Maryland, to preside in the Court of Judge Emory, during 
Judge Emory’s long illness. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry - 
September 19, 1859, elected October 6, 1859, initiated October 6, 
1859, passed October 10, 1859, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason November 7, 1859. 

He was elected the third Treasurer of Arcana Lodge No. 110 in 
1860 and 1861. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 16, 1861, Senior Warden 
June 16, 1862, and Worshipful Master June 15, 1863. 

He was the first member of Arcana Lodge No. 110 to be awarded 
an Honorary Life Membership Certificate. (Having served a 
continuous uninterrupted and contributive membership in the Lodge 
for the period of 30 years.) 

Henry Stockbridge died March 11, 1895, the funeral services were 
held at the Moore Institute (Y. M. C. A. West Branch) north-east 
corner of Carey and Baltimore Streets, the Rev. Dr. Leonard W. 
Bacon of Norwich, Connecticut, assisted by Rev. Mr. Henry W. 
Valentine conducting the services. Interment took place at Loudon 
Park Cemetery. 

He was survived by two sons, Henry Stockbridge III, and Enos 
Smith Stockbridge. 


September 28, 1863. Grand Lecturer James H. Medairy visited the 
Lodge and was received with honors due his station. He as- 
sumed the East and conferred the Master Mason Degree upon 
Brother J. H. Curry and F. McDowell. 

October 5, 1863. A bill for twenty-five dollars was read and ordered 
paid, appropriated to defray the burial of Widow Thompson. 

November 18, 1863. At the Grand Lodge Communication, Brother 
Jacob H. Medairy was elected Grand Secretary, succeeding 
Brother Joseph Robinson. 

December 21, 1863. Brother J. Irvin Smith was elected and installed 
as Worshipful Master. 
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DOCTOR J. IRVIN SMITH 
Worshipful Master, 1864 


OCTOR J. IRVIN SMITH established the drug business trading 
13) as the J. Irvin Smith Drug Company in the year 1849. 
This company was very successful, and one of the most prosper- 
he ous of that time. 

In 1856, Dr. Smith with others established the J. Irvin Smith 
& Company, wholesale druggists, located at 152 W. Pratt Street. 

In 1865, he established a wholesale tobacco business in which 
he continued until his death. 

Doctor J. Irvin Smith’s residence in 1857 was Waverly Terrace, 
and after the Civil War, he removed to No. 8 McCulloh Street. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry, 
September 19, 1859, elected October 6, 1859, initiated October 6, 
1859, passed October 10, 1859, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason October 17, 1859. 

He was elected Junior Warden June 16, 1862, and December 15, 
1862, Senior Warden June 15, 1863, and Worshipful Master Decem- 
ber 7, 1863. (Election of officers semi-annual. ) 

Doctor J. Irvin Smith requested a demit January 21, 1867, which 
was granted. 


January 18, 1864. An appeal for charity to assist the widows and 
dependents of Master Masons. 

February 15, 1864. A communication from Brothers Chas. E. 
Kemp and James Bullock, praying the appointment of a Com- 
mittee to make a Levee, under the auspices of Arcana Lodge. 
(Treasury balance $1055.04.) 

March 12, 1864. A dispensation granted by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master John Coates was read, granting permission to 
hold a special communication, to Enter, Pass, and Raise, 
William Blaisdell. 

March 14, 1864. The Most Worshipful Grand Master John Coates, 
visited the Lodge and was received with Grand Honors. 

April 2, 1864. A dispensation was granted by the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master John Coates, to a number of brethren, author- 
izing them to hold a Masonic festival in this city. The holding 
of this festival was inaugurated by the officers of Arcana Lodge, 
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who invited other city lodges to unite with them, that the 
festival might be a success. At this festival about nine 
hundred ladies and gentlemen spent a pleasant evening in con- 
versation and banqueting enjoyment. 

April 4, 1864. A building committee was appointed to inquire as 
to the advisability of building a new and larger hall for the use 
of the lodge. 

April 19, 1864. A special communication to attend the funeral 
of our Jate brother Albert Murray, who lost his life, in an 
explosion on board the United States Steamship Chenange, 
in Brooklyn Harbor, New York. 

May 2, 1864. By an amendment to the By-Laws, the Secretary’s 
salary was increased from Twenty-five dollars to Fifty dollars 
per term. (A term at this period was 6 months.) 
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TEMPORARY Masonic TEMPLE 


1868—No. 151 W. Baltimore Street 
1897—No. 319 E. Baltimore Street 

(The change from West to East Baltimore Street was due to new dividing line 
established about 1886 and renumbering of the entire City.) 

This building was used as the place of meetings, for lodges, chapters and com- 
manderies, from February 1, 1868 to July, 1869—the interim between the sale of the 
Masonic Hall on St. Paul Street, to the City, and the completion of the Masonic 
Temple on North Charles Street. 

‘The building shown stood on the south side of Baltimore Street, between Calvert 
and South Streets, and was later occupied by the ‘“‘News”’ for a number of years. 

A portion of the building adjoining on the East, No. 139 W. Baltimore Street—old 
system of numbering—was also used for masonic quarters during this period.

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EDWARD P. BARRINGTON 
W orshipful Master, 1864 


yerere P. BARRINGTON was born in 
the City of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania in the year 1820. He was educated 
in the public schools of his native city. 

He came to Baltimore, Maryland, - 
about the year 1858, and obtained a 
position as clerk with the firm of Dobler, 
Mudge and Chapman. Some time later 
he was promoted to bookkeeper, and at 
the time of his death he was a member 
of the firm, trading as Barrington, Dob- 
ler, Mudge and Chapman, Wholesale 
Paper Company, located at No. 53 





Sharp Street. 

He married Zelia R. —— to whom were born, two sons and four 
daughters all of whom are now deceased. 

At the age of twenty-one he applied for the degrees of Masonry 
to Washington Lodge No. 59, in the city of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, was initiated May 10, 1842, passed July 12, 1842, and raised 
to the sublime degree of Master Mason August 9, 1842, was elected 
Junior Warden in 1846, Senior Warden in 1847, and Worshipful 
Master in 1848. He withdrew November 13, 1860. 

On November 19, 1860, he applied to Arcana Lodge No. 110, for 
affiliation, and was elected December 17, 1860, to membership. 
He was a Charter Member of Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, and 
was High Priest in 1865. 

Received the Order of Knighthood in Baltimore Commandery 
No. 2. 

Elected Junior Warden of Arcana Lodge No. 110, June 15, 1863, 
Senior Warden December 21, 1863, and Worshipful Master June 20, 
1864. 

Edward P. Barrington died December 25, 1882. 

The funeral services were held at his late residence No. 179 Ed- 
mondson Avenue. ‘The services were conducted by the Rev. Camp- 
bell Fair, of the P. E. Church of the Ascension. His remains were 
escorted by Baltimore Commandery No. 2, to Greenmount Cemetery, 
where Masonic services were held. 
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June 20, 1864. Brother E. P. Barrington was elected Worshipful 
Master, and H. E. Smith as Secretary to succeed Brother James 
W. Bowers. A letter of thanks was read by Past Master 
Sangston from the Confederate Soldiers, held as prisoners of 
war at Point Lookout, Maryland, for aid and assistance sent 
them by the Lodge. 

June 27, 1864. A deputation of Knight Templars visited the Lodge 
and presented Worshipful Master elect, Brother E. P. Barring- 
ton, a beautiful Master’s Apron and Sash, the presentation 
speech was made by Brother Stirratt, and responded to by 
Brother E. P. Barrington. 

July 6, 1864. Brother E. P. Barrington Worshipful Master elect 
exemplified the first three degrees of Masonry, to satisfy the 
membership as to his proficiency in the ritualistic work before 
being installed as Worshipful Master. At the conclusion of the 
exemplification, Brother E. P. Barrington was installed Wor- 
shipful Master. 

November 21, 1864. At the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge, the Most Worshipful Grand Master John Coates ex- 
pressed his gratification and that of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land, for the noble work of Past Master Lawrence Sangston, 
who, as agent of a number of City Lodges, and individual 
Masons, had disbursed $625.62, to the necessities of 45 of our 
brethren, representing 37 Lodges, who were prisoners of war, 
hailing from several jurisdictions, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Michigan, Tennessee, 
Florida, Arkansas and Missouri. Brother Charles E. Kemp 
was appointed Worshipful Senior Grand Steward of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland. 

December 19, 1864. Brother W. L. Blocher was elected and installed 
Worshipful Master, and Brother William W. Orndorff as Secre- 
tary. A committee was appointed to seek a larger meeting place 
to accommodate the needs of the Lodge. 
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WILLIAM L. BLOCHER 
Worshipful Master, 1865 


ILLIAM L. BLOCHER was born in 

Cumberland, Maryland, in the 
year 1837, son of Daniel and Priscilla 
W. Blocher. He received his education 
in a private school at Cumberland. 

At an early age he became associated 
in business with his father in the manu- 
facture of clay building brick. 

In 1858, his parents moved to Balti- 
more City, Maryland, where his father 
became associated with the early brick- 
making industry of the city. 

. : William L. Blocher was appointed 
Weigh Master, and assigned as State Weigh Master, at the scale- 
shed, then located in the West Baltimore Street Stock-yards. He 
remained at the stock-yards until 1866, when he moved with his 
family to Charles County, Maryland. 

In 1868 he returned to Baltimore City, and secured a position 
with the firm of Logan & Ulhl, live stock brokers, with whom he 
continued until death. 

In 1861 he married Miss Emma Doutrow, to whom were born two 
children. His second wife was Miss Maggie Smith, by whom he had 
one child. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry October 5, 
1863, elected October 19, 1863, initiated November 2, 1863, passed 
November 9, 1863, and received the Master Mason degree November 
16, 1863. 

He was a Charter Member of Adoniram R. A. Chapter, No. 21, 
and chosen as the first Treasurer, April 12, 1865. 

He received the Order of Knighthood in Baltimore Commandery 
No. 2. He was elected Senior Warden June 20, 1864 (never serving 
as Junior Warden), and on December 19, 1864, was elected Worship- 
ful Master. 

He withdrew from Arcana Lodge No. 110, May 27, 1874, to assist 
in the formation of Millington Lodge No. 166, of which he became 
a Charter Member, and chosen as its first Treasurer June 16, 1874, 
and served in this position until June 21, 1875. 
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He demitted on October 18, 1877, but later reaffiliated and was 
elected December 10, 1907 to Life Membership, and awarded an 
Honorary Life Membership Certificate May 12, 1908. 

William L. Blocher died December 9, 1911, in the city of Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania. His remains were conveyed to Baltimore, 
Maryland, and on December 12, 1911, his body was escorted to 
Western Cemetery, Edmondson Avenue, by Millington Lodge No. 
166, where interment took place with Masonic Services. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Maggie Blocher, a son William 
O. Blocher and two daughters, Mrs. Emma W. Banning and Priscilla 
Blocher. 


January 2, 1865. A communication was received and read from the 
Grand Secretary Jacob H. Medairy, announcing the appoint- 
ment of Brother James W. Bowers as Grand Lecturer of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland. Audit Committee reports a balance 
of $1325.95. 

January 30, 1865. The Lodge donated the sum of $25 to the Charity 
Fund of the Grand Lodge. 

February 20, 1865. The first meeting of the Adoniram Chapter No. 
21, was held at Eureka Hall, No. 3 South Carey Street (Arcana 
Lodge Room), a dispensation having been obtained on April 12, 
1865, when the following officers were selected.

The Charter was granted November 14, 1865, and the Chapter 
duly constituted November 17, 1865. The Charter Members 
numbered 21, and of this number, 13 were members of Arcana 
Lodge No. 110. 

May 15, 1865. The Initiation fee increased to $50. Brother James 
W. Bowers was elected Grand Lecturer of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, also to be the Worshipful Master of the first Lodge 
of Instruction to meet regularly each Monday evening, except 
in the months of July, August, and September, when it may 
assemble or not, at its pleasure. 

May 28, 1865. Brother Lawrence Sangston delivered an address at 
the dedication of the Masonic Hall, of Freedom Lodge No. 112, 
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at Freedom, Carroll County, Maryland. Those members of 
Arcana Lodge who attended these ceremonies were Brother 
James W. Bowers, as Grand Lecturer, and Brother Charles E. 
Kemp as Grand Tyler. Most Worshipful Grand Master 
Anthony Kimmel officiated. After the Dedication Ceremonies 
were concluded, the Grand Lodge Officers marched to the grave- 
yard near by, and over the grave of the late Past Grand Master 
Peter Little, the Masonic funeral honors were given. 

June 19, 1865. Brother James Bullock was elected and installed 
Worshipful Master, and Brother E. Bantz as Secretary for the 
ensuing six months. 
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JAMES BULLOCK 
Worshipful Master, 1865 


AMES BULLOCK was born June 30, 

1827, in the Dominion of Canada. 
He came to the United States at an 
early age, and settled in Baltimore City, 
Maryland, which he adopted as _ his 
permanent home. 

He selected as his vocation, saddlery 
and fine harness manufacturing, for 
privately owned liveries, and wholesale 
harness companies. He specialized in 
the manufacturing of leather collars for 
horse harness and at one time held the 
sole concession, granted for the use of 
convict labor, in the penal institutions of Baltimore City, in the 
manufacturing of leather collars. 

He married Anna N. , and through this marriage four sons and 
three daughters were born, all of whom are now deceased. He peti- 
tioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for membership by affiliation, having 
demitted from Corinthian Lodge No. 93, September 19, 1859, and 
was elected a member October 3, 1859. 

He was elected Senior Warden December 19, 1864 (never serving 
as Junior Warden), elected Worshipful Master June 19, 1865. A 
Charter Member of Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21. 

May 11, 1870, he requested a demit, which was issued. 

James Bullock died October 15, 1891. His remains were con- 
veyed to Loudon Park Cemetery and interred. 








July 17, 1865. A motion was made and carried. That for the com- 
fort of our brethren a place be set apart for them, and chairs 
procured for their comfort. 

October 2, 1865. An announcement was made by the Worshipful 
Master of the death of Brother J. H. Benbury, the first Secretary 
and one of the Charter Members of the Lodge. A committee 
was appointed to consider the Great National Movement rela- 
tive to a General Reunion of the Masonic Fraternity throughout 
the United States, to be held in Baltimore, Maryland. The 
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first charges to be preferred against a member of the Lodge 
were preferred at this communication. A committee was 
appointed by the Worshipful Master to investigate the charges 
and report at the next stated communication. 

October 30, 1865. ‘The committee appointed to investigate charges 
preferred at the stated communication of October 2, reported, 
and after due consideration by the Lodge the Brother against 
whom the charges were preferred, was suspended from member- 
ship for unmasonic conduct. 

November 20, 1865. Grand Lecturer James W. Bowers made his 
first report as Grand Lecturer to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 
Past Master Lawrence Sangston was elected as the Right Wor- 
shipful Senior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 
Past Master Lawrence Sangston asked in behalf of Maryland 
Lodge No. 120, a loan of $500, to be secured by a note bearing 
interest, for the duration of twelve months. The Lodge acted 
upon the request and the loan was granted. 

December 4, 1865. Brother Past Master Lawrence Sangston re- 
quested of the Lodge a demit, which was granted. Brother 
James W. Bowers addressed the Lodge, alluding to the early 
and continued services of Brother Sangston, as the first Worship- 
ful Master, and also one of the Charter Members. In conclud- 
ing, Brother Bowers offered a suitable resolution, which was 
adopted by the Lodge. (Brother Sangston demitted from the 
Lodge, to assist in the formation of Maryland Lodge No. 120, 
of which he was elected ‘Treasurer, and continued in that capac- 
ity until his death.) A resolution was offered and adopted— 
That the Initiation fee in this Lodge shall be after the first of 
January 1865, $30. The resolution as adopted May 15, 1865, 
is hereby repealed. 

December 18, 1865. Brother H. E. Smith was elected Worshipful 
Master, and Brother Robert M. Hart elected Secretary. 

December 31, 1865. Audit Committee reports a balance of $921.65, 
plus loan to Maryland Lodge No. 120, $500, total $1421.65.

Worshipful Master, 1866 


ENRY E. SMITH was a bookkeeper and resided in the western 

part of the city. As to any record of his life, nothing could 
be obtained except his last recorded residence, No. 720 W. Lexington 
Street. 

He applied for the degrees of Masonry to Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
April 20, 1863, elected May 4, 1863, initiated May 18, 1863, passed 
June 8, 1863, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
June 15, 1863. 

Elected Secretary June 20, 1864, serving one term (6 months). 

June 19, 1865, elected Senior Warden (never serving as Junior 
Warden), elected Worshipful Master December 18, 1865. 

December 8, 1869, requested a demit which was issued. 

December 15, 1873, Henry E. Smith and others applied to Grand 
Master Latrobe, for a dispensation to form a new Lodge, in Balti- 
more County, to be known as Millington Lodge No. 116. At the 
communication held May 18, 1874, Brother Henry E. Smith was 
chosen Secretary, and also served as Worshipful Master, at the elec- 
tion of the first officers of Millington Lodge after charter was granted. 
As Secretary he served one term, from May 18, 1874, to December 7, 
1874. 

February 15, 1874, he requested a demit which was issued. He was 
a charter member of Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, and received 
the degree of Knighthood in Baltimore Commandery No. 2. 


January 6, 1866. Grand Master John Coates upon the reeommenda- 
tion of Centre Lodge No. 108, issued a dispensation for the 
formation of a new Lodge, to Brothers R. H. Moran, John 
Pilson, William L. Sharrett, and twelve other Master Masons. 
Brother William H. Cox, a member of Arcana Lodge with others 
assisted in the formation, but subsequently withdrew. A 
Charter was granted on May 14, 1866, to the newly formed 
Lodge to be known as Pythagoras Lodge No. 123. 

March 24, 1866. The requirements as to proficiency of the Cate- 
chism at this period as well as now, and should hereafter be as 
exacting, there appears from the records, that an Entered 
Apprentice, and a Fellowcraft were rejected as not being pro- 
ficiently qualified for advancement. 
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June 18, 1866. Brother Henry E. Smith elected and installed as 
Worshipful Master. 

October 15, 1866. Worshipful Master Henry E. Smith appointed a 
committee to purchase regalia proper to be worn by the 
Lodge, to attend the cornerstone laying of the New Masonic 
Temple, North Charles Street; committee appointed were 
Brothers Hart, Lehman and Barrington. 

November 19, 1866. Worshipful Master Smith appointed the follow- 
ing brethren, as the official delegation of Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
to attend the laying of the corner stone of the New Masonic

November 20, 1866. The laying of the cornerstone of the New 
Masonic Temple, North Charles Street, Baltimore, Maryland. 
On the morning of the twentieth day of November, the streets 
were crowded with throngs of people, old and young, and of all 
classes, waiting anxiously for the promised display of the 
Masonic Fraternity. On the night preceding a slight rain had 
fallen, and the morning had arrived a hazy one, but as the day 
advanced the sun shown bright and clear. The procession 
started at 11 o’clock A.M. from Holliday Street Square, passed 
into Baltimore Street, which like the entire route of the pro- 
cession was densely packed with people, to Eutaw Street, thence 
to Monument Street, to Mount Vernon Place, around the 
monument of George Washington, who was through life an 
honored member of the Order. In passing around the square, 
the entire body of Masons uncovered in reverence to the “Father 
of the Country,” thence to Park Street, thence to Franklin 
Street, where the line halted, and stood in open line formation. 
The lines thus formed stood at attention with heads uncovered. 
The Grand Lodge of Maryland then marched through these 
lines down Park Street, to Franklin Street, to the mansion of his 
Excellency, Governor Swann, where the Governor and his staff 
conducted Brother Andrew Johnson, the President of the United 
States, with his Secretary, Brother Robert Johnson, Past Mas- 
ter, clothed in their Masonic Regalia into line. This was a 
repetition of history, for on the thirteenth day of September 
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in the year 1793, George Washington the first incumbent of this 
high office, clothed in Masonic collar and apron assisted the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland in laying the cornerstone of the 
Capitol of the United States in the City of Washington, D. C. 
Many people greeted the Grand Lodge of Maryland upon their 
arrival at the site of the Temple. Here the Grand Lodge pro- 
ceeded direct to the East, where with the President of the 
United States, his Secretary, and the Governor of Maryland and 
his Staff, where they occupied a slightly raised platform. The 
members of the Grand Lodge were stationed to the right of this 
platform in close proximity to the cornerstone. The Knights 
Templar in their magnificent array of swords glittering and 
regalia gleaming brightly in the noontide sun, were placed to the 
left of the platform, extending far around the sides; a choir of 
two hundred voices of both sexes, with an orchestra of thirty- 
nine instruments, under the directorship of Brother Robert J. 
Kerr, M.D., and near the front of the raised platform were 
many bands attached to the various Lodges. Shortly after the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland arrived upon the site of the Temple 
the Most Worshipful Grand Master, John Coates assisted by 
the Grand Lodge Officers proceeded to lay the cornerstone. 
Brother Lawrence Sangston, the first Worshipful Master of 
Arcana Lodge participated in the ceremonies. 


THE INSCRIPTION UPON CORNERSTONE 


This cornerstone was laid by John Coates, Most Worshipful Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of A. F. and A. M. of 
Maryland, November 20, 1866 
A. L. 5866 


The gavel used by Most Worshipful Grand Master John 
Coates, was the same as used by Brother George Washington, 
upon the occasion of laying the cornerstone of the National 
Capitol at Washington, D. C., 1793. The golden trowel was 
the same used by Brother Levin Winder, Past Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland, when he laid the cornerstone 
of the Old Masonic Temple May 16, 1814, and was also used in 
laying the cornerstone of the George Washington Monument, 
July 4, 1815. The oration on this occasion was delivered by 
Brother John H. B. Latrobe. Arcana Lodge was in attendance 
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at the cornerstone laying, and was under the Marshalship of 
Brother B. S. Bush. 

December 17, 1866. Brother Charles E. Kemp was elected and 
installed Worshipful Master.

January 9, 1867. An appeal was made by the Worshipful Master to 
the membership, for as many brethren as were disposed to volun- 
teer their assistance, in the regular work of the Lodge, those 
who could give the necessary time, and be punctual in attend- 
ance, to register their names with the Secretary. The brethren | 
volunteering were Brothers William H. Cox, Herman L. 
Emmons, and Stephen C. Bush, and twelve others. 

May 13, 1867. Grand Master Brother John Coates reported a 
committee of four Grand Lodge Officers, visited the last session 
of Legislature, to procure passage of a bill entirely relieving 
the stock and property of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, from 
all City and State tax. The vote upon the bill in the Senate was 
unanimous, but in the House of Representatives two votes were 
cast in the negative. Brother Lawrence Sangston was a member 
of this committee. 

September 30, 1867. ‘The death of Brother John H. Barth, one of the 
first to receive the Master Mason degree in this Lodge, was 
reported to have occurred at New Orleans, La., of yellow fever 
(known as the yellow fever epidemic, which caused the death 
of thousands in the southern states, and in the northern states 
as well.) 

October 4, 1867. The Grand Lodge of Maryland convened to con- 
sider a communication, received by Most Worshipful Grand 
Master John Coates, from the Building Committee of the New 
City Hall, desiring that the cornerstone of the New City Hall 
should be laid by the fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons, 
and invited the Grand Lodge of Maryland to be present and 
perform that part of the ceremonies, to take place on the seven- 
teenth day of October, 1867. 

October 17, 1867. ‘The Grand Lodge of Maryland and a number of 
City Lodges assembled at the Masonic Hall, St. Paul Street 
(now the site of the Court-house) and under the escort of the 
Maryland, Baltimore, and Monumental Commanderies, Knights 
Templar proceeded in procession to the site of the New City 
Hall (Fayette, Holliday, Lexington, and North Street, now 
Guilford Ave.) and in accordance to ancient usage, the Grand

Master John Coates laid the cornerstone. Oration by Hon. 
Brother John H. B. Latrobe. 
December 16, 1867. Brother Charles W. Dorsey was elected and 

installed Worshipful Master. 

Brother Chas. E. Kemp, the retiring Master addressed the 
Lodge as follows: 

Brethren: As I am about to retire from the position to which 
I have been elevated by your suffrage, I beg to return my sin- 
cere thanks for the honor conferred, and for the kind considera- 
tion with which my many errors have at all times been over- 
looked. In the discharge of my duties as Master of the Lodge, 
I have ever felt sensible of my inability to attain to that degree 
of excellence which the position demands, and to which many of 
my predecessors have reached. Yet to none will I yield a more 
zealous attachment to that Institution at whose shrine we have 
met tonight. We are here to elect officers for the ensuing six 
months, and I trust that in your selection you will be actuated 
both by qualifications of the candidate, as well as punctuality 
to their Masonic duties. In this connection I beg to call atten- 
tion to a more constant attendance at our meetings. Brethren, 
we need your co-operation in order that Arcana Lodge No. 110 
may maintain its position as a star of the first magnitude in this 
Masonic Constellation. 3 

To you, young members of the Lodge, I desire especially to 
appeal, that you come through the terrors of the winters, and the 
heat of summers to aid us in this glorious-cause. Many of us 
here present can remember the time in the early history of the 
Lodge, when it was an unusual thing to have one of our members 
absent. Why is it so now? Has Masonry lost that charmed 
influence, by which for centuries it has been surrounded, or 
have we as aclass degenerated? I sometimes fear that we have 
introduced into our spiritual building too many ashlars unfitted 
for the craftsman’s use, too many stones which have not stood 
the test of the overseer’s square. Let us be more careful there- 
fore in the future to inspect the material with which our sacred 
edifice is being erected, that the honor and glory of the constitu- 
tion may be maintained, in its ancient purity, and its usefulness 
perpetuated. I would recommend that the speedy collection 
of the indebtedness of the members of the Lodge, or the sus- 
pension of those who fail to comply with their obligation in this 
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respect, as you must be aware, that those who neither pay their 
dues, nor visit the Lodge, do not reflect any credit on Masonry, 
but hang about as like an incubus, clogging the wheels of your 
progress, and should, like weeds in the garden of perfection, be 
carefully eradicated. 

In conclusion brethren let me add that although I resign the 
place which I now occupy to my successor, yet in the future as 
in the past, I shall ever be found at the port of duty, ready and 
willing to work in any capacity to which you in your wisdom 
may assign me. (This address was taken from the records 
of the communication, at which it was delivered.)

Worshipful Master, 1868 


HARLES WILEY DORSEY was born at 

Waterford, Loudon County, Vir- 
ginia, son of Captain Allen M. and 
Matilda J. Dorsey (nee Polton), May 7, 
1838, and received his early education 
in Howard County, Maryland. 

In 1854 he moved to Baltimore City, 
and obtained employment in Ham- 
burger’s Clothing Store, then located at 
Poppleton and Baltimore Streets. He 
attended night school at the Maryland 
Institute, where he studied bookkeep- 
ing, and later completed his studies at 
Sadler’s Bryant and Stratton Business College. Upon the advice 
of an older employee of Hamburger’s Clothing Store he gave up his 
position as salesman, and became an apprentice in a carpenter shop, 
and until 1861 followed the trade. 

At this time he became a conductor in the service of the Baltimore 
City Passenger Railway Company. In 1863 he was made assistant 
superintendent of the Company’s Blue and Green Lines (in 1934 the 
17 and 18 car lines). 

In 1864, he was promoted to superintendent of the Baltimore 
City Passenger Railway Company. 

When Mr. Cathcart became Provost Marshal of Baltimore City, 
he resigned his position of superintendent, and became Mr. Cath- 
cart’s assistant, but later returned to the Railway Company. 

In 1872 he became a member of the firm of William T. Dickey & 
Son, the largest manufacturers of cotton and wool materials in 
Maryland. 

In 1882, when Mr. Dickey opened the Manufacturer’s National 
Bank, Charles W. Dorsey became associated therein, and in 1891 
became vice president of the institution, and at the death of Mr. 
Dickey in 1896, became its president. 

An active worker in the Young Men’s Christian Association, he 
was also trustee of the Union Theological Seminary of Richmond, 
Virginia, President of the Maryland Sunday School Association, 
and Senior Elder of the Dickey Memorial Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Hillsdale, Maryland. He married in 1872, Miss Lizzie A. 
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Dickey, daughter of William Dickey. By this marriage a daughter 
was born. In 1877, he married Miss Sally J., a sister of his first wife. 
By this marriage there were no heirs, and in 1898 he married Mrs. 
Ella K. Ewing, to whom was born a son. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry, 
March 21, 1864, elected April 4, 1864, initiated April 18, 1864, passed 
May 3, 1864, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, 
May 23, 1864. He received the capitular degrees in Adoniram 
R. A. Chapter No. 21, and was elected High Priest in 1871, received 
the degree of Knighthood in Baltimore Commandery No. 2. 

Elected Junior Warden June 19, 1865, Senior Warden December 
17, 1866, re-elected June 17, 1867, elected Worshipful Master Decem- 
ber 16, 1867. 

June 8, 1887. He demitted to become a charter member of 
Sharon Lodge No. 182, and was chosen as its first Worshipful 
Master. 

Charles W. Dorsey died November 2, 1918. Services were held 
at the Dickey Memorial M. P. Church, Hillsdale. After the church 
services were concluded, Sharon Lodge No. 182, escorted the 
remains to Lorraine Cemetery, where Masonic services were held. 

He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. F. F. Kennedy, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, and a son, Charles W. Dorsey, of Denver, Colorado. 


February 3, 1868. A motion offered and carried, to hold a Lodge of 
Instruction each Wednesday evening, at Eureka Hall, No. 3 
S. Carey Street. All members to be notified. 

June 15, 1868. Brother Charles W. Dorsey was re-elected and 
installed Worshipful Master. 

July 6, 1868. Invitation received from Hiram Lodge, Winchester, 
Virginia, to be present and participate in the dedication of their 
new Masonic Temple, on the twenty-second day of July, 1868. 

September 14, 1868. Brother James W. Bowers, proxy for the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master John Coates, assisted by the officers 
and members of Annapolis Lodge No. 89, laid the cornerstone 
of the Governor’s Mansion, at Annapolis, Maryland. 

September 21, 1868. Brother E. P. Barrington was appointed as 
Delegate to the Board of Charity. 

November 17, 1868. Brother Charles E. Kemp was elected Right 
Worshipful Grand Marshal to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 21, 1868. Brother David Hutzler was elected and installed 
Worshipful Master. 
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DAVID HUTZLER 
Worshipful Master, 1869-1870 


AVID HUTZLER, son of Moses and 
Ella Hutzler, was born in Balti- 
more City, June 13, 1843. He was 
educated in the Public Schools, and 
finished his studies in the Baltimore 
High School in 1858. 

His father Moses Hutzler, in the year 
of 1858, associated with his eldest son 
Abram G. Hutzler, opened the lace and 
embroidery business at the southwest 
corner of Howard and Clay Streets, 
the firm being called “M. Hutzler & 
Son.” 

In 1867 the father, Moses Hutzler, retired from active business, 
and the two younger brothers, David and Charles G. Hutzler were 
made members of the firm, and founded the firm ““Hutzler Brothers.” 

A wholesale notion business was then opened by Abram and 
Charles G. Hutzler on Baltimore Street, leaving David the youngest 
member of the firm, in charge of the retail business in Howard 
Street. 

This establishment prospered greatly under the keen supervision 
of David Hutzler, and it was found necessary to acquire additional 
space to enlarge the Howard Street establishment. In 1874 the 
necessary surrounding property was obtained, and improvements 
were made, giving the establishment a space five times as great as 
the original. 

In 1884 the establishment under the management of David Hutzler 
became too great a burden for one man alone to manage, and the 
brothers Abram G. and Charles G. Hutzler determined to discon- 
tinue the wholesale notion business conducted by them on Baltimore 
Street, and devote all their energies to the Howard Street establish- 
ment. With the assistance of Abram and Charles the business grew 
rapidly, and in 1886 a new building was erected. In 1906 additional 
space was acquired, and in 1932 a general reconstruction was rapidly 
nearing completion. 

David Hutzler married the daughter of Joel Gutman, a prominent 
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merchant of Baltimore. He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees 
of Masonry December 18, 1865, was elected December 18, 1865, 
initiated January 1, 1866, passed January 15, 1866, and raised to the 
sublime degree of Master Mason January 29, 1866. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 17, 1866, Senior Warden 
December 30, 1867, and Worshipful Master December 21, 1868. 

He served in this capacity three terms, from December 21, 1868, 
to June 22, 1870. 
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On June 21, 1869, he presided as Worshipful Master at the last 
communication held by Arcana Lodge in its first meeting place, 
Eureka Hall, No. 3 South Carey Street. 

He presided as Worshipful Master at the communication held 
June 23, 1869, in the newly completed Masonic Temple, North 
Charles facing Clay Street. (This was the first communication held 
by Arcana Lodge No. 110 in the Masonic Temple.) 

On July 13, 1870, he was elected one of the first five to serve as 
Trustees of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge. 
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On the evening of September 13, 1871, he with five other Past 
Masters, were presented a beautiful Past Master’s jewel. (The first 
jewels to be presented to Past Masters of Arcana Lodge.) 

He was made an Honorary Life Member in the year 1897. 

Exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, and served in the 
various stations, and in the year of 1872 was elected and installed 
High Priest. 

David Hutzler died January 21, 1915, and was buried from his 
home No. 1801 Eutaw Street. A delegation of officers and members 
of Arcana Lodge No. 110, attended the services. His remains were 
conveyed to Har Sinai Cemetery, Friend and Loney’s Lanes, where 
the body after solemn ceremonies was interred. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Ella J. Hutzler, two sons, Joel 
and Charles D. Hutzler, and three daughters, Mrs. Henry Oppen- 
heimer, Mrs. Jacob Hollander, and Mrs. Solomon Schaefer. 


December 30, 1868. A special communication was held, Worshipful 
Master David Hutzler presiding. The Lodge convened for the 
purpose to consider an invitation received from the St. Paul’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, inviting the Lodge to lay 
the cornerstone of their new church. The invitation was read 
and accepted by the Lodge. (A copy of the invitation.) 

To the Worshipful Master, Wardens, and Brethren of Arcana 
Lodge No. 110. 

The Trustees and Officers of St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, have instructed me to communicate to you their 
respectful request, that you will lay the cornerstone of their 
New Church Edifice, now in course of erection on Fayette 
Street, a little east of Republican Street. The religious services 
including brief addresses from the Rev. Dr. Munsey and others, 
will commence at 3 o’clock P.M., New Year’s Day in the Frank- 
lin Square Presbyterian Church (Dr. Lefevre) to which the 
officers and members are specially invited. It is proposed that 
the religious services ended, the Lodge shall march in procession 
to the edifice, and witness the cornerstone laying. 

Fraternally, 
L. D. Hurton, Pastor, 
President Board of Trustees. 

January 1, 1869. Arcana Lodge No. 110 laid the cornerstone of the 

St. Paul’s M. E. Church South. (This church was erected upon 
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the site of the first meeting place of Arcana Lodge.) Not- 
withstanding the unpleasantness of the weather, quite a fair 
attendance was present at the Franklin Square Presbyterian 
Church, Rev. J. A. Lefevre, Pastor, to witness the ceremonies 
attendant on the cornerstone laying of St. Paul’s Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, now in course of erection on Fayette 
Street, east of Republican Street. 

The Franklin Square Church was kindly tendered by the 
Pastor and Elders for the religious services appropriate to the 
occasion, the weather rendering it almost impossible to hold 
them at the site of the new church. The exercises began with 
a hymn by the choir, followed by a fervent prayer by the Rev. 
J. A. LeFevre. Rev. Dr. Houston who had charge of St. Paul’s 
congregation, then gave a sketch of the history of the M. E. 
Church South in Baltimore; dating from the separation at Staun- 
ton, Virginia, in the conference of 1861. He traced the trials 
and tribulations of the church during the dark days of the late 
war; when he said worshipers of God were almost hunted down 
in secluded places they had sought to worship. He congratu- 
lated the people on the increase of church membership, which 
necessitated the erection of this new temple. 

He was followed in a brief address by the Rev. Dr. William E. 
Munsey, of the Central M. E. Church, after which the congre- 
gation, preceded by Arcana Lodge No. 110, in full regalia, moved 
to the site of the new church, a few squares off. The ceremonies 
of laying the cornerstone in accordance with Masonic rites then 
took place, Rev. Dr. John McCron, Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland (1865 to 1872), officiating. The 
wine, oil and corn were duly placed after which the box contain- 
ing a sketch of the history of St. Paul’s Church, a list of mem- 
bers and Sunday School teachers and scholars, copies of the 
Episcopal, Methodist and Baltimore daily papers, a number of 
coins presented by Dr. 5. D. Smith, Esq., on behalf of his chil- 
dren; the Bible, hymn book and discipline, together with the 
minutes of the day’s proceedings, were lowered into its proper 
receptacle in the corner stone and covered. The ceremonies 
then closed with benediction. 

The church which will be finished, it is expected by Spring, 
will be 75 feet front by 85 feet deep, of decorated Gothic archi- 
tectural front, in various colored concrete stone, furnished by 
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the Baltimore City Concrete Company. The edifice will be 
two stories high; the lower floor is to be used for Sunday School, 
and the upper to be devoted to church purposes. An interior 
stairway on each side of the vestibule will lead to the upper 
room. ‘Two Gothic spires, one 50 feet and the other 80 feet 
high, with belfries, will add greatly to the front of the church. 
The architectural designs were by Thomas Dixon, the con- 
tractors being Messrs. Carson & Brother, under the direction 
of the building committee of church members. ‘The estimate 
cost of the edifice is $40,000. 

February 2, 1869. The Lodge issued a ‘‘Widow’s Diploma,” a 
printed certificate, signed and sealed by the Lodge. The

A communication received from Columbia Lodge No. 58, of 
Frederick, Maryland, publishing a John Geisinger of Columbia 
Lodge as an impostor to the Craft. 

June 7, 1869. An amendment to the by-laws as proposed by 
Brother Hermon L. Emmons, at the stated communication 
held on May 17, 1869, to change the meetings of the Lodge to 
the second and fourth Wednesday nights of each month, was 
acted upon and adopted. 

June 21, 1869. Brother David Hutzler was re-elected and installed 
Worshipful Master. This was the last communication held by 
Areana Lodge No. 110 in Eureka Hall, No. 3 5. Carey Street, 
Brother Hermon L. Emmons, Jr., having procured by voluntary 
subscription, a suitable testimonial, he arose and addressed the 
Lodge, and offered the following resolution, ““WHERBEAS, our friend 
and brother Charles E. Kemp, by his courtesy, patience, and at- 
tention to the members of the Fraternity at large, his industry, 
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and constant attendance; and unswerving devotion to the 
interest of Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. and A. M., has exempli- 
fied in an eminent degree, the character of an upright, earnest, 
and consistent Mason. Therefore be it Resolved, that Brother 
James W. Bowers, be instructed to express to Brother Charles 
E. Kemp, the sincere thanks of the Lodge, and present to him a 
suitable testimonial expressing the high regards of Brotherly 
Love entertained for him by the members of Arcana Lodge.” 
At the conclusion of the reading and adopting of the resolution 
as proposed by Brother Emmons, Past Master James W. Bowers 
addressed the Lodge. 

The address of Brother James W. Bowers on the evening of 
the last communication held in the Lodge Room No. 3 8. Carey 
Street. Worshipful Sir: As this is the last communication we 
shall hold in this hall (No. 35. Carey Street) it has been thought 
proper that some member of Arcana Lodge should make a few 
remarks relative to our history, and progress as a Lodge. Being 
the oldest presiding Past Master the duty has devolved upon me. 

About the middle of the year of 1859, a few members of the 
fraternity, residing in the western part of the city, consulted 
with each other as to the propriety of forming a Lodge, in that 
new and growing section. The result of the general consultation 
culminated in application to the Most Worshipful Charles 
Goodwin, then the Grand Master of Masons in Maryland, for a 
dispensation to open and hold a Lodge for the purpose of mak- 
ing Masons after the manner of Free and Accepted Masons. 
The application was graciously acceded to, and the meeting to 
organize under the dispensation was held on the evening of 
August 25, 1859, in the year of Masonry 5859. A small room over 
the coal office of William Rogers of Jacob on West Fayette St., 
a part of the same lot where St. Paul’s Methodist Church South 
is now being built, the cornerstone of which was laid a short 
time since by this Lodge. At this meeting the dispensation 
was read authorizing Brothers Sangston, Gwynn, Kemp, Norris, 
Cox, E. R. Newman, Bowers, Benbury, Wood, Kirkland, 
Morrison, Barth, E. P. Newman, Miller, Arthur, Hay, Rosen- 
wig, and Thrope (18 in all), to open and hold a Lodge, under 
the dispensation. Lawrence Sangston was appointed Worship- 
ful Master, Robert Gwynn, Senior Warden, Chas. E. Kemp, 
Junior Warden, who appointed Brother B. F. Norris, Senior 
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Deacon, Brother William H. Cox, Junior Deacon, Brother James 
W. Bowers, Secretary, Brother E. R. Newman, Treasurer, and 
Brother E. Morrison, Tyler. Besides the above there were 
present at this meeting: Brothers Wood, Kirkland, Miller, 
Benbury, and E. P. Newman, and visiting brethren Blair, 
Corns, Jennings, and Griffith. 

After the organization of the Lodge and opening in due form 
it was resolved: First, That the name of the new Lodge be 
ARCANA. Second, Naming the initiation fee. Third, Adopt- 
ing the by-laws of Concordia Lodge. Fourth, That the Tyler’s 
fee be One Dollar a night. Fifth, That we meet hereafter at 
Eureka Hall, No. 3 8. Carey Street, on the Ist, 3rd, and 5th, 
Mondays of each month. 

The secretary volunteered to perform the duties of his office 
gratuitously. The Worshipful Master appointed the next 
Monday (August 29), being the fifth Monday in August as our 
first regular meeting. At this meeting the first application for 
initiation was received from Mr. B. F. Bartholow, now a Past 
Master, of this Lodge, and John H. Barth since deceased. 
They were initiated at a special meeting called for the purpose 
on the evening of September 26, 1859. 

From this small beginning we have worked harmoniously 
and successfully, through the troubled years of the late un- 
fortunate Civil War, and the brethren who were then active 
working members, have claimed and justly too, I think, their 
need of praise for the entire exclusion of all irritating subjects, 
from the precincts of the Lodge Room, and although our Lodge 
contained as much combustible material, as could have been 
collected together in the same number of men. Yet nothing 
ever occurred to mar the peace and harmony of our meetings, 
here at least we all met on the level, acted by the plumb, and 
parted on the square, and Worshipful Master Sir: When I 
reflect on that eventful period knowing as I did the character 
of the men composing the Lodge, even now, I wonder that we 
escaped the evils of dissension, that like so many of the border 
states Lodges, but the favor of the Supreme Architect of the 
Universe has rested upon us, and has been ever with us, and 
from the small beginning of eighteen members, thirteen of whom 
were present on that sultry August evening “59,” we have 
grown to be the fifth lodge in point of members, in our jurisdic- 
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tion, and the first (I say it without the fear of successful contra- 
diction) the first in point of Masonic knowledge in the work 
of the Grand Lodge, and in adherence to the Ancient Landmarks 
of our time honored Fraternity, during this decade, for there 
remain but a few meetings to complete our tenth year. 

We have been so careful of our selection of the rough ashlar 
from the great quarry about us, that we have had but one trial 
and suspension from our Lodge, thus proving what I have 
already asserted, a high standard of Masonic character. And 
now Worshipful Sir: Before closing this brief statement allow 
me to pay a tribute of respect to those of our Charter Members 
who have been removed from our companionship, to a seat in 
the Great Lodge above. The first on the roll was our venerable 
Tyler, who, having lived to a ripe old age, conscientious in 
performance of every duty, was removed by the fiat of the Grand 
Architect of the Universe to the Celestial Lodge above. The 
next, Brother Edward P. Newman, who was cut down by the 
grim tyrant death in the flush of early manhood, away from his 
home, but in the care of loving brethren, who did all they could 
to soothe his last moments. Then followed Brothers James H. 
Benbury and B. F. Norris, the last of whom had severed his 
connection with us some years previous to his death, all of them 
good and true Masons; who in their lives exemplified the princi- 
ples of our beloved Fraternity. 

“Worshipful Sir: They have preceded us to the Supreme 
Lodge where we must all be summoned to appear and answer 
for the performance of the duties self imposed at that sacred 
altar. May our record be as clear as the meridian sun, may no 
spot stain the bright escutcheon of a Master Mason, which we 
are proud to bear upon our front. And now Worshipful Sir: 
We are about to leave this hall which is endeared to us by so 
many pleasant appreciations, let us all resolve to carry with us 
to our new place of meeting additional earnestness and zeal in 
the performance of our ever duty, for with Masonry it is duty, 
it is a system of labor, its first lessons are patience, and perse- 
verance, and that which each enjoys shall be the fruits of his 
own labor, assiduity and skill, its character is not to be built 
up by ostentatious display, or sounding professions, but by the 
fruits of its action it shall be judged at last. There will be no 
want of opportunity for the proof and approval of your work. 
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There is no want of material that you should stand idle, while 
others are gathering and setting the silver and gold, and 
precious stones which shall bear their marks on the noblest 
ornaments of the Temple. The unnumbered band of workmen 
dispersed about the earth will strive to share with you in every 
labor of benevolence. Your work will be framed and fitted 
by the instruments of Solomon, and their beauty shall be as 
the cunning workmanship of Hiram and Tubal, your journey 
shall be with the illustrous of the earth, and in goodly company 
of wayfarers, who have passed in the Grand Masonic procession 
of all times, which still goes on to the undiscovered country, 
entering in by the dim and awful veil.” 

At the conclusion of the address Brother James W. Bowers 
presented the Past Master Chas. E. Kemp a beautiful Past 
Master’s Jewel, which was received by Brother Kemp, with 
much feeling, but in his usual happy style. (This was the first 
Past Master’s Jewel to be presented a Past Master by Arcana 
Lodge.) After these ceremonies were concluded, the members 
held a reunion session, the last to be held in their first meeting 
place Eureka Hall. 

June 23, 1869. The first meeting to be held by Arcana Lodge No. 
110 in the South Room of the Masonic Temple, North Charles 
Street. The Lodge was opened in due form with the following 
officers officiating:

The degree of Entered Apprentice was conferred upon Charles 
EK. Hynson. This, the first meeting in their new quarters was 
very well attended. 

July 7, 1869. The Lodge received and accepted an invitation from 
Burns Lodge No. 87, at Trappe, Maryland (Burns Lodge was 
first chartered in 1846, surrendered its charter in 1850, and was 
restored in 1854, but has not been represented since 1871), 
to assist in the cornerstone laying of their New Masonic Hall. 
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The cornerstone of this New Masonic Hall was laid on July 13, 
1869, by the Grand Lodge of Maryland, Brother James W. 
Bowers acting as Grand Master, Lawrence Sangston as Deputy 
Grand Master, Joseph Robb as Senior Grand Warden, Joseph S. 
Johnson as Junior Grand Warden, and Charles E. Kemp as 
Grand Marshal. 

The Lodges who took part in this celebration were Union 
Lodge No. 60, Adherence Lodge No. 88, Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
Maryland Commandery No. 1 acting as escort, under the com- 
mand of Brother E. T. Schultz, Eminent Commander. 

July 28, 1869. Brother James W. Bowers duly constituted and 
installed the Officers of Pickering Lodge No. 146. A Widow’s 
Diploma was issued to the widow of Doctor James H. Boone. 

August 22, 1869. A Charter was granted Ionic Lodge No. 145, 
May 10, 1869, and on August 22, 1869, the Lodge was duly 
constituted, and the Officers installed by Brother James W. 
Bowers, proxy for Grand Master Brother John Coates. 

September 22, 1869. Amendment to the by-laws, to read, each 
member shall pay $1.50 per quarter. (Adopted April 27, 1870.) 
Grand Lodge of Maryland assessed each member of the sub- 
ordinate Lodges the sum of $2.00 annually (to be collected by 
the Grand Lodge semi-annually), to aid the Grand Lodge to pay 
accrued interest on indebtedness of the New Masonic Temple. 
The first metallic case to be used to protect the Charter of 
Areana Lodge, against any damage that might befall it was 
purchased at the cost of seventy-five cents. 

November 16, 1869. Various Lodges in the City of Baltimore, 
responded to an invitation to send delegates in convention, to 
establish a permanent Masonic Library. At this convention 
Brothers Charles E. Kemp and Edward P. Barrington were 
elected Directors. 

December 22, 1869. Brother David Hutzler was re-elected and 
installed Worshipful Master. Brother Charles M. Stieff was 
awarded the thanks of the Lodge, for the loan and permission 
given for the use of an organ. 

February 9, 1870. Audit committee reports:

March 9, 1870. A committee appointed to purchase organ for the 
use of the Lodge. 

March 23, 1870. A committee appointed to secure the services of an 
Organist. A motion made and carried, that the Secretary be 
reimbursed to the amount of twenty dollars, for the loss of an 
overcoat taken some weeks since from the ante-room, while he 
(the Secretary) was in the discharge of his duties. The Trust 
Fund for the relief of the Widows and Orphans of the deceased 
members of Arcana Lodge No. 110 proposed by Brother Robert 
Hart, Secretary. | 

WuerREAS: It is deemed expedient that this Lodge should 
make a special provision for the Members, their Widows and 
Orphans, in the home of their trials and wants. 

Therefore be it, 

Resolved: That there be taken from the present funds of the 
Lodge, the sum of Two Hundred Dollars, and hereafter one- 
fifth of the receipts of the Lodge from the Initiations, on the 
first meeting in July and January of each and every year, which 
amount shall be placed in the hands of five Trustees, members 
of this Lodge, a majority of whom shall be Past Masters of this 
Lodge; to be elected at the annual communication preceding 
St. John the Evangelist Day, who shall receive and invest the 
money so received as a Trust Fund for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of Arcana Lodge No. 110 A. F. & A. M., their Widows and 
Orphans. 

Resolved: That in case of death or resignation of either of the 
sald Trustees, or all of them, that at the next stated communica- 
tion of the Lodge such vacancy or vacancies, shall be filled by 
appointment of the Worshipful Master until the next election. 

Resolved: That said Trust Fund shall be used for the benefit of 
the Members of the Lodge, their Widows, and Orphans, and 
for no other purpose, and then by vote of a majority of the 
members present, and no portion of said fund shall be used as 
long, or while there are other funds of the Lodge in the Treasury, 
and unappropriated. (This resolution was adopted June 22, 
1870.) 

May 16, 1870. Brother James W. Bowers acting as proxy for Grand 
Master John H. B. Latrobe instituted and installed the Officers 
of Mount Vernon Lodge No. 151. 
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June 22, 1870. Brother Herman L. Emmons, Jr. was elected Wor- 
shipful Master. 

Charges of unmasonic conduct was read before the Lodge by 
a brother member, against Brother Robert M. Hart, Secretary, 
after due consideration by the Lodge, and by ballot of the 
members, the result of which declared Brother Robert M. Hart 
not guilty. 

July 13, 1870. The first election of Trustees of the Relief Fund of 
Arcana Lodge No. 110, resulted in the election of the following 
Trustees. Brothers Jesse Hay, Charles E. Kemp, William H. 
Cox, David Hutzler, and Charles W. Dorsey, to serve for the 
term of one year. Brother Herman L. Emmons, Jr. was in- 
stalled as Worshipful Master. 
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JOHN H. B. LATROBE 
Grand Master, 1870-1877 


OHN H. B. LATROBE was born in Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, May 4, 1803, 
son of Benjamin H. and Mary E. Latrobe. 
He attended Georgetown College, the 
school of Mr. Carphan (who later became 
President of Princeton College), where 
he remained until he removed to Balti- 
more, Maryland. Here he entered St. 
Mary’s College, which he attended until 
recelving an appointment as a cadet at 
West Point, September, 1818. At the 
death of his father in 1820, he resigned 
his appointment at West Point, and 
returned to Baltimore, entering the law offices of General Robert 
Goodloe Harper, and was admitted to the Baltimore Bar in 1825. 

In 1828, the B. & O. R. R. secured his services as Counselor to 
secure the right of way for the railroad. He continued as Counselor 
for the B. & O. R. R. until his death. 

He founded the Maryland Institute, and when it was destroyed by 
fire in 1835, was foremost in the reorganization and restoration of the 
Institute. 

He was initiated in Winder Lodge No. 77, Baltimore, Maryland, 
January 26, 1825. (This Lodge was Chartered in 1825, surrendered 
or forfeited Charter 1835.) Elected Worshipful Master in 1827. 

He was exalted in Phoenix R. A. Chapter No. 7, and elected High 
Priest in 1829 and 1830. 

He received the degree of Honorary Inspector General 33°, con- 
ferred by the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction in 1872. 

He was elected Most Worshipful Grand Master in 1870, and was 
continuously and unanimously elected until 1878, when he declined 
a further nomination. 

John H. B. Latrobe was a notable public speaker, and delivered 
the addresses on the occasions of the laying of the corner stones of 
the Masonic Temple, North Charles Street, in 1866, the City Hall, 
1867, and the U. S. Post Office, 1882. 

John H. B. Latrobe died Friday, September 11, 1891 at his late 
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residence No. 901 N. Charles Street. The funeral services were 
held Monday, September 14, 1891, at Christ P. E. Church, St. Paul 
and Chase Street, conducted by the Rev. Mr. Craham, the Rev. Mr. 
Watkins and Dr. Hodges. The services were attended by a large 
delegation of City and Railroad officials and prominent citizens. 
The Grand Lodge of Maryland attended and at the grave, Grand 
Master John 8. Berry placed a branch of a rare Acacia, which had 
been obtained from the grave of the oldest Master Mason of Cali- 
fornia, at Monterey. His remains were interred in Greenmount 
Cemetery. 
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HERMAN L. EMMONS, JR. 
Worshipful Master, 1870 


ERMAN L. EMMONS was born at 

Wilkes Barre, Pennsylvania, on the 
24th day of August, 1832. He received 
his classical education in that city, and 
Wyoming Seminary. He was admitted 
to the Bar in the Court of Common 
Pleas of Susquehanna County in 1857, 
in the Supreme Court of New York City, 
in October 1857, in the Courts of Mary- 
land in January 1865, and in the Supreme 
Court of the United States sometime 
thereafter. 

He was appointed Miuilitary Store- 
caste with rank of Captain, for the State of New York, on behalf 
of the United States, on the 19th day of April, 1861, his immediate 
chief being Chester A. Arthur, late President of the United States. 

He was mustered into the United States services as Captain in the 
Fifth Regiment, New York Heavy Artillery Volunteers, on the 13th 
day of February 1862, was breveted Major of the United States 
Volunteers, by the President of the United States, and continued 
in the United States service until the 19th day of February 1865, 
when he took up his residence in Baltimore, and thereafter engaged 
in his profession. 

He was made a Mason in Naval Lodge No. 69, New York City, 
in 1858, was Exalted a Royal Arch Mason in Phoenix Chapter No. 2, 
New York City. 

He affiliated with Jerusalem Chapter No. 9, of Baltimore, October 
1865, and was elected High Priest in 1868, and re-elected in 1869. 
He was elected Grand High Priest of Maryland in 1875. He re- 
ceived the Order of Knighthood in Maryland Commandery No. 1, 
Baltimore, Maryland, June 22, 1865, and was elected Eminent 
Commander March 26, 1875. 

He received the degrees of Scottish Rite to the 32 degree in the 
Grand Consistory of Maryland in 1870, of which body he was elected 
Grand Commander, December 1878, and was in the occupancy of 
that position at the date of the surrender of the Charter, since which 
time he has remained an unaffiliated Scottish Rite Mason. 
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He affiliated as a member of Arcana Lodge July 3, 1865, elected 
Junior Warden December 21, 1868, re-elected June 21, 1869, and 
Worshipful Master June 20, 1870 (never having served as Senior 
Warden) serving one term (six months). 

He received an Honorary Life Membership in 1895. 

Hermon L. Emmons, Jr. departed this life, Friday, April 9, 1897. 
His death was caused by paralysis, after an illness of eight or nine 
months. ‘The funeral services were held at his late home, 1716 
Harlem Avenue. The remains were conveyed to Lorraine Cemetery 
and interred.

February 17, 1871. A Charter was granted to Kemp Lodge No. 154, 
it was named in compliment to Past Master Charles E. Kemp 
of Arcana Lodge No. 110. 

February 22, 1871. For the first time a book of registration was 
placed in use for the registration of all visiting brethren. 

March 22, 1871. A communication was received from lodges meet- 
ing in the South Room, Masonic Temple, requesting the Lodge 
appoint a committee to meet in conference, to adopt the best 
arrangement proposed for gas lighting the South Room of the 
Masonic Temple. 

May 8, 1871. The Conveyancer for the Grand Lodge, to whom was 
referred the examination of titles of the New Masonic Temple, 
ascertained that, without reference to the effect upon the deeds 
that had been, and were to be given for the New Masonic 
Temple on North Charles Street, the name of the Grand Lodge 
had been changed at the instance, no doubt of well intentioned 
Masons, by the Legislature, by the Act of 1866, ch. 141, from 
“Free and Accepted” to “Ancient Free and Accepted Masons.” 
By the change of name it would require confirmatory deeds, 
which would have to be made before any further legal action 
could be had. 

May 31, 1871. Brother Charles E. Kemp as Grand Marshal of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, participated in the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Institution of the Deaf and Dumb, on Bar- 
racks Hill, Frederick City, Maryland. 

June 14, 1871. Brother John F. Arthur was duly elected and in- 
stalled Worshipful Master. 
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JOHN F. ARTHUR 
Worshipful Master, 1871 


OHN F. ARTHUR was born in the City 
J of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, Febru- 
ary 2, 1841, son of William C. and Mary 
J. Arthur. 

He was educated in the Public Schools, 
and graduated from the City College of 
Baltimore. After graduating he ac- 
cepted a position as teacher in the Public 
Schools of Baltimore. His career as 
teacher he received several important 
and responsible assignments, one of 
which was Principalship of a Male 
Grammar School then located on High 
Street between Fayette and Lexington Streets, another as Professor 
of English at the Baltimore City College. In this position he con- 
tinued until his death. 

On December 20, 1866, he married Miss Elizabeth Harmen, to 
whom were born nine children. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry, March 18, 
1867, elected April 1, 1867, initiated April 15, 1867, passed May 
20, 1867, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason May 22, 
1867. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 22, 1869, Senior Warden 
June 22, 1870, re-elected as Senior Warden December 15, 1870, and 
elected Worshipful Master June 14, 1871. 

December 23, 1874, he was elected as Secretary and served in this 
position until December 25, 1878, when his successor Brother Alvin 
Coriell was elected and installed. At the Stated Communication 
held December 24, 1890, Brother John F. Arthur, requested of the 
Lodge a demit be granted him, after due consideration of the re- 
quest, the Lodge ordered a demit be issued. 

John F. Arthur departed this life May 24, 1906, the funeral services 
were held at his late residence No. 1516 W. Lexington Street. His 
remains were conveyed to Loudon Park Cemetery, where interment 
took place. 
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He is survived by three sons, Harry Harmon, James Herbert, and 
Edwin Murray Arthur, and one daughter, Mrs. Harry F. Stokes.

September 13, 1871. By the vote of the Lodge Brother Charles E. 
Kemp, was requested to present with an appropriate address, 
the Past Masters’ Jewels to the six active Past Masters of Arcana 
Lodge. The Past Masters who received these jewels were:

October 13, 1871. A Special Communication of Arcana Lodge was 
held to appoint a committee, to solicit contributions for the 
sufferers of the Great Chicago Fire of October 8, 1871, the 
Lodges of Maryland contributed the sum of $3,456.62. (The 
financial loss caused by this fire amounted to $206,000,000.00. ) 

December 13, 1871. Brother John F. Arthur was re-elected and 
installed Worshipful Master. 

January 10, 1872. Widow’s Diplomas were issued to the widows 
of Brothers William H. Walsh and Oliver N. Smith. 

April 9, 1872. A Special Communication was held to attend the 
funeral of Brother Past Master James Martin. (Past Master 
Martin was elected as the second Tyler of Arcana Lodge, March 
3, 1862.) 
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May 25, 1872. The Lodge accepted an invitation to participate 
in the laying of the cornerstone of the New Masonic Temple, of 
Annapolis Lodge, No. 89. The cornerstone was laid on the 
29th day of May 1872, by the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
Brother Charles E. Kemp acting as Grand Marshal. 

June 12, 1872. Brother Charles H. Gosnell was elected, and on 
June 26, 1872, was installed Worshipful Master. 
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CHARLES H. GOSNELL 
Worshipful Master, 1872-1873 





HARLES H. GOSNELL was born in 
Baltimore County, Maryland, 
March 29, 1838, son of Thomas and Ellen 
Gosnell (nee Shipley). He was educated 
in the schools of Ellicott City, Howard 
County, Maryland. 

After finishing his studies, he entered 
the employ of the B. & O. R. R. as 
apprentice machinist, where he was 
continuously employed until he com- 
pleted his trade. 

In 1881 during the administration of 
Colonel Harrison Adreon, Postmaster of 
Baltimore City, he accepted a position in the postal service of the 
City. He remained in this position until 1885. 

In 1885 he returned to the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad as fore- 
man of machinists, and held this position until his death. 

In 1866 he married Miss Sarah J. Mercer. By this marriage four 
children were born. 

He attended and was a member of the Presbyterian Church of 
Covenant. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry February 
16, 1863, elected March 16, 1863, initiated April 6, 1863, passed 
April 13, 1863, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
May 7, 1863. 

Exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, July 19, 1865. 

Elected Junior Warden June 20, 1864, re-elected as Junior Warden 
December 19, 1865, elected Senior Warden June 14, 1871, re-elected 
as Senior Warden December 13, 1871, and elected Worshipful 
Master June 26, 1872. 

In 1893 he was awarded an Honorary Life Membership. 

Charles H. Gosnell died on Sunday May 7, 1905. The funeral 
services were held at his late residence, No. 1802 West Lombard 
Street. Arcana Lodge No. 110 escorted his remains to Loudon Park 
Cemetery, where Masonic services were held. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Sarah J. Gosnell, Thomas Gos- 
nell, and Mrs. Ethel Forsythe. 
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August 14, 1872. Committee appointed to purchase Past Master’s 
Jewel, reported an expenditure of $8.50. Brother Charles G. 
Edwards was selected by the Lodge to deliver the Past Master’s 
Jewel to the recently retired Worshipful Master, Brother John 
F. Arthur, and present it in the name of the Lodge. 

November 27, 1872. A Widow’s Diploma was issued to the widow of 
Captain Lewis Parrish. 

December 11, 1872. Brother Charles H. Gosnell, re-elected Worship- 
ful Master. | 

January 8, 1873. Brother Charles H. Gosnell installed Worshipful 
Master. 

April 9, 1873. Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury $330.08, 
Masonic Temple Stock $1,000.00. 

June 11, 1873. Election of Officers. Brother Charles E. Kemp, 
elected Worshipful Master, Brother John F. Arthur, a member 
of the Trustees of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge, succeeding 
Brother Charles W. Dorsey. Brother Hermon L. Emmons, Jr., 
in the name and in behalf of certain Brothers, in a feeling and 
appropriate address, presented Brother Charles H. Gosnell, 
the retiring Worshipful Master, a Past Master’s Jewel.

June 26, 1873. A committee consisting of Brothers Shipley, Ryan, 
Gosnell, and others, praying a recommendation by Arcana 
Lodge, to the Grand Lodge of Maryland, a charter be granted 
John H. B. Latrobe Lodge, U. D. After due consideration 
by the Lodge the recommendation was granted. Upon this 
recommendation a dispensation was issued by Grand Master 
John H. B. Latrobe to form a Lodge, to be named, the John 
H. B. Latrobe Lodge, No. 165. A charter was granted May 12, 
1874. 

July 9, 1873. A committee appointed to purchase a chart, that the 
lectures might be illustrated, providing each Lodge using chart, 
appropriate their portion of purchase cost. 

November 18, 1873. Past Master Hermon L. Emmons, Jr., presented 
Past Grand Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of Maryland a hand- 
some chased silver salver, pitcher and cups, with complimentary 
remarks. The Past Grand Treasurer, Brother Frederick Fickey, 
Jr., very feelingly and happily responded, in accepting the gift. 

November 19, 1873. A committee on work, appointed by Grand 
Master John H. B. Latrobe. Committee, Past Masters James 
W. Bowers, George L. McCahan, and Daniel A. Piper. 

December 24, 1873. Brother Charles G. Edwards elected and in- 
stalled Worshipful Master, and Brother Julius Gallmeyer 
appointed Organist at $2.00 a meeting. 
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CHARLES G. EDWARDS 
Worshipful Master, 1874 


HARLES G. EDWARDS was born in 

Baltimore City, Maryland, April 

3rd, 1844. Grandson of Jonathan Ed- 

wards, the celebrated theologian and 
educator. 

He was educated in the Public Schools 
of Baltimore City, graduating at High 
School (now Baltimore City College) in 
the class of 1861. 

He enlisted as a Private in the Union 
Army, serving creditably until the close 
of the war, when he entered the Engineer- 
Ss : ing Corps of the Union Pacific Railroad. 

At a ees date he returned to Baltimore, Maryland, and selected 
the profession of teaching, preparing himself for this important work 
by a thorough course of training in the State Normal School. 

His first appointment in the Public Schools of Baltimore City, 
Maryland, was assistant in night schools. From this humble posi- 
tion he rose rapidly, and was assigned to the Principalship of a Gram- 
mar School. When the English-German Schools were inaugurated, 
he was made principal of one of the largest. 

In September, 1882, he was elected Assistant Superintendent of the 
Public Schools in Baltimore, Maryland. He was a firm believer in 
the practical and progressive methods of teaching, and an unrelenting 
foe to the cramming system. 

He delivered twenty-seven lectures and addresses throughout the 
state on educational topics. His illness dates from an address before 
the State Teachers’ Association, at Ocean City, Maryland, in July, 
1884, upon Manual Training of boys. 

The School Board upon convening in September, 1884, granted him, 
unsolicited, a leave of absence for sixty days. He was at his post 
again before the close of the month, and when he supposed he was 
recovering, apoplexy intervened with fatal results. 

Charles G. Edwards applied for the degrees of Masonry to Arcana 
Lodge No. 110, May 24, 1871, elected June 14, 1871, initiated June 
28, 1871, passed July 12, 1871, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason July 26, 1871. 
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He was Exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21 in 1873, and 
served as King in 1881. 

He received the Knight Templar degree in Maryland Commandery 
No. 1, June 12, 1876, and presided as Eminent Commander during 
the year 1880, accompanying his command to the Triennial Convoca- 
tion at Chicago, Ill. 

He was elected Junior Warden June 26, 1872, Senior Warden De- 
cember 11, 1872, re-elected June 11, 1873, elected Worshipful Master 
December 24, 1873, re-elected June 10, 1874. 

He was elected Treasurer of Arcana Lodge No. 110 June 23, 1875, 
and continued in this capacity until his death. 

He was appointed Grand Inspector of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land November 17, 1874, Worshipful Senior Grand Deacon, Novem- 
ber 1876. 

He was elected R. W. Junior Grand Warden November 21, 1877. 

He served as a member of the Committee on Work and Board of 
Managers. ‘The latter position he held until his death. 

Charles G. Edwards died October 12, 1884. The funeral services 
were held at his late residence 168 Arlington Avenue, October 15, 
1884. At the conclusion of the church services, Arcana Lodge No. 
110, in company with the Grand Lodge of Maryland, the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master John S. Tyson presiding, escorted the remains 
to Greenmount Cemetery, where Masonic services were held, and the 
remains interred. Past Master James W. Bowers performed the 
duties of Chaplain. 


January 28, 1874. The committee appointed to draft resolutions 
of respect to the retiring Worshipful Master Charles E. Kemp, 
beg leave to report: 

WuereEas, Past Master Charles E. Kemp having retired from 
the Mastership of Arcana Lodge No. 110, after having frequently 
served in that capacity (5 terms), it has been thought proper 
that the lodge should signify its appreciation of his valuable 
services. ‘l‘herefore be it, 

Resolved, That the officers and members of Arcana Lodge, do 
hereby extend to Past Master Charles E. Kemp, their sincere 
thanks and appreciation, for the great interest he has manifested 
for the success of the Lodge, by his promptness in the per- 
formance of duties, and his willingness to dispense light to his 
brethren. 
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Resolved, That an engrossed copy of the foregoing resolutions 
be presented to Past Master Charles E. Kemp.

February 25, 1874. Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury 
$50.20, Masonic Temple Stock $1000.00. Charles E. Kemp, 
Past Master was presented the framed engrossed resolutions 
awarded him by the Lodge. Presentation address was delivered 
by Charles G. Edwards, Worshipful Master. 

May 27, 1874. An invitation accepted to attend the cornerstone 
laying of the New Masonic Hall of Cambridge Lodge No. 66, at 
Cambridge, Maryland, by the Grand Lodge of Maryland, Right 
Worshipful Senior Grand Warden, John S. Tyson, acting as 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, on June 14, 1874. 

June 10, 1874. Charles G. Edwards re-elected and installed Wor- 
shipful Master. Past Master Charles E. Kemp elected to suc- 
ceed Brother Jesse Hay as Treasurer. On motion of Robert 
M. Hart Secretary, and by vote of the Lodge, Brother Jesse Hay 
was elected the First Honorary Life Member of Arcana Lodge 
No. 110. Worshipful Master Charles G. Edwards appointed 
a committee to have a certificate of the action of the Lodge en- 
grossed, framed, and presented to the retiring Treasurer Jesse 
Hay. (The retiring Treasurer requested his name be withdrawn 
for re-election, as it was impossible for him to attend the duties of 
Treasurer. ) 

June 24, 1874. Worshipful Master Charles G. Edwards presented 
for the approval of the Lodge, the first engraved and engrossed 
Life Membership Certificate, to be presented to the retired 
Treasurer Jesse Hay. Brother Hay not being in attendance, the 
Tyler was ordered to make delivery of the Certificate to the 
home of the retired Treasurer.

regularly initiated as an Entered Apprentice, passed to the degree 
of Fellowcraft, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, 
and being distinguished for his zeal and fidelity, to the craft, by 
a continuous service of more than eleven years, was on the 10th 
day of June 1874, created a life member of this lodge, and from 
hereafter free from all dues, under our by-laws. 

In testimony thereof, we have granted him this certificate, and

October 28, 1874. By motion made and adopted, granting of Past 
Masters’ Jewels to retiring officers, be repealed. 

November 16, 1874. Grand Master John H. B. Latrobe informed the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, of having received a communication 
in September, from J. Carroll Brent, Secretary of the Washing- 
ton Monument Society, of the District of Columbia, wherein he 
appeals for the financial support of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land. ‘The finances subscribed to be used to complete the un- 
finished obelisk to George Washington, which for more than a 
quarter of a century had disgraced the city he founded. A sub- 
scription of $500,000 would be necessary to place the cap-stone 
on the shaft at a height of 485 feet, which would make it the 
tallest building in the world. No work to be commenced, no 
money collected, until the full amount required had been 
pledged. It was the determination of the committee, if work 
again be resumed, the monument to George Washington would 
be completed. The cornerstone of the George Washington 
monument at Washington, D. C., was laid on the 4th day of 
July, 1848, by the Most Worshipful Grand Master B. B. French 
of the District of Columbia. The Grand Lodge of Maryland 
participated in the ceremonies, Most Worshipful Grand Master 
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Charles Gilman attended. Grand Master Latrobe referred 
the appeal of George Washington Monument Society, to Broth- 
ers Herman L. Emmons, Jr., W. L. W. Seabrook, and L. A. C. 
Gerry, who subsequently reported, reeommending every Masonic 
Body in the Jurisdiction of Maryland, to subscribe to this laud- 
able scheme. 

December 23, 1874. Alvin Coriell was elected Worshipful Master, 
and John F. Arthur Secretary, succeeding Robert M. Hart. 
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ALVIN CORIELL 
Worshipful Master, 1875 


LVIN CORIELL was born in Plainfield, 

N. J., December 4, 1843, son of 

Isaac and Hannah Maria (Van Vliet) 
Coriell. 

He was educated at the Light Street 
Academy, now the south-west corner of 
Light and German Streets (Redwood) 
under the late Professor J. Asbury Mor- 
gan. Completing his studies he entered 
the lumber business, and at the time of 
his death, was a partner in the lumber 
company, trading as the Mottu Lumber 
Company of Baltimore, Maryland. On 
May 18, 1869, he married Mary A. Lawrence, to whom were born 
four children. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry, 
September 27, 1871, elected October 11, 1871, initiated November 8, 
1871, passed December 27, 1871, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason January 10, 1872. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, March 7, 1879, 
and served as High Priest in 1881. 

He was greeted in Hiram Council No. 5, November 10, 1880, with- 
drew in 1894. 

He received his Knight Templar degree in Maryland Command- 
ery No. 1, March 14, 1884. 

He was the first President pro-tempore of the Lodge of Relief, 
when it met July 21, 1876 for the first time, to draft by-laws for its 
organization. 

November 20, 1879, he was appointed Grand Director of Cere- 
monies of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

November 18, 1880, he was appointed Grand Pursuivant, Novem- 
ber 15, 1881, as Worshipful Junior Grand Deacon, November 18, 
1884, he was appointed Representative near the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, from the Grand Lodge of New South Wales. 

November 16, 1892, he was appointed Grand Inspector of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland. He was elected Junior Warden Decem- 
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ber 24, 1873, Senior Warden June 10, 1873, and Worshipful Master 
December 23, 1874. He was elected Secretary December 25, 1879 
and served in this position until December 10, 1902, when he was 
succeeded by Brother Charles W. Baggott. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership 1902. Alvin 
Coriell died September 1, 1904. The funeral services were held at 
305 Goodwood Road, Roland Park, the interment took place at Lou- 
don Park Cemetery. He 1s survived by a son, Dr. Louis Duncan 
Coriell, and two daughters, Katherine, and Mrs. Dr. George E. 
Hardy, and four grandchildren, Mrs. L. K. Harper, Mary, George E. 
Jr., and Clare Hardy. 


January 13, 1875. Alvin Coriell was installed Worshipful Master. 
January 27, 1875. A resolution adopted—that the Secretary be in- 
structed to purchase a blank book in which he shall enter in 
alphabetical order the names and addresses of each member of 
Arcana Lodge. | 
Resolved: 'That the Secretary be required to send bills for dues 
to each member of the Lodge, at the end of every six months. 
Resolved: That from the next election in 1875, the salary of 
the Secretary of Arcana Lodge No. 110, shall be $3.00 a meeting 
night. 

February 10, 1875. A committee appointed to meet in conference 
with committees of other Lodges, to consider the formation of a 
Committee of Relief. (In year 1934 was known as the Board of 
Relief.) 

February 24, 1875. Audit Committee reports balance in ‘Treasury 
$321.85, Relief Fund $370.55, Masonic ‘Temple Stock, $1000.00. 

April 28, 1875. Committee represented by Alvin Coriell, Worship- 
ful Master, reported: An assessment of 60 dollars from each 
Lodge would be necessary to establish a working fund for the 
committee of relief. The Lodge voted to appropriate the 
assessment, as assessed by the committee, providing the majority 
of the Lodges appropriated the same amount. 

June 23, 1875. Alvin Coriell re-elected and installed Worshipful 
Master, and Past Master Charles G. Edwards elected Treasurer 
to succeed Brother Charles E. Kemp. 

July 14, 1875. A resolution introduced in response to Grand Master 
John H. B. Latrobe’s address at the May communication 1875. 

Resolved: hat for the reasons, and purposes set forth in the 
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address of Grand Master Latrobe, at the May communication 
of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, this (Arcana) Lodge assent 
to the suggestion therein made; regarding the stock of the 
Masonic Temple, held by this Lodge ($1000.00) that the Treas- 
urer 1s hereby directed to transfer to the Treasurer of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland in trust the stock of this Lodge (Arcana) to 
be held as indicated in the address aforesaid. (The stock to be 
held in trust by the Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
and no interest to be paid after surrender.) | 

November 15, 1875. Past Master Charles E. Kemp appointed Grand 
Tyler to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 22, 1875. Moses Pels elected and installed Worshipful 
Master. 
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MOSES PELS 
Worshipful Master, 1876 


OSES PELS was born in Germany 

November 7, 1845, son of Simon 

M. and Henrietta Pels. He came to this 

country at an early age and settled in 

Charlotte, N. C., at the outbreak of the 
Civil War. 

He came to Baltimore and opened a 
shoe store at 229 North Eutaw Street, 
and continued it under the firm of J. Pels 
& Sons. In 1876 he married Miss Helen 
Rosenbaum, daughter of Isaac Rosen- 
baum of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

He was a member of Eutaw Place 
Temple, a Director of the United States Fidelity and Guaranty Com- 
pany from the time of its organization, and a member of its Execu- 
tive Committee until within a short time of his death. He was also a 
Director of the Calvert Bank. He continued in active business until 
two years before his death, being compelled to retire because of bad 
health. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the Degrees of Masonry, October 
27, 1869, elected November 10, 1869, initiated November 10, 1869, 
passed November 24, 1869, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason December 8, 1869. He was elected Junior Warden Decem- 
ber 23, 1874, re-elected June 23, 1875, elected Worshipful Master 
December 22, 1875 (never having served as Senior Warden) re-elected 
Worshipful Master June 14, 1876. He was awarded an Honorary 
Life Membership 1889. 

Moses Pels died Friday March 22, 1907. The funeral services were 
held at his late home 1509 Madison Avenue on Sunday March 24, 
1907. ‘The services were conducted by Rabbi William Rosenau, 
assisted by Rabbi Alvis Kaiser. Arcana Lodge escorted the funeral 
to the Baltimore Hebrew Congregation Cemetery, Belair Road, 
Baltimore City, where the remains were interred with Masonic sery- 
ices. He was survived by his widow Mrs. Helen Pels, two sons Mr. 
Simon M. and Dr. Isaac R. Pels, four sisters, and one brother Past 
Master Julius Pels.

THe Masonic Boarp or RELIEF 


The Semi-Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, was held on May 9, 1876, in the Masonic Temple, on ! 
N. Charles St., in the City of Baltimore. | 

In the absence of the Most Worshipful Grand Master John 
H. B. Latrobe, who as a Commissioner of Maryland was attend- | 
ing the opening of the Centennial Exhibition, Brother Francis 
Burns, Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master, called Brother | 
Charles E. Hayward, Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden 
to the chair, who opened the Grand Lodge in form, with prayer 
by the Reverend Joseph B. Stitt, Grand Chaplain. 

In the periods preceding this Communication of the Grand ° 
Lodge, it had been the custom of the subordinate Lodges in 
making charitable contributions, if the Lodge called upon should 
find itself unable financially to render assistance, 1t would by 
written request ask the help of the sister Lodges in meeting the 
charitable demands made upon them. ‘This method was found 
to be an undesirable one, and the subordinate Lodges sought for 
a proper protection of the Lodges in the City of Baltimore, by a 
more systematical mode of dispensing charity. 

At the Communication held November 15, 1875, Brother 
Fickey submitted preambles and resolutions for the formation 
of a Lodge of Relief, which were submitted to a Committee of one 
Past Master from each of the Baltimore City Lodges. 

At the Semi-Annual Communication held on May 9, 1876, 
Brother A. Robertson reported and submitted a resolution from 
the Committee on Relief. 

Whereas, It is desirable, for the proper protection of the Lodges 
in the City of Baltimore, that a more systematic mode of dispens- 
ing charity be adopted: therefore be it 

Resolved, Vhat each and every Lodge in the City of Baltimore 
shall, at its next regular election, and at each election thereafter, 
elect from its members, “One Delegate,’ who together shall con- 
stitute a body to be known as ““The Masonic Lodge of Relief,” and 
that the delegate so elected shall serve a term of six months, or 
until their successors shall have been duly elected. 

Resolved, That when the aforesaid delegates have been duly 
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elected, they shall proceed to organize the aforesaid ‘‘Lodge of 
Relief,” under such rules and regulations as they may see proper 
to adopt, consistent with the Constitution and Laws of this 
Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, That the aforesaid ““Lodge of Relief’ shall receive 
and dispose of all cases of charity which may be referred to them 
by the several Lodges in the City of Baltimore, and in order to 
raise a sufficient revenue for that purpose, shall have power to 
draw on the said Lodges for an amount not exceeding 50 cents 
per annum for each and every member upon their rolls; the said 
assessment to be paid quarterly, and the said Lodge of Relief 
shall have full and exclusive control over all funds received by 
them. ‘This resolution was passed, and in obedience to which 
a meeting of delegates to the Lodge of Relief was held at the 
Masonic Temple, Baltimore, July 21, 1876. At this meeting 
Brother Past Master Alvin Coriell of Arcana Lodge No. 110 was 
appointed President, pro-tempore, Brother E. P. Keech, of Ad- 
herence Lodge No. 88, Secretary, pro-tempore. A committee 
was appointed to draft By-Laws, etc., for the organization, to 
report at the next meeting. 

On August 4, 1876, a meeting was held, the minutes of the 
previous meeting were read and approved. ‘The committee 
appointed at the previous meeting reported and submitted By- 
Laws which were accepted and the committee discharged. ‘The 
following officers were elected: Brother E. P. Keech of Adherence 
Lodge No. 88, President, Brother J. H. Gale, of Mystic Circle 
Lodge No. 109, Vice-President, Brother T. B. McCoubray of St. 
John’s Lodge No. 34, Secretary, and Brother William Leonard 
of Pythagoras Lodge No. 223, Treasurer. 

On August 12, 1876 a meeting was held and after the usual 
preliminary business, the report of the committee on By-Laws 
was taken up, amended and adopted, and the following officers 
were elected: John S. Tyson, of Kedron Lodge No. 158 (Grand 
Master 1880 to 1884), Martin Emerich of Excelsior Lodge No. 
169 (charter surrendered 1880), Vice-President; Albert Lyman, 
Fidelity Lodge, No. 136, Secretary, and William Leonard of 
Pythagoras Lodge No. 123, Treasurer. 

June 14, 1876. Moses Pels re-elected and installed Worshipful 
Master. Past Master Alvin Coriell appointed the First Repre- 
sentative to the Lodge of Relief. 
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September 22, 1876, A Charter was granted to James W. Bowers 
Lodge No. 173. It was named in compliment to Past Master 
and Grand Lecturer James W. Bowers. 

November 2, 1876, Past Master Charles G. Edwards was elected for a 
term of three years as a member of the Board of Governers of 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 13, 1876, John Patterson Meanley was elected Worshipful 
Master. 

December 24, 1876, Special communication to attend the funeral of 
Jesse Hay, the second elected Treasurer of Arcana Lodge 
(1860-1874). 

December 27, 1876, Past Master Degree was conferred upon John P. 
Meanley, Worshipful Master Elect. John Patterson Meanley in- 
stalled Worshipful Master.

OHN PATTERSON MEANLEY was born in 

New Kent County, Virginia, April 

5, 1834. He was educated in the schools 
of Wilhamsburg, Virginia. 

As a salesman of china and glassware 
he was associated in 1876 with the firm of 
Chas. Birch & Co. located on Sharp near 
Perry Street, Wholesale China and Glass- — 
ware Company. 

In 1879 he established the firm of 
Meanley and Gray, wholesale China and 
Glassware, then located at 290 W. Balti- 
more St. In 1884 this company was dis- 
solved, and John H. Daniel associated with J. P. Meanley established 
the firm of Daniel & Meanley, Wholesale Cutlery Company, at 298 
W. Baltimore St. 

In 1886 he became a member of the firm of Meanley-Smith & Ca iy 
Fertilizer Brokers, with offices at No. 1 Water Street. 

In 1890 he was employed as a salesman by Wm. Tottle & Co., 
Brush Manufacturers, and at the time of his death by James W. 
Ramsay and Effinger, Wooden Willow Ware Co., located at 1825 E. 
Baltimore St. 

On November 26, 1871, he married Miss Betty B. Williams to 
whom were born 4 children. 

He applied for the degrees of Masonry to Arcana Lodge July 26, 
1871, elected August 9, 1871, initiated August 9, 1871, passed August 
23, 1871, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason Septem- 
ber 13, 1871. Withdrew October 24, 1894. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21. 

March 7, 1882, withdrew and affiliated with Jerusalem R. A. Chap- 
ter No. 9 September 11, 1882, and again withdrew June 9, 1884. He 
received the Knighthood Degree in Maryland Commandery No. 1, 
May 9, 1884, but withdrew June 24, 1891. He was elected Junior 
Warden December 11, 1872, re-elected June 11, 1873, elected Senior 
Warden December 1873, elected Junior Warden December 22, 1875, 
and elected Senior Warden June 14, 1876, and elected Worshipful 
Master December 1876, and re-elected June 1877. 
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John Patterson Meanley died October 7, 1908. ‘The funeral serv- 
ices were held at his late residence 2204 Oak Street. Interment took 
place at Loudon Park Cemetery. He is survived by two sons E. L. 
Meanley of New York City, John Patterson Meanley of Greenville, 
Tennessee, and one daughter Mrs. Mabel M. Fox of Baltimore, 
Maryland.

June 13, 1877. John P. Meanley re-elected Worshipful Master. 

July 25, 1877. A bill for $1.34 for “fans” ordered paid. 

August 8, 1877. A motion authorizing the Tyler to purchase para- 
phernalia for candidates, purchase made at the cost of $17.00. 

November 21, 1877. Past Master Charles G. Edwards elected Right 
Worshipful Junior Grand Warden, of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land. 

December 27, 1877. William E. Arnold was elected and installed Wor- 
shipful Master.

JOHN M. CARTER 
Grand Master, 1878-79 


OHN M. CARTER was born in Baltimore 

City, Maryland, February 5, 1843, 
son of Asbury and Mary Christinia Carter. 
He was educated in Baltimore City, 
Maryland, at the Old Light Street Insti- 
tute (then the southwest corner of 
Light and German Street, now the site 
of The First National Bank Building) 
under Professor J. Asbury Morgan. 
Leaving school at fifteen, he commenced 
life as a stock broker’s clerk. ‘T'wo years 
later, he began to study law in the office 
: of John Carson, and was admitted to the 
Baltimore Bar in 1864. In 1866 he was Secretary of State during 
the administration of Governor Thomas Swann. 

He was made a Mason in Annapolis Lodge, No. 89, January 6, 1866, 
but withdrew and affiliated as a member in Fidelity Lodge, No. 136, 
of Baltimore City, Maryland, wherein he filled every position, except 
that of Junior Warden. 

He was exalted in Phoenix R. A. Chapter No. 7, and presided as 
High Priest in 1877. 

He was elected Grand High Priest in 1844 and 1845. 

He was elected Right Worshipful Junior Grand Warden in 1875, 
Senior Grand Warden in 1876 and 1877, and Most Worshipful Grand 
Master in 1878 and 1879. 

John Merriken Carter died July 3, 1915. His remains were 
conveyed to lie in state in Corinthian Hall, Masonic Temple on Mon- 
day July 5, 1915, where it was viewed by many friends. On July 6, 
1915 at 4 P. M. the first section of the burial services were held by 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland, where a large assembly of Masons, 
the family, and friends attended. Grand Master Thos. J. Shryock 
presided. The Grand Lodge of Maryland, Officers and Past Masters 
of Fidelity Lodge, No. 136 escorted the remains to Druid Ridge 
Cemetery, where the services were concluded, and the body laid to 





rest. 
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WILLIAM-EDWIN ARNOLD 
Worshipful Master, 1878 


ILLIAM EDWIN ARNOLD, son of 

William and Jane Arnold, was 
born in the City of Alexandria, Virginia, 
September 15th, 1849. He was educated 
at St. John’s Academy, Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, and Dickinson Seminary, William- 
port, Pennsylvania. Leaving college he 
began his career in Civil Engineering, but 
finding his health would not permit him 
to continue in this profession, he entered 
the commission business of McKenzie Co. 
at Alexandria, Virginia with whom he 
remained until January, 1870. In 1870 
he removed to Baltimore City to fill a position as bookkeeper, and 
continued as such until 1878. In 1878 he founded the business of 
Arnold-Marshal and Company, Window Shades and Trunk Hardware. 
This business continued until the year 1885 when it was dissolved, 
and re-organized as the Wm. E. Arnold Company, of which he was 
the head until his death. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry January 
13, 1875, elected January 27, 1875, initiated January 27, 1875, passed 
February 24, 1875, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, 
March 10, 1875. 

He was elected Junior Warden June 14, 1876, Senior Warden De- 
cember 13, 1876 and Worshipful Master December 26, 1877. 

In 1879 he was elected as Representative from Arcana Lodge to the 
Board of Relief. 

In 1884 he was made a member of the Board of Managers of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland and served as a member until his death 
Aug. 27, 1904. 

In 1886 he was appointed as Representative from the Grand Lodge 
of Wyoming, near the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

On July 14, 1886 he was elected a member of the newly organized 
Board of Trustees of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge and served in 
this position until his death. 

He received his Capitular Degrees in Jerusalem R. A. Chapter in 
1877, and elected High Priest 1882, and again in 1887. 
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In 1890 was elected Grand Scribe of the Grand Chapter of Mary- 
land, and in 1891 was made Grand King. 

He was knighted in Maryland Commandery No. 1, K. T. October 
11, 1878, and in 1884 was installed Eminent Commander. 

He received the Scottish Rite Degrees to the 14° in the bodies sub- 
ordinate to the Southern Supreme Council, but upon the surrender of 
the charters of these bodies affiliated with the Cerneau organization, 
he received the remaining degrees including the 33°, under this organ- 
ization. He withdrew in 1889. | 

Brother Arnold never entered into matrimony but remained a 
bachelor throughout life. 

William Edwin Arnold died August 27, 1904. He was buried from 
the residence of his nephew, Mr. William A. Delahay, 721 N. Carey 
Street, August 30, 1904. 

Areana Lodge officiated at the funeral. A large delegation from 
the different bodies of which he was a member escorted the remains to 
Alexandria, Virginia, where the escort was met by Brothers R. W. 
Arnold, Worshipful Master of Alexandria—Washington Lodge No. 
22, and R. Lee Field, Past Master of Andrew Jackson Lodge No. 
120 of Alexandria, Virginia, who through the courtesy of the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master of Virginia, acted as a special escort to 
Ivy Cemetery, where his remains were interred with Masonic services. 


February 13, 1878. A demit received from George W. Mowen, issued 
by St. John’s Lodge No. 219, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, dated 
December 13, 1877. The Most Worshipful Grand Master John 
H. B. Latrobe visited the Lodge, and was received with grand 
honors. 

February 27, 1878. A donation of 25 dollars was made for the pur- 
poses of the Masonic Library. 

March 13, 1878, Committee on the death of the late Brother Henry 
R. Noel, M.D., submitted resolutions. 

May 8, 1878. A committee was appointed to meet similar committees, 
from other lodges in conference, to establish ways and means in 
obtaining work, for the brethren of this, and other lodges. (At 
the May 1932 communication, the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
appointed a committee, Deputy Grand Master George W. Liy- 
ingston as the presiding officer, to establish a Bureau of Employ- 
ment, due to the vast number of members unemployed.) 

June 12, 1878. William E. Arnold re-elected as Worshipful Master, 
and installed June 26, 1878. 
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September 11, 1878. Past Master Charles G. Edwards was appointed 
Secretary to Relief Fund for Yellow Fever sufferers. Arcana 
Lodge No. 110, subscribed 25 dollars to this cause. <A total of 
$2071.00 was subscribed by Maryland Masons. A motion was 
made ‘and carried to discontinue the publishing of Communi- 
cation Notices, in the Baltimore Sun, to make future publica- 
tions in the Baltimore American. 

December 25, 1878. William H. Tolson, elected and installed Worship- 
ful Master. Past Master John P. Meanley, elected as Repre- 
sentative to Lodge of Relief. Past Master Alvin Coriell elected 
Secretary, succeeding John F. Arthur. 


WILLIAM HAMBLETON TOLSON 
Worshipful Master, 1879 


ILLIAM H. TOLSON was born at 

Kent Island, Maryland, August 6, 
1848, son of John C. and Rebecea E. 
Tolson. 

He received his elementary education 
at Kent Island, Maryland. In 1868 he 
completed his studies in the Maryland 
State Normal School, after which he took 
a course in medicine at the Baltimore 
University, now defunct, located at Bond 
and Fairmount Ave. He did not prac- 
tice medicine, but selected the profession 
of teaching, and received his first ap- 
pointment in the schools of Baltimore County. He was assigned to 
the school at Woodberry, Maryland, where he continued teaching 
until 1876, when he received an appointment in the Public Schools 
of Baltimore City. 

In 1878 he became Principal of No. 80 school. During the admin- 
istration of James H. Van Sickel he was promoted to District Super- 
visor, and at the retirement of James H. Van Sickel as Superintendent 
of the Public Schools of Baltimore and the abolition of group or dis- 
trict supervisors he returned to teaching and was assigned as Principal 
of School No. 81. He continued as a teacher in the Public Schools of 
Baltimore until his death. 

On December 23, 1875 he married Miss Anna R. Newell, the daugh- 
ter of Professor M. A. Newell, founder of the Maryland State Normal 
School. By this marriage three children were born. Mrs. Anna R. 
Tolson, first wife of William H. Tolson, died September 3, 1884. He 
married August 11, 1887, Miss Mary Kane a former teacher of the 
Maryland State Normal School, by this marriage one child was born. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry April 8, 
1874, elected April 22, 1874, initiated April 22, 1874, passed May 
13, 1874, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason May 7, 
1874. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, December 16, 
1878, withdrew October 17, 1887. 
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He received the degree of Knight Templar in Maryland Com- 
mandery No. 1, February 14, 1879 and withdrew December 22, 
1893. 

He was elected Senior Warden December 22, 1875 (never having 
served as Junior Warden) was re-elected Senior Warden December 
26, 1877, elected Worshipful Master December 25, 1878. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in 1904. 

William H. Tolson died November 24, 1915. The funeral services 
were held at his late residence, No. 1100 North Caroline Street. In- 
terment took place in Greenmount Cemetery. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Mary K. Tolson, and three 
children, Mrs. J. Denny Armstrong, Mrs. B. C. Norman of Washing- 
ton, D. C., and William H. Tolson of New York. 


January 8, 1879. Audit Committee reported, balance in Treasury 
$191.90, Relief Fund $494.99, Masonic Temple Stock $1000.00. 
The Most Worshipful Grand Master, John M. Carter, together 
with the officers of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, visited the 
Lodge, and were received with Grand Honors. Grand Master 
Carter assumed the East, and addressed the Lodge of the joint 
responsibility, together with the Grand Lodge, of the indebted- 
ness of the newly erected Masonic Temple. Impressing upon 
them the importance of the subordinate Lodges, to surrender the 
stock held by them to the Grand Lodge of Maryland uncondi- 
tionally. At the conclusion of the Grand Master’s address, Ar- 
cana Lodge voted a cancellation of the Masonic Temple Stock, 
held by Arcana Lodge, to the amount of $1000.00 in favor of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

March 12, 1879. Resolution proposed by Past Master David 
Hutzler. 

Wuerkas, The Grand Lodge of Maryland has decided to 
hold a fair beginning on the 16th day of April, for the purpose 
of reducing the pressing debts. (Of the newly erected Masonic 
Temple, N. Charles Street.) 

Resolved, That it is the duty of every member of the Masonic 
Fraternity to aid and support the Grand Lodge of Maryland, in 
this important undertaking, involving as it does every Mason 
in the State. 

Resolved, That the members of Arcana Lodge offer their heart- 
lest assistance, to further the success of this needed undertaking.

The Grand Lodge reports, on the evening of December 4, 1878, 
a large meeting of Masons, their families, and lady friends was 
held in the auditorium of the Masonic Temple, the ladies con- 
senting to assume the burden of holding a fair, to raise funds, 
to aid in liquidation of the debt upon the Temple. At a subse- 
quent meeting of the ladies, they selected the following officers:

A Masonic Daily News, a bright chatty paper, was published 
throughout the entire time of the Fair, from the 16th to the 30th 
of April inclusive, under the admirable management of Mrs. 
Thomas J. Shryock. 
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The Fair was a success, the receipts amounting to a handsome 
total of $25,440.56. A sinking fund devised by Grand Master 
Latrobe had meanwhile accumulated to $21,045.00; by aid of 
the two funds the Board of Managers were enabled to discharge 
the sum of $67,963.71 of the mortgage debt. 

June 11, 1879. William H. Tolson re-elected Worshipful Master, 
and installed by Past Master Charles G. Edwards, June 25, 1879. 

October 8, 1879. William H. Miller, Jr., Senior Warden, exemplified 
the Entered Apprentice Degree. (This is the first time, in the 
history of the Lodge, any officers, except the Worshipful Master 
elect, has exemplified any of the three degrees before the Lodge.) 

November 19, 1879. Grand Lecturer James W. Bowers, Past Master 
of Arcana Lodge, assisted by Past Master Charles G. Edwards 
of Arcana Lodge, committee on work George W. Sheive, Louis 
Grauer, and Thomas J. Shryock, exemplified the work of the 
Entered Apprentice and Fellowcraft degrees, before the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland. 

November 20, 1879. Past Master Alvin Coriell was appointed Grand 
Director of Ceremonies, to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 
December 24, 1879. William H. Miller Jr. was elected Worshipful 
Master, and Past Master William E. Arnold as third representa- 

tive to the Lodge of Relief. 
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JOHN 8. TYSON 


Grand Master, 1880-1884 


OHN SNOWDEN TYSON was born in 

Ellicott City, Maryland, May 22, 
1837, son of John S. and Rachel Snowden 
Tyson (nee Rachel Snowden, of near 
Laurel, Maryland). He was educated at 
West Haverford College, near Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania. He studied Civil 
Engineering, and was for a short time 
employed on the construction of the West 
Virginia Railroad (now known as the 
Parkersburg Branch of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad) and also on the Western 
River improvement, conducted by the 
United States Government. He studied law in the office of his 
father John S. Tyson, Sr., and was admitted to the Bar in 1859, and 
continued the practice of his profession until his death. 

In 1884 he was elected a delegate to the State Legislature from 
Howard County. 

In 1865 he married Miss Mary Roberts, daughter of Leonard 
Roberts of Chester County, Pa. There were no heirs. He was a 
member of Christ Protestant Episcopal Church. 

He was made a Mason in Patmos Lodge No. 70, Ellicott City, 
Maryland, in 1867, over which he presided as Worshipful Master for 
six or seven years. He withdrew from Patmos Lodge, and affiliated 
as a member in Kedron Lodge No. 148, was twice elected its Wor- 
shipful Master, and was Treasurer at the time of his death. 

He received the Capitular Degrees in Phoenix R. A. Chapter No. 
7, in 1869, and was elected High Priest in 1872, and Grand High 
Priest in 1877. 

In 1871 he received the degree of Knight Templar in Baltimore 
Commandery No. 2, in 1878, was elected Eminent Commander. 

He received the degrees of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
to the 30° in the bodies working under the Supreme Council of the 
Southern Jurisdiction, and has remained unaffiliated since the sur- 
render of the charters of those bodies in 1881. 

John Snowden Tyson died Saturday July 26, 1890; his death was 
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caused by drowning. His body was found Sunday evening at 9:30, 
by his cousin, Mr. Snowden, in Gunpowder River, and conveyed to 
his late home, 913 Cathedral Street, on Monday July 28, 1890. The 
funeral services were held at his late residence July 29, 1890, by the 
Rev. Richard R. Graham, assistant Rector of Christ’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church. ‘The services at the grave were conducted by the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, Thos. J. Shryock, Grand Master, Rev. 
Henry Branch, D.D., Grand Chaplain, and were attended by the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, Grand Commandery of Maryland, Grand 
Chapter, and officers and members of Kedron Lodge No. 148, and a 
large congregation of friends. Interment took place in Loudon Park 
Cemetery. 
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WILLIAM HENRY MILLER, JR. 
Worshipful Master, 1880 


ILLIAM HENRY MILLER, JR., was 

born at Kent Island, Maryland, 
February 18, 1854, son of William Henry 
and Caroline Winchester Miller. 

He was educated in the Public Schools 
of Kent Island, Maryland. Upon com- 
pleting his studies, he entered the em- 
ployment of Pearre Brothers, Wholesale 
Notions, in West Baltimore Street, as 
clerk. Later on he succeeded his father 
as bookkeeper, and upon the reorganiza- 
tion of this company in 1890, he was made 
a member of the firm. His associates 
were James M. Fisher, Edward V. Shorb, and his father William 
Henry Miller. This firm dissolved about 1898, and William Henry 
Miller, Jr., accepted a position with the American Steel Hoop Com- 
pany of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, as general bookkeeper. In 1901 
the American Can Company was established, and William Henry 
Miller, Jr., was one of the first employees, and through merit and strict 
application in the accounting department, he attained the position as 
general bookkeeper, in which position he continued until his death. 

In 1891 he married Miss Elizabeth Kensett Vail to whom were 
born three sons, and a daughter. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry April 26, 
1876, elected May 10, 1876, initiated May 10, 1876, passed May 24, 
1876, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason May 29, 1876. 
June 22, 1881 he was elected as delegate to Masonic Lodge of Relief. 
July 14, 1886 he was elected Trustee of the Relief Fund of Arcana 
Lodge. In this position he served until his successor Harry W. Miller 
was elected, December 11, 1895. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 26, 1877, re-elected June 
12, 1878, elected Senior Warden December 25, 1878, re-elected June 
11, 1879, elected Worshipful Master December 24, 1879, re-elected 
June 23, 1880 (term of office 6 months). 

On May 22, 1901, he became unaffiliated. 

William Henry Miller, Jr., died October 10, 1920, at Westfield, New 
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Jersey. ‘The funeral services were held at his residence No. 241 
Charles Street, Westfield, N. J. and the remains were conveyed to 
Fairview Cemetery, where interment took place. 

He was survived by three sons, Horatio, John Henry, William Vail 
Miller and one daughter Miss Susan Caroline Miller, all of Westfield, 
New Jersey. 


January 14, 1880. William H. Miller was installed Worshipful Mas- 
ter, and Brother Harry W. Nicholson received the appointment 
as Steward. 

January 28, 1880. A bill ordered paid, amounting to the sum of $2.50, 
for ice water. 

March 10, 1880. A resolution proposed by Past Master Charles G. 
Edwards, to change By-Laws, Article 4, Section 3, to strike out 
the words ““The Petition enclosing five dollars,”’ and substitute 
the words “without fee.’ Robert M. Rother (Past Master 
1901) made application for the degrees of Masonry. Com- 
mittee Appointed: 

Past Master William H. Tolson 
Past Master Chas. G. Edwards 
Brother Ewalt Wattenscheidt. 

June 23, 1880. William H. Miller, re-elected and installed Worship- 
ful Master. A committee appointed to revise the By-Laws of 
Arcana Lodge No. 110. Committee: 

Past Master Charles G. Edwards 
Past Master William E. Arnold 
Senior Warden Andrew 8S. Kerr 

July 14, 1880. Audit Committee reported balance in Treasury 
$1023.72. A motion made by Brother David F. Penington to 
hold an excursion to Tolchester Beach (on vote of the Lodge 
this motion was lost). (This in 1934 would be a violation of Ma- 
sonic Code. No excursion can be held under the auspices of 
any subordinate Lodge). Brother Harry W. Nicholson was 
appointed Junior Deacon, for the ensuing term, by A. 5. Kerr, 
Senior Warden. 

July 18,1880. "The Right Worshipful Junior Grand Warden, Thomas 
J. Shryock, visited the Lodge, and was cordially received. 

October 11, 1880. ‘The people of Baltimore City held a great festival in 
commemoration of the One Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary 
of the founding of the city. On Tuesday October 12, 1880, a 
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Masonic parade was held accompanied by the children of the 
public and private schools of the city, the Knights Templar, 
having the right of the line (numbering nearly 1000) followed 
by the Grand Royal Arch Chapter, of Maryland. The Fourth 
Division was composed of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, John 
M. Carter, Grand Master, and William B. Lyons, Grand Mar- 
shal. The Public Schools were marshalled into nine divisions, 
numbering from the fifth to the thirteenth divisions, estimated to 
include at least 7000 boys. ‘The procession was of great length, 
starting at the Mascnic Temple, marching through the north- 
western, and western parts of the city and terminating at the 
City Hall, where it was reviewed by the Governor of the State 
of Maryland, Mayor of the City of Baltimore, and other dis- 
tinguished guests. At 8 o’clock in the evening of the day of the 
parade, a banquet was tendered by the Grand Officers of the 
Grand Commandery, to the visiting Grand Officers at Barnum’s 
Hotel. Past Master Charles G. Edwards, Eminent Commander 
of Maryland Commandery No. 1, officiated. Arcana Lodge 
donated $100.00 as a contribution to assist in holding this 
Sesqui-Centennial Celebration. 

November 18, 1880, Past Master Alvin Coriell was appointed Grand 
Pursuivant, to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 22, 1880, Andrew S. Kerr was elected and installed Wor- 
shipful Master. ‘The retiring Master William H. Miller, Jr., was 
presented a handsome Past Master’s Jewel, by Worshipful 
Master Andrew S. Kerr in an address which, while short, was 
eloquently delivered. He fully expressed the good feeling which 
the members held for the retiring Master who had presided over 
the Lodge for the past year so efficiently. 
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ANDREW SCOTT KERR 
Worshipful Master, 1881 


NDREW SCOTT KERR was born in 
Londonderry, Ireland where his 
parents had gone on a visit November 
4, 1840, son of William and Eliza Kerr 
(nee Lyle). He came to Baltimore City 
when two years of age. He was edu- 
cated in the Public Schools of Baltimore 
and graduated from the City College 
about the year 1858. Soon after grad- 
uating he entered upon a career of teach- 
ing, for which he was naturally fitted. 

His first appointment as a teacher was 
at No. 2 Grammar School and later he 
was made principal of No. 5 Grammar School, until assigned as 
instructor of Mathematics and Latin at the Baltimore City College. 

In 1880 he was appointed Principal of Western Female High School, 
and continued in this position until his death. 

In 1871 he married Miss Maria Stewart of Phila., Pa. to whom were 
born three daughters and two sons. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry, February 
13, 1878, elected March 13, 1878, initiated March 27, 1878, passed 
April 10, 1878, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, 
April 24, 1878. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter March 7, 1879. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 25, 1878, Senior Warden 
December 24, 1879, and Worshipful Master December 22, 1880. 

He demitted November 8, 1899. 

Andrew Scott Kerr died July 21, 1900, he was buried from his 
residence 2002 Mount Royal Terrace, his remains were conveyed to 
Loudon Park Cemetery and interred. 

He was survived by his widow Maria L. Kerr (nee Stewart), since 
deceased, three daughters Mrs. Lee B. Bolton, Mrs. Frank Maurd, 
of Phila., Pa., Miss E. Lyle Kerr, and two sons William A. Kerr, of 
Portland, Oregon, and John Stewart Kerr; also six grandchildren, E. 
Lyle, William A. and Robert, children of Wm. A. Kerr, L. Stewart, 
A. Lyle, and Donald Ashford Bolton, children of Mrs. Lee B. Bolton 
(nee Mary Kerr). 
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January 12, 1881. Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury 
$907.03. 

February 9, 1881. A committee appointed to consider the expediency 
of arranging a reunion of the members of Arcana Lodge. The 
committee reported, and were authorized to plan a reunion, the 
expense of which not to exceed $50.00 including refreshment, 
reunion to be held March 23, 1881. Grand Inspector S$. L. 
Stockbridge visited the Lodge. 

April 27, 1881. A motion made and carried. The Secretary to pur- 
chase 1000 printed postal cards. The Secretary to mail 50 to 
members, previous to each meeting. A motion made and 
carried to pay a per capita tax of twenty cents per member, 
per annum, for the purpose of defraying the expense of running 
the elevator, the elevator to be placed in the building in the 
near future. 

May 11, 1881. Brother George W. Sheive, from a committee on the 
subject, ““Masonic Monitor,” offered the following resolution 
to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

Resolved, That the Masonic Monitor proposed by Brother 
James W. Bowers, Grand Lecturer, be and the same is hereby 
approved, and recommended for the use of the Craft in this juris- 
diction. 

June 22, 1881. Andrew S. Kerr reelected and installed Worshipful 
Master. 

November 15, 1881. Past Master Alvin Coriell was appointed Wor- 
shipful Junior Grand Deacon of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 14, 1881. Jacob Goodman was elected Worshipful Master. 
David F. Penington was elected as a Delegate to the Lodge of 
Relief. Past Grand Master John M. Carter, in behalf of the 
members of Arcana Lodge, with an eloquent address, presented 
Andrew 5S. Kerr, the retiring Master, a handsome Past Master’s 
Jewel, as a token of the appreciation of his conduct as the pre- 
siding officer of the Lodge for the past year. 

December 28, 1881. Jacob Goodman and other elected officers were 
duly installed. 
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JACOB GOODMAN 
Worshipful Master, 1882 


ACOB GOODMAN was born in Baltimore 
City, Maryland, September 22, 1855, 
son of Aaron and Rosalie Goodman. He 
was educated in the Public Schools of 
Baltimore, and graduated with high 
honors from the Baltimore City College, 
being awarded the Peabody Prize of 100 
dollars. He then enrolled as a student 
at Loyola College, but finished his studies 
at Yale University. 

He selected as his profession that of 
teaching, and was appointed as a teacher 
in the Public Schools of Baltimore, and 
at the time of his death he was Principal of the Public Male Grammar 
School, located at William Street and Warren Avenue. 

In 1888 he married Miss Rebecca Bar, to whom were born three 
children. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry November 
28, 1877, was elected December 26, 1877, initiated January 9, 1878, 
passed January 23, 1878, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason February 13, 1878. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, December 16, 
1878. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 24, 1879, re-elected June 
23, 1879, elected Senior Warden December 22, 1880, re-elected June 
22, 1880, elected Worshipful Master December 14, 1881. 

Jacob Goodman died in Denver, Colorado, Sunday November 22, 
1891, his remains were conveyed to Baltimore, where the funeral 
services were held on Friday November 27, 1891, at the home of his 
mother, Mrs. Aaron Goodman, No. 735 West Saratoga Street. 
Arcana Lodge acted as escort in conveying his remains to Oheb Sha- 
lem Cemetery, where Masonic services were held, and the body in- 
terred. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Edgar Goodman, one son, Mr. 
Sylvan I. Goodman, and two daughters, Miss Bessie and Esther H. 
Goodman. 
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January 11, 1882. An order issued to have printed 200 cards of 
Masonic Odes. 

February 22, 1882. The Grand Master, John S. Tyson, with the 
Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, visited the 
Lodge, and were received with grand honors. ‘The Grand Mas- 
ter addressed the Lodge. Past Master Alvin Coriell acted as 
escort to Grand Master Tyson, as Worshipful Junior Grand 
Deacon. 

May 24, 1882. A committee of three appointed to consider the 
advisability of purchasing costumes, suitable to their stations, 
of the characters in conferring the Master Mason Degree, the 
purchase price not to exceed 150 dollars, and to include a cos- 
tume wardrobe for their protection and safety. 

September 27, 1882. A motion made and carried. An invitation be 
tendered the Grand Lodge of Maryland, inviting them to attend 
the communication of October 25, 1882, when for the first time 
the new costumes were to be worn, and to provide refreshment 
at a cost not to exceed 50 dollars. 

October 21, 1882. Grand Master Tyson assisted by the Grand Lodge 
Officers, laid the cornerstone of the United States Post Office 
and Court House Building, on which occasion Past Grand Master 
John H. B. Latrobe delivered a most interesting and instructive 
oration. 

October 25, 1882. ‘The new costumes were worn for the first time in 
conferring the Master Masons degree upon Adolph Weilepp. 
The attendance at this communication was large, numbering 
150 members and visiting brethern. 

November 12, 1882. By invitation of the United States Government, 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland laid the cornerstone of the U. S. 
Post Office in course of erection, upon the site of land located on 
North Calvert, east side, between Fayette and Lexington 
Streets. (This building was torn down, in the year 1930, and 
in 1931, the Grand Lodge of Maryland laid the cornerstone of 
a newly constructed Post Office.) The Grand Lodge was opened 
by Grand Master Tyson, assisted by the Grand Lodge Officers at 
2 o'clock P. M. A procession was formed, the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland being escorted by the Knight Templars to the num- 
ber of 500. The Post Office Dept. was represented by about 200 
men in uniform. ‘The procession marched out Charles Street, 
to Franklin, to Howard, to Baltimore, to Holliday, to Lexington, 
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to the site of the building, in Monument Square. ‘The bell in 
the City Hall tolled the hour of three when the stone was 
lowered to its resting place, in the northeast corner. Grand 
Master John S. Tyson presiding. ‘The oration was read by Past 
Grand Master John M. Carter. This oration was prepared by 
Past Grand Master John H. B. Latrobe, who was unable, due 
to ill health, to attend in person. Past Masters Alvin Coriell 
and Charles E. Kemp attended the ceremony as Worshipful 
Junior Grand Deacon, and Grand 'T'yler. 

December 13, 1882. Robert V. Lansdale elected Worshipful Master. 
The retiring Master, Jacob Goodman was presented a handsome 
Past Master’s Jewel, the presentation being made by Past Mas- 
ter Andrew 8S. Kerr, in behalf of the Lodge. 

December 27, 1882. Robert V. Lansdale Worshipful Master elect, 
Millard F. Burke Senior Warden elect, and Alvin Coriell Secre- 
tary elect, were duly installed; the other elected officers were not 
in attendance. 
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ROBERT VINTON LANSDALE 
Worshipful Master, 1883 


OBERT V. LANSDALE was born in 

Howard County, Maryland, August 

29, 1831, son of John Wesley and Miranda 

Lansdale, descendants of the old Steven- 
son and Orrick families of Maryland. 

He was educated in the Schools of 
Baltimore City. At the death of his 
father about 1832, his mother came to 
Baltimore, Maryland and_ established 
a boarding house at No. 313 W. Balti- 
more Street. Finishing school he became 
engaged in the photography business, 
and was known as one of the pioneers 
of photography in Baltimore. 

In 1858 he established an Ambro Type Studio at 293 W. Baltimore 
Street, second floor, where it 1s said the first daguerreotype of 
Madam Bonaparte was made. He continued business on this site 
until 1864, when he formed a partnership, and established the firm 
of Varden & Lansdale, located at the northwest corner of Hollins 
and Mount Streets. 

In 1866 he removed to Lynchburg, Virginia, and became associated 
in business. This business prospered until the depression caused by 
the Civil War, compelled him to return to Baltimore City. In 1870, 
he started a sewing machine sales room at 122 W. Fayette Street, 
but in this business he continued only one year. In 1871 he entered 
the employ of Tucker-Smith & Co., wholesale jobbers of boots, shoes, 
hats, capes, and straw goods then located at 250 W. Baltimore Street, 
as bookkeeper, and continued in this position until his death. 

He married Miss Elizabeth Ann Tucker, to whom were born four 
children. 

He applied for the degrees of Masonry, to Marshall Lodge No. 39 
A. F. & A. M. at Lynchburg, Virginia August 1, 1868, elected Sep- 
tember 5, 1868, initiated September 9, 1868, passed November 11, 
1868, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason November 
18, 1868. 

He withdrew from Marshall Lodge No. 39, Lynchburg, Va. May 7, 
1869. 
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He applied for membershtp in Arcana Lodge No. 110, March 24, 
1880, and was elected June 22, 1880. 

He was elected Junior Warden June 22, 1881, Senior Warden 
December 14, 1881, re-elected June 11, 1882, elected Worshipful 
Master December 13, 1882. 

In 1884, he served as Grand Inspector of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, and representative from the Grand Lodge of New Hamp- 
shire to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

Robert Vinton Lansdale died December 29, 1892. Funeral serv- 
ices were held at his late home No. 862 West North Ave. Inter- 
ment took place at Greenmount Cemetery. 

He was survived by four children, Miss Helen Lansdale, Robert V. 
Lansdale (deceased), Rev. J. Tucker Lansdale, of New York City, 
and Herbert P. Lansdale of Rochester, N. Y. 


January 24, 1883. Audit Committee reports balance in ‘Treasury 
$757.73. A resolution proposed and adopted. ‘That it is the 
sense of this Lodge, that it 1s contrary to the ancient tradition 
and customs of this Order, to have any of the proceedings pub- 
lished in the newspapers, and that it 1s the duty of the mem- 
bers to discourage such publications in the future. At the May 
Communication of the Grand Lodge in 1880, a resolution was 
adopted, prohibiting subordinate Lodges from publishing in the 
newspapers the nature of the work they proposed doing. ‘This 
resolution was later repealed at the request and for the conven- 
ience of country Lodges, who desired to publish for the informa- 
tion of their members the degree in which the Lodge would work. 
Grand Master Tyson at the communication held May 8, 1883, 
in his address said, “My attention has been called to certain 
publications in newspapers, under the head of ‘News in Ma- 
sonry.’ I requested the brother who furnished the information 
to the press to discontinue it; and he very promptly and kindly 
complied with my wishes. In these publications there was, of 
course, no disclosures of any secrets of Masonry, but merely 
general statements of the nature or degree of the work done, the 
names of the officers and criticisms upon their proficiency, as 
compared with other Lodges, and statements as to what it con- 
sidered a ‘Good Night’s Work’ and how much more work a cer- 
tain lodge can do in a given time than some others. ‘The news- 
papers continued to publish ‘News in Masonry’ but in a less 
objectionable form. Evidently they had found another reporter. 
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He appealed to the subordinate Lodges to discontinue, and dis- 
courage these publications.” 

April 11, 1883. The Grand Master John 8. Tyson, accompanied by 
the Deputy Grand Master W. Abrams, Right Worshipful Senior 
Grand Warden Albert Ritchie, Right Worshipful Grand Treas- 
urer J. D. Mason, and Worshipful Junior Grand Deacon Alvin 
Coriell, visited the Lodge and were received with grand honors 
due their rank. 

June 13, 1883. Robert V. Lansdale was re-elected as Worshipful 
Master. 

August 8, 1883. Robert V. Lansdale, Worshipful Master was duly 
installed, Past Master J. P. Meanly presiding. 

December 26, 1883. Millard F. Burke was elected Worshipful 
Master. 
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MILLARD F. BURKE 


Worshipful Master, 1884 





ILLARD F. BURKE was born in Balti- 
a more City, Maryland, January 16, 
1856, son of Francis and Susan Haswell 
Burke. He was educated in the public 
schools and graduated from the City 
High School (now known as Baltimore 
City College). At an early age he en- 
tered the employ of J. Cooper Toner, 
the Melrose Dairy, Coal and Wood Com- 
pany, then located in 1042 Pennsylvania 
Ave., as a clerk. 

In 1882 he was admitted as a member 
of the firm. 

In 1884 he became sole owner and continued the business until 
1900. 

In 1900 he became associated with the Carroll Coal Company, and 
remained in the company’s employ until his death. 

On April 26, 1881, he married Miss Mollie E. Cassell to whom were 
born 4 children. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry March 10, 
1880, was elected April 14, 1880, initiated May 12, 1880, passed 
June 9, 1880, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason June 
18, 1880. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 14, 1881, Senior Warden 
December 13, 1882, and Worshipful Master December 26, 1883. 

In 1910 he received an Honorary Life Membership. 

Millard F. Burke died August 30, 1921. The funeral services were 
held from his late home 1917 Park Ave. The remains were escorted 
by Arcana Lodge No. 110 to Druid Ridge Cemetery, and interred 
with Masonic Honors. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Mollie, two sons, William H. 
and Millard R. Burke, and two daughters, Miss Bessie Burke, and 
Mrs. Jeannette Wheeler. 











January 9, 1884. Millard F. Burke, Worshipful Master Elect was 
duly installed. Amendment to the by-laws proposed by Past 
Master Charles G. Edwards. 
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Resolved, That any member of this Lodge, who has been a 
member in good standing for 25 consecutive years, shall become 
an Honorary Life Member, and be exempt from payment of dues. 
(Laid over.) 

March 12, 1884. A motion by Past Master William E. Arnold, that 
all charter members, in good standing when the Lodge is twenty- 
five years old, be made honorary life members, and be presented 
with a certificate to that effect. (Carried.) Grand Inspectors 
Brothers Snow, Deal, Shryock, and Robert V. Lansdale (Past 
Master Arcana Lodge) visited the Lodge, and were duly received. 

June 25, 1884. A committee appointed to sit in conference with 
Grand Lodge Committee to discuss purposes of renovating the 
South Room. The Board of Managers of the Grand Lodge 
agreeing to appropriate the sum of $500.00, if the Lodges who 
held meetings in the South Room would appropriate a sum of 
$700.00. Arcana Lodge appropriated the sum of $80.00 as their 
share towards these renovations. 

July 23, 1884. Millard F. Burke re-elected Worshipful Master and 
installed. 

September 10, 1884. A motion made and carried, a notice be sent to 
all city members of action to be held regarding the celebration 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of Arcana Lodge. 

September 24, 1884. Harry W. Nicholson, Senior Warden, delivered 
the lecture of the Master Mason Degree, Brother Alonzo G. Not- 
tingham, acting as candidate. 

October 8, 1884. A committee of five appointed to arrange for the 
celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of Arcana Lodge. 
Committee, Past Masters Alvin Coriell, Robert V. Lansdale, 
William H. Miller, William E. Arnold, and Brother A. G. Meyer. 

October 12, 1884. Charles G. Edwards, Right Worshipful Junior 
Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, Past Master, and 
Treasurer of Arcana Lodge for nearly ten years, died on this day. 
The Lodge convened on October 15th and together with the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, proceeded to his late residence, 
No. 168 Arlington Ave., where church services were held; Arcana 
Lodge, in company with the Grand Lodge of Maryland, escorted 
the remains to Greenmount Cemetery, where the body was 
interred with Masonic services, Grand Master ‘Tyson, presiding, 
Past Master James W. Bowers, as Chaplin. 
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October 22, 1884. Committee reports—Twenty-fifth anniversary 
celebration, with recommendations: 

Ist. That invitations be sent to members of Arcana Lodge 
“only.” 

2nd. That a history of the Lodge be given by Past Master 
James W. Bowers for the 25 years since Charter was granted. 

That a certificate of life membership be presented by the 
Worshipful Master, to all charter members in good standing on 
the evening of its twenty-fifth anniversary celebration. 3 

That after these ceremonies the members of the Lodge repair 
to the East Room, for refreshment and social enjoyment. 

3rd. That the expenditures must not exceed $100.00 to be 
paid by the Lodge. 

November 18,1884. At the annual communication of the Grand Lodge, 
Past Grand Master John M. Carter delivered an address in me- 
morial to the late Past Junior Grand Warden Charles G. 
Edwards, and Past Master of Arcana Lodge. Past Master Alvin 
Coriell was received as Representative from the Grand Lodge of 
New South Wales to the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and Past 
Master Robert Vinton Lansdale from the Grand Lodge of New 
Hampshire. 

November 19,1884. Past Master William E. Arnold was elected a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers of the Grand Lodge of Maryland 
to succeed Edward J. Oppelt, deceased. 

November 26, 1884. Wednesday evening, the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the granting of the Charter to Arcana Lodge No. 110 was 
celebrated. The Lodge convened at 5 o’clock P. M. Brother 
Charles David Kreis was raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason (Chas. D. Kreis, Worshipful Master 1890), the regular 
work concluded, the Lodge proceeded with a program arranged 
for the twenty-fifth anniversary celebration. The Worshipful 
Master Millard F. Burke delivered an eloquent address, and at the 
conclusion presented the first Honorary Life Membership Certifi- 
cates issued by Arcana Lodge, to the four surviving charter mem- 
bers who at that time were in good standing in accordance 
to a resolution adopted March 12, 1884. ‘Those receiving 
the Honorary Life Membership Certificates were: 

Past Master James W. Bowers..... Arcana Lodge 1861 
Past Master Chas. E. Kemp.......Arcana Lodge 1862 
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Past Master Wiliam H. Cox...Corinthian Lodge 1856 
Master Mason C. J. R. Thorpe 
The Life Membership Certificates were engrossed and neatly 
framed. Past Master James W. Bowers addressed the Lodge 
and read from a manuscript prepared by him, a brief history of 
Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the first 25 years. 
December 24, 1884. Harry W. Nicholson was elected Worshipful 
Master, and David F. Penington as Treasurer, succeeding Past 
Master Charles G. Edwards deceased. 
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HARRY WASHINGTON NICHOLSON 
Worshipful Master, 1885 


ARRY WASHINGTON NICHOLSON was 
born in Washington, District of 
Columbia, June 6, 1854, son of William 
T. and Elizabeth (Roberts) Nicholson. 
He was educated in the Public Schools 
of Baltimore City, Maryland, and gradu- 
ated from the Newton Academy. After 
graduating he entered the employ of T. 
Newton Kurtz, wholesale and _ retail 
Stationery and Blank Books. 

In 1871 he entered upon an apprentice- 
ship to the trade of cigar manufacturing, 
in the employ of G. H. M. Marriell, 
Wholesale Manufacturers of Cigars. Completing his apprenticeship, 
he later established a business of cigar manufacturing, and continued 
the business for a period of about eight years. 

In 1889 he received an appointment in the United States Govern- 
ment Railway Mail Service, and was retired in 1920, after 31 years 
of service. 

On March 3, 1891, he married Miss Ida May Little. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge, No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry 
April 10, 1878, elected September 18, 1878, initiated September 18, 
1878, passed September 25, 1878, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason October 9, 1878. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, April 5, 1880, 
and elected High Priest October 17, 1910. 

He was greeted in Jerusalem Council R. & S. M. No. 2, January 
7, 1909, withdrew December 2, 1926. 

He received the Knight Templar Degree in Maryland Command- 
ery No. 1, June 11, 1880, and was elected Eminent Commander, April 
10, 1914. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 13, 1882, re-elected June 
13, 1883, elected Senior Warden December 26, 1883, re-elected June 
11, 1884, elected Worshipful Master December 24, 1884, re-elected 
June 10, 1885. 

On December 14, 1887, he was elected as Trustee to the Relief Fund 
of Arcana Lodge, No. 110, succeeding John Patterson Meanley, and 
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served as Trustee until his successor, William C. Jenness was elected 
December 11, 1895. 

In 1886 he served as a member of the Grievance Committee of 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, November 20, 1887. He was appointed 
Grand Director of Ceremonies of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

November 20, 1888. He was appointed Right Worshipful Grand 
Marshal of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

In 1888 he served as Grand Inspector, from April until November. 

In 1908 he was awarded an Honorary Life Membership. 


January 14, 1885. Harry W. Nicholson installed as Worshipful 
Master. Past Master Moses Pels addressed the Lodge, and in 
concluding, presented the retiring Master, a handsome Past 
Master’s Jewel, in behalf of the officers and members of the 
Lodge. 

January 28, 1885. Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury, 
$583.76. 

February 11, 1885. An appeal for financial aid, by E. T. Schultz, 
Historian, to assist him in publishing, ““The History of Masonry 
in Maryland.” 

February 21, 1885. The Grand Lodge of Maryland participated in 
the dedication of George Washington Monument, in the city of 
Washington, D. C. Grand Master John 5S. Tyson, Deputy 
Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, and other Grand Officers 
were received and welcomed by Grand Master Myron M. Parker 
of the District of Columbia, at Washington, D. C. A procession 
was formed in the City of Washington, of Masons and other 
bodies in the following order: 21 lodges of the District of Co- 
lumbia, Frederickburg Lodge No. 4, Alexandria Lodge No. 22, of 
Virginia, St. John’s Lodge No. 4, of New York, Washington 
Lodge No. 3, of Maryland, Lafayette Lodge No. 14, of Delaware, 
and four Commanderies of Knight Templar of the District of 
Columbia. ‘The general parade was composed of United States 
soldiers, Grand Army Posts, and various civic associations, under 
the command of Lieutenant General P. H. Sheridan, Marshal in 
Chief. The President of the United States, Chester A. Arthur, 
received the Monument from the hands of the builder, and de- 
clared it dedicated, from this time forth, to the immortal name 
and memory of George Washington. A banquet was given by 
the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia, to the visiting 
Grand Lodge Officers, at the Riggs House. Deputy Grand 
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Master, Thomas J. Shryock’s reponse to the toast compliment- 
ary to the Grand Lodge of Maryland was well received. Past 
Master Charles E. Kemp and Worshipful Master Harry W. 
Nicholson, were in attendance at the ceremonies. 

April 22, 1885. The first expulsion in the history of the Lodge 
occurred on this date. A committee previously appointed as 
investigators reported and submitted to the Lodge evidence of 
the charges against a Fellowcraft of the Lodge, of unmasonic 
conduct. The Lodge found the Fellowcraft “Guilty” and the 
penalty “Expulsion’’. 

June 10, 1885. Harry W. Nicholson re-elected Worshipful Master, 
and duly installed July 8, 1885. 

October 14, 1885. <A bill of $9.60 assessment for the use of elevator, 
Masonic Temple ordered paid. 

November 17, 1885. 'The election for Grand Officers resulted in plac- 
ing in the chair by an overwhelming majority, one of the young- 
est Grand Masters that ever filled this exalted station—Brother 
Thomas J. Shryock. He at once turned his attention to the 
financial condition of the Grand Lodge and found it yet burdened 
with a debt of $286,550.00. The General Masonic Relief Asso- 
ciation of the United States and Canada, was organized at a 
convention held in Baltimore City, Maryland, on the thirty-first 
day of August, 1885. ‘This convention was attended by Grand 
Master John S. Tyson, and Grand Lodge Officers. Grand 
Master T'yson delivered the address of welcome, at the Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge, held on November 17, 1885. 
In his address complimented David F. Penington, the President 
of the Masonic Lodge of Relief of Maryland, for his zealous and 
energetic work, for taking the initiative in accomplishing the 
organization of this important Relief Association. David F. 
Penington was the elected delegate to the Masonic Lodge of 
Relief and Treasurer of Arcana Lodge. 

December 9, 1885. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock visited the 
Lodge, and was received with grand honors. 

December 23, 1885. George W. Mowen was elected Worshipful 
Master. 

December 29, 1885. ‘The Lodge convened for the purpose of attend- 
ing the funeral of Robert M. Hart, Past Secretary, who died 
December 27, 1885. Robert M. Hart served as Secretary of 
Arcana Lodge from 1866 to 1874. Harry W. Nicholson offici- 
ated at the grave in Loudon Park Cemetery. 
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THOMAS J. SHRYOCK 


Grand Master, 1885-1918 


HOMAS J. SHRYOCK was born in 

Baltimore City, Maryland, February 
27,1851. His father, Henry S. Shryock, 
and mother were both natives of Shen- 
andoah Valley, Virginia. 

His maternal grandfather, Thomas 
Shields was a zealous member of Brook 
Lodge in Alexandria, Va. 

He was educated in the old Light Street 
Institute, and following his graduation, 
entered the furniture business of his 
father, Henry S. Shryock, on South Cal- 
vert Street. Sometime later he entered 
the retail lumber business with George R. Clark under the firm name 
of Shryock & Clark. This business was continued for nearly thirty 
years, when General Shryock withdrew and established the T. J. 
Shryock Lumber Company, of which he was the head at the time of 
his death. This company under his management grew to be the 
largest of its kind in this section of the country. 

In 1896 he was selected by the Republican Legislature as the State 
Treasurer, serving two terms and until the end of Governor Lowndes’ 
administration in 1900. 

In 1904 he was appointed by Governor Warfield as the Republican 
member of the Police Board. 

He was appointed a General on the Staff of Governor Lowndes, 
and honored by an appointment as General on the Staff of Governor 
Beaver of Pennsylvania. 

He was a Director of the Consolidated Gas & Electric Company, 
the Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Company, also several banks 
and financial institutions. 

He was made a Master Mason in Waverly Lodge No. 152, in 1874, 
elected Worshipful Master in 1876, and served two terms. 

He served as High Priest of Druid R. A. Chapter No. 28. 

Eminent Commander of Beauseant Commandery No. 8, and Thrice 
Illustrious Grand Master of the Grand Council of Maryland, also 
Grand ‘Treasurer of the Grand Chapter. 
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In 1878 he was appointed Grand Inspector of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, in 1879 was elected Junior Grand Warden, Senior Grand 
Warden in 1880, Deputy Grand Master in 1884, Most Worshipful 
Grand Master in 1885, serving as Grand Master until his death 
February 3rd, 1918. 

General Thomas J. Shryock died at his home, 1401 Madison Ave., 
Sunday, February 3, 1918. His remains were conveyed to the 
Masonic Temple on N. Charles Street, on the afternoon of February 
4th by his Masonic friends, who acted as the active pallbearers and 
were members of Beauseant Commandery No. 8. The body lay 
in state in the Masonic Temple, Corinthian Hall until Wednesday, 
February 6, at 2 P. M. when the funeral services were conducted by 
the Reverend Henry Branch, Grand Chaplin, assisted by Reverend 
C. A. Rubenstein, Rabbi of the Bolton Street Temple. C.C. Homer, 
Jr. acting Grand Master had charge of the ceremonies. Beauseant 
Commandery acted as escort to the funeral procession to Lorraine 
Cemetery, where the remains were interred. Surviving him were 
six daughters and four sons. 
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GEORGE WASHINGTON MOWEN 
Worshipful Master, 1886 


EORGE WASHINGTON MOWEN was 
born near Waynesboro, Pennsyl- 
vania, March 5, 1840, son of George and 
Mary Besore Mowen. He was educated 
in the Public Schools of Waynesboro, 
Pennsylvania. 

His early occupation was that of 
Grainer. 

About the year 1872, he moved his 
family from Pennsylvania to Baltimore, 
Maryland. Sometime later he estab- 
lished the well known firm of Stewart 
and Mowen, Funeral Directors, and con- 
tinued as an active member of this firm until a few years before his 
death. He was at one time a member of the Board of the Baltimore 
City Jail. 

In 1887 he was elected President of the Franklin Building & Loan 
Association. 

He served for several years as President of the State Board of 
Undertakers. 

He was a member of the Third Reformed Church, northeast corner 
of Paca and Saratoga Streets. 

He served as Treasurer of Arcana Lodge No. 110, from the year 
1891 to 1932, a service of 41 years. 

He petitioned St. John’s Lodge No. 219 at Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, for the degrees of Masonry, he was initiated December 23, 
1870, passed January 27, 1871, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason March 30, 1871. 

He withdrew from St. John’s Lodge No. 219, December 13, 1877. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for membership February 13, 1878, 
elected to membership March 27, 1878. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, December 16, 
1899. 

He received the degree of Knighthood in Maryland Commandery 
No. 1, November 11, 1892. 

He was a member of Boumi Temple, A. A. O. N. M.S. and the 


Masonic Veteran Association of Maryland. 
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He was elected Junior Warden December 26, 1883, re-elected Junior 
Warden June 11, 1884, elected Senior Warden December 24, 1884, 
re-elected June 10, 1885, elected Worshipful Master December 23, 
1885, re-elected Worshipful Master June 23, 1886 (term of office six 
months). 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership 1908. 

George W. Mowen died Tuesday, December 29, 1931, at his home 
4602 Liberty Heights Avenue. ‘The funeral services were held at his 
late home on Thursday, December 31, 1931, at 7.30 P. M. The 
Reverend Brother James Riley Bergey, Pastor of the Third Reformed 
Church conducted the services. 

The Masonic Services were also held at the conclusion of the church 
service, and on the morning of January 1, 1932 Arcana Lodge escorted 
the remains to Waynesboro, Pa., where the church and Masonic 
services were concluded, and the body interred. 

He is survived by two sons, Archie H., and George L. Mowen, 


both of New York. 


January 13, 1886. George W. Mowen installed Worshipful Master. 
February 24, 1886. "The Lodge voted an appropriation of 20 dollars 
towards the purchase of a portrait of the late Past Master, 
Charles G. Edwards, the portrait to be placed upon the wall of 

the corridor in the Masonic ‘Temple. 

April 14, 1886. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, Grand Inspector 
Black, and John R. Dorsey visited the Lodge, and were received 
with honors due their rank. Worshipful Master George W. 
Mowen declared the resolution of March 10, and 24, 1885, ex- 
empting the Treasurer of payments of dues, was conflicting with 
the present by-laws. The By-Laws Committee reported and 
submitted for the approval, and action of the Lodge, a new set 
of by-laws. 


By-Laws or ArcaNnéA LopGE No. 110, A. F. & A. M. 


Article I 


Section 1. This Lodge shall meet on the 2nd and 4th Wed- 
nesdays of every month. 

Src. 2. The hour of meeting shall be 7:30 o'clock, p. M., from 
the Ist of November to Ist of April; and 8 o’clock, Pp. M., in the 
interval, unless the Worshipful Master shall order otherwise. 
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Article II 


The Worshipful Master, Wardens, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall be elected semi-annually, at the regular meeting next pre- 
ceding the festival of St. John, by a majority of written ballots, 
and shall be installed on the same evening or as soon thereafter 
as practicable. The Master and Senior Warden, after installa- 
tion, shall appoint their respective Deacons; the Junior Warden, 
Stewards; and the Lodge its Tyler. The installed officers shall 
hold their offices until their successors are elected and installed. 


Article IIT 


SEecTION 1. The duties of the Master and Wardens being well 
established by ancient usage, need not be specially pointed out. 
The Secretary, in addition to his usual and well established 
duties, shall, when applications for initiation or membership are 
to come up for action, send a notice containing the names of the 
applicants and of the committees of investigation to each Lodge 
in the city of Baltimore. He shall also whenever a special 
meeting is called, send a notice to each member, and state in the 
notice the business to be transacted. No other business can be 
transacted at a special meeting than that thus named, except to 
initiate, pass or raise a candidate. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall receive for his services $3.00 for 
each meeting, and be exempt from payment of dues. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer, in addition to his ancient and estab- 
lished duties, shall keep the funds of the Lodge separate from his 
private funds, and be at the command of the Lodge at any 
moment when drawn upon or called for, and shall be exempt from 
payment of dues. 

Sec. 4. The Tyler, in addition to his ancient and established 
duties, shall serve all notices; and shall receive Thirty-six (36) 
Dollars for the term of six months, and be exempt from payment 
of dues. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Stewards to prepare candi- 
dates, examine visitors, and perform such other services apper- 
taining to their offices as are established by ancient usage. 


Article IV 


SECTION 1. Every person desiring to be made a Mason in 
this Lodge shall apply by petition in writing, reeommended by a 
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member of this Lodge. .His petition being in the usual form, 
shall contain the sum of Fifty Dollars, for which, should he be 
accepted, he shall be entitled to receive the three degrees of 
Masonry. 

Sec. 2. A petition thus received shall be disposed of according 
to the requirements of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, 
and, if admission be denied the candidate, the money sent with 
his petition shall be returned to him. 

Sec. 3. Applications for membership shall be conducted as 
provided for in cases for initiation in the preceding section; the 
petition enclosing Six Dollars, which amount is to be placed to 
his credit for dues. 


Article V 


SecTION 1. All moneys received by the Secretary on behalf 
of the Lodge shall be handed over to the Treasurer at or before 
the next regular meeting subsequent to its reception. 

Sec. 2. The funds of the Lodge shall be disposed of only by 
resolution sustained by two thirds of the members present, except 
in cases of the disbursement of charity by the Lodge or Standing 
Committee. 

Src. 3. The Standing Committee shall consist of the Master, 
Wardens, Secretary and Treasurer, who shall perform the duties 
usually belonging to such committees, but they shall not have 
power to draw from the treasury more than Ten Dollars for any 
one case during the recess of the Lodge, without the order of the 
Lodge, and shall report at each meeting the sums they may have 
drawn out. 

Sec. 4. Every brother belonging to this Lodge shall pay sem1- 
annually the sum of Three Dollars. Every one neglecting to 
pay for one year shall be reported to the Lodge by the Secretary, 
after giving him notice of his being in arrears. 

Sec. 5. Every brother changing his residence shall notify 
the Secretary of such change as early thereafter as practicable. 


Article VI 


SrecTION 1. Every member shall be entitled to a Grand Di- 
ploma on paying the usual fee, provided his dues are paid at the 
time he makes application to the Lodge. 

Sec. 2. Any member wishing to withdraw from this Lodge 
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shall signify his desire in writing at a stated meeting, and pay 
to the Secretary his dues, including the current quarter, when, 
if in good standing, a dimit shall be granted, unless there be 
charges pending against him. 

Sec. 3. The 23rd Article of the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge is the paramount and fundamental law of this Lodge. 
No addition or amendment shall be made to these By-Laws un- 
less proposed in writing at a regular meeting and laid over to the 
next regular meeting; and the members shall be notified that 
at the next meeting of the Lodge, amendments will be acted on; 
and then concurred in by two-thirds of the members present. 


STANDING RESOLUTIONS 


Resolved, That there be appropriated from the present funds 
of the Lodge the sum of Two Hundred Dollars, and hereafter at 
the first stated communication in January and July in every 
year, one-fifth of the receipts of the Lodge from initiations dur- 
ing the preceding six months, which amount shall be placed in 
the hands of five Trustees, to be elected by ballot at the next elec- 
tion of officers, and annually thereafter, who shall invest the 
money so appropriated as a Trust Fund, and report over their 
own signatures at every semi-annual communication for election 
of officers the condition of said Trust Fund. 

Resolved, ‘That all vacancies in said Board of Trustees shall 
be filled by appointment of the W. M., and such appointees shall 
hold their office until the next annual election of Trustees. 

Resolved, That said Trust Fund shall be used for the benefit of 
members of Arcana Lodge No. 110, and their widows and or- 
phans who may need assistance, and for no other purpose, and 
then only by consent of a majority of the members present at any 
stated communication when applications for assistance are con- 
sidered; and no portion of said Trust Fund shall be appropriated 
or used for said purpose while there are other funds of the Lodge 
in the treasury not required for other purposes. 


Standing Resolution 


Adopted May 12, 1886 


Resolved, That the W. M. appoint the Committee on Books at 
the communication preceding the one for the election of officers, 
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and it be the duty of said’ committee to make their report at that 
communication (night of election); also, that upon the night of 
election the books of the Secretary and Treasurer, properly 
posted, be on their respective desks to be handed over to their 
successors. 
(Resolution of May 12, 1886 repealed December 22, 1886.) 
May 11, 1886. A School of Instruction was started in the Masonic 
Temple, by orders of Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, Past 
Master James W. Bowers, Grand Lecturer, was authorized as 
Master of the Lodge, to meet each Monday night. ‘The room 
to be used for instruction purposes, was furnished by contribu- 
tions from City Lodges, and moneys received by lectures given 
by Past Grand Master, John M. Carter. It was attended, at 
times by as many as one hundred brethren being present in 
one evening. (This Lodge of Instruction 1934 is known as the 
Thursday night Lodge of Instruction No. 1.) Grand Lodge 
Communication. It was resolved—that the rent for the follow- 
ing lodge rooms, for the meetings of the various Masonic Lodges 
occupying any of said rooms, shall be for each meeting as

June 23, 1886. Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury

Worshipful Master, 1887 


OHN WALLACE McLEAN was born in 

Baltimore City, Maryland, Decem-

On August 6, 1872, he married Miss Sarah Jane Ray Gosnell to 
whom were born six children. 

He was a member of the Christian Temple, Fulton Ave. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the Degrees of Masonry January 
25, 1882, elected February 22, 1882, initiated March 8, 1882, passed 
March 22, 1882, and raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason 
April 12, 1882. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 24, 1884, Senior Warden 
December 23, 1885, and Worshipful Master December 22, 1886. 

He was awarded an honorary life membership in the year 1912. 

John Wallace McLean died December 5, 1929; the funeral services 
were held at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Matthew R. Johnson, 
3710 Callaway Ave. The Reverend Doctor Howard Wells and 
Reverend Peter Ainslie officiated. The funeral was escorted by 
Arcana Lodge to Woodlawn Cemetery where the remains were in- 
terred with Masonic services. 

He is survived by two daughters, Mrs. Matthew R. Johnson, Mrs. 
Florence Phelps, and two sons, Edgar H., and Wilmer A. McLean. 





January 12, 1887. Past Master Andrew 8S. Kerr, addressed the 
Lodge, his topic, ““Free Masonry” was eloquently delivered. At 
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the conclusion he presentéd a handsome Past Master’s Jewel to 
the retiring Master George W. Mowen. 

January 26, 1887. Atthis communication the Past Masters’ Degree 
was conferred upon John W. McLean, Worshipful Master Elect. 
After the conferring of the Past Masters’ Degree, John W. Mc- 
Lean was installed as the Worshipful Master of Arcana Lodge. 

March 23, 1887. ‘The Secretary by order of the Lodge was instructed 
to communicate with the members by circular letter, to ascertain 
how many of the members would require aprons and medals, to 
be used at the Centennial Celebration of the Grand Lodge, in a 
procession to be held Thursday May 12, 1887. 

April 27, 1887. The Secretary was authorized to procure the regula- 
tion aprons and collars, to be worn by Lodge Officers in the 
procession of the Centennial Celebration parade of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland. 

May 12, 1887. The Centennial Celebration of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland was celebrated by a procession through the principal 
streets of Baltimore City, Maryland, concluding at the Academy 
of Music, in North Howard Street (the site of the Stanley 
Theatre 1934) where a historical address was delivered. The 
celebration was attended by many Masonic Jurisdictions, among 
whom were: The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, District of 
Columbia, Virginia, New York, Delaware, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, New Jersey, North Carolina. Arcana Lodge participated 
in the procession, and was allotted to the Fourth Division, 
Joshua Horner, Marshal. <A banquet was held at Hotel Rennert 
at 7 P.M. complimentary to visiting Grand Officers; was an elegant 
affair. The following Past Masters of Arcana Lodge No. 110 
attended the banquet: George W. Mowen, David Hutzler, and 
William E. Arnold. 

October 12, 1887. The death of William H. Cox, a charter member, 
and one of the first members to receive an Honorary Life Mem- 
bership Certificate, was announced at this communication. 

October 26, 1887. The first Past Masters’ night to be held by the 
Lodge, was held at this communication. The following officers

November 20, 1887. Past Master Harry W. Nicholson was appointed 
Grand Director of Ceremonies, and Senior Warden Albert T. 
King, Committee on Conference, by Grand Master Thomas J. 
Shryock. 

November 23, 1887. An appropriation of $12.00 was made to defray 
the expense of placing the portrait of the late Past Master 
Charles G. Edwards in Schultz’s “History of Free Masonry in 
Maryland.”’ 

December 14, 1887. Albert T. King was elected Worshipful Master, 
and Past Master Harry W. Nicholson a trustee of the Relief 
Fund of Arcana Lodge, to succeed Past Master John P. Meanley.

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ALBERT T. KING 
Worshipful Master, 1888 


LBERT T. KING was born in Baltimore 

City, Maryland, December 8th, 

1843, son of Adam Livingston, and Eliza- 
beth King (nee Demit). 

He was educated in the Public Schools 
of Baltimore City, and graduated from 
City College (now Baltimore City Col- 
lege) July 17, 1862. After graduating 
he chose the profession of teaching, and 
entered upon his career in the Public 
Schools of Baltimore, Maryland. His 
first appointment was assistant teacher 
to John E. McCahan, then Principal of 
No. 8 School, located on Fremont Street, south of Lombard Street. 
Later on he was assigned as professor of English, in the English and 
German Male Grammar School No. 1, Druid Hill Avenue and Biddle 
Street, and continued in this position until his death. In his chosen 
profession he was a success, not only as a teacher, but also in gaining 
the utmost confidence and being beloved by all with whom he came in 
contact, either as teacher or friend. He was Secretary of the Public 
School Teachers Association, Director of the Teachers Mutual Bene- 
fit Association, and a member of the Bethany M. E. Church. 

He married Miss Barbara Widerman, and three sons were born to 
them, Lewis A. (who died in infancy) Thomas L. and Luther W. King, 
both of whom are now deceased. 

He applied for the degrees of Masonry in Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
January 15, 1866, elected January 29, 1866, initiated January 29, 
1866, passed February 5, 1866, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason March 19, 1866. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 23, 1885, Senior Warden 
December 22, 1886, and Worshipful Master December 14, 1887. 

On November 20, 1887, he was appointed a member of the Com- 
mittee on Conference, and on November 20, 1889, Grand Director of 
Ceremonies of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

On February 13, 1895, he became an un-affiliated Mason. 

Albert T. King died suddenly. Rising on the morning of Decem- 
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ber 16, 1897, apparently in the best of health, he started upon his 
daily routine; he arrived at his school at the usual hour, but shortly 
after his arrival was taken seriously ill. Doctor Edward Magruder 
was summoned, and administered medical aid. Shortly after the 
arrival of the physician Albert T. King passed away. The funeral 
services were held at his late residence No. 1408 W. Mulberry Street, 
and was attended by many of the teaching staff of the public schools, 
and a large assembly of school children. The interment took place 
in Loudon Park Cemetery. He is survived by six grandchildren, 
Albert T., and Martha V. King, son and daughter of Luther W. King, 
and Mrs. Homer Turner, Mrs. Edward Watkins, and Miss Louise 
King, daughters of Thomas L. King. 


February 8, 1888. A motion made and carried. The Secretary to 
notify Edward T. Schultz, Historian, to bind the volumes of 
the History of Free Masonry in Maryland purchased by the 
Lodge, and to print the name of Arcana Lodge No. 110 in gold, 
upon each volume. 

March 28, 1888. Peter E. Tome elected to receive the degrees of 
Masonry in Arcana Lodge No. 110. 

June 27, 1888. The Trustees of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge, 
notified to report to the Lodge, at its next regular stated com- 
munication as to its financial condition. George C. Young and 
Peter E. Tome raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason. 
(Peter E. Tome Grand Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land 1900 and still serving.) 

July 11, 1888. An appropriation of $10.00, to be contributed to 
assist in defraying the expense of erecting a monument to George 
W. Sheive, Past Grand Lecturer. Grand Inspector Kahler, 
visited the Lodge, in an address, criticized the work, and suggested 
corrections in receiving the Grand Inspector, and the work of 
conferring the Entered Apprentice degree, Worshipful Master 
Albert T. King presiding. A donation to Sharon Lodge No. 182, 
at Arlington, Maryland, the letter “G”’ formally used by Arcana 
Lodge. Worshipful Master Albert T. King, authorized to visit 
Sharon Lodge No. 182 and make the presentation. Sharon 
Lodge was chartered May 10, 1887. Past Master Charles W. 
Dorsey of Arcana No. 110 was selected as the first Worshipful 
Master. 

October 24, 1888. The 23rd Article of the Constitution of the Grand 
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Lodge of Maryland, was read in open Lodge for the first time, 
by Alvin Coriell, Secretary. 

November 20, 1888. Past Master Harry W. Nicholson was appointed 
Right Worshipful Grand Marshal, and Past Master David Hutz- 
ler a member of the committee on by-laws, of the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland. ‘The Honor Roll of the Grand Lodge of Maryland 
contains the names of Past Masters James W. Bowers, Henry 
Stockbridge and Charles E. Kemp, as having been active mem- 
bers of that body for twenty-five years. | 

December 26, 1888. Lucius W. Moody elected Worshipful Master. 
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LUCIUS W. MOODY 
Worshipful Master, 1889 


UCIUS W. MOODY was born in the year 

1858. He came to Baltimore City 

in the year 1882, and became associated 

as chief chemist with Vogeler, Son & Co., 

8-10-12 S. Liberty Street. This firm 

manufactured the world famous “St. 
Jacob’s Oil.” 

He continued in the employ of this 
firm until 1892, when he resigned his posi- 
tion, and left the city. 

In 1893 he established a residence in 
Portland, Oregon, and purchased a retail 
drug business, which he conducted until 
1920 when he retired from active business. 

Lucius W. Moody was a bachelor, he was the last survivor of his 
family, his only relative, a sister, passed away before his death. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry March 
14, 1883, elected April 11, 1883, initiated April 25, 1883, passed May 
23, 1883, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason June 13. 
1883. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, June 2, 1884, 
and withdrew January 16, 1893. 

He was knighted in Maryland Commandery No. 1, February 25, 
1887, and was a member of Al. Kader Temple, Mystic Shrine, Port- 
land, Oregon, but withdrew before his death. 

He was elected Junior Warden, December 22, 1886, Senior Warden, 
December 14, 1887, and Worshipful Master, December 26, 1888. 

November 20, 1889. He was appointed Grand Pursuivant of the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

On December 28, 1892 he requested a demit be granted him. 

The Lodge complied with his request and a demit was issued. 

On March 17, 1893, he affiliated with Portland Lodge No. 55, of 
Portland, Oregon. 

Lucius W. Moody died in Portland, Oregon September 5, 1928. 
The funeral services were conducted by Portland Lodge, No. 55, at 
the Portland Crematorium on September 7, 1928.

His estate was left in equal proportions to the Doernbecher Me- 
morial Hospital for Children, and the Charity Fund of Portland 
Lodge, No. 55, of Portland, Oregon. 


January 9, 1889. Albert T. King the retiring Master, installed 
Lucius W. Moody, his successor, as Worshipful Master. Audit 
Committee reports balance in Treasury: Balance $23.92, unpaid 
bill to Secretary Alvin Coriell $45.70, a deficit of $21.78. Relief 
Fund $230.00, accrued interest $6.13, total $236.13. A resolu- 
tion proposed and adopted: 

Resolved: That all moneys received by the Treasurer be de- 
posited in a bank, in the name of the Lodge; and all moneys paid 
out by him, shall be paid by check. 

Past Master Andrew S. Kerr delivered an eloquent address 
before the Lodge, the topic, ‘““The Sublime Principles of the Ma- 
sonic Order.” At the conclusion of the address, he presented 
the retiring Master, Albert T. King, a handsome Past Master’s 
Jewel, as a token of esteem and friendship of the Officers and 
Brethren of Arcana Lodge. 

March 13, 1889. Past Master Charles E. Kemp presented the 
Lodge a photograph of Robert Gwynn, the oldest living Past 
Master of Arcana Lodge. The Lodge voted the photograph be 
framed and hung upon the wall of the Masonic Library of the 
Masonic Temple. (This picture was no doubt lost in the fire, 
which destroyed the Masonic Temple, December 25, 1890.) 

May 22, 1889. A committee was appointed to formulate plans in 
establishing life membership, for members of the Lodge. Com- 
mittee appointed: Past Masters George W. Mowen, Albert T. 
King, and Alvin Coriell. 

June 12, 1889. Grand Lecturer Graham Dukehart visited the 
Lodge. The Committee on Life Membership reported and 
submitted the following recommendations. AI] members who 
hold a continuous contributing membership in Arcana Lodge 
No. 110, for a period of thirty years, be hereafter considered a 
“Life Member.” 

November 20, 1889. Past Master Lucius W. Moody was appointed 
Grand Pursuivant, and Past Master Albert T. King, Grand 
Director of Ceremonies, and Washington H. Nicholson, Grand 
Tyler, succeeding Past Master Charles E. Kemp, who served 
as Grand Tyler for fourteen years. 
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November 27, 1889. Resolution proposed by David F. Penington, 
and adopted. 

Resolved: That a committee of five members, to consider and 
arrange all business pertaining to the participation of Arcana 
Lodge No. 110, in the proposed Fair, to be held under the aus- 
pices of the Grand Lodge of Maryland; for the liquidation of the 
Masonic Temple Debt; and be it further 

Resolved: That the said committee be authorized to call to- 
gether the ladies of the lodge membership, to act when organ- 
ized as an auxiliary committee, in connection with the ladies 
committee, hereafter to be formed, and said committee be con- 
stituted a permanent committee to take entire charge of all 
business pertaining to said Fair, when held, in which Arcana 
Lodge may be interested, and be it further 

Resolved: That the Worshipful Master be, and is hereby con- 
stituted a member of, and Chairman ex-officio of said committee. 
Following members were appointed committeemen: David F. 
Penington, David Hutzler, George W. Mowen, Harry W. Nichol- 
son, and William C. Jenness. ‘The Fair held by the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland, netted the sum of $62,000.00. Arcana Lodge No. 
110, together with Sharon Lodge No. 182, table netted a profit 
of $2484.79. <A total of fifteen hundred ladies took part in this 
Fair. 

December 11, 1889. Charles D. Kreis was elected Worshipful Master.

HARLES DAVID KREIS was born in 

Baltimore City, Maryland, Decem- 

ber 9, 1860, the son of George W. and 
Mary Irelan Kreis. 

He was educated in the Public Schools 
of Baltimore, Maryland. 

His first position was that of clerk in 
the city of Wilmington, Delaware. He 
remained there for three years, when he 
returned to Baltimore, and secured em- 
ployment with the Salvage Corps of the 
Fire Insurance Companies of Baltimore. 
It was while he was a member of that 
company, the fire of December 25, 1890, which destroyed the Masonic 
Temple, North Charles Street took place. By his heroic actions the 
records of Arcana Lodge and others were saved from being destroyed. 

On May 12, 1891 he with others were cited for their bravery, and 
received from the hands of the Most Worshipful Grand Master 
Thomas J. Shryock a medal of appreciation for his bravery and cour- 
age in rescuing valuable records and jewels from the burning Masonic 
Temple. 

He at one time held the position of paymaster of the Chesapeake 
& Potomac Telephone Company, and at the time of his death was a 
retired employee of the Baltimore Bargain House (Butler Brothers). 

On February 17, 1888 he married Miss Annie Weber, to whom was 
born one child. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry September 
10, 1884, elected October 8, 1884, initiated October 22, 1884, passed 
November 12, 1884, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason, November 26, 1884. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 28, 1887, Senior Warden 
December 26, 1888, and Worshipful Master December 11, 1889. 

In 1914 he received an Honorary Life Membership. 

Charles David Kreis died April 4, 1929. The funeral services 
were held at his late residence 1805 Eutaw Place. Areana Lodge 
escorted the remains to Greenmount Cemetery, where interment took 
place with Masonic services.

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Annie W. Kreis, and a daughter 
Mrs. Owen H. (Elizabeth) Gawthrop of Washington, D. C. 


January 8, 1890. Charles David Kreis was installed Worshipful 
Master, by the retiring Master Lucius W. Moody. ‘The retiring 
Master Lucius W. Moody was presented a handsome Past Mas- 
ter’s Jewel, by Past Master George W. Mowen, the presenta- 
tion was eloquently delivered, and courteously received by the 
members. Audit Committee reports balance in ‘Treasury, 
$92.64, Relief Fund $306.13. 

February 26, 1890. Sharon Lodge No. 182, invited to unite with 
Arcana Lodge, in the work in the interest of the proposed Ma- 
sonic Fair. 

April 4, 1890. Grant Master Thomas J. Shryock granted a dispen- 
sation to Arcana Lodge No. 110, to return the application and 
fee to an applicant. The dispensation was granted upon the 
representation that the candidate was physically disqualified to 
be made a Mason. 

May 14, 1890. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock stated to the 
Grand Lodge that Arcana Lodge, No. 110, was making arrange- 
ments for an excursion to Bay Ridge on the 24th of June, in the 
interest of the Masonic Fair, and asked the endorsement of the 
Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge commended the proposed 
excursion and recommended the brethren to patronize the same. 

May 28, 1890. Past Grand Master Joseph Chapman of the jurisdic- 
tion of Iowa, visited the Lodge, and addressed the members upon 
the work in the jurisdiction of Iowa. 

July 29, 1890. The Grand Lodge of Maryland convened at 2 o’clock, 
P. M. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock presiding. The Grand 
Lodge accompanied by the officers of the Grand Chapter and 
Grand Commandery of Maryland proceeded to the late residence 
of Past Grand Master John 8. Tyson, No. 913 Cathedral Street, 
where the funeral services of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
were performed and then escorted the remains to Loudon Park 
Cemetery, where solemn Masonic burial services were held. 

August 27, 1890. The family of our late Past Master Edward P. 
Barrington presented Arcana Lodge an apron formerly belong- 
ing to Past Master Barrington. The apron was handsome in 
embroidery, and well preserved. The Lodge ordered it to be 
framed, and hung in the Masonic Library, Masonic Temple. 
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November 12, 1890. An appropriation of twenty-five dollars, as a 
contribution to the purchase of a “Victoria” to be presented to 
the Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock. 

November 19, 1890. Grand Lodge Communication. It was resolved 
that the rent of the following Lodge and Chapter Rooms, for the 
meeting of various Masonic Lodges, and Chapters, occupying 
either said rooms, shall be for each meeting as follows:

December 24, 1890. A. Newton Ebaugh was elected Worshipful Mas- 
ter, George W. Mowen, Treasurer, and William B. Burke, 
Organist. 

December 25, 1890. The Masonic Temple was destroyed by fire, 
Christmas day, December 25, 1890, gutting the entire building 
and resulting in heavy damages to valuable records and Lodge 
property. Many Lodges suffered by loss of records, which could 
not be duplicated. Arcana Lodge was one of the fortunate 
Lodges. The records of Arcana Lodge were rescued without 
suffering the least damage. 

December 28, 1890. <A special communication to attend the funeral 
of James H. St. Clair, who died December 24, 1890, at Poca- 
hontas, Virginia, was held in the Scottish Rite Hall, Charles and 
Lexington Street. 
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ASBURY NEWTON EBAUGH 
Worshipful Master, 1891 


SBURY NEWTON EBAUGH was born at 
the Ebaugh Homestead, Carroll 
County, Maryland, December 20, 1855, 
son of Zachariah C. and Harriet A. 
Ebaugh. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Carroll County, Maryland, and grad- 
uated from the Maryland State Normal 
School. After graduating he accepted a 
position as teacher in the Chestertown 
High School, Chestertown, Maryland. 

He taught in Maryland State Normal 
School, the Baltimore City College, the 
Polytechnic Institute of Baltimore, Mary- 
land, and the Manual Training High School of Brooklyn, New York. 

While teaching in the schools of Baltimore, he entered the Johns 
Hopkins University, and studied Philosophy, receiving the Ph. D. 
Degree. 

While teaching at Chestertown, Maryland, he met Miss Annie 
Leverton whom he married. 

A. Newton Ebaugh died suddenly at his home in Brooklyn, New 
York, of heart disease, Sunday, November 25, 1906. His remains 
were conveyed to Baltimore, Maryland. On Thursday, November 
29, 1906, the funeral services were held at the home of his mother, 
1701 Pennsylvania Ave., Arcana Lodge No. 110, escorted the funeral 
to Druid Ridge Cemetery, where the remains were interred with 
Masonic services. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry 
October 11, 1882, elected November 8, 1882, initiated November 22, 
1882, passed December 24, 1882, and raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason January 10, 1883. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 26, 1888, Senior Warden 
December 11, 1889, and Worshipful Master December 24, 1890. 





January 2, 1891. ‘The Grand Lodge of Maryland held a special com- 
munication, it being one week since the destruction of the Ma- 
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sonic ‘Temple on North Charles Street by fire. This communica- 
tion was held in the old United States Court House, located at 
Fayette and North Street (Guilford Ave.). The use of the old 
United States Court House had been secured through the efforts 
of the Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, and 
others by the consent of the Honorable William Windom, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States. In the short space 
of time (one week) the building had been arranged that it com- 
fortably housed the fraternity; and one would have supposed it 
had been designed for fraternity purposes. The Grand Master 
in his address spoke of the terrible loss sustained by the Grand 
and Subordinate Lodges, in records, jewels, and of the painted 
portraits of Past Grand Masters. Suitable resolutions were 
proposed and adopted, to restore the portraits of the Past Grand 
Masters, damaged by the fire; to present medals to those Breth- 
ren, who distinguished themselves, by act of courage, and brav- 
ery in rescuing from the burning Masonic Temple, valuable 
records and jewels. Atthe Communication of the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland held May 12, 1891, the following brethren were 
cited and received medals from the hands of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock:

The medals were made of iron which was an indication to the 
brethren who received them, it was not the intrinsic worth or 
value, but the appreciation of the valuable services rendered to 
the entire craft of the Jurisdiction of Maryland, were these 
medals presented. 

January 14, 1891. First regular Stated Communication of Arcana 
Lodge No. 110, held after the destruction of the Masonic Temple by 
fire was held in the old United States Court House, Fayette and 
North Streets (Guilford Ave.). A. Newton Ebaugh, Worship- 
ful Master elect was installed Worshipful Master. A motion 
made and carried—A committee of five members be appointed 
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to formulate plans for the recognition of services of those breth- 
ren, who saved the records and property of the Lodge from the 
disastrous fire which destroyed the Masonic Temple, the follow- 
ing Committeemen were appointed: George E. Taylor, George 
W. Mowen, W. H. Nicholson, A. N. Ebaugh, A. T. King. 

January 28, 1891. The committee on plans for recognition of serv- 
ices of the brethren who rescued records and property from 
disastrous fire of December 25, 1890, reported. ‘The committee 
recommended an Honorary Life Membership Certificate be 
issued the following brethren, David F. Penington, W. R. Scott, 
and Charles D. Kreis, for heroic services rendered the Lodge 
(report laid over for further consideration). 

March 11, 1891. The Lodge voted that a resolution of thanks be 
awarded to the three brethren who saved the records of the Lodge 
at the time of the Masonic Temple fire. The resolution to be 
engrossed and framed. (The brethren refused to accept the 
framed resolution as proposed.) Subsequently the Lodge voted 
their thanks to David F. Penington, W. R. Scott, and Charles 
D. Kreis, for services rendered the Lodge. 

April 8, 1891. David F. Penington paid to the Lodge the sum of 
$98.00, this sum being the amount still due for a continuous paid 
membership for 30 years. He requested the Lodge to issue to 
him a Life Membership Certificate, which was granted. Grand 
Inspector Feteman visited the Lodge, and in an address made 
complimentary remarks upon the work of the evening. 

May 27, 1891. The finance committee recommendations offered and 
adopted (for the first time) that bills for dues be issued to each 
member semi-annually. (Life Members exempt.) 

June 10, 1891. Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock 
visited the Lodge, and was received with Grand Honors. 

November 29, 1891. Past Master Jacob Goodman was laid to rest, 
with Masonic services. His death occurred on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 22, 1891 at Denver, Colorado. 

December 23, 1891. John W. Linthicum was elected Worshipful 
Master. 
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JOHN WEBSTER LINTHICUM, M.D. 
Worshipful Master, 1892 





OHN WEBSTER LINTHICUM was born 
J in Baltimore City, Maryland, No- 
vember 26, 1861, son of Dr. James G. 
and Mary Rebecca Linthicum (nee Wil- 
son). He was educated in the public 
schools, City College of Baltimore City, 
and the Milton Academy in Baltimore 
County, Maryland. He was graduated 
in medicine from the University of Mary- 
land, in the class of March, 1884, and has 
continuously practiced the profession. 

On November 22, 1888, he married 
Miss Grace W. Allen. By this marriage 
one daughter was born, Mrs. William A. Back. Mrs. Grace Linthi- 
cum died June 2, 1896. On November 6, 1916, he married Mrs. 
Rose Celeste Kallings, who died July 8, 1924. 

He applied for the degrees of Masonry to Arcana Lodge, No. 110, 
on October 22, 1884; elected, November 26, 1884; initiated, January 
14, 1885, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, February 
LIS 1885; 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter, No. 21, June 1, 1885; 
elected High Priest in 1890; re-elected High Priest in 1897 and 1898. 

He was elected Grand High Priest in 1908. Presided as Grand 
High Priest at the dedication of the Capitular Apartments, Masonic 
Temple, Baltimore, Maryland, November 18, 1909. 

Greeted in Jerusalem Council, No. 2, R. & S. M., 1891; Thrice 
Illustrious Master, 1903; Most L[llustrious Master, 1929. 

Council of M..E.. High Priests of Maryland, E..M..of Cere- 
monies, 1932. 

He received the Knight Templar Degree in Maryland Command- 
ery, No. 1, August 14, 1885; elected Eminent Commander in 1900, 
and re-elected in 1901, (serving two terms). 

Constituted a Noble in the Mystic Shrine in Boumi Temple, A. A. 
O. N. M. S., September 6, 1896. 

A member of the Masonic Veterans Association. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in 1915. 
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November 21, 1894, John W. Linthicum was appointed W. Senior 
Grand Steward by Peter E. Tome, R. W. Jr. Grand Warden. 

He was elected Junior Warden of Arcana Lodge, No. 110, Decem- 
ber 11, 1889; Senior Warden, December 24, 1890; and Worshipful 
Master, in the Old United States Court House, December 23, 1891. 


January 13, 1892. John W. Linthicum installed Worshipful Master. 
April 27, 1892. A Past Masters’ Night. The Master Mason Degree 
conferred, John 5.

May 21, 1892. A special communication to attend the funeral of 
Past Master, and Past Grand Tyler, Charles E. Kemp, who de- 
parted this life on Wednesday, May 18, 1892. His body was 
conveyed to Loudon Park Cemetery, where interment took 
place with Masonic ceremonies. Worshipful Master, John W. 
Linthicum presided. 

November 24, 1892. ‘The Lodge appointed a committee to meet the 
Grand Lodge Officers, to select a room for future communica- 
tions, in the newly completed Masonic Temple, on North Charles 
Street. Commiutteemen.

The committee selected the Ionic Room (formerly the South 
Room) second floor, at a rental of two hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum. Past Deputy Grand Master, George L. McCahan 
organized the Masonic Veterans Association in the year 1892, 
and continued as its president until his death on July 30, 1902, at 
Glyndon Park, Baltimore County, Maryland, after an illness 
of nearly eleven months. 

December 14, 1892. The Lodge voted and the Secretary was in- 
structed to purchase printed cards; giving the names of the pre- 
siding officers, date of meeting and other necessary information 
of future communications. ‘To mail a copy to each member of 
the Lodge. (This was the first printed notice of regular com-

munications.) Julius Pels,Senior Warden, was elected Worship- 
ful Master. 

December 28, 1892. Frank J. Morrison applied to the Lodge for a 
Life Membership Certificate. All requirements governing Life 
Membership being complied with by Frank J. Morrison, he 
paying the sum of thirty-six dollars, the amount necessary to 
complete payment of his dues for the thirty years; the Lodge 
ordered a Life Membership Certificate issued.

Worshipful Master, 1893 


ULIUS PELS was born in Baltimore 
City, Maryland, September 4, 1858, 
son of Simon M. and Henrietta Pels. 

He received his education in the public 
schools of his native city, finishing his 
studies in Grammar School No. 1, Fayette 
and Greene Streets. At the age of thir- 
teen he entered the employ of his brother 
Moses Pels, trading as J. Pels and Sons, 
retail shoe dealers, No. 229 North Eutaw 
Street. At the age of twenty-one years, 
he became a member of the firm. Untiring 
in his efforts, and with the co-operation 
of his brother Moses Pels, they gradually rose from one of the small- 
est, to the leading retail shoe dealers of their day. After the death 
of his brother Moses Pels, he retired from business, and traveled ex- 
tensively throughout Europe. 

Julius Pels applied for the degrees of Masonry to Arcana Lodge No. 
110, March 24, 1886, elected April 28, 1886, initiated May 26, 1886, 
passed June 9, 1886, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason June 23, 1886. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 24, 1890, Senior Warden 
December 23, 1891, and Worshipful Master December 14, 1892. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership 1916. 





January 11, 1893. Julius Pels Worshipful Master elect, installed 
Worshipful Master. Audit Committee reports balance in 
Treasury $325.50, Relief Fund $531.76. 

March 22, 1893. An application for affiliation of membership, from 
Harry W. Miller, late of Door of Virtue Lodge No. 46, West- 
minster, Maryland. The Reverend H. R. Coleman, Grand 
Chaplin of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, was invited to lecture 
before the Lodge on the evening of April 24, 1893. 

April 24, 1893. A Special Communication. The Most Worshipful 
Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, and Officers of the Grand 
Lodge attending. Reverend Henry R. Coleman, Grand Chap- 
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lin of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky delivered an address. Topic 
‘Masonry as seen by Reverend Coleman in the land of its birth.” 

May 10, 1893. Past Master William E. Arnold, was appointed a 
member of a committee (7) to make arrangements for the dedica- 
tion of the newly constructed temple, in North Charles Street, 
by the Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock. A 
regulation was received by the Lodge, from the hand of the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock: 

To the Worshipful Masters, Wardens, and Brethren of Lodges 
of Ancient, Free, and Accepted Masons; in order that there may 
be no further misunderstandings upon the subject of Masonic 
funerals. The Grand Master deems it right and proper to pro- 
mulgate throughout this Grand Jurisdiction, the following deci- 
sion upon the question. A Masonic Lodge can only bury a 
Brother Master Mason, when requested to do so by the brother 
before his death; or by the request of his family thereafter, pro- 
viding he was affiliated, and in good standing at time of his death. 
Should a Lodge be called upon to bury a Brother Master Mason, 
they must have exclusive control of the funeral. All pall-bearers 
must be Masons. The funeral services of the Lodge must be 
conducted immediately after the services of the church; and when 
the Masonic ceremonies have been completed the Lodge must 
leave the grave, if any other burial service is to follow. The 
Lodge may attend the funeral, even though other societies 
attend, but they cannot allow any other society to participate in 
the ceremonies, until the Masonic ceremonies are fully com- 
pleted and after the Lodge has left the grave. This decision will 
be read in all Masonic Lodges of this jurisdiction as soon as it is 
received, and the brethren will govern themselves accordingly.

August 23, 1893. The last regular communication of Arcana Lodge 
held in the old United States Court House. At this communica- 
tion Herbert L. Byrd (Worshipful Master 1902) was raised to 
the sublime degree of Master Mason. Julius Pels Worshipful 
Master conferred the degree. 

September 12, 1893. The Masonic Temple North Charles Street, 
destroyed by fire December 25, 1890, being completely restored 
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was dedicated by the Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. 
Shryock, and Officers of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, the ora- 
tion by Honorable Richard Daur, Past Grand Master of Penn- 
sylvania; dedication prayer by Reverend Henry Branch D. D. 
Right Worshipful Grand Chaplin of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land. 

September 27, 1893. The first regular communication of Arcana 
Lodge No. 110, held in newly constructed Masonic Temple on 
North Charles Street, was open in due form by Worshipful 
Master Julius Pels (the minutes fail to state exact time of open- 
ing) at an early hour in the afternoon. ‘The Entered Apprentice 
Degree was conferred upon Edward L. Harp. At the conclusion 
of the work in the Entered Apprentice Lodge, a call to refresh- 
ment was made, calling on again at the hour of 8 P. M. The 
examination of Robert H. Stewart was then held, being found 
proficient in the work of the Fellow Craft’s Degree. The Mas- 
ter Mason Degree was then conferred. 

December 13, 1893. William C. Jenness was elected Worshipful 
Master. 
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WILLIAM CHAPMAN JENNESS 
Worshipful Master, 1894 


ILLIAM C. JENNESS was born at 

Abingdon, Harford County, Mary- 
land, March 10th, 1850, and at an early 
age moved to Baltimore City. 

He received his education in the pub- 
lie schools and graduated from City 
College with high honors in the class of 
1869. 

After graduating he entered the employ 
of the National Fire Insurance Company. 
In later years he became President of this 
company and continued in this capacity 
until his death. He was also the Balti- 
more Representative of several well known out of town fire insurance 
companies. 

He married Miss Susan P. German, there were no children. He 
petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry, January 
9, 1889, was elected February 13, 1889, initiated February 17, 1889, 
‘passed March 13, 1889, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason March 27, 1889. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 23, 1891, Senior War- 
den December 14, 1892, and Worshipful Master December 13, 1893. 

He was elected Trustee of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge Decem- 
ber 11th, 1895 and served in this capacity until death. He was 
appointed Grand Inspector of the Grand Lodge of Maryland Novem- 
ber 20th, 1894. 

He was a member of the Masonic Veterans Association. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21 June 20, 1892. 

He was greeted in Hiram Council No.5 R. .. & 5S. .“. M. .. and held 
several offices. 

He was knighted in Maryland Commandery No. 1 K. T. on July 
26, 1895, and installed Eminent Commander on Easter Monday 
March 31, 1902. He was appointed Grand Sword Bearer of the 
Grand Commandery in November, 1905, and serving faithfully in 
various stations, he was elected and installed R. E. Grand Com- 
mander May 5th, 1914.

He died February 28th, 1915, after an illness of less than 10 days. 

His body lay in state in the Roman Room, Masonic Temple, from 
11 o’clock A.M. until the hour of the funeral at 4 o’clock P.M. dur- 
ing which time his remains were viewed by his many friends. 

The Knights Templar services were conducted by the Grand Com- 
mandery immediately after those of the M. E. Church. The Rev. 
Bro. Robert W. H. Weech, Pastor of Strawbridge Church of which 
Bro. Jenness had long been a Steward, as well as a prominent member 
preached the sermon. 

His remains were escorted by a large delegation from Maryland 
Commandery No. 1 in carriages to Greenmount Cemetery where the 
body was interred. 


January 10, 1894. William C. Jenness was installed Worshipful 
Master. The retiring Master Julius Pels, was presented by his 
brother Past Master Moses Pels a Past Master’s jewel. The 
presentation address was eloquently delivered, and was re- 
sponded to by the retiring Master in an address of thanks. Life 
Membership Certificates were presented the following named 
brethren, who had held an uninterrupted continuous member- 
ship for a period of thirty years. 

Past Masters: Henry Stockbridge and Charles H. Gosnell. 

Master Masons: William Marsh, A. J. Herbert, A. M. G. 
Gorton, D. B. Virtue, H. L. Meyer, Washington H. Nicholson, 
C. Emmerick and F. G. McKean. The certificates were pre- 
sented at the conclusion of an address, by Past Master William 
E. Arnold, in which he paid an admiring tribute to the veteran 
members. 

October 10, 1894. A committee appointed to hold a meeting with 
other Lodges, meeting in the Ionic Room, to consider the pur- 
chase of a magic lantern to be used to illustrate the Masonic 
Lectures. Committee: William C. Jenness, Alvin Coriell and 
Julius Pels. 

October 24, 1894. A motion which was unanimously carried was made 
by Past Master George W. Mowen—That the Lodge present each 
retiring Master a Past Master’s jewel, at a cost not exceeding 
$50.00. 

November 20, 1894. Senior Warden George E. Taylor appointed a 
member of the committee to audit the accounts of the New 
Temple. William C. Jenness Worshipful Master, appointed 
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Grand Inspector of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, by Grand 
Master Thomas J. Shryock. 

December 12, 1894. Senior Warden George E. Taylor, proposed by 
a motion that the Most Worshipful Grand Master, Thomas J. 
Shryock and Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, be 
invited to attend the installation of the officers of Arcana Lodge, 
and install the elected officers at the meeting to be held on 
January 9, 1895. 
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GEORGE EDWARD TAYLOR 
Worshipful Master, 1895 


EORGE EDWARD TAYLOR was born in 
Baltimore City, Maryland, July 10, 
1864, son of Edward John, and Eliza Ann 
Taylor. He was educated in the public 
schools and Baltimore City College. 
At the age of seventeen he entered the 
insurance business, 1n the office of William 
C. Jenness, (National Fire Insurance 
Company). He was appointed in 1889 
the Secretary of this company. 

In 1911 he established a restaurant, 
located at Park Avenue and Lexington 
Street, and continued in business on this 
site for a period of three years. ‘Then he became a Caterer and in 
this capacity he was well known to all the Masonic bodies of the 
city. He remained in this business until his failing health forced his 
retirement two years before his death. 

He married Miss Addie Rudolph, June 21, 1887, to whom were 
born four children. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry January 
23, 1889, elected February 27, 1889, initiated February 27, 1889, 
passed March 13, 1889, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason March 27, 1889. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21 January 18, 
1892, withdrew and affiliated with Jerusalem No. 9, April 24, 1899, 
withdrew and became a charter member of Baltimore R. A. Chapter 
No. 40 Nov., 1911. He was greeted in Jerusalem Council No. 2 R.: 
&S:M: Jan. 15, 1895 withdrew and affiliated as a charter member 
of Baltimore Council No. 18, November 17, 1920. 

He received the Order of Knighthood in Maryland Commandery 
No. 1 March 24, 1893, and served as Eminent Commander in 1900. 

He received his 32° A.A.S.R. in Chesapeake Consistory No. 1 
Baltimore, Maryland. 

He was a member of Boumi Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. 

On November 20, 1895, he was appointed Worshipful Junior Grand 
Steward of the Grand Lodge of Maryland.

November 16, 1904, he was elected Right Worshipful Junior Grand 
Warden of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

He was elected Junior Warden of Arcana Lodge No. 110, December 
14, 1892, Senior Warden December 13, 1893, and Worshipful Master 
December 26, 1894. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in the year 1919. 

George E. Taylor died April 6, 1932. The funeral services were 
held from his late residence, The Bateman Apartments, 2700 Elsinore 
Avenue, ontheafternoon of April 8, 1932. Arcana Lodge and Repre- 
sentatives of the Masonic bodies, of which he was a member were in 
attendance, and escorted the remains to Druid Ridge Cemetery, 
where Masonic services were held. He is survived by two sons, 
Ralph Rudolph, George Edward Taylor, and two daughters, Miss 
Ruth, and Miss Louise Taylor. 


January 9, 1895. The Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. 
Shryock, in company with the Officers of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, visited the Lodge, and were received with Grand 
Honors. The Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, assisted by 
the Grand Lodge Officers, installed George E. Taylor as the 
Worshipful Master of Arcana Lodge No. 110. Past Master 
Moses Pels addressed the Lodge and presented the retiring Mas- 
ter William C. Jennes, a Past Master’s Jewel, which was re- 
ceived by the retiring Master in an address of thanks. Audit 
Committee reported balance in Treasury $1.38, Relief Fund 
$691.12. 

February 27, 1895. A motion made and carried—that the Secretary 
shall henceforth set apart a page as a memorial to the memory of 
all deceased brethren, in the Minute Record Book of the Lodge. 
The first page dedicated as a memorial, was dedicated to the 
memory of George W. Alexander, who was called to the far 
beyond, February 20, 1895, A. L. 5895. 


Masonic TEMPLE 


Tuesday evening May 7, 1895, the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Thomas J. Shryock assembled the Grand Officers in his 
office in the Masonic Temple, Baltimore City, Maryland, and 
informed them he was about to exercise his prerogative of making 
a Mason at sight. The Grand Secretary Jacob H. Medairy read 
a petition from Hugh K. Walker, Minister of the Gospel, age 33 
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years, recommended by the Most Worshipful: Grand Master 
Thomas J. Shryock. The Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, 
and Grand Officers repaired to Fidelity Lodge, No. 136, which 
was in session. The M. W. Gr. Master assumed the chair, and 
the Grand Officers the other stations, when the Rev. Hugh K. 
Walker was introduced and initiated, and afterwards passed to 
the degree of Fellowcraft, and raised to the sublime degree of Mas- 
ter Mason in regular order. ‘The Most Worshipful Grand Mas- 
ter Thos. J. Shryock and Grand Officers retired, and the Worship- 
ful Master and Officers of Fidelity Lodge resumed their stations.

Bro. Rev. Hugh Kk. Walker’s petition for membership was 
presented to the lodge, upon which a ballot was had and he was 
declared elected. 

May 8,1895. Charges of unmasonic conduct preferred against a mem- 
ber. The lodge appointed a committee of five, to investigate 
charges preferred. On June 12, 1895, the committee reported their 
findings. The lodge after due consideration of evidence sub- 
mitted, voted, finding the member guilty, the penalty expulsion. 

July 24, 1895. The lodge authorized the Treasurer to transfer the 
Life Membership Fund, from the Safe Deposit Company, to a say- 
ings bank. 

August 2, 1895. By invitation of Bro. F. C. Latrobe, Mayor of Balti- 
more City, and the faculty of Baltimore City College, M. W. Gr. 
Master Thos. J. Shryock, assisted by the Grand officers of the 
Gr. Lodge of Maryland, laid with Masonic rites, the corner- 
stone of the New City College Building on North Howard 
Street, at Centre Street (1934 known as the Vocational School). 

October 9, 1895. A motion made by Past Master Julius Pels, seconded 
by Past Master Charles D. Kreis. The lodge discontinue adver- 
tising the notices of stated communications of Arcana Lodge in 
the Sun paper. 
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November 20, 1895. George EK. Taylor Worshipful Master was ap- 
pointed Worshipful Junior Grand Steward, of the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland. 

December 11, 1895. Lewis J. Cohen was elected Worshipful Master, 
Harry W. Miller elected Trustee of Relief Fund, to succeed P. M. 
William H. Miller Jr. and P. M. William C. Jenness to succeed 
Past Master Harry W. Nicholson. 
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LEWIS J. COHEN 
Worshipful Master, 1896 


EWIS J. COHEN was born in Baltimore 
City, Maryland, September 15, 1862, 
son of Lewis J. and Annette Cohen. He 
was educated in the public schools, and 
graduated with high honors, being 
awarded the Peabody Prize in the class 
of 1880 at Baltimore City College. Af- 
ter leaving college he entered the law 
offices of Moses R. Walters and began 
to read law. 

He continued his reading until a posi- 
tion as cashier was offered him by Nathan 
Gutman which he accepted. He served 
in that position until he was offered, through the recommendation of 
William G. Cox, then Principal of Male Grammar School No. 1, 
Fayette and Greene Streets, a position as teacher. After a period of 
teaching, he was elected vice-principal of Male Colored School No. 7, 
Waesche Street near Fremont Ave. He resigned his position as 
vice-principal to again resume his studies of law in the office of John 
J. Dobler, who later became a judge on The Supreme Bench of Balti- 
more. He attended the law school of the University of Maryland, 
and was admitted to the Bar of the Baltimore City Courts in the 





year 1888. Since that time he has continuously practiced as an At- 


torney at Law, with offices in the First National Bank Building, 
Redwood and Light Streets. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the Degrees of Masonry 
May 25, 1887, elected June 22, 1887, initiated June 22, 1887, passed 
September 14, 1887, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Ma- 
son, September 28, 1887. He was elected Junior Warden December 
13, 1893, Senior Warden December 26, 1894, and Worshipful Master 
December 11, 1895. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership 1917. 


January 8, 1896. Lewis J. Cohen, Worshipful Master elect, was in- 
stalled Worshipful Master. Audit Committee reports balance 
in Treasury $95.66, Relief Fund $774.00. 
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April 8, 1896. Brother Plummer appointed cornetist, at a salary of 
$2.00 a meeting. 

May 27, 1896. Worshipful Master Lewis J. Cohen, reported to the 
Lodge a purchase made by him, of the Past Master’s and Ty- 
ler’s Jewels, belonging to the late Past Master Charles E. Kemp, 
which were to be sold at auction for the sum of $7.50. The 
Lodge ordered the Treasurer to reimburse the Worshipful Mas- 
ter Lewis J. Cohen to the amount of the purchase, and the Secre- 
tary take charge of the Jewels, until it could be determined to 
which member of the Past Master Charles EK. Kemp’s family the 
Jewels should be entrusted. The Worshipful Master announced, 
through the assistance of Brother Washington H. Nicholson, he 
had purchased an old punch bowl (formerly the property of 
Past Master Kemp) which had been presented by George Wash- 
ington to General Mercer. The Lodge voted the old punch 
bowl to be presented to the Grand Lodge of Maryland. The 
Lodge voted their thanks to Worshipful Master Cohen, and 
Brother Washington H. Nicholson for the interest shown. Wor- 
shipful Master Lewis J. Cohen announced he had discovered that 
the existing by-laws relative to Life Membership Certificates had 
not had the approval of The Committee on By-Laws of the 
Grand Lodge, and therefore declared all Life Membership Cer- 
tificates issued during his administration invalid, and therefore 
be recalled. Past Master William E. Arnold proposed an addi- 
tion to by-laws to be known as Section 4—Article 6, to read: 
Section 4. Any member of this Lodge, who has been a contribut- 
ing member thereof for the period of thirty years (30 years), 
shall be declared an honorary member for life, and shall receive 
a diploma of honorary membership, in compliment to his 
attachment to this Lodge, which Diploma shall continue in force, 
so long as said member shall remain in good Masonic standing, 
and shall entitle him to exemption of dues. Adopted by vote of 
28 yea, 3 nays. 

June 15, 1896. The Grand Lodge of Maryland laid the cornerstone 
of the New Court House, Fayette, Calvert, St. Paul, and Lexing- 
ton Streets. Grand Master Shryock officiating. The Lodges 
in Procession were—No. 184, 183, 182, 181, 166, 165, 160, 158, 
tee ole tao 30.132, 127, 123.120, 116, 111, 110; 109, 108, 
97, 96, 88, 68, 60, 51, 45, 34, 25, 13, and 3. 

The trowel used was inscribed as follows: Presented to Thomas 
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J. Shryock, Grand Master of Masons in Maryland by Anton H. 
Fetting, Deputy Grand Master for the laying of the cornerstone 
of the New Court House, Baltimore, June 25th, A.D. 1896. A.L. 
5896. An address was delivered by William Pinkney Whyte. 
Past Master John W. Linthicum and Brother David F. Pening- 
ton acted as aides to Chief of Staff. 

June 25, 1896. The Grand Lodge of Maryland, Bro. Thomas J. 
Shryock, Grand Master, laid the cornerstone of The New Court 
House located upon the site, Calvert, St. Paul, Fayette, and 
Lexington Streets. Aides to Chief of Staff with others were Past 
Masters, Dr. D. F. Penington, Arcana Lodge No. 110, and Dr. 
J. W. Linthicum, Arcana Lodge No. 110. Prayer by Rev. Henry 
Branch D.D. Grand Chaplain, addresses by John M. Carter, 
P.G.M. and the Hon. William Pinkney Whyte. 

August 26, 1896. The Lodge ordered the Secretary to recall the Life 
Membership Certificates issued to the following brethren—T. E. 
Carmichael, H. L. Emmons Jr., A. G. Hutzler, David Hutzler, 
William Marsh, A. G. Meyers, and reissue new certificates in 
accordance with Article 6—Section 4. 
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J. H. FERD HAHN 
Worshipful Master, 1897 


H. FERD HAHN was born in Baltimore 

. City, Maryland, May 25, 1860, the 

son of Henry and Margaret Ruhl Hahn. 

He was educated in the Private School of 

Herman Wacker, and finished his studies 
at The Maryland Institute. 

He obtained employment as a_ book- 
keeper with Jacob Gminder, dealer in 
Military Society Goods, brass and bronze, 
advancing to general manager. He re- 
mained in the employ of Jacob Gminder, 
until January 1, 1899, when he resigned 
his position to establish a business of 
like character for himself. This establishment was located at No. 25 
S. Calvert St., until the great fire of 1904, which destroyed the build- 
ing and the entire stock. 

In 1905, he re-opened at No. 6 and 8 St. Paul Street. On this site 
he continued business until his death. 

Oct. 30, 1884, he married Miss Clara M. Cook, to whom were born 
four children. 

He was a member of Grace M. E. Church. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry, March 
28, 1888, elected April 25, 1888, initiated May 23, 1888, passed June 
13, 1888, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason July 25, 
1888. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, January 21, 
1889, elected High Priest in 1893, and Grand High Priest Nov. 22, 
1917. 

He was a member of Jerusalem Council No.2 R..&S..M.. 

He received the Knight Templar degree in Maryland Command- 
ery No. 1, June 10, 1889, and elected Eminent Commander Novem- 
ber 1902. 

He was a member of the Past Masters Association, the Masonic 
Veteran Association, and Boumi Temple. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 26, 1894, Senior Warden 
December 11, 1895, and Worshipful Master December 23, 1896. 
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He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership 1918. 

J. H. Ferd Hahn died November 6, 1927. The funeral services 
were held at his late residence No. 714 N. Carrollton Ave. The ser- 
vices were conducted by Rev. Chesteen Smith. Maryland Com- 
mandery No. 1 escorted the remains to Druid Ridge Cemetery where 
the body was interred with Masonic ceremonies. 

He is survived by his widow Mrs. Clara M. Hahn, two sons Ed- 
ward F., Irving H., and two daughters, the Misses Viola and Mildred 
Hahn. 


January 13, 1897. J. H. Ferdinand Hahn was installed Worshipful 
Master. Audit Committee reported balance in ‘Treasury, 
$23.26, Relief Fund $915.27, Life Membership Fund $139.13. 

February 11,1897. Sylvester L. Stockbridge, Past Deputy Gr. Master, 
and a member of the Board of Managers of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland was found peacefully sleeping in death at his home. 

March 24, 1897. ‘The Lodge ordered the Grand T'yler’s Badge of the 
late Past Master and Grand Tyler Charles E. Kemp, be pre- 
sented to Brother Washington H. Nicholson. 

April 14, 1897. The Lodge was notified of the death of Past Master 
Hermon L. Emmons, Jr. which occurred on Friday April 9, 
1897. 

May 12,1897. A communication received from the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, requesting the Lodge to with- 
hold the regular communication to be held October 13, 1897, as 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland had tendered the entire Temple 
to the use of the General Grand Chapter of the United States, 
on that date. 

October 12-13, 1897. The General Masonic Relief Association of the 
United States and Canada, held its annual session in the Ma- 
sonic Temple, Baltimore, Maryland. The session was the largest 
in attendance in the history of the organization (which was 
founded in the Masonic Temple, Baltimore, Maryland, August 
30, 1885) and was the most important. At this session Bro. 
David F. Penington was elected President for the term ending 
October 1899. 

December 8, 1897. A resolution proposed by Brother Robert M. 
Rother, and adopted by the Lodge. 

Resolved, That the books of the Lodge be closed under date of 
the last regular communication of each year. That the Secre- 
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tary make an itemized statement of the finances of the Lodge 
under same date. 

Resolved, That the Worshipful Master appoint a Committee 
of three (3) on the night of the election of officers, whose duty 
it shall be to examine and audit the books of the Secretary, 
Treasurer, and the Secretary’s itemized statement, to report the 
results of their examination on the night of, and previous to the 
installation of officers. 

December 22, 1897. Senior Warden William L. Cover was elected 
Worshipful Master. Past Master Millard F. Burke as Trustee 
to the Relief Fund, to succeed Past Master Moses Pels. Life 
Member Certificates were awarded Brothers George W. Horton, 
Robert Rynehart, and Louis Coblins.

WILLIAM L. COVER 
Worshipful Master, 1898 


ILLIAM L. COVER was born in 

Frederick County, near Emmits- 
burg, Maryland, January 5th, 1844, the 
son of Frederick and Catherine Cover. 
He received his education in the schools 
of Emmitsburg, Maryland. After leay- 
ing school, he was engaged in various 
occupations in Thurmont, Maryland, and 
the surrounding neighborhood. 

In 1866, he moved to Baltimore City, 
where he continuously resided. Shortly 
after his arrival in the city, he became a 
photographer, and at the time of his 
death maintained a photographic studio on West Baltimore Street, a 
few doors east of Fremont Street. He married Miss Susanna Fowble. 
‘There were no heirs. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry March 
23rd, 1892, elected April 27th, 1892, initiated May 11th, 1892, passed 
May 25th, 1892 and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
June 22, 1892. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 11th, 1895, Senior 
Warden December 23rd, 1896, and Worshipful Master December 
22nd, 1897. 

William L. Cover died February 15th, 1903. The funeral services 
were held at his late home No. 304. N. Stricker Street. Arcana Lodge 
attended, and after church services were concluded, escorted the 
remains to Loudon Park Cemetery, where interment took place with 
Masonic honors. 





January 12, 1898. William L. Cover installed Worshipful Master. 
Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury, $29.44, Relief 
Fund $848.25, Life Membership Fund $143.94. 

May 11, 1898. A motion made and carried, that the resolutions of 
May 27th, and Aug. 25th, 1897, relative to collection of dues, is 
hereby repealed. ‘The following resolution was adopted. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the lodge shall mail bills for 
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dues every six months, and if not paid in three months from 
date due, the bills be placed in the hands of the collector, and he 
(the collector) be paid 10 per cent for collecting. Therefore be 
it further 
Resolved, That all bills due October Ist, 1897, and unpaid, be 
placed in the hands of Brother W. H. Nicholson for collection. 
June 14, 1898. The Grand Lodge of Maryland assembled at 1:30 
P. M., at the City Hotel, Frederick, Maryland, for the purpose of 
laying the cornerstone of the monument to Francis Scott Key. 
A procession was formed under the direction of Chief Marshal 
E. Y. Goldsborough. ‘The parade started from the fountain, on 
North Market Street, and proceeded by way of Market, Church, 
Court, Patrick, and South Market Streets to Mt. Olivet Ceme- 
tery, where the monument was to be erected. ‘The cornerstone 
was laid by M. W. Grand Master Thos. J. Shryock, assisted by 
the Grand Lodge Officers, in due and ancient form, with all the 
ceremonies befitting the occasion. ‘The address of the occasion 
was delivered by Past Grand Master John M. Carter. 
November 15, 1898. ‘The committee on Foreign Correspondence sub- 
mitted a supplementary report on the subject of Negro Masonry. 
A few months since, the secular press contained the somewhat 
startling statement that the Grand Lodge of the State of Wash- 
ington had extended fraternal recognition to the so-called Negro 
Grand Lodges of our country. We indulge the hope that our 
brethren of the far north-west will reconsider their action in this 
matter and resume their relations with the family of the Ameri- 
can Grand Lodges by rescinding their actions in the premises at 
the earliest opportunity. We, therefore, recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions: 
Fraternally submitted,

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of Maryland hereby reaffirms 
its adherence to the doctrine of Grand Lodge territorial jurisdic- 
tion; that is to say,a Grand Lodge first organized in a state or 
territory has the supreme control over Symbolic Masonry, and 
is the sole judge of what are, or are not, legitimate Masonic 
organizations within its territorial limits. 
Resolved, That this doctrine having been acquiesced in by every 
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American Grand Lodge, and the experience of a century having 
proven that it is a wise and wholesome doctrine, by which the 
Grand Lodges have been enabled to dwell together in peace and 
harmony. The Grand Lodge of Maryland views with regret and 
alarm the action of the Grand Lodge of Washington in the 
abrogation and setting aside of this doctrine by recognition of 
Dual Grand Lodges in a large number of the jurisdictions of our 
country. 

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of Maryland fraternally, but 
most earnestly, trusts that the Grand Lodge of Washington will, 
at its next annual communication, reconsider said action, and 
thereby promote that peace and harmony which has ever char- 
acterized the family of American Grand Lodges. 

Resolved, That a copy of this report, with the resolutions at- 
tached, be forwarded to the Grand Lodge of Washington, and to 
all Grand Lodges with which this Grand Lodge is in fraternal 
communication. 

December 10,1898. A notification received announcing Past Masters 
Association of Maryland would hold its sixteenth (16) annual 
meeting at the Masonic Temple Friday December 30, 1898, at 
6:30 P. M. to celebrate St. John’s Day, at which time the Past 
Masters degree would be conferred.

Worshipful Master, 1899 


HARLES WALDRON BAGGOTT was born 
C in Baltimore, Maryland, November 
10, 1865, the son of Thomas and Eliza- 
beth Waldron Baggott. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore, and Bryant & Stratton 
Business College (night class). He be- 
came a wire weaver, and served his ap- 
prenticeship in the wire working estab- 
lishment of William Dufur & Co., located 
at 336 N. Howard Street. In 1897 he 
enrolled as student in bookkeeping in the 
night class of Bryant & Stratton Business 
College and graduated in the class of 1900. 

In the years 1897 to 1900 he was employed as relief clerk in the 
Hopkins Place Savings Bank. 

In the year 1905 he associated himself with Chas. E. Dufur and 
established the firm of Dufur-Baggott & Company, Ornamental Iron 
and Wire Works. He continued as active member of this firm until 
1931, when he retired from business. 

He has served as director, treasurer, and vice-president of the Druid 
Hill Building and Loan Association for 25 years. 

In 1905 he was appointed Secretary of the Monroe Building & Loan 
Association, and in 1925 was elected Vice-President. 

On December 25, 1886 he married Miss Annie Laurie Clarvoe, to 
whom were born two children, Miss Edna C. (deceased) and Doctor 
Bartus T. Baggott. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry, February 
12, 1890, elected March 12, 1890, initiated March 12, 1890, passed 
April 9, 1890, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
April 23, 1890. 

In 1910 he was appointed as Representative from the Grand Lodge 
of Nova Scotia to the Grand Lodge of Maryland.

March 8, 1899. J. Harry Ziegler was raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason. The degree was conferred by Worshipful 
Master Charles W. Baggott. (J. Harry Ziegler, Worshipful 
Master in year 1905.) 

May 2, 1899. The Grand Lodge of Maryland met in special com- 
munication, in the Entered Apprentice degree for the purpose 
of receiving, and presenting with a medal, Brother Hamilton 
Murrell, E. A. of Leeds, England, who as captain of the ship 
Missouri, bound for Baltimore, Maryland, had gone to the rescue 
of the Danmark foundered at sea with 758 passengers, everyone 
of whom were saved. 

July 12, 1899. A committee appointed to consult other lodges using 
magic lantern, to consider reducing size of screen, and other 
necessary repairs. 

November 21, 1899. Past Master William E. Arnold appointed from 
the Grand Lodge of New Zealand to the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land. Past Master George E. Taylor appointed Grand Director 
of Ceremonies, Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 13, 1899. Sylvan H. Lauchheimer, Senior Warden, elected 
Worshipful Master. 
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SYLVAN HAYES LAUCHHEIMER 
Worshipful Master, 1900 


YLVAN HAYES LAUCHHEIMER was born 
S in Baltimore City, Maryland, Jan- 
uary 22, 1870, son of Meyer H., and Ba- 
bette E. Lauchheimer, both of whom were 
natives of Germany, the former being 
born in Baden, and the latter in Wurtem- 
berg, Germany. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore and the Johns Hopkins 
University, from which he graduated in 
1890, with the Degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

In 1892 he graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Law School, receiving 
the Degree of Bachelor of Law, and was admitted to the Bar of 
Baltimore City Courts the same year. 

In 1905 and 1908, he served as Assistant City Solicitor, and in the 
latter year was appointed Deputy City Solicitor, which position he 
occupied until 1911. | 

In 1921, he was honored with the Presidency of the Maryland State 
Bar Association, serving in that capacity in 1921 and 1922. 

In 1905, he married Miss Florence Ambach, the daughter of David 
Ambach, a prominent merchant of Baltimore, Maryland. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry 
November 22, 1893, was elected December 27, 1893, initiated January 
24, 1894, passed February 14, 1894, and raised to the sublime degree 
of Master Mason, March 14, 1894. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 22, 1897, Senior Warden 
December 14, 1898, and Worshipful Master December 13, 1899. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in the year 1925. 
He was appointed by the Most Worshipful Grand Master George R. 
Gorsuch, as Grand Pursuivant of the Grand Lodge of Maryland 
November 18, 1931. 





January 10, 1900. Sylvan H. Lauchheimer, was installed Worship- 
ful Master. Past Master Moses Pels was presented a Life 
Membership Certificate. Audit Committee reports balance in 
Treasury, $164.42, Relief Fund $1067.42. 
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February 14, 1900. Charges of gross unmasonic conduct preferred 
against a member by a past officer. ‘The Lodge appointed a 
committee of five to investigate charges. Brother Peter E. 
Tome, appointed as counsel for Arcana Lodge, to be assisted 
by Past Master Lewis J. Cohen. 

April 11, 1900. ‘The Committee on charges of gross unmasonic con- 
duct appointed February 14, 1900, reports and submits to the 
Lodge, evidence as taken by them in the case. After argument 
by Past Grand Master John M. Carter for the accused, and Past 
Master George E. Taylor in rebuttal, the Lodge voted the 
accused brother guilty, and the penalty expulsion.

OBERT M. ROTHER was born in Wal- 

kawa, Prussia, September 30, 1849. 

He was educated in the Elementary 

Schools of Breslau, and the High School 
of Grottkau. 

He came to Baltimore, iiiasaitnlee in 
1863, and obtained employment as an 
errand boy. Having studied the English 
language before he left Europe, he was 
able to attend night classes in bookkeep- 
ing at the Sadler’s, Bryant and Stratton 
Business College. 

In 1873, he accepted a position as 
bookkeeper in a wholesale house. He was elected in 1877, as Treas- 
urer of the German Savings Bank. 

In 1887, he was elected Treasurer of the Hopkins Place Savings 
Bank, which was then being organized, and in 1899 was elected 
President. He was a Director of the Title Guarantee and Trust 
Company. 

In 1870, he married Miss Clara Emma Douglas, who died in 1880. 

In 1881, he married Miss Mina Lang, a teacher in the public 
schools of Baltimore, who died in 1925. He then married Mrs. 
Catherine Bothman. He was a member of Zion Lutheran Church. 
He was a member of the School Board of Baltimore, during the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Mahool. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry, 
March 10, 1880, was elected April 14, 1880, initiated April 28, 1880, 
passed June 9, 1880, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Ma- 
son June 18, 1880. He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 
21, January 11, 1898, and served as High Priest in 1901 and 1902. 
He was greeted in Jerusalem Council No. 2, R: & S: M: April 7, 1904. 
He received the Knight Templar degree in Maryland Commandery 
No. 1, May 19, 1902, and elected Eminent Commander in 1907. 

In 1917, he was elected the Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden 
of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, serving one year. 

In May 1921, he was elected Grand Commander of the Grand 
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Commandery of Maryland. He was Grand Treasurer of the Grand 
Chapter and the Treasurer of the Council of M. E. High Priests, 
Past Masters’ Association, Masonic Veteran Association, Adoniram 
R. A. Chapter No. 21, and Maryland Commandery No.1 K.T. He 
was amember of the Scottish Rite, and was Coronated an Honorary 
33° in October 1927. He was a member of Boumi Temple, and one 
of its trustees. 

He was elected Senior Warden December 13, 1899, (Brother Dr. 
C. Hampton Jones, Junior Warden 1899, being compelled by business 
pressure to decline election as Senior Warden), and elected Worship- 
ful Master December 12, 1900. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in 1910. 

Robert M. Rother died at the Union Memorial Hospital, Saturday 
night, December 6, 1930, to which he was taken Friday December 5, 
1930, suffering from a cerebral hemorrhage. His body was taken 
to his home the Cambridge Arms Apartments, Charles and 34th 
Streets, and on Wednesday morning, December 10, 1930, was brought 
to the Masonic Temple, where it lay in state until 3.30 p.m., the 
hour of the funeral. The church services were conducted by Rey. 
Dr. Fritz O. Evers, Pastor of Zion Lutheran Church, and attended by 
officers of Arcana Lodge No. 110, and representatives of the Masonic 
bodies of which he was a member. ‘The Masonic services were con- 
ducted by the Grand Commandery of Maryland, Maryland Com- 
mandery No. 1 K. T. acting as escorts. The funeral was escorted to 
Loudon Park Cemetery, where the interment took place with Masonic 
honors. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Catherine Rother, two daughters, 
Miss Flora Rother and Mrs. Minna Hafer of Baltimore, Maryland, 
and a son, Morris Rother of Los Angeles, California. 


January 3, 1901. Past Grand Master John Sommerfield Berry, died 
at his home in Baltimore City, on Thursday Jan. 3, 1901, in 
his 79th year. (Born June 18, 1822.) 

January 9, 1901. Past Grand Master John M. Carter visited the 
Lodge, and was received with honors due his station. He was 
invited and assumed the East, as the Presiding Officer of the 
installation ceremonies, and installed Robert M. Rother as Wor- 
shipful Master. William R. Evitt placed his demit from Sharon 
Lodge No. 182, with application for membership. Audit Com- 
mittee reports balance in Treasury, balance $377.28, Life Mem- 
bership Fund $159.39, Relief Fund $1147.35. 
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February 27, 1901. Grand Master Thos. J. Shryock was presented 
a handsome jewel and collar, in commemoration of his fiftieth 
birthday, and as Grand Master for 15 years, by the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland. ‘The collar is made of gold, mounted on purple 
ribbon. ‘The square is three and a half inches long by five- 
eighths of an inch wide, and is closely set with diamonds in 
platinum. ‘The square is suspended from the Coat of Arms of 
Maryland, in color, in center of collar. (Valued at $15,000.) 

June 26,1901. Harry G. Evitt placed his demit from Sharon Lodge 
No. 182, with application for membership. 

September 19, 1901. An extraordinary communication was held by 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland, in tribute of respect that is being 
shown today throughout the civilized world to the memory of a 
great man, soldier, statesman, and freemason, Bro. Wm. 
McKinley, President of the U. 5., who has fallen by the hand 
of the assassin. ‘l'he people of the world are today bowed with 
grief at his loss, and it is meet and proper the brethren of the 
fraternity should join in the great tribute that is being paid to 
our Bro. Wm. McKinley. He was in every respect a great and 
good man and a freemason, and in honoring his memory, we 
honor ourselves. (Grand Master’s Address.) T'wenty-fifth 
President of the United States was initiated, passed and raised 
to the sublime degree of Master Mason, on May 3rd, 1865, in 
Hiram Lodge, No. 21, F. & A. M. Winchester, Virginia. Exalted 
a R. A. Mason in Canton Chapter No. 84, at Canton, Ohio. and 
created a Knight Templar in Canton Commandery, No. 36, at 
Canton, Ohio. At the time of his death he was a member of 
Eagle Lodge, Canton Chapter, and Canton Commandery, at 
Canton, Ohio. William McKinley, born January 29, 1843, died 
September 19, 1901. 

December 11, 1901. Herbert L. Byrd Senior Warden was elected Wor- 
shipful Master. 
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HERBERT LEE BYRD 
Worshipful Master, 1902 


ERBERT LEE BYRD was born in Ac- 
H comac County, Virginia, June 15, 
1863, son of William Thomas, and Hettie 
N. Byrd (nee Fisher). 

He was educated in the private school 
of John White, at Mesongo, Accomac 
County, Virginia, Silvestor Marshall 
School, Muddy Creek, Virginia, and 
finished his studies 1n the schools of Pitts- 
ville, Virginia. 

In 1880 he became an apprentice in 
carpentry in the employ of his father. 

In 1885 he secured employment as a 
carpenter with John Cutler, and from the year 1887 to 1892 was em- 
ployed by O. J. Byrd and Chas. H. Anderson. 

In 1892 he was employed by Blatters Brothers and remained in 
their employ for 53 years. | 

In 1927 he was employed as manager for Smelkison Brothers, and 
in 1930 retired from active business. 

On February 22nd, 1899 he married Miss Katharine C. Meiser to 
whom was born one daughter, Miss Hettie Marguerite Byrd. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of masonry 
May 10, 1893, elected June 14, 1893, initiated June 28, 1893, passed 
July 26, 1893, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
August 23, 1893 (the last candidate to be raised in the temporary 
quarters “Old U. S. Court House,” Fayette and North Streets (Guil- 
ford Avenue)) before returning to the newly restored Masonic Temple, 
North Charles Street, after the destruction of the temple by fire 
December 25, 1890. 

He was exalted in St. John’s R. A. Chapter, October 8, 1894. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 13, 1899, Senior Warden 
December 12, 1900, and Worshipful Master December 11, 1901. 

He was elected as a Trustee of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge 

No. 110, in 1932, succeeding George W. Mowen (deceased). 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in 1923. 
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January 8, 1902. Herbert L. Byrd was installed Worshipful Master. 
Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury $253.03, Life Mem- 
bership $164.90, Relief Fund $1,100.55. 

April 29, 1902. Bro. Wm. H. Shryock, Past Grand Treasurer, died 
after a lingering illness. His body was brought to the Masonic 
Temple on April 30th, and lay in state until the afternoon of May 
lst, where church services were held by Rev. Edwin B. Niver, Pas- 
tor of Christ Protestant Episcopal Church. At the conclusion of 
the services the body was conveyed to Greenmount Cemetery, 
where masonic services were conducted by the Grand Lodge.

The anniversary celebration was held December 3, 1902, and was 
well attended, and a successful event. 

December 10, 1902. 'The Lodge was presented a Square, set: with 
stone, taken from the ruins of King Solomon’s Temple. The 
Square and Compasses formerly belonged to the military masonic 
lodge of which Napoleon was a member. ‘These tokens were 
presented by Brother Washington H. Nicholson, and were 
accepted by the Lodge, with thanks to Brother Nicholson. These 
tokens were ordered to be loaned to the Masonic Veteran Associa- 
tion, to be placed in their case along with other historical relics. 
(These tokens are now in the Masonic Museum, Masonic Tem- 
ple, in North Charles Street, and were the property of the late 
Past Master Charles E. Kemp.) A committee was appointed _ 
to make arrangement for a Ladies’ Night entertainment. Louis 
R. Wilhelm, Senior Warden, was elected Worshipful Master, 
and Charles W. Baggott, as Secretary, to succeed Past Master 
Alvin Coriell, retired. 
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LOUIS R. WILHELM 
Worshipful Master, 1903 





OUIS R. WILHELM was born in Balti- 

more City, Maryland, December 

10, 1856. As his parents died when he 

was very young, he was placed in the 
General German Orphans’ Home. - 

He was educated at Scheib’s School 
formerly located on Gay Street, adjoining 
the Zion Lutheran Church, the congre- 
gation of which were the school’s sponsors, 
and finished his studies in 1870. 

At the age of 14, he was employed as 
an apprentice by the Vey Harness Com- 
pany, in whose employ he continued until 
he completed his trade of wagon and carriage harness making. 

In 1880, he established a harness manufacturing business at 704 
Pennsylvania Avenue, and continued in business at this location until 
his death. 

In 1881, he married Miss Catherine Grof, to whom two children 
were born. 

In 1895, he was elected a director of the General German Orphans’ 
Home of Baltimore, Maryland. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry May 8, 
1895, elected June 12, 1895, initiated June 26, 1895, passed July 10, 
1895, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason Sept. 11, 
1895. 

He was exalted in Druid R. A. Chapter No. 28, June 10, 1909. 

He was knighted in Beauseant Commandery No. 8, January 21, 
1910. 

On November 18, 1903, he was appointed a member of the com- 
mittee on by-laws, of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and served in 
this position until his death. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 12, 1900, Senior Warden 
December 11, 1901, and Worshipful Master December 10, 1902. 

Louis R. Wilhelm died August 1, 1915. The funeral services were 
held at his late home No. 711 Pennsylvania Avenue. His remains 
were conveyed to Loudon Park Cemetery, escorted by Beauseant 
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Commandery No. 8, where the body was interred with masonic 
honors. 

He is survived by one son, John C. Wilhelm, and a daughter Mrs. 
Earl H. Ankeny, 3823 Sequoia Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland. 


January 14, 1903. Louis R. Wilhelm was installed Worshipful Mas- 
ter. Past Master Robert M. Rother acted as Master of Cere- 
monies; assisted by Past Master George E. Taylor as Marshal. 
Past Master Alvin Coriell, the retiring secretary, was presented 
a beautiful writing set, Past Master Herbert L. Byrd making the 
presentation address, in behalf of the Lodge, of the esteem held 
by the membership for the retiring secretary. Past Master 
Alvin Coriell was awarded a Life Membership Certificate, which 
he accepted with a feeling of gratitude. Audit Committee reports 
balance in Treasury, $300.78, Life Membership Fund $180.57, Re- 
hef Fund $1323.53. Past Master Robert M. Rother, in behalf of 
the Lodge presented Life Membership Certificates to Brothers 
Isaac Strouse, Samuel Strouse, and N. W. Unduch. In his 
address he spoke of the integrity and fidelity of the brethren in 
their 30 years in Masonry. ‘The lodge ordered life membership 
certificates delivered to the following brethren who were unable 
to attend, Brothers Simon Frankenstein, John A. Crawford, A. 
Lehman, and John H. Daniel. 

May 13, 1903. <A certificate of stock of the Sharon Temple Associa- 
tion, amounting to $50.00, was received with a letter of thanks 
from the Sharon ‘Temple Association. Ladies’ Night committee 
reports an expenditure of $265.74, sale of tickets $183.00. A 
deficit of $82.74. 

May 20, 1903. Edwin C. Irelan was raised to the sublime degree of 
Master Mason. (Worshipful Master Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
1910.) 

Saturday June 13, 1903. The Grand Lodge of Maryland laid the 
cornerstone of the U.S. Custom House, Grand Master Thomas 
J. Shryock officiated, address delivered by Dr. James H. Butler. 

July 8, 1903. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock visited the lodge, 
and was received with Grand Honors. In his address to the 
lodge, he advocated the support and assistance of the lodge in 
the plans as advocated by the Board of Managers of the Grand 
Lodge, in beautifying the lodge rooms on the second floor of the 
Masonic Temple. At the conclusion of the address the lodge 
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voted the sum of $250.00 to assist in the renovation as proposed 
by the Board of Managers. Past Master George W. Mowen 
proposed an amendment to the standing resolutions (section 1) 
to strike out the words one-fifth, and to insert the words one- 
twentieth. (This amendment to govern the per-capita on each 
initiation, to be taken from the general fund, to be placed to the 
credit of the relief fund semi-annually.) The amendment was 
adopted by the lodge. 

September 23, 1903. The Worshipful Master A. J. Donnelly of 
Orlando Lodge No. 60 of Florida, visited and addressed the 
lodge. 

October 14, 1903. The lodge was notified by Brother John R. Lewis 
of a serious accident having befallen Past Master James W. 
Bowers, the only living charter member of Arcana Lodge, by 
falling and breaking his hip, and was confined to his room in the 
Franklin Square Hospital. 

October 28, 1903. Past Master George E. Taylor proposed a letter of 
thanks be forwarded to Grand Master Shryock, complimenting 
the Board of Managers upon the beautiful improvement made in 
Ionic Room. 

Tuesday November 17, 1903. The Grand Lodge Communication. 
Past Grand Master John M. Carter offered the following: The 
Grand Lodge A. F. & A. M. of Maryland acknowledges with 
grateful appreciation the invaluable services of Bro. Jacob H. 
Medairy, its able and faithful Grand Secretary for 40 years. 

After such long and useful service our good brother, now verg- 
ing upon 82 years of age, has fairly earned a rest from his labors. 
Be it therefore resolved, that Bro. Jacob H. Medairy be and he 
is hereby elected Grand Secretary Emeritus of this Grand Lodge, 
with continued annual salary, for the remainder of his life, which 
we trust may be prolonged for many years. ‘The resolution was 
adopted unanimously by a rising vote. Bro. William M. Isaac, 
Deputy Grand Secretary was elected succeeding Bro. Medairy 
retired. 

December 23, 1903. Audit committee reports balance in Treasury 
$178.65, Life Membership Fund $176.50, Relief Fund $1406.66. 
Past Master Charles W. Baggott was elected Trustee of Relief 
Fund succeeding Past Master Alvin Coriell. 
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CHARLES HUGH QUIGLEY 
Worshipful Master, 1904 


HARLES HUGH QUIGLEY was born in 
Baltimore City, Maryland, Septem- 
ber 23, 1851, son of Hugh and Eliza 
Catherine Ewalt Quigley. 
He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore and Baltimore City College. 
About 1875, he entered the offices of 
Snowden and Busey, Attorneys at Law, 
as a law clerk. He began the reading 
of law, and on January 28, 1888 was 
admitted to the Bar. 
In 1889, he opened an office as Attorney 
at Law, and continuously practiced the 





profession until his death. 

On October 30, 1876, he married Miss Grace Lyddane, a daughter 
of the late Judge Stephen M. Lyddane of Rockville, Maryland, to 
whom was born one son, Stephen Hugh Quigley. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry 
June 28, 1899, elected July 26, 1899, initiated July 26, 1899, passed 
September 13, 1899, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason October 11, 1899. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 11, 1901, Senior Warden 
December 10, 1902, and Worshipful Master December 23, 1903. 

May 10, 1904, Past Master Chas. H. Quigley served as Committee- 
man on conference of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

He was elected to the position of Collector for Arcana Lodge No. 
110, December 14, 1904. 

On December 18, 1907, he was elected as a delegate to the Board of 
Relief, succeeding David F. Penington. In these positions he served 
until death. 

Charles Hugh Quigley died March 3, 1919. ‘The funeral services 
were conducted by the Reverend Arthur Humphrys, Pastor of Grace 
and St. Peter’s Protestant Episcopal Church, at his late residence 
303 West Monument Street, Baltimore, Maryland. ‘The interment 
took place at Union Cemetery, Rockville, Maryland. 

He was survived by his widow, Grace Lyddane Quigley, who died 
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in the City of Washington, D. C., January 23, 1930, and a son, 
Stephen Hugh Quigley, of Chevy Chase, Montgomery County, 
Maryland. 


January 13,1904. The Worshipful Master elect, Charles Hugh Quig- 
ley, was installed Worshipful Master. ‘The installation cere- 
monies were conducted by Past Master Robert M. Rother, Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies, assisted by Past Master William C. Jenness 
as Marshal. | 

February 4,1904. Jacob H. Medairy, R. W. Gr. Secretary Emeritus, 
died Thursday, February 4, 1904 at his residence, 1517 MeCul- 
lough St. Services were held on February 6, 1904 at his resi- 
dence by Dr. E. B. Patterson, Pastor of Madison Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. At the conclusion of the services the 
body was conveyed to the Masonic Temple, Maryland Com- 
mandery acting as guard. It lay in state Sunday, February 7, 
1904, from 10 A. M. to 2:30 P. M. Grand Lodge services were 
held at 3 P. M. At the conclusion the body was conveyed to 
Greenmount Cemetery, and buried with Masonic honors. 

February 10, 1904. Owing to the great fire which terrorized the 
citizens of the city, and caused a damage of $150,000,000 to 
property, the lodge postponed their meeting until the next regu- 
lar communication. ‘This great fire started on Sunday, Febru- 
ary 7, 1904, between the hours of 10 and 11 o’clock A. M., in 
the building of John E. Hurst Co. at the corner of German (now 
Redwood) and Sharp Streets. The area of the burnt district 
extreme length East and West, 3800 feet. Extreme length 
North and South 2900 feet. Total number of acres burned 
139.90. ‘Total number of blocks or squares 73, with 25 isolated 
sections around the water-front, not classed as squares, grand 
total 98. Number of buildings destroyed 1343. Property 
insured $50,000,000. Insurance paid $32,000,000. Net loss 
$18,000,000. The number of fire engine companies fighting the 
fire were 69. There were 29 companies of the Baltimore City 
Fire Department, and 40 from other cities and towns. There 
were 54 steam fire engines in service, 91,350 feet of hose used, 
of which 31,550 feet were destroyed. The fire companies from 
nearly every city in Maryland were at the site of the fire, also 
fire companies from Washington, D. C.; Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania; Wilmington, Delaware; Chester, York, Altoona, 
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Pheonix, Pennsylvania and New York City. There were about 
1000 enrolled officers, and members of companies, also 400 un- 
attached volunteers on duty. 

August 30,1904. Past Master William E. Arnold, one of the oldest 
members of the Board of Managers of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land, and Past Master of Arcana Lodge No. 110, was buried in 
Alexandria, Virginia. Arcana Lodge, in company with repre- 
sentatives from the Grand Lodge of Maryland, escorted the 
remains to Alexandria, Va., where they were met, through the 
courtesy of the Grand Master of Virginia, by R. W. Arnold, 
Worshipful Master of Alexandria Washington Lodge No. 22, 
and Past Master R. Lee Field of Andrew Jackson Lodge No. 
120, of Alexandria, Virginia, who acted as escorts to Ivy Ceme- 
tery, where the remains were interred with Masonic Honors. 
Past Master William E. Arnold died in Baltimore, Maryland, 
August 27, 1904. Senior Warden J. Harry Ziegler, Worshipful 
Master Pro-lI’empore, presided at the services. 

November 16, 1904. Past Master George E. Taylor elected Right 
Worshipful Junior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land. 

December 14, 1904. Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury 
$405.21, Sharon Lodge stock $50.00, Life Membership Fund 
$181.75, Relief Fund $1500.82. Senior Warden J. Harry Ziegler 
elected Worshipful Master, and Past Master Moses Pels was 
elected Trustee of the Relief Fund, succeeding Past Master 
William E. Arnold, deceased.

HARRY ZIEGLER was born in Baltimore 

City, Maryland, June 27, 1868, 

son of William H. and M. Ellen Ziegler. 

He received his education in the public 
schools of Baltimore, Maryland. 

He was apprenticed to the firm of 
William Holtz, paperhangers and decora- 
tors, and finishing his apprenticeship, he 
established a business for himself. 

In November 1922, he was appointed 
assistant postmaster, in the Municipal 
Post Office of Baltimore, Maryland. 

In 1932, he was promoted to post- 
master and served in this position until his death. 

On April 20, 1892, he married Miss Clara Augusta Grimes, to 
whom were born six daughters. Mrs. Clara A. Ziegler died June 12, 
1912. 

On August 4, 1913, he married Mrs. Annie Marsh. By this 
marriage there were no children. 

He was a member of the Second St. Margaret’s Church, Kate 
Avenue and Reisterstown Road. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry, Decem- 
ber 14, 1898, elected January 11, 1899, initiated January 25, 1899, 
passed February 8, 1899, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason March 8, 1899.

OSEPH EDWARD COOK was born in 

Baltimore City, Maryland, August 

31, 1874, son of Joseph B, and Medora 58.

He was educated in Zion Private 
School, and Bryant and Stratton Business 
College, of Baltimore, Maryland, grad- 
uating in the class of 1889. He later 
enrolled as a post graduate student 
commercial-business at Renouard College 
in the State of New York. 

Joseph Edward Cook is one of Balti- 
more’s foremost morticians. ‘The busi- 
ness of which he is the proprietor, was established by his grandfather 
John Henry Cook, in the year 1845, who conducted it until 1865. 

In 1865, the father, Joseph B. Cook, obtained the proprietorship, 
and conducted the business until his death in May 1889. After the 
death of Joseph B. Cook, his widow Mrs. Medora Cook, the mother, 
continued the business under her management until 1890. 

In 1890, Joseph Edward Cook took over the management, and has 
continuously conducted the business. The mortuary is located at 
1003 W. Baltimore Street. 

On June 6, 1900, he married Miss Ida Ellsworth D’Unger. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry, 
March 14, 1900, elected April 11, 1900, initiated April 25, 1900, 
passed May 9, 1900, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason, May 23, 1900. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, December 16, 
1901. He was greeted in Jerusalem Council No. 2, R.. & 5S.. M.~. 
April 7, 1904. | 

He was knighted in Maryland Commandery No. 1 K. T. March 
14, 1902. 

He was created a Noble in Boumi Temple A. A. O. N. M.S. October 
30, 1902, and received his life membership in 1931. 

He received the 32° of Masonry in Chesapeake Consistory No. 1 
Scottish Rite June 27, 1902. 
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He was elected Junior Warden December 23, 1903, Senior Warden 
December 14, 1904, and Worshipful Master December 13, 1905. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in Arcana Lodge 
in 1930, and was received in the Masonic Veteran Association 
February 7, 1927.

January 24, 1906. A candidate was found to possess a physical de-

Master Thomas Matthews, a member of the Committee on 
Work, of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. ‘The same petitioner 
on February 14, 1906 petitioned Pythagoras Lodge No. 123, for 
admission. Arcana Lodge notified Pythagoras Lodge of his 
physical unfitness. 

March 7, 1906. The First Worshipful Master of Arcana Lodge to 
use the prerogative of the station in declaring a rejection occurred 
at this communication. ‘The rejection was ordered by Worship- 
ful Master Joseph E. Cook. 

April 11, 1906. ‘The Ladies’ Night entertainment held April 4, 1906 
was reported a success. ‘I'he attendance numbering 199 guests. 
The Lodge voted their thanks to Mrs. Joseph E. Cook, for her 
remembrance to the ladies attending, to Mrs. Ortman for solos 
so elegantly sung, and to Brother Frank Fiske for the efficient 
manner in which the affairs of the supper were conducted. 

April 25, 1906. An appropriation of $151.00 was made for the relief 
of those in distress, caused by the earthquake and fires in Cali- 
fornia. 

October 10, 1906. A Past Masters’ Night. ‘The Master Mason De- 
gree conferred, the following Past Masters participated.

As a young man he became associated 
with the Crown, Cork and Seal Com- 
pany, and remained in their employ for 
twenty-five years. 

In 1919 he, with others, established 
the Parker Metal Decorating Company. 
He is also associated with the Independent Can Company. 

On February 15, 1899, he married Miss Florence M. Klann, to 
whom was born a daughter Margaret Anna Evitt. 

He petitioned Sharon Lodge No. 182, for the degrees of Masonry 
September 21, 1899, elected November 2, 1899, initiated November 
2, 1899, passed November 30, 1899, and raised to the sublime degree 
of Master Mason December 7, 1899. 

June 20, 1901, he demitted from Sharon Lodge No. 182.

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January 9, 1907. Harry G.-Evitt, Worshipful Master elect, was 
installed Worshipful Master. The installation ceremonies con- 
ducted by Past Master Robert M. Rother, assisted by Past 
Master Wm. C. Jenness, as Marshal. 

March 20, 1907. Amendment to by-laws proposed. To strike out 
Qnd and 4th, in Section 1—Article 1, so that the section will 
read when amended “This Lodge shall meet on the first and 
third Wednesdays of each month.”’

April 10, 1907. The Committee on new meeting room reported, 
and recommended the following: A change of meeting room from 
the Ionic Room (2nd floor) to the Roman Room (lst floor) Ma- 
sonic Temple. Recommendation adopted. 

April 24, 1907. The last communication held by the lodge, in 
Tonic Room (2nd floor) Masonic Temple. Fellowcrafts Charles 
E. Traland, James 5. Shipley, John Herr, and Frederick M. 
German, were raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason. 
The degree was conferred by Harry G. Evitt, and Past Master 
Charles H. Quigley. As the closing hymn “Auld Lang Syne” 
was sung, as a farewell to Ionic Room, as the meeting place of 
Arcana Lodge. 

May 1, 1907. ‘The first meeting of Arcana Lodge held in the Roman 
Room, Masonic Temple. Past Master J. Harry Ziegler presiding. 
The attendance was large, a roll of ninety-six members and visi- 
tors. ‘The first petition received and read was that of Glenn 
O. Stauffer (Worshipful Master 1915). The sublime degree of 
Master Mason was conferred upon felloweraft Charles A. Stine. 
A motion made and adopted: The salary of the Secretary of 
Arcana Lodge shall be at the rate of $150.00 per annum to cover 
all meetings and the same to begin at this date (May 1, 1907). 

June 5, 1907. Past Master George W. Mowen was presented a 
beautiful Treasurer’s Jewel. ‘The presentation address was made 
by Past Master George E. Taylor, eloquently delivered. Past 
Master George W. Mowen, in accepting the gift, expressed his 
thanks in pleasing remarks. At the conclusion of his remarks 
he was earnestly and heartily congratulated. 
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September 4, 1907. ‘The committee on revision of by-laws reported 
and submitted a new form of by-laws, which were adopted, and 
ordered printed together with the names of the members. 


Article I 


Section 1. Name. This Lodge shall be known as Arcana 
Lodge No. 110, A. F. and A. M. 

Sec. 2. Communications. ‘This Lodge shall meet on the 
first and third Wednesdays in each month at 8 o’clock, P. M. 
unless the Worshipful Master shall otherwise order. 


Article II 


SecTION 1. Exections. The Worshipful Master, Wardens, 
Secretary, Treasurer and one delegate to the Lodge of Relief 
shall be elected annually, at the Regular Communication, pre- 
ceding St. John the Evangelist’s day, by a majority of written 
ballots. 

Sec. 2. COMMITTEE ON Accounts. The Worshipful Master 
shall also appoint at the Regular Communication, prior to the 
election of officers, a committee consisting of three members of 
the Lodge, to examine the accounts of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, who shall make their report to the Lodge at the stated 
Communication of the election of officers. 


Article IIT 


SecTION 1. Duties. ‘The duties of the Worshipful Master, 
Senior Warden and Junior Warden being well established by 
ancient usage need not be specially pointed out. ‘They shall 
also constitute the Standing Committee and perform the duties 
usually pertaining to said Committee, but they shall have au- 
thority to draw from the Treasury not more than ten dollars for 
any one application for assistance during the interval of the 
stated Communications. 

They shall report at the following stated Communications the 
amount they have disbursed. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary, in addition to the usual duties, shall 
receive all moneys on behalf of the Lodge, which shall be handed 
to the Treasurer at or before the stated Communication subse- 
quent to its reception, taking a receipt therefor. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive from the Secretary all 
funds, belonging to the Lodge, which he shall keep apart from 
his personal possessions. He shall pay no money except upon 
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an order drawn by the Secretary and countersigned by the Wor- 
shipful Master. 

Sec. 4. Sauaries. The Secretary shall receive for his serv- 
ices the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, per annum, and 
shall be exempt from the payment of dues. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer, for his services, shall be exempt from 
the payment of dues. 


Article IV 


SECTION 1. REVENUE. Every brother belonging to the 
Lodge except those who are exempted by these By-laws, shall 
pay semi-annually, the sum of three dollars dues. Every brother 
who neglects to pay his dues for eighteen months shall be re- 
ported to the Lodge by the Secretary, and shall be lable to sus- 
pension for non-payment of dues, on receiving a legal notice of 
thirty days; unless he show cause why he should not be suspended. 
Dues shall be charged including the quarter in which the brother 
became a member. 

Sec. 2. Lire Mempersurip. All brethren who hold a con- 
tinuous uninterrupted and contributive membership in this 
Lodge for the period of thirty years having paid their dues in 
full shall be entitled to Life Membership Certificates without a 
special vote of the Lodge, but nothing herein shall be construed 
as depriving the Lodge of the right to grant Life Membership 
Certificates by a special vote in any other case, wherein the 
Lodge may desire to do so. This to take effect as of April 26, 
1905. 

Sec. 3. AppreEss. Every brother changing his residence 
shall notify the Secretary of such change as early thereafter as 
practicable. Notices sent by mail to a brother’s last address 
shall be deemed legal notice. 


Article V 


SECTION 1. AppiicaTions. Every male person, not less 
than twenty-one years of age, desiring to be made a Mason shall 
apply by petition in writing, signed by himself, and must be 
recommended by two members of this Lodge. His application 
being in the usual form, shall contain the sum of fifty dollars, 
and should he be elected he shall be entitled to receive the three 
degrees, provided he complies with Standing Resolutions of 
May, 1860. 
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Sec. 2. Mempersurp. Any brother desiring to become a 
member of this Lodge shall apply by petition in writing, signed 
by himself and accompanied by the sum of six dollars, and he 
shall have visited the Lodge at a stated Communication, and 
must be recommended by two members of the Lodge. All 
applications received shall be disposed of according to the re- 
quirements of the Constitution and Standing Resolutions of the 
Grand Lodge, and should admission be denied, the fee which 
accompanied the petition shall be returned. 

Sec. 3. Demit. Any brother desiring to withdraw from 
the Lodge shall signify the same in writing at a stated Com- 
munication, and pay to the Secretary his dues including the 
current quarter when, if no charges are pending against him, a 
Demit shall be granted. 


Article VI 


Section 1. All cases which are not provided for by these 
By-Laws shall be determined and governed according to the 
Constitution and Standing Resolutions of the M. W. Grand 
Lodge of Maryland. 

All By-Laws heretofore existing are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. No addition or amendments shall be made to these 
By-Laws, unless proposed in writing at a stated Communication 
of the Lodge, to be acted upon at the next stated Communica- 
tion, the Secretary having notified the members of the proposed 
action when, if concurred in by two-thirds of the members pres: 
ent, they shall be adopted.

November 19, 1907. By a resolution introduced at the Grand Lodge 
communication by Daniel Ammers, President of the Lodge of 
Relief, it be resolved: That the title “‘Lodge of Relief’ be 
changed to that of “Board of Relief,” the body being thus known 
in all other jurisdictions. 

December 18, 1907. Senior Warden Edward S. Adams was elected 
Worshipful Master, and Past Master Charles H. Quigley, as the 
Delegate to the Board of Relief, succeeding Brother David F. 
Penington. Audit Committee reports balance in ‘Treasury 
$361.55, Life Membership $200.92, Relief Fund $1,812.25.

DWARD S. ADAMS was born in Balti- 

more City, Maryland, September 
16, 1875. He was educated in the 
public schools of Baltimore. Upon leay- 
ing school he started as an office boy in 
the employ of The Life & Fire Insurance 
Company, and gradually worked his way 
upward. He was associated in the offices 
of the National Fire Insurance Company, 
(Jenness & Taylor), the Middle District 
Board of Fire Underwriters, special agent 
of the Citizens Fire Insurance Company, 
also special agent to The Philadelphia 
Underwriters Association, and was employed at time of his death by 
the New Hampshire Fire Insurance Company. 

He married Miss Ann A. Brown, May 22, 1908. ‘There were no 
heirs. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of Masonry February 
12, 1902, was elected March 12, 1902, initiated March 26, 1902, passed 
April 9, 1902, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
April 29, 1902. 

He was exalted in Adoniram R. A. Chapter No. 21, December 5, 
1904. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 13, 1905, Senior Warden 
December 26, 1906, and Worshipful Master December 18, 1907. 

Edward S8. Adams died in the city of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, 
April 4, 1925. His remains were brought to Baltimore and the 
funeral services were held at the home of his mother, No. 524 Rossiter 
Ave., Govans. Arcana Lodge escorted the funeral to Greenmount 
Cemetery where his remains were interred with Masonic honors. 
He is survived by his widow Mrs. Ann A. Adams. 





January 3, 1908. Past Master Charles H. Quigley presented the 
Lodge a handsome book of by-laws and registery of the members 
of Areana Lodge. Worshipful Master Harry G. Evitt was re- 
ported ill and confined to his home. 

January 11, 1908. ‘The Lodge attended the funeral of Past Master 
and Grand Lecturer James W. Bowers, who died January 8, 
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1908. ‘The Lodge proceeded to the residence of the late Past 
Master Bowers, No. 10 N. Calhoun Street, thence to St. Luke’s 
Church, where services were held, thence to Loudon Park 
Cemetery, where his remains were laid with Masonic honors to rest. 

January 17,1908. 'The Masonic Temple was destroyed by fire a sec- 
ond time, the fire occurred along past midnight, and when dis- 
covered had taken possession of the entire upper portion of the 
building, but the ponderous walls stood uninjured. What re- 
mained of the interior was but a memory of the splendid struc- 
ture, which had housed the Fraternity for fifteen years, and of 
which every Mason was proud. The annex of the old United 
States Court House was secured through the courtesy of the 
United States Government, and used to house the fraternity for 
a short time, when it was demolished, to make room for the new 
addition to the post offices. A large warehouse at the corner 
of Gay and Water Streets was secured, and in these contracted 
quarters the good work was carried on, until the reconstruction 
of the Temple was completed. 

February 5, 1908. The Stated Communication of the Lodge after 
the Temple was destroyed, was held in the annex of the old 
United States Court House, located at the southwest corner 
of Lexington and North Streets (Guilford Avenue), Worshipful 
Master Harry G. Evitt, presiding. 

February 19, 1908. A Past Masters’ Lodge was held and the Past 
Masters’ degree conferred upon Edward $8. Adams, Worshipful 
Master elect, Past Master Robert M. Rother, presiding. At the 
conclusion of the Past Masters’ degree, Edward 5. Adams was 
installed Worshipful Master. Harry G. Evitt the retiring Mas- 
ter, was presented a Past Master’s Jewel. 

June 17, 1908. 'The Lodge voted to close, and stand closed until the 
communication of Wednesday September 2, 1908 (this is the 
first time the Lodge closed for summer recess). Motion pro- 
posed by Past Master Charles H. Quigley. 

November 17, 1908. The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Maryland 
commenced its one hundred and twenty-second annual com- 
munication on the third Tuesday of November, 1908, at 8 o’clock 
P. M., in the I. O. O. F. Hall Baltimore, Maryland, Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock presiding. 

December 16, 1908. The Audit Committee reports balance in Treas- 
ury $650.41, Life Membership $210.92, Sharon Temple Stock 
$50.00, Relief Fund $1914.36. Senior Warden John J. Hahn was 
elected Worshipful Master. 
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JOHN J. HAHN 
Worshipful Master, 1909 


OHN J. HAHN was born in Baltimore 
City, Maryland, July 30, 1862, son 
of Henry and Margaret Hahn, and was 
educated in the public schools of Balti- 
more. : 
Having finished school, he started upon 
a commercial career as clerk, and became 
associated with Jacob Gminder, manu- 
facturer of military and society goods 
located at 14 S. Calvert Street. He re- 
mained in the employment of Jacob 
Gminder until 1900, when the firm of J. 
H. Ferd. Hahn was established with sales- 
rooms at 25 S. Calvert Street. He severed his connections with the 
Gminder Company to assist in the formation of the J. H. Ferd. Hahn 
Company, and continued in its employ until 1905, when he entered 
into business for himself with salesrooms at 221 Hanover Street. 

He continued in business at this location until his death. May 7, 
1885 he married Miss Charlotte D. Wiedey to whom were born three 
children. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry 
May 14, 1902, elected June 11, 1902, initiated June 25, 1902, passed 
July 9, 1902, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason July 
Do 1902. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 26, 1906, Senior Warden 
December 18, 1907, and Worshipful Master December 16, 1908. 

John J. Hahn died May 6, 1925. The funeral services were held 
from his late residence, No. 426 N. Calhoun Street. Arcana Lodge 
escorted the funeral to Loudon Park Cemetery, where his remains 
were interred with Masonic ceremonies. 

He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. Theodore Mattheiss.

June 16, 1909. ‘The appointment of Past Master, and Secretary of 
Lafayette Lodge No. 111, Charles M. A. Granville, by Grand 
Master Shryock as Grand Tyler pro-tem. 

September 15, 1909. A committee appointed to arrange for the 50th 
Anniversary Celebration to be held November 22, 1909. Com-

October 6, 1909. A committee appointed and empowered to secure 
the Roman Room in the newly constructed Masonic Temple on 
North Charles, at a rental of $400.00 per annum, as the future 
meeting place of the Lodge. Committee:

October 20, 1909. The Sharon Temple Association announced the 
redeeming of all outstanding stocks of the association, to be re- 
deemed at par value $50.00. The Lodge voted to surrender the 
stock held by them, one share par value $50.00. A motion made 
by Past Master Charles H. Quigley, and accepted by the Lodge 
that the Lodge remain closed until the stated communication 
to be held on the evening of December 1, 1909, in the Roman 
Room of the newly constructed Masonic Temple on North 
Charles Street. An order issued to secure new aprons and col- 
lars for the use of the Officers, and twenty-five new lamb skin 
aprons for the use of the Craft. 

November 16, 1909. ‘The reconstructed Temple was dedicated by 
Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, and thirty Grand Masters 
and Past Grand Masters of twenty-five States attended. A 
conference of Grand Masters was held and the largest number 
participated ever known in the annals of the Craft. Honorable 
George B. Orlady, Grand Master of Pennsylvania, delivered the 
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oration. Judge Orlady was unanimously elected Honorary 
Past Grand Master of Maryland. An address was given on the 
different homes of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, by Brother 
Edward T. Schultz, the blind Masonic historian of Maryland. 

December 1, 1909. Arcana Lodge No. 110 held its first meeting in 
the newly completed Masonic Temple on North Charles Street. 
Upon motion of Past Master Charles H. Quigley, the lodge arose 
and sang ‘‘Praise God From Whom All Blessings Flow.” Wor- 
shipful Master John J. Hahn presided. Audit Committee re- 
ports balance in Treasury $559.35. Life Membership Fund 
$218.24. Relief Fund $2032.52.

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He was elected Junior Warden December 18, 1907, Senior Warden 
December 16, 1908, and Worshipful Master December 15, 1909. 


January 5, 1910. Worshipful Master elect Edwin C. Irelan, was 
installed Worshipful Master. ‘The installation ceremonies were 
conducted by Past Master Robert M. Rother, as Master of Cere- 
monies, assisted by Past Master Joseph E. Cook as Marshal. 

February 16,1910. Fellowcraft Harry A. G. Lehne was raised to the 
sublime degree of Master Mason, the degree was conferred by 
Worshipful Master Edwin C. Irelan. (This was the first Master 
Mason degree conferred by Arcana Lodge No. 110 in the newly 
constructed Masonic Temple on Charles Street.) An appropria- 
tion of $300.00 was made for the purpose of assisting a worthy 
brother to gain admission into the German Aged Men’s Home. 

June 4, 1910. The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Maryland, met 
in a special communication on Saturday June 4th, 1910, at 2 
o'clock P. M., for the purpose of laying the cornerstone of the 
pumping station of the sewerage system to be erected for the 
City of Baltimore. The cornerstone was laid by Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master Thos. J. Shryock in the ancient form, assisted 
by the Grand Lodge Officers. Oration by Brother J. Barry 
Mahool, Mayor of Baltimore. 

November 15, 1910. ‘The Grand Lodge of Maryland unveiled a bas- 
relief commemorating the twenty-fifth anniversary of Thomas 
J. Shryock as Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons in 
Maryland. Brother Hans Schuler prepared the design, and 
completed the bas-relief in bronze. This bas-relief is located in 
the main foyer of the Temple. Brother James H. Butler un- 
veiled the bas-relief and delivered the address. 

December 21, 1910. Senior Warden William Ewin Bonn was elected 
Worshipful Master. The Audit Committee reports balance in 
Treasury, $493.17, Life Membership, $226.94, Relief Fund, 
$1775.81. The Lodge ordered the jewel of the late Past Master 
Charles E. Kemp, which was in the keeping of Past Master 
George W. Mowen, to be presented to the Masonic Museum. 
This jewel was the first to be presented to a retiring Master by 
Arcana Lodge.

ILLIAM EWIN BONN was born in Baltimore, Maryland, July 
\ \) 5, 1872, the son of Anthony S. and Martha A. Bonn. 

He was educated in the public schools of Baltimore, and graduated 
in the class of 1890 from the Baltimore City College. He enrolled as 
a student in the law school of the University of Maryland, in 1890, 
and received his Bachelor of Law Degree from that University in the 
class of 1894. 

He began the practice of law in the offices of D. Meredith Reese, 
and has continued the practice of his profession in all branches of 
law, except that of Counselor in criminal cases. 

On June 28, 1905, he married Miss Nettie Hallowell, to whom were 
born four children, William Ewin, Jr. (deceased), Regina H. (deceased), 
Douglas K. and Robert H. Bonn. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry 
October 26, 1904, elected November 23, 1904, initiated November 23, 
1904, passed December 28, 1904, and raised to the sublime degree 
of Master Mason February 15, 1905. 

He was exalted in Druid R. A. Chapter No. 28, 1909, withdrew 
to become a Charter Member of Baltimore R. A. Chapter No. 40. 

He received the Knight Templar degree in Beauseant Command- 
ery No. 8, May 20, 1910. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 16, 1908, Senior Warden 
December 15, 1909, and Worshipful Master December 21, 1910. 

On November 22, 1911, he was appointed Grand Inspector to 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland by the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Thomas J. Shryock, serving in that position until November 16, 
1921. 


January 4,1911. Right Worshipful Brother William M. Isaac, Grand 
Secretary died Wednesday morning January 4, 1911. The 
Grand Lodge of Maryland assembled in Corinthian Hall, Ma- 
sonic ‘l’emple in North Charles Street, Baltimore, Maryland, on 
Friday morning at 11 o’clock A. M. to pay their last tribute of 
respect, and to attend the funeral. Right Worshipful Deputy 
Grand Master James R. Brewer presided. 
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January 16, 1911. ‘The funeral of Ferdinand C. Latrobe, a member 
of the Grand Lodge, and ex-mayor of Baltimore City took place 
at his late residence No. 906 North Charles Street. The Grand 
Lodge of Maryland attended the services, and accompanied the 
remains to Emmanuel Protestant Episcopal Church, Rev. J. 
Houston Eccleston, Rector, conducting the services. The 
remains were accompanied to Greenmount Cemetery, where 
Masonic services were performed by the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Thomas J. Shryock, assisted by the Grand Lodge officers.

November 1, 1911. Past Masters’ Night. This communication was 
well attended, the register showing 125 members, and 47 visitors 
for the evening.

January 3, 1912. Herbert Hofheimer Worshipful Master elect was 
installed Master. Past Master Louis R. Wilhelm conducted the 
installation ceremonies, assisted by Past Master Herbert L. Byrd 
as Marshal. 

February 7,1912. Past Master Charles W. Baggott, Secretary of the 
Lodge was reported as having met with an accident, and was 
confined to his home with a broken ankle. ‘The lodge expressed 
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its sympathy, and flowers were sent to his home. Grand Lec- 
turer Warren S. Seipp, visited the Lodge and delivered a brief 
address. 

April 17, 1912. The Most Worshipful Grand Master Thomas J. 
Shryock, gave notice of the Grand Lodge of Maryland Com- 
munication, to be held at Easton, Maryland, on May 14, 1912, 
to which all Past Masters were invited. 

May 14, 1912. ‘The Grand Lodge held its two hundred and forty- 
ninth Communication on the second Tuesday of May, at 2 P. M. 
in Easton, Maryland, Most Worshipful Grand Master Thos. J. 
Shryock presiding. Past Senior Grand Warden Gustav A. Eitel 
read the proceedings of the formation of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, from the first and original record book, written at 
the time, beginning June 17, 1783. An oration by Brother 
Oswald Tilghman, in which he quotes ‘Easton claims the dis- 
tinction of being the birth-place of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land!’ There were several conventions held at Easton, prelim- 
inary to the formation of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, from 
1783 to 1787, at which time the organization was fully completed 
at Talbot Court House now the town of Easton. Tis just one 
hundred and twenty-five years (1787-1912) since the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, first met in Easton, Maryland. It con- 
tinued to meet in Easton, semi-annually for six years until 1793, 
since which date its regular meetings have always been held in 
Baltimore City, Maryland. 

May 30, 1912. 'The cornerstone of the Baltimore Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, on North Avenue at Calvert Street, was laid by the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, Grand Master Thos. J. Shryock, presiding. 

June 5, 1912. A letter from Grand Master Shryock, congratulating 
the Lodge as being the “Banner Lodge”’ of the jurisdiction. The 
Lodge not having a member in arrears in dues. Brother 
Arthur L. Maass delivered a very interesting talk, of his visit 
to a Masonic Lodge in Saxony, Germany. 

September 18,1912. The sum of two hundred and twenty-five dollars 
was returned to the Lodge, by a member whom the Lodge had 
assisted, with his thanks, for assistance rendered to him in a time 
of need. 

December 18, 1912. Senior Warden William R. Evitt was elected 
Worshipful Master. The Audit Committee reports balance in 
Treasury $774.85, Life Membership Fund $243.03, Relief Fund 
$1846.89. 
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WILLIAM ROBERT EVITT 
Worshipful Master, 1913 


ILLIAM ROBERT EVITT was born in 
Baltimore City, Maryland, son of 
John and Margaret Evitt. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore City, Maryland. 

At eighteen he entered the employ of 
Evitt & Brother as a clerk, and remained 
in their employ for several years. He 
resigned his position with the firm of 
Evitt & Brother, and accepted a position 
with the Baltimore Transfer Company. 

On May 1, 1902 he accepted a position 
as shipping clerk with the Smith Dixon 
Paper Co. and in later years became Secretary-Treasurer of the Smith 
Dixon Division of the Whitaker Paper Company, in which position he 
is still employed. 

On December 28, 1892, he married Miss Mollie A. Thomas to whom 
was born a son, R. Wilson Evitt. 

He petitioned Sharon Lodge No. 182 for the degrees of Masonry 
May 4, 1889, elected June 1, 1889, initiated July 6, 1889, passed 
July 20, 1889, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
August 3, 1889. 

He withdrew on December 20, 1900 and applied for membership to 
Areana Lodge No. 110, January 9, 1901, was elected to membership 
February 13, 1901. 

He was exalted in Baltimore R. A. Chapter No. 40, March 9, 
1915. 

He was greeted in Baltimore Council No. 18, May 20, 1920, with- 
drew December 20, 1928. 

He received the Knight Templar degree in Beauseant Command- 
ery No. 8, March 18, 1921. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 14, 1910, Senior Warden 
December 20, 1911, and Worshipful Master December 18, 1912. He 
was awarded an Honorary Life Membership 1931. 





January 6, 1913. The Second Lodge of Instruction for officers of 
subordinate Lodges was inaugurated to meet each Monday even- 
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ing. Lodge of Instruction No. 1 heretofore meeting on Monday 
evenings, to meet each Thursday evening. 

January 15, 1913. William Robert Evitt Worshipful Master elect 
was installed Worshipful Master. Past Master Edwin C. Irelan 
conducted the Installation Ceremonies, assisted by Past Master 
Harry G. Evitt as Marshal. 

March 11, 1913. Past Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden, 
(1884) and Masonic Historian of Maryland, Edward T. Schultz 
died suddenly on this date in his eighty-sixth year. Brother 
Schultz had been blind for nine or ten years previous to his 
death, and in his Grand Lodge proceedings report of 1912, he 
said, “If this be my final report, may it also be my benediction 
to my brethren and companions of the corps, my good friends 
in and out of the Fraternity, and to all good Masons wheresoever 
dispersed.” 

June 24, 1913. The Fort Cumberland Lodge No. 211, was consti- 
tuted in the New Masonic Temple in Cumberland, Maryland. 
Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master Charles C. Homer, Jr. 
acting as Most Worshipful Grand Master, Brothers Warran 
S. Seipp, Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master, Martin J. 
Kohn, Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden, Gustav A. 
Eitel, Right Worshipful Junior Grand Warden. 

August 18, 1913. Brother David F. Penington, a Past Treasurer of 
Arcana Lodge (1885-1890), a Past Delegate to the Board of Re- 
lief, and for years its President, died Saturday evening August 16, 
1903 at his home No. 1759 Columbia Road, Washington, D. C. 
from an attack of acute indigestion. Arcana Lodge met the 
train conveying the remains, at the rear entrance to Loudon Park 
Cemetery, and marched in procession as escort to the family 
burying lot where the body was interred with Masonic services. 
William R. Evitt Worshipful Master presided. 

December 17, 1913. Senior Warden David E. Weglein was elected 
Worshipful Master. Audit Committee reports balance in Treas- 
ury $926.26, Life Membership Fund $252.12, Relief Fund 
$1802.50. 
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DAVID EMRICH WEGLEIN 
Worshipful ) Master, 1914 


AVID E. WEGLEIN was born in Balti- 

more City, Maryland, son of Morris 

and Rosa Emrich Weglein, June 10, 1876. 

His parents were born in Germany, and 

came to Baltimore City, Maryland, at an 
early age. 

David E. Weglein was educated in the 
public schools of Baltimore, and grad- 
uated from Baltimore City College in the 
class of 1894. 

He entered the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, where he completed the Academic 
: a : Course in three years, graduating in 1897, 
with the Bachelor of Arts degree. 

While there he was honored by being elected to the Phi Beta 
Kappa Fraternity. 

He was first assistant in Male Grammar School No. 3, and when the 
Training School for Teachers was established, he was appointed first 
assistant. | 

In 1902, he was made an Instructor in the Baltimore City College, 
and in 1903 was appointed the head of the department. 

In 1906, he was appointed Principal of the Western High School. 

October 1912, he received from the Columbia University the Mas- 
ter of Arts degree, and in 1916 the degree of Doctor of Philosophy at 
the Johns Hopkins University. 

He was appointed Assistant Superintendent of the public schools 
of Baltimore on January 1, 1921, and three years later he became 
First Assistant Superintendent. 

On November 5, 1925, he was appointed Superintendent of Public 
Instruction.

January 7, 1914. David E. Weglein, Worshipful Master elect was 
installed. The attendance was large. A registration of 104 
members and 38 visiting brethren. The installation ceremonies 
were conducted by Past Master Robert M. Rother, assisted by 
Past Master Edwin C. Irelan, as Marshal. 

April 15, 1914. Grand Lecturer Warren S. Seipp, in company with 
assistant Grand Lecturer Charles M. Kusel, visited the Lodge. 
Grand Lecturer Seipp delivered an address. His topic was 
“Symbols of Masonry.’” The Lodge was entertained with vocal 
selections of music by Brother Hobart Smock, of Mt. Moriah 
Lodge No. 116. 

June 13, 1914. A committee appointed to formulate plans to cele- 
brate the 55th Anniversary of the Lodge. At the celebration 
held November 11, 1914, there were in attendance 345 guests. 

September 7, 1914. The Star Spangled Banner Centennial Celebra- 
tion, was held, commemorating the one-hundredth anniversary of 
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the Battle of North Point; in which the British were repulsed 
and birth given to the famous song ““The Star Spangled Banner,” 
a song by Francis Scott Key, written off the shore of the histori- 
cal Fort McHenry. The city was beautifully decorated. The 
electric lighted Court of Honor, in Charles Street in front of the 
Masonic Temple, was beautifully designed and contained hun- 
dreds of electric lights, with the Square, Compasses and letter 
“G” predominating. This Court was made up of steel, wood and 
stucco, and the color scheme was white at the base. The arch, 
spanning Charles Street at the entrance of the Temple, was 
designed for the use of band concerts each evening, for the 
benefit of the public. This celebration was held from Septem- 
ber 7th to 13th, with industrial, municipal, historical, naval and 
military parades. The National Star Spangled Banner Cen- 
tennial Celebration Committee, awarded the Masonic Frater- 
nity, a magnificent Silver Cup, as a special prize, for the best 
display in the city. | 

November 4, 1914. An appropriation of $125.00 was made to assist 
the widow of a deceased brother to enter the Aged Women’s 
Home. 

December 16, 1914. Senior Warden Glenn O. Stauffer was elected 
Worshipful Master. The Audit Committee reports a balance 
in Treasury $654.11, Life Membership Fund $261.58, Relief 
Fund $1735.69.

LENN OFFUTT STAUFFER was born in 

Frederick County, Maryland, June 
22, 1875, son of Simon Theodore and 
Clara Courtnay Stauffer. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Frederick County, and attended Fred- 
erick College. 

In 1899, he removed to Baltimore City, 
Maryland, and secured a position as 
accountant with the firm of Morton C. 
Stout Company, clothiers, in which 
position he remained until the World 
War, when he entered in 1918 the Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service of the United States Army. 

In 1919 and 1920, he was employed by Haskins & Sells, and the 
Manasota Lumber Corporation. 

In 1920 he accepted a position with the Goucher College of Balti- 
more, Maryland. 

June 10, 1907 he married Miss Jane Galway, to whom were born 
Hugh Galway Stauffer (deceased), and Miss Jean Courtnay Stauffer.

February 28, 1915. Past Master William C. Jenness died after an 
illness of ten days. His body lay in state in the Roman Room 
from 11 A. M. until 4 P. M. on the day of the funeral. 

March 17, 1915. Past Master Joseph E. Cook appointed to serve 
the unexpired term of Past Master William C. Jenness, as Trustee 
of the Relief Fund. 

July 5, 1915. The Grand Lodge of Maryland unveiled a tablet 
erected in commemoration of the centennial of the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Washington Monument which occurred on July 
4, 1815. The Grand Lodge formed in procession, escorted by 
Concordia Lodge No. 13 Brother Ewalt Wattenscheidt, Jr. Wor- 
shipful Master. (This Lodge is the custodian of the trowel used 
in laying the cornerstone of the Washington Monument July 
4, 1815, by Governor Levin Winder, who was Governor of the 
State of Maryland in 1815, and the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master of Masons in Maryland in 1814 and 1815.) Beauseant 
Commandery No. 8, Knights Templar, headed by Gaul’s Band 
acting as escort to the entire body, proceeded to the monument 
by way of Charles Street to Center Street, to St. Paul Street to 
Madison Street, to Charles Street to the monument. After in- 
vocation by the Reverend Edwin P. Niver, the Grand Lodge 
proceeded in procession to the interior of the monument where 
Grand Master Shryock made an address, and Deputy Grand 
Master Charles C. Homer, Jr. assisted Miss Eleanor Winder 
Goldsborough, who is the great-great-grand daughter of Gover- 
nor Levin Winder, to cut the covering from the tablet with the 
trowel used at the laying of the cornerstone, unveiling the 
tablet. 

August 1, 1915. Past Master Louis R. Wilhelm departed this life 
August 1, 1915. <A page is set apart in the minutes of the Lodge 
to his memory. 

November 24, 1915. Past Master William Hambleton Tolson died 
at his home No. 1100 N. Caroline Street. (William Hambleton 
Tolson was Worshipful Master of Arcana Lodge in the year 
1879.) 

December 15, 1915. Senior Warden John Herr was elected Worship- 
ful Master, and Past Master Joseph E. Cook, Trustee of the 
Relief Fund, succeeding Past Master William C. Jenness, de- 
ceased. Audit Committee reports,—Balance in ‘Treasury, 
$751.50, Life Membership Fund $281.63, Relief Fund $1960.15.

In 1887, he was pharmacist for the Hausenbauch Pharmacy located 
at the N. W. corner of Pennsylvania Avenue and Biddle Street. 

In 1888, he purchased the Hausenbauch Pharmacy, and continued 
the pharmacy under his own name until 1926 when he retired from 
active business.

Charles Gilman of Maryland. Brother Charles Gilman had the 
honor of presiding over the convention of Masons at Sacramento 
in April, 1850, which eventuated in the organization of the Grand 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of California. 

December 20, 1916. Senior Warden Harry Webster Penn was elected 
Worshipful Master, Past Master George W. Mowen as a Trustee 
of the Relief Fund, succeeding Past Master Charles W. Baggott, 
retired. The Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury 
$751.50, Life Membership $281.63, Relief Fund $1960.15.

He was appointed Committee on Library, by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master Warren S. Seipp, and served in this position in the 
years 1920 and 1921. 
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He was elected Junior Warden December 16, 1914, Senior Warden 
December 15, 1915, and Worshipful Master December 20, 1916. 
He is a member of the Masonic Veteran Association. 


January 3, 1917. Harry Webster Penn Worshipful Master elect was 
installed. The installation ceremonies were conducted by Past 
Master Edwin C. Irelan, assisted by Past Master Joseph E. 
Cook as Marshal. John Herr, the retiring master, was presented 
a handsome Past Master’s jewel. The presentation address was 
made by Past Master Robert M. Rother in behalf of the lodge. 
A motion offered by Senior Warden Jacob S. New and adopted 
by vote of the lodge. A suitable testimonial be presented Past 
Master John Herr, for the valuable services rendered by him in 
instructing seventy-five candidates in the ritualistic work of the 
degrees. 

February 7, 1917. Grand Lecturer Warren 8S. Seipp by invitation of 
Worshipful Master Harry W. Penn, visited the lodge, and de- 
livered a brief address. 

March 7, 1917. Past Master John Herr was presented a handsome 
gold watch. The presentation address was made by Senior 
Warden Jacob 5S. New, in behalf of the lodge, who spoke of the 
faithful and untiring services of Past Master John Herr in in- 
structing eighty-two candidates in the catechism of the degree 
work. 

March 21, 1917. Past Master Herman H. Borchers was assigned as 
Grand Inspector to the lodge for the year 1917. 

April 4, 1917. Past Master Charles H. Quigley offered a resolution, 
and by vote of the lodge it was adopted. 

Resolved, That Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. & A. M. pay the 
dues of any of its members, if they are called in the services of 
the Federal Government in the event of war, and to assist the 
wives and families of such members if necessary, so far as it lay 
in its power to do so. At the conclusion of business at this 
communication Mrs. Bessie Gawthrope, daughter of Past Mas- 
ter Charles D. Kreis, entertained the members of the lodge in 
the chapter banquet room, with musical selections played by her 
upon the harp. 

May 2, 1917. The lodge appropriated a sum of money yearly for a 
period of three years for the relief of distressed worthy depend- 
ents of those men who enlisted under the flag of our country in 
the great war. 
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May 30, 1917. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock assisted by the 
Grand Officers, laid the cornerstone of Maryland State College 
of Agriculture, located at College Park, Maryland. 

June 6, 1917. A resolution proposed and adopted that the sum of 
$1500.00 be withdrawn from the relief fund, to purchase liberty 
loan bonds, at an interest of three and a half per cent annually. 
The amount of liberty loan bonds purchased by Subordinate 
Lodges of Maryland, $1,412,000.00, all Masonic bodies 
$10,500,000.00. 

November 21, 1917. Brother William F. Broening in behalf of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, Thomas J. Shryock, presented 
the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Maryland a handsome 
bronze bust of General George Washington as a Mason in Ma- 
sonic regalia which had been in his family for many years. 
Brother William F. Broening’s address was most eloquently 
delivered. Past Master Robert M. Rother was elected Right 
Worshipful Senior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land. 

December 5, 1917. A service flag was presented the lodge by Past 
Master Charles H. Quigley. The flag contained (6) six stars, 
representing the number of members of the lodge who were 
enlisted in the service of our country in the great World War.

Senior Warden Jacob S. New was elected Wor- 
shipful Master. The Audit Committee reports balance in

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JACOB STOLL NEW 
Worshipful Master, 1918 


ACOB STOLL NEW, was born in Balti- 
more City, Maryland, March 26, 
1885, son of Bernard and Henrietta New. 
He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore City, Maryland. 

In September, 1902, he enrolled as a 
student in the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, and in 1905, re- 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of Law. 

On March 12, 1906, he was admitted 
to the Maryland State Bar. 

In 1898, he entered the Law Offices of 
John F. Williams and Chas. H. Quigley 
and began the reading of Law, and was continuously associated with 
this office until 1910. 

In 1910, he formed a partnership with Emory. Stinchcomb, as 
Attorneys at Law. ‘This partnership was dissolved in 1912. 

In 1912, he established offices at 2 E. Lexington Street, but soon 
afterward he removed to the Fidelity Building, where he has since 
maintained offices. 

October 13, 1918, he enlisted in the Officer’s Training Camp (In- 
fantry) at Camp Lee, Virginia, and received an honorable discharge, 
November 25, 1918. 

October 20, 1920, he married Kathryn Merrick. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry, 
November 14, 1906, elected December 12, 1906, initiated January 
16, 1907, passed January 23, 1907, and raised to the sublime degree 
of Master Mason February 27, 1907. He was exalted in Adoniram 
R. A. Chapter No. 21, March 18, 1912. He was greeted in Jerusalem 
Council No. 2, May 2, 1912. He is a member of Chesapeake Con- 
sistory No. 1 Scottish Rite Masons. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 15, 1915, Senior Warden 
December 20, 1916, and Worshipful Master December 19, 1917. 

December 17, 1919, he was elected as a Delegate to the Board of 
Relief, as successor to Charles H. Quigley (deceased) and served in 
this position until December 15, 1926. 
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He was appointed Worshipful Junior Grand Deacon, of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, by the Most Worshipful Grand Master Warren 
S. Seipp, at the Grand Lodge Communication November 16, 1921. 


January 2, 1918. <A petition was received from Joel Gutman II, 
with a dispensation attached from the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Thomas J. Shryock, granting permission to Arcana 
Lodge, to receive the report of the investigating committee, to 
report at once and ballot upon the petition, and if elected to con- 
fer the first degree upon the candidate as soon thereafter as 
possible; with request to advise him when this was done, that 
he might make formal request to the M. W. Gr. Master of Ma- 
sons in Massachusetts, to have the second and third degrees 
conferred upon the candidate, he being stationed in that juris- 
diction. ‘The committee reported and on ballot, Mr. Joel Gut- 
man II, was duly elected to receive the first degree. Through 
the courtesy of Bro. Warren S. Seipp, arrangements were made 
for the officers of Arcana Lodge to take charge of Monday night 
School of Instruction on Monday January 7, 1918, and confer 
the first degree upon Mr. Gutman. Brother Joel Gutman re- 
ceived the Fellowcraft degree, on February 20, 1918, and raised 
to the sublime degree of Master Mason, February 23, 1918, in 
Soley Lodge, Sommerville, Massachusetts, the Lodge being 
notified by letter dated Feb. 23, 1918, and signed by Bro. 
Charles J. Corwin, Secretary. 

January 2, 1918. Jacob Stoll New Worshipful Master elect, was 
installed. The installation services were conducted by Past 
Master Charles H. Quigley, assisted by Past Master Harry G. 
Evitt. Past Master David E. Weglein, in an eloquent address, 
presented the retiring Master Harry W. Penn, a Past Master 
jewel, in behalf of the Lodge. 

February 3, 1918. Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock, died at his 
home—1401 Madison Ave., having served as Grand Master of 
Masons in Maryland, from 1885, to the time of his death. 

February 6, 1918. The Grand Lodge of Maryland assembled in the 
Tuscan Room on Wednesday Feb. 6, 1918, at 3 o’clock p.m., R. 
W. D. Gr. Master Chas. C. Homer presiding. The Grand Lodge 
then proceeded in procession to Corinthian Hall, where the body 
of the late Gr. Master Thomas J. Shryock had laid in state 
since Monday afternoon Feb. 4, 1918. A wonderful collection of 
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floral pieces covered the coffin and lay as a carpet in the hall, 
stretching from the Gr. Master’s Throne, to within a few feet of 
the Senior Warden’s station. Rev. Dr. Chas. A. Rubenstein, 
delivered the eulogy. At the conclusion of the exercises in the 
Temple, the body was conveyed to Lorraine Cemetery, followed 
by the Gr. Lodge, Beauseant Commandery, and many friends, 
relatives and brethren. 

May 1, 1918. Junior Warden Albert J. Fox, notified the Lodge of 
being drafted in the service of the United States Army, in the 
defense of his country, with a commission as Lieutenant. 

October 30, 1918. The first stated communication of the Lodge since 
October 9, 1918, when an order was issued by the Health Com- 
missioner of Baltimore City, that all churches, lodges, theatres, 
and others holding public meetings, must be discontinued until 
further notice from the Department of Health. This order was 
issued to subside an epidemic of Spanish Influenza then prevail- 
ing, and which claimed the lives of many citizens of Baltimore 
and also many lives of soldiers in the various cantonments sur- 
rounding the city. 

November 27, 1918. ‘The Lodge welcomed the return of The Wor- 
shipful Master Jacob 5S. New, who had been honorably dis- 
charged from the Officers Training Camp at Fort Lee, Virginia, 
following the signing of the Armistice on November 11, 1918, he 
was invited to assume the East, and modestly declined to resume 
his station for the evening. A committee appointed to purchase 
a suitable testimonial to be presented Past Master George W. 
Mowen, at the Golden Anniversary of his wedding January 7, 
1919. (A beautiful mahogany chime clock was presented.) 

December 18, 1918. Senior Warden Guyon Jacob Kitzmiller was 
elected Worshipful Master, Brother Sweetser L. Green as organist. 
The Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury $1747.15, 
Life Membership $190.49, Relief Fund $2017.65.

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CHARLES CHRISTOPHER HOMER, JR. 
Grand Master, 1918-1919 


HARLES CHRISTOPHER HOMER, JR., Was 
born in Baltimore City, Maryland, 
October 15, 1870, son of Charles Christo- 
pher and Frances M. (Holthaus) Homer. 
He was educated in private schools, 
and graduated from the law school of 
the University of Maryland, in 1894, with 
the degree LL.B. 

He was admitted to the Maryland Bar 
and began the practice of law in Balti- 
more City, Maryland, associated with 
Luther M. R. Reynolds and George R. 
Willis. 

In 1896, he was elected vice president of the Second National Bank, 
and upon the death of his father on September 13, 1913, he succeeded 
him as president. 

He was elected president of the Savings Bank of Baltimore in 1918. 

He was president of the Maryland State Bankers’ Association, and 
a director, Baltimore Branch, Federal Reserve Bank, from the open- 
ing of the branch bank, March 1, 1918. 

He served as a member of the Executive Committees and Board of 
Managers, American Red Cross, Baltimore Chapter, Liberty Loan 
Committee of Maryland, Maryland Institute, Sheppard & Enoch 
Pratt Hospital, and Association of Savings Banks of Baltimore. 

He was a member of the Academy of Political Science, American 
Academy of Social and Political Science, American Asiatic, Forestry, 
Geographic Associations, American Institute of Banking, Maryland 
Historical, and Municipal Art Societies, National Economic League, 
National Geographic, Masonic Research, History of Germans in 
Maryland Societies, and a member of Baltimore Athletic, Yacht, 
Merchants’, Press, Automobile, and City Clubs, of Baltimore, Mary- 
land. 

He was appointed by the Mayor of Baltimore a member of the 
Civic Service, and served until his health failed. 

He was a communicant of the Lutheran Church. 

On August 23, 1899, he married Margaretta Virginia Lackey, 
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daughter of Milfred Fiske Lackey of Washington, D. C., to whom 
were born two children, Charles C. Homer III (1901), and Margaretta 
Virginia Homer (1903). 

He was raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason June 1, 1896, 
in Germania Lodge No. 160; demitted March 22, 1901; affiliated with 
Kedron Lodge No. 148, May 7, 1901, and elected its Worshipful 
Master 1905. 

He was a member of the Board of Grand Inspectors in 1907. 

In 1908 he was elected Senior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland, and also a member of the Board of Managers serving 
until his death. 

In 1911 he was elected Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland, and chairman of the Finance Committee for four years. 
At the death of Grand Master Thomas J. Shryock February 3, 1918, 
he became acting master, until elected Grand Master November, 
1918, and reelected November, 1918. 

In 1915 he was elected a member of the Grand Lodge Charity 
Fund and was the ‘Treasurer from 1915 to 1918. 

He was exalted to Druid R. A. Chapter No. 28, and was a charter 
member of Baltimore R. A. Chapter No. 40, serving as High Priest 
nel Le: 

On November 20, 1919, he was elected Grand High Priest of the 
Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons. 

In 1897, he was knighted in Beauseant Commandery No. 8, and 
elected Eminent Commander in 1906, and was Grand Commander 
of Knights Templar in 1913. 

He was a member of Concordia Council No. 1 Royal and Select 
Masons, a member of Albert Pike Lodge of Perfection, Meredith 
Chapter Rose Croix, Maryland Perceptory, Chesapeake Consistory, 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, Master of Kadosh, 1913 to 1918, 
Knight Commander of Court of Honor in 1911. 

In 1913, he was coronated an honorable thirty-third degree, and 
appointed Deputy of the Supreme Council for the State of Maryland 
in March 1918. 

In 1919, he was elected Sovereign Grand Inspector General, and 
was appointed a member of finance, and foreign relations committees 
of the southern jurisdiction of the Supreme Council Scottish Rite. 

He was Treasurer of the War Relief Fund of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite. 

In 1918, he was elected a member of the executive committee and 
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Treasurer of the Masonic Service Association of the United States, 
re-elected in 1919. 

He was appointed Provincial Magus for Maryland of Rosicrucian 
Society, and M. P. Sovereign St. Cyprian Council U. D. Red Cross of 
Constantine. 

In September 1919, he was appointed Grand Warden of the Grand 
Encampment Knights Templar. 

Charles Christopher Homer died Thursday March 9, 1922, at his 
home, South Avenue, Mount Washington, Maryland. The burial 
services were conducted by the Reverend John I. Yellott, former 
Grand Lecturer, and Rector of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
Belair, Maryland, at his late home on Saturday, March 11, 1922, at 
three P. M. Kedron Lodge, No. 148, acted as escort to Druid Ridge 
Cemetery, where the body was interred with Masonic ceremonies. 
He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Margaretta Virginia Lackey 
Homer, three brothers, R. Baldin, Dr. Harry L., and Francis J. 
Homer, a daughter, Margaretta Virginia Homer, and a son, Charles

UYON JACOB KITZMILLER was born 

December 17, 1885, in Adams 
County near Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, 
son of Jacob and Margaret Ann Kitz- 
miller. He was educated in the public 
schools of his native county, and Gettys- 
burg. After leaving school, he learned 
printing in Gettysburg, and later be- 
came an operator of the Linotype ma- 
chine in New York, where he was 
employed for two years, at the time living 
in Paterson, New Jersey. He moved to 
Baltimore City, Maryland, in the year 
1909 and was employed by the Baltimore American Newspapers. 
In the year 1926, he established a business of Linotype composition, 
and has served the printing industry of Baltimore City with Lino- 
type machine products with success. 

On January 19, 1907, he married Miss Elizabeth B. Sachs of Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, by this marriage one daughter was born, Miss 
Dorothy Elizabeth Kitzmiller. 

He applied for the degrees of Masonry to Arcana Lodge No. 110, 
on March 15, 1911, elected April 15, 1911, initiated May 3, 1911, 
passed May 17, 1911, and raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason June 7, 1911. 

He was exalted in Baltimore R. A. Chapter No. 40. He was 
elected Junior Warden December 20, 1916, Senior Warden Decem- 
ber 19, 1917, and Worshipful Master December 18, 1918. 

During his term as Wardens and Worshipful Master of the lodge, 
the World War was in progress. The enrolled membership in 1915, 
was 346, and at the close of his regime the membership total was 483. 
He was the Master of the lodge practically for two terms, assuming 
charge when Worshipful Master Jacob S. New was called to serve his 
country, and until peace had been declared. He received during his 
term of office eighty-eight petitions for the degrees of Masonry. 





January 8, 1919. Guyon Jacob Kitzmiller Worshipful Master elect 
was installed. Past Master David E. Weglein conducted the 
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ceremonies, assisted by Past Master Joseph E. Cook as Marshal. 
Past Master Charles H. Quigley presented the retiring Master 
Jacob S. New in behalf of the lodge a handsome Past Master’s 
jewel. Past Master Edwin C. Irelan addressed the lodge and 
in concluding requested all members assembled to rise and stand 
in silence as a token of respect and esteem, to our departed Ex- 
President Theodore Roosevelt, ““An American and a Mason.”’ 

March 3, 1919. Past Master Charles H. Quigley died at his home 
303 West Monument Street, Baltimore, Maryland. 

March 26,1919. Past Master Jacob S. New appointed a member 
of the Library Committee by Grand Master Charles C. 
Homer, Jr. 

April 2, 1919. The Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master Warren 
S. Seipp, visited the lodge and was received with honors due his 
station. He assumed the East. A class of nineteen candidates 
were raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, Deputy 
Grand Master Seipp conferring the degree, and delivered the 
lecture, at the conclusion of which he received hearty applause. 
Memorial services were held in honor of the late Past Master 
Charles H. Quigley. His life was eulogized by Past Master 
Jacob S. New, who spoke of his admirable pain-taking, the mod- 
est qualities he so generously possessed, as a friend and a gentle- 
man. The lodge was ordered to rise, to stand with bowed 
heads in silence, in humble remembrance to his name.

Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master Seipp, 
visited the lodge, and was received with honors due his exalted 
station. He assumed charge and officiated in conferring the 
Master Mason degree upon fourteen candidates, after which he 
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delivered the lecture of the degree, which was heartily enjoyed 
by those assembled. | 

November 12, 1919. A resolution proposed by Past Master Jacob 5S. 
New, and adopted by vote of the lodge, 

Wuereas: Our esteemed and worthy brother Warren 5S. 
Seipp, has resigned as Grand Lecturer of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland, a position he has held for more than eight years, 
with credit to himself and honor to the fraternity. In order 
that he might devote his entire time and attention to the new 
position which he has accepted as Vice-President of the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company of this city, and 

WuerREAs: By reason of many acts of kindness, and courtesies 
extended to Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. & A. M., it is the desire 
of the members of said lodge, that a record of resignation as 
Grand Lecturer of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, be a matter 
of record among the minutes of said lodge. ‘Therefore be it 
resolved—upon motion duly made and seconded—that Arcana

A notification received by the lodge of the 
adoption of the Identification Card System, as documentary 
evidence of membership, by the Grand Lodge of Maryland, No- 
vember 18, 1919. 

December 17, 1919. Senior Warden Albert Jamison Fox was elected 
Worshipful Master, and Past Master Jacob S. New as dele- 
gate to the Board of Relief succeeding Past Master Charles H. 
Quigley deceased. A resolution proposed by Past Masters 
Herbert Hofheimer and Jacob 5. New, to amend article 3, sec- 
tion 4 to read: the Secretary shall receive for his services the 
sum of four hundred dollars ($400.00) per annum, and shall be 
exempt from payment of dues. (Adopted January 7, 1920.) 
The Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury $1972.88, 
Life Membership Fund $112.52, Relief Fund $2209.14. 
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ALBERT JAMISON FOX 
Worshipful Master, 1920 


LBERT JAMISON FOX was. born in 
Newport, Kentucky, July 22, 1879, 
the son of George M. and Louise Fox. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Newport, Kentucky, and finished his 
studies at the University of Maryland, 
Baltimore, Maryland. 

He was employed in the Railroad, 
Traffic and Commercial Department of 
the B. & O. R. R. serving successively as 
Contracting and General Agent. 

When the United States declared war 
against Germany, known as the World 
War, in the year 1918, he was among the first members of Arcana 
Lodge to volunteer his services, and was appointed as first Lieutenant 
in the Transportation Service of the United States Army. On July 
1, 1920, he was commissioned as a First Lieutenant in the United 
States Army. On March 1, 1932 he was promoted to Captain. He 
has served successively at Baltimore, Maryland, Fort Howard, Mary- 
land, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Camp Holabird, Maryland; Den- 
ver, Colorado; Hawauan Islands, and in 1932 at Fort Bliss, Texas. 

On September 12, 1903, he married Miss Garnette Dushane 
Wooden, to whom was born one child, Miss Kathryn Lucille Fox. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge for the degrees of masonry September 
10, 1902, elected October 20, 1902, initiated October 20, 1902, passed 
November 12, 1902, arid raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason November 26, 1902. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 19, 1917, Senior Warden, 
December 18, 1918, and Worshipful Master December 17, 1919. 








January 7, 1920. Albert Jamison Fox, Worshipful Master elect, 
was installed. The installation ceremonies were conducted by 
Past Master Jacob 5. New, assisted by Past Master Joseph E. 
Cook as Marshal. The retiring Master, Guyon J. Kitzmiller 
was presented a Past Master’s jewel. ‘The presentation address 
was eloquently delivered by Past Master David E. Weglein.

February 18, 1920. Past Senior Grand Warden Gustav A. Eitel 
visited the lodge as the proxy of the Grand Master, Charles G. 
Homer, Jr. He was received with honors befitting his rank. He 
assumed charge of the lodge and conferred the Master Mason 
degree upon thirteen candidates (short form). Fellowcraft 
Allan W. Rhynhart was raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason. The degree was conferred by the Worshipful Master, 
Albert J. Fox. (Brother Allan W. Rhynhart was elected Wor- 
shipful Master of Arcana Lodge in 1925.) 

March 24, 1920. The Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master 
Warren 5. Seipp visited the lodge, and was received with honors 
due his station. He assumed charge, and conferred the Master 
Mason degree upon seventeen candidates. The lecture deliv- 
ered by Deputy Grand Master Seipp, was well received, and 
greatly appreciated by all members present. 

June 16, 1920. Grand Inspector John H. Duncan, as proxy for Grand 
Master Charles C. Homer, Jr., visited the lodge and was re- 
ceived with honors befitting his rank. He assumed charge of the 
lodge, and with the assistance of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, Charles C. Homer, Jr., and Deputy Grand Master 
Seipp, and several past masters of Arcana Lodge, conferred the 
Master Mason degree upon twenty-eight candidates. Wor- 
shipful Master, Albert J. Fox, conferred the Master Mason de- 
gree in full form upon Fellowcraft William Garfield Harris. 

September 1, 1920. Past Master David E. Weglein was appointed as 
Trustee of the Relief Fund, to succeed Samuel Reinhardt, de- 
ceased. 

September 15, 1920. Past Master Joseph E. Cook addressed the 
lodge, his topic: ““His Travels Through England, France, Bel- 
gium, and Holland.’ This address was interesting and also 
educational. 

November 3, 1920. The lodge appropriated the sum of five hundred 
dollars, their full allotment of one dollar per member, to assist in 
the erection of the George Washington National Memorial at Al- 
exandria, Virginia. The ground was broken for the Memorial at 
high noon on June 5, 1922. The enterprise to be financed by 
voluntary contributions, principally from Grand Lodges. The 
sum of $350,000.00 being contributed by other Masonic and 
affliated bodies. Arcana Lodge No. 110 total subscription 
contributed $725.00. The total amount collected by the Grand 
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Lodge of Maryland, from -the total Masonic membership of 
25,615, was $38,021.21. 

November 17, 1920. Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master Warren 
Stitt Seipp, was nominated for the position of the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master of Masons in Maryland, and was elected unan- 
imously by the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

December 2, 1920. A notification received from the Grand Lodge 
which read, that on and after November 17, 1920, all lodges shall 
add the sum of ($10.00) ten dollars to the initiation fee, the said 
additional sum to be turned over to the Grand Lodge when 
making the semi-annual reports, to be applied to the fund for the 
erection of the proposed addition to the Temple. 

December 15, 1920. Senior Warden Edward Kabernagel was elected 
Worshipful Master, Past Master, David E. Weglein as Trustee 
of the Relief Fund, succeeding Brother Samuel E. Reinhardt, 
deceased. The Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury 
$2641.16, Life Membership $110.36, Relief Fund $2485.24. 
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WARREN STITT SEIPP 


Grand Master, 1920-1930 





ARREN STITT SEIPP was born in 

Towson, Baltimore County, Mary- 
land, February 21, 1873, the son of 
George W. Seipp, a Union veteran, and 
Anna Goodwin. 

He received an excellent education in 
the schools of Baltimore County, and 
Baltimore City, and was a member of the 
teaching staff of the Polytechnic Insti- 
tute of Baltimore, Maryland. He aban- 
doned the profession of teaching, and 
formed a connection with the ‘Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company of Balti- 
more City, and served as vice president for a number of years. 

On June 26, 1894, he married Miss Minnie Held, daughter of Louis 
Held, a highly respected citizen of Towson, Maryland, and at one 
time a judge of the Orphans Court of Baltimore County. In 1920 
he was appointed a member of the School Board of Baltimore City. 
He was raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason in Mt. Moriah 
Lodge No. 116, May 15, 1900, and was elected the Worshipful Master 
in 1903-1904, 1905, 1906; was appointed Grand Inspector in 1910; 
was elected Senior Grand Warden in 1915, and on March 22, 1918, 
was made a member of the Board of Managers, and appointed Deputy 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, by the acting Grand 
Master Charles C. Homer, Jr.; was elected Deputy Grand Master in 
1918, and re-elected in 1919. In 1920, he was elected Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and was serving 
his tenth term at the time of his death, 1930. 

He was an honorary life member of the Masonic Veteran Associa- 
tion. 

In 1916, he was elected President of the Past Masters Association, 
serving in that position until his death. 

He was exalted in St. John’s R. A. Chapter No. 19, July 5, 1905, 
elected High Priest in 1914, and Grand High Priest December 14, 
1926. 

He was greeted in Hiram Council, Royal and Select Masters July 
26, 1905, was elected T.. I... Master November 1912, elected M.’. 
J... Grand Master of the Grand Council November 1917. He was 











elected Grand General Steward of the General Grand Council, and 
at the time of his death was the General Grand Deputy Master. 

He was knighted in Baltimore Commandery No. 2, May 23, 1906; 
elected Eminent Commander, in 1911, and re-elected R.”. E.. Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery in 1922. 

He received the thirty-second degree Scottish Rite in the Chesa- 
peake Consistory in 1902, was made a K. C. C. H. in 1911, and re- 
ceived the thirty-third degree in 1913. 

He was a member of the Royal Order of Scotland; Past Sovereign 
of St. Cyprian Conclave No. 41, Red Cross of Constantine, Grand 
Representative of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, Grand Chapter of 
Maine, Grand Council of England and Wales, and Grand Command- 
ery of Pennsylvania. 

He was an active member of the Grand Council of the Order of 
DeMoiay. Was a member of a number of civic clubs, and also the 
Mystic Shrine, Jesters, Tall Cedars and Grotto. 

Warren Stitt Seipp died Friday April 11, 1930 at 8:45 A. M. at the 
Maryland University Hospital, Baltimore, Maryland. On Saturday, 
a family funeral service was held at his late home, 4119 Roland 
Avenue, by the Reverend Mr. Cordell Powers. At four o’clock his 
body was conveyed to the Masonic Temple, North Charles Street, 
where it lay in state, and was viewed by more than 15,000 brethren 
and friends. 

Guards of honor composed of Grand Inspectors, and boys of the 
DeMolay, performed guard duty from 4 P. M. Saturday afternoon 
until 2 o’clock P. M. Monday, when the funeral services were con- 
ducted by the Grand Lodge of Maryland, acting Grand Master 
George R. Gorsuch presiding, Edgar Cordell Powers, Grand 
Chaplain. 

At the conclusion of the service at the Masonic Temple, the body 
was conducted to Prospect Hill Cemetery in Towson, Baltimore 
County, Maryland, where the services were ended and grand honors 
given, taps sounded, benediction pronounced by Grand Chaplain 
Edgar C. Powers, and the body laid at rest. 

The cortege conducting the funeral was the largest ever witnessed 
in Baltimore, thousands of people congregating at the entrance of 
the Temple and upon sidewalks and streets near by. The floral 
designs were beautiful, and required the services of ten large trucks to 
remove them to the cemetery, and when placed on the ground, cov- 
ered several hundred square feet. 

He was survived by his widow Mrs. Minnie Seipp, a daughter 
Mrs. E. J. Perry, and a son Warren 5S. Seipp, Jr.

DWARD KABERNAGEL was born in 

Baltimore City, Maryland, Decem- 

ber 7, 1884, son of George W. and Mary 
EK. Kabernagel. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore, Maryland. 

At the age of 16 he entered the employ 
of Samuel Kirk & Sons, as an apprentice 
silver finisher. He continued in this 
trade for fourteen years. 

In 1914 he accepted a position with 
H. Weis & Son, as collector and special 
investigator. 

July 20, 1910, he married Miss Margaret C. Weikert, to whom was 
born a daughter, Miss Elizabeth E. Kabernagel. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110 for the degrees of Masonry 
March 19, 1913, elected April 16, 1913, initiated April 16, 1913, passed 
May 21, 1913, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
June 18, 1913. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 18, 1918, Senior Warden 
December 17, 1919, and Worshipful Master December 15, 1920. 

He was elected Collector of Arcana Lodge No. 110, as successor to 
Harry W. Penn (resigned) December 20, 1922, and continuously 
served in this position until it was abolished December 31, 1931. 

He is a member of Calvary Evangelical Lutheran Church, W. 
North Avenue and Payson Street, Baltimore, Maryland. 





January 5, 1921. Edward Kabernagel, Worshipful Master elect, 
was installed. The installation ceremonies were conducted by 
Past Master David E. Weglein, assisted by Past Master Joseph 
EK. Cook as Marshal. A handsome Past Master’s jewel was 
presented the retiring Master Albert Jamison Fox. The pres- 
entation address was delivered by Past Master Edwin C. Ire- 
lan in behalf of the lodge. 

February 16, 1921. The Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master 
George W. Livingston visited the lodge, and was received with 
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honors befitting his rank. He was escorted to the East and 
assumed charge.’ A class of seventeen candidates received the 
Master Mason degree (short form). ‘The degree was conferred 
by Deputy Grand Master George W. Livingston. At the con- 
clusion of the ceremonies the lodge repaired to the banquet room 
where supper was served. After partaking of the repast they 
returned to the Roman Room and resumed labor. ‘The Most 
Worshipful Grand Master Warren S. Seipp, was then announced 
and received with Grand Honors, and assumed the East, and con- 
ferred in full form the Master Mason degree upon Fellowcraft 
Charles Edward Weisman. At the conclusion he was heartily 
applauded. 

April 6, 1921. ‘The Master Mason degree was conferred upon Fel- 
lowcraft Raymond Wilson Evitt, by his father, Past Master 
William R. Evitt, assisted by Past Masters of Arcana Lodge, 
filling all stations. 

September 7, 1921. Past Master John Herr appointed to fill the un- 
expired term of the late Past Master Millard F. Burke as Trustee 
of the Relief Fund. Senior Warden Ralph V. D. Magoffin, of 
Fidelity Lodge No. 136, delivered an interesting as well as in- 
structive address before the lodge, his topic “His Travels 
Through the Far East.”’ 

November 16, 1921. Past Master Jacob S. New was appointed Wor- 
shipful Junior Grand Deacon by Grand Master Warren S. Seipp. 

December 7, 1921. A notification received of the adoption of an 
amendment to the Constitution of the Grand Lodge—‘‘No lodge 
in the City of Baltimore shall confer the degrees of masonry for 
a less sum than seventy-five dollars. All petitions and affilia- 
tions shall lie over eight weeks in Baltimore City—and must be 
acted upon in three months.”’ (The initiation fee previous to this 
amendment was fifty dollars in Arcana Lodge.) 

December 21, 1921. Senior Warden John T. Owens was elected Wor- 

shipful Master, Past Master John Herr as Trustee of Relief Fund. 
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JOHN T. OWENS 
Worshipful Master, 1922 


OHN T. OWENS, son of Francis V. and 

Ida Elizabeth Owens, was born in 
Baltimore City, Maryland, November 28, 
1872. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore, and completed his studies at 
the Baltimore City College. 

In 1889, he secured employment with 
the Baxter Motor Works, the first electric 
motor factory in Baltimore. It was 
here that the first electric motor for street 
railways was manufactured. ‘They also 
manufactured are motors for commercial 
purposes, the only motor used at that time, and known as the 
Baxter Are Motor. 

From 1890 to 1893, he was employed by the Edison Electric Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

From 1893 to 1896, he was employed in Cincinnati, Ohio, by the 
Edison Electric Company. 

In 1896, he entered the Baltimore City Fire Department, and 
through promotions, was elevated to the position of Captain. 

In 1912, he resigned to engage in other work. 

On June 12,1901, he married Miss Bertha E. Kinsey, to whom were 
born Gowin Kinsey, Bertha, Estalls, and John Gosnell Owens. 

He petitioned John H. B. Latrobe Lodge No. 165 for the degrees 
of Masonry December 18, 1902, elected January 15, 1903, initiated 
February 19, 1903, passed March 19, 1903, and raised to the sublime 
degree of Master Mason May 7, 1903. 

On March 26, 1906, he demitted from John H. B. Latrobe Lodge No. 
165. 

On March 28, 1906, he applied for membership by affiliation to 
Arcana Lodge No. 110, and was elected to membership April 25, 1906. 

He was exalted in Baltimore R. A. Chapter No. 40 February 25, 
1919. 

He was greeted in Baltimore Council No. 18, May 20, 1920. 

He received the Knight Templar degree in Beauseant Command- 
ery No. 8, May 7, 1920. 
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He is a member of Boumi Temple A. A. O. N. M.S. 

He was elected Junior Warden December 17, 1919, Senior Warden 
December 15, 1920, and Worshipful Master December 21, 1921. 

He was elected a Trustee of the Relief Fund of Arcana Lodge No. 
110 as successor to John Herr, deceased. 


January 4, 1922. John T. Owens, Worshipful Master elect, was 
installed. Past Master David E. Weglein, conducting the cere- 
monies, assisted by Past Master Joseph E. Cook, as Marshal. 
Past Master Jacob 5. New delivered the presentation address, 
and in concluding presented the retiring Master, Edward Kaber- 
nagel a handsome Past Master’s jewel. 

February 15, 1922. Past Master Jacob 5. New addressed the lodge, 
his subject ““Symbols of Masonry.” ‘This address was eloquently 
delivered, and at the conclusion was heartily applauded by those 
present. 

March 1, 1922. Senior Steward Allan W. Rhynhart addressed the 
lodge, his subject “Ancient Rites and Teachings as Inherited 
by Present Free Masonry.’ He expounded the subject ele- 
gantly, and received the congratulations of the members assem- 
bled. 

March 9, 1922. Past Grand Master Charles C. Homer, Jr., after a 
lingering illness, died at his home, Mt. Washington, on Thursday, 
March 9, 1922. His remains were laid to rest in Druid Ridge 
Cemetery on Saturday afternoon, March 11, 1922. The ma- 
sonic services at the grave were conducted by Kedron Lodge No. 
148. 

April 5, 1922. An interesting and instructive lecture was given 
before the lodge by the Reverend Brother William H. Morgan, 
Pastor of the First M. E. Church of Baltimore City, the title 
‘“Emblems and Ancient Usage of the Craft.” 

May 9, 1922. At the communication of the Grand Lodge it 
adopted the following resolution: That the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland recommend and urge the lodges and individual masons 
of this jurisdiction to provide money toward the establishment 
of a fund intended to procure a ““Masonic Home.” 

November 21, 1922. Brother John H. Elliott contributed the first 
dollar toward the cost of a masonic home and pledged Kedron 
Lodge No. 148 for $1000 for the same purpose. 

November 21, 1922. A resolution by Brother John I. Yellott, resolved 
that the catechism for instruction of candidates as taught by 
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Brother Geo. W. Livingston while in charge of Thursday night 
School of Instruction, be and the same is hereby declared to be 
the standard catechism for this purpose in this jurisdiction. 
The Grand Master referred the matter to the Deputy Grand 
Master, Geo. W. Livingston, and the committee on work. 

November 21, 1922. Grand Master Seipp, in his address to the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, quoted the following statistics. In the 
year 1918, there were raised 1361 men, in 1922, 1556 men. The 
highest number raised was in 1920, 3867 men, and 1921, 3127. 
The net gain in each of these years has averaged about 300 less, 
that is about the usual loss of the fraternity of Maryland, so that 
our net gain for 1922 has been 1202. He also advised the craft, 
the Board of Managers felt that it would be unwise at this time, 
under the labor and financial conditions, to lay particular stress 
on the Masonic Fraternity, and for that reason have for the 
present abandoned the building idea, and until conditions both 
outside and in demand the building, it will remain as it is. 

December 20, 1922. Senior Warden George W. Kelley, was elected 
Worshipful Master. The Audit Committee reports balance in 
Treasury $2623.56, Life Membership Fund $119.28, Relief Fund 
$2840.09.

January 3, 1923. George W. Kelley Worshipful Master elect was 
installed. ‘The installation ceremonies were conducted by Past 
Master David E. Weglein, assisted by Past Master Edwin C. 
Trelan as Marshal. 

April 18, 1923. Brother M. W. Pullen of Vester Lodge, No. 223, 
OQuana, Iowa, a member of Johns Hopkins University faculty, 
addressed the lodge. His subject ““The Forty-seventh Problem 
of Euclid.” The lecture was illustrated by stereopticon views. 
The Lodge was entertained by Brother Lafayette Temple, with 
amusing and witty talks.

September 19, 1923. A committee appointed to make the necessary 
arrangements to attend the cornerstone laying of the George 
Washington National Memorial at Alexandria, Virginia. 

November 1, 1923. The Grand Lodge of Maryland, together with an 
escort of the officers of the Grand Commandery and Sir Knights 
of five commanderies in Baltimore City, Maryland No. 1, Balti- 
more No. 2, Monumental No. 3, Crusade No. 5, and Beauseant 
Commandery No. 8, numbering 800 swords, and 3500 members 
of lodges, assembled at Camden Station, Camden and Howard 
Streets; at 8:30 A. M., and boarded four special trains, en route 
to Alexandria, Virginia. Arriving in Alexandria, Virginia, the 
Grand Lodge formed in procession and marched to the centre 
of the city, where they were assigned a position in line of parade. 
The Grand Lodge of Maryland had the right of line and the 
general appearance was the best of any Masonic body participat- 
ing in the parade. Grand Master Warren S. Seipp participated 
in the actual laying of the cornerstone, together with the Grand 
Masters of other jurisdictions of the United States, who spread 
the cement with a trowel, which was a replica of the trowel George 
Washington used in laying the cornerstone of the Capitol of the 
United States. Each Grand Master was presented the trowel 
used by him as his personal property. The trowel used by 
Grand Master Seipp was presented by him to the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland. President Calvin Coolidge, although not a Mason 
was invited to participate in the services, and used the same 
trowel George Washington had used in laying the cornerstone of 
the capitol of the United States of America, thus completing a 
historical connection and fraternal sentiment in the life of the 
nation. ‘The Grand Lodge of Maryland placed in the corner- 
stone a metallic tablet inscribed as follows: This plate is deposited 
in this cornerstone of George Washington Masonic Memorial, 
at Alexandria, Virginia, the first day of November 1923, by the 
Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of Mary- 
land (organized September 18, 1787). The Grand Master of 
which, Thomas J. Shryock, issued the first call that resulted in 
the formation of the George Washington Masonic National Me- 
morial Association, and was its first President, and continued 
as such until his death February 3, 1918. 

December 19, 1923. Senior Warden Charles M. DeLong was elected 
Worshipful Master. Audit Committee reports, balance in 
Treasury $2170.42, Life Membership Fund $124.55, Relief Fund 
$3006.85. 
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CHARLES MOYER DELONG 
Worshipful Master, 1924 


HARLES MOYER DELONG, son of Joseph 
Cc and Lena Moyer DeLong, was born 
in Allentown, Pennsylvania, April 5, 
1884. 

He was educated in the public school 
of Allentown. He left school to accept a 
position as Advertising Manager of the 
Lyric Theater of his native city. 

In 1910, he left Allentown and estab- 
lished a residence in Norfolk, Virginia, 
where he became engaged in electrical 
construction. 

In 1916, he removed to Baltimore City, 
Maryland, and became associated with Blumenthal & Kahn Com- 
pany, Electrical Contractors, and at the time of his death was em- 
ployed by the Roland Electric Company, Electrical Contractors, 
Baltimore, Maryland.

Icia Schwartz, Chairman of House Committee, and Mrs. Anna 
A. Stoffel, Treasurer, who handed the Committee $14,203.02 in 
securities and cash with the request it be applied to the Masonic 
Home Fund, and assured that the Order of the Eastern Star had 
taken steps to produce annually a fund to be applied to the main- 
tenance of the Home. 

December 17, 1924. Charges of unmasonic conduct were preferred 
against a member of the lodge. Action was taken by the Lodge, 
he was found guilty, and the penalty imposed expulsion. Senior 
Warden Charles W. Skipper, was elected Worshipful Master. 
The Audit Committee reports balance in Treasury $1453.31, Life 
Membership Fund $129.45, Relief Fund $3202.74.

HARLES W. SKIPPER was born in Bal- 

timore City, Maryland, August 29, 
1876, son of John W. and Mary Caroline

June 30, 1927, 27 acres, June 
28, 1929, 8 acres, and January 4, 1930, 37.5, making a total of 
338.6 acres, the 293 acres purchased in June, 1927, costing 
$55,049.43, 8 acres $5000, 37.5 acres $31,000.00, total cost 
$91,049.43. 

May 18, 1927. An appropriation of money to assist the Mississippi 
River Flood sufferers. An appropriation of 10 cents per member. 

October 19, 1927. A communication received from Caliente Lodge 
U. D. and Ely Lodge No. 29, of Nevada, giving detail in full of 
the activities of William McCann, an imposter and masonic pro- 
fessional “Beat,” of using the name of Arcana Lodge No. 110 
of Maryland, to further his impositions. 

November 2, 1927. “Colts Night.’>. The members of the Colts Team 
were received and introduced by the Worshipful Master, Claude 
Kk. Bittenbender, and inducted to the chairs of the Lodge as 
follows: Those participating, received M. M. Degree as follows:

W. Skipper, in behalf of the Lodge, a handsome gold watch as a 
token of esteem in which he is held by the members of Arcana 
Lodge No. 110. 

January 22, 1931. The Lodge attended the cornerstone laying of 
the Baltimore City Post Office, located on Calvert, Fayette, 
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Lexington Streets, and Guilford Avenue. The Grand Lodge of 
Maryland convened in special session on Thursday, January 22, 
1931, at 2 P. M., for the purpose of laying the cornerstone of 
the Baltimore City Post Office. The Grand Lodge of Maryland 
formed in procession, together with a large number of Master 
Masons and marched to the Post Office site by way of Charles 
Street, to Fayette, to Calvert Street, to Lexington Street (this 
cornerstone was laid in the North-west corner of the building.) 
The Grand Lodge was escorted by the Grand Commandery of 
Maryland. ‘The procession was accompanied by several bands. 
Past Master Charles W. Skipper, acted as Deputy Grand 
Marshal in company with others. The cornerstone was laid 
by Grand Master George R. Gorsuch. Benjamin F. Woelper, 
Jr., Post Master, presided. The orators were Hon. John W. 
Philp, Post Office Department, Hon. William F. Broening, 
Mayor of Baltimore, Hon. John Philip Hill and Mr. W. Frank 
Roberts, President, Baltimore Association of Commerce. In- 
vocation by Reverend Oscar Thomas Olson, prayer by Grand 
Chaplain Reverend Edgar Cordell Powers. 

March 6,1931. Past Master Herman J. Fischer died at his home No. 
720 Dryden Drive, Hunting Ridge. The funeral services were 
held March 9, 1931, interment Loudon Park Cemetery. 

April 15, 1931. By-laws amendment proposed—Section 4, Article 3, 
to read: ““That the Secretary shall receive for his services the 
sum of five hundred dollars ($500) per annum, payable semi- 
annually, accounting from January 1, 1931, and shall be exempt 
from dues.’ (This amendment was signed by six Past Masters 
and all officers.) Proposal to repeal By-laws: That the By-Laws 
adopted January 12, 1900, and amended September 4, 1907, 
authorizing the placing of all bills in the hands of the collector. 
on the first day of May and November, and that the said collec- 
tor shall receive 10% of all money paid the Lodge after said bills 
have been placed in his hands. Be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed and rescinded on December 31, 1931. (Adopted May 
20, 1931.) 

May 19, 1931. The Lodge attended the breaking of ground for the 
first unit of the Maryland Masonic Home, at Bonnie Blink. The 
ceremonies were attended by 6500 or more Masons, their ladies 
and friends. ‘The addresses were made by James W. Chapman, 
Jr., Past Master of Concordia Lodge No. 13, and Past Master 
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David E. Weglein of Arcana Lodge No. 110. The R. W. Senior 
Grand Warden Daniel Hope, presented Grand Master George 
R. Gorsuch, a specially made spade to be used in breaking the 
ground on this occasion. Grand Master Gorsuch presented the 
spade to Warren S. Seipp, Jr., the son of the late Grand Master 
Seipp, who turned the spade over to sixteen Masons present rep- 
resenting various dependents of the parent organization. Each 
of these representatives turned a spade of earth. At the con- 
clusion “Auld Lang Syne”’ was sung. 

September 16, 1931. An amendment to Article 4, Section 2, of the 
By-laws of Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. & A. M. wasintroduced 
in due form by Senior Warden William Wallace Rhynhart— 
Whereas—The Grand Lodge of Masons in Maryland has assessed 
each of the subordinate lodges, the sum of $2.00 for each member 
of said subordinate lodges, the funds so derived to be utilized for 
the maintenance of the Masonic Home at Bonnie Blink, Cockeys- 
ville, Maryland. And whereas—The said Grand Lodge of 
Masons in Maryland already assesses a tax of $2.20 per year upon 
the subordinate lodges for each member of the subordinate 
lodges. And whereas—The revenues of Arcana Lodge No. 110 
is insufficient to pay the expenses of the Lodge, together with 
said additional tax, now therefore be it Resolved—The annual 
dues of the members of Arcana Lodge No. 110 A. F. & A. M. be 
and the same are hereby increased from $6.00 to $8.00 per year, 
the same to be effective January 1, 1932. And be it further 
Resolved—That life members of Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. & 
A. M. becoming such after January 1, 1932, shall be exempt from 
the payment of any dues, excepting the sum of $4.20 per annum, 
the said sum of $4.20 per annum being the per capita tax, pay- 
able to the Grand Lodge of Maryland (Amendment by Past 
Master Harry W. Penn), and the tax for maintenance of the 
Masonic Home as the Grand Lodge shall make from time to 
time. (Adopted October 21, 1931.) 


Masonic Homer, CockrysvitLteE, LAyING CORNERSTONE 


October 10, 1931. The Grand Lodge of Maryland convened for the 
purpose of laying the cornerstone of the Masonic Home, Bonnie 
Blink, Cockeysville, Maryland. The Grand Commandery of 
Maryland acted as escorts. The cornerstone was laid by Deputy 
Grand Master George W. Livingston, acting Grand Master. 
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The trowel and gavel used were the same used by Brother George 
Washington, when acting as Grand Master of Maryland, at the 
cornerstone laying of the National Capitol at Washington, D.C., 
on September 18, 1799. The trowel was loaned by Alexandria- 
Washington Lodge No. 22, Alexandria, Virginia, the gavel by 
Potomac Lodge No. 5, Washington, D. C. The invocation by 
Rev. Martin Luther Ender, Pastor of First Lutheran Church. 
The Masonic chanters and Masonic band furnished the music. 
The addresses were made by Grand Master George R. Gorsuch, 
introducing Deputy Grand Master George W. Livingston as the 
acting Grand Master who addressed the vast throng assembled, 
and at the conclusion laid the cornerstone in due and ancient 
form. Acting Grand Master George W. Livingston introduced 
Right Rev. James E. Freeman, Bishop of Washington, D. C., 
who made an inspiring address. Benediction by Right Rev. 
Edward T. Helfenstein, Bishop of Maryland. 

November 11, 1931. The fourth corn husking was held at Bonnie 
Blink. Arcana Lodge was well represented. The Master 
Masons and friends in attendance numbered 3500, the largest 
number ever recorded. There were 400 barrels of corn husked 
in the field by 9:00 A. M., hauled and stored by 10:30 A. M. 
Sharply at 11:00 A. M. taps were sounded and Armistice Day 
services held. 

December 16, 1931. Senior Warden W. Wallace Rhynhart was 
elected Worshipful Master. Audit Committee reports balance 
in Treasury $600.83, Life Membership Fund $174.92, Relief 
Fund $4066.24. 

December 29, 1931. Past Master-Treasurer George W. Mowen, after 
a long illness, died at his home No. 4206 Liberty Heights Ave- 
nue, at the age of ninety-two years. Funeral services were held 
on the evening of December 31, 1931, at 7:30 P. M., at his home, 
and were concluded at the grave in Burn’s Cemetery, Waynes- 
boro, Bar VaniarvelsLoo2

He is a member of Boumi Temple, A. A. O. N. M.S. He was 
elected Junior Warden December 19, 1929, Senior Warden December 
17, 1930, and Worshipful Master December 16, 1931. 





January 6, 1932. W. Wallace Rhynhart, Worshipful Master elect, 
was installed Master. The installation ceremonies were spec- 
tacular. A scene ever to be remembered by those who were 
present. The father, William J. Rhynhart, a member of Arcana 
Lodge, presented his son, W. Wallace Rhynhart, the Worshipful 
Master elect, for installation, and, after a brief address, escorted 
him to the East, where he was welcomed by his brother, Allan 
W. Rhynhart, a Past Master of Arcana Lodge No. 110, who on 
this occasion acted as Master of Ceremonies, assisted by Past 
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Master Edward Kabernagel as Marshal. Never in the history 
of Arcana Lodge No. 110, has such happened where a father and 
two sons were so honored. The retiring Master William J. 
Zeuch, was presented a handsome Past Master’s jewel. The 
presentation address was delivered by Past Master Edwin C.

January 20, 19382. A committee appointed to compile the history of 
Arcana Lodge No. 110 A. F. & A. M. from its inception 1859 to 
1934, the seventy-fifth anniversary. Past Master Chas. W. 
Skipper named as Chairman by W. M., W. Wallace Rhynhart. 
The Chairman to select his co-workers. 

April 6, 1932. Past Master George E. Taylor died after a long ill- 
ness. The funeral services were held at his late residence, the 
Bateman Apartments, No. 2700 Elsinore Avenue, on Saturday, 
April 9, 1932. At the conclusion of the family service, Arcana 
Lodge escorted the remains to Druid Ridge Cemetery, where his 
remains were interred with masonic ceremonies. 

April 29, 1932. Washington Bi-centennial Celebration was held at 
the Polytechnic Institute, Baltimore, Maryland. Addresses 
by Grand Master George R. Gorsuch, introducing Hon. T. 
Scott Offutt as Chairman, who, after a short address, introduced 
the Hon. D. Lindley Sloan, Judge of the Court of Appeals of 
Maryland, who addressed the gathering, giving sketches of the 
life of George Washington. The Hon. Kenneth McKellar, 
United States Senator from Tennessee, gave an entertaining and 
witty address. Governor Albert C. Ritchie, of Maryland, also 
made a brief address. The invocation by Reverend Edgar 
Cordell Powers, D.D., Grand Chaplain. Benediction by Rever- 
end John I. Yellott, D.D., music by Felcie Lula’s orchestra. 

May 4,1932. Past Master Charles W. Skipper was elected Treasurer 
succeeding the late Treasurer, George W. Mowen, who served for 
42 years. 

May 12, 1932. Dedication of George Washington National Me- 
morial at Alexandria, Virginia. The Grand Lodge of Maryland 
assembled at the Masonic Temple, Baltimore, Maryland, and 
formed in procession, the Grand Commandery of Maryland, 
with band, escorting, with several subordinate lodges in line. 
The Grand Lodge of Maryland then proceeded in parade to 
Camden Station, B. & O. R. R., where railroad coaches awaited 
them. Arcana Lodge No. 110 and Oriental Lodge No. 158 had 
been provided a coach for their use. There were several trains 
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employed for the conveyance of the vast number of masons by 
the B. & O., Pennsylvania Railroad, and also the electric rail- 

way companies. ‘The first section of train conveying the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland with their escorts. (Arcana Lodge No. 110 
car attached to this section) arrived in Alexandria, Virginia about 
9:30 A. M., other trains arriving shortly thereafter. The day 
was a day of constant rain (how it did rain). The Maryland 
Masons remained at the railroad station, impossible to get within 
the Memorial edifice, due to the inclemency of the weather. 
The Grand Lodge paraded to the Memorial where a special 
communication was opened by the Grand Master of Virginia 
at 12:30 P. M. in the auditorium. At the conclusion of the 
opening of the Grand Lodge at 12:55 P. M., the building was 
dedicated. ‘The money expended for the purchase of land and 
landscaping, furnishings for auditorium, etec., $3,205,664.56, 
making a total of expenditures to date $3,881,254.48. It is 
estimated there will be required an additional sum of $750,000.00 
to $1,000,000.00 to complete the building. The materials con- 
sumed, it is stated, were 42,211 barrels of cement, or 8453 tons, 
sand 15,992 tons, gravel 37,179 tons, reinforced steel 1510 tons, 
roofing material 480 tons, granite 10,877 tons, a total of 74,491 
tons. To move the material required 1900 freight cars, or a 
train 20 miles long. The amount of earth removed before 
building operations were begun was 33,000 tons. The material 
used in form work and other ways, were one and one-quarter 
million feet of lumber and 25 tons nails. The estimated amount 
needed to complete the building, and build the necessary roads 
would be $1,339,422.09. 

July 1, 1932. A Masonic Bureau of Employment was established 
by the Grand Lodge of Maryland for unemployed Masons of 
the State. It is estimated to be 13,000,000 people unemployed 
throughout the United States. The report of registration at this 
Bureau during the period July 1 to November 1, 1932, Master 
Masons 1168, dependents (male and female) 411, placements 
obtained 71. 

September 3, 1932. William T. Geddes Grand Tyler of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, died August 31, 1932. His death was 
caused by being struck by an automobile. ‘The funeral services 
were held at the home of his son, Raymond Geddes, No. 503 
Overbrook Road, Anneslie. Interment Loudon Park Cemetery. 

September 7, 1932. A report of the Treasurer of the financial condi- 
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tion of the Lodge. A written report being submitted giving the 
general condition of the finances, and unemployment. Report- 
ing the failure of the Park Bank, the depository of the funds of 
the Lodge on August 12, 1932. For the first time since its 
founding was the Lodge without a general fund. The banking 
conditions throughout the country were in a deplorable condi- 
tion, many bank failures causing much unrest throughout the 
United States and the world. 

September 24, 1932. Dedication of Memorial erected to the memory 
of the late Grand Master, Warren 8S. Seipp, in Prospect Hill 
Cemetery, Towson, Maryland, by the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 
An address was made by Grand Master George R. Gorsuch, 
invocation and benediction by Reverend Edgar Cordell Powers, 
D.D., Grand Chaplain, oration, Judge T. Scott Offutt, vocal 
music A. Douglas McComas, and Masonic Chanters James W. 
Seott, Director. 

October 22, 1932. Dedication of the Masonic Home, Saturday at 
2 P. M., at Bonnie Blink, near Cockeysville, Maryland, by the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, Grand Master George R. Gorsuch 
presiding. Invocation Reverend Edgar Cordell Powers, Grand 
Chaplain, Masonic Home History, R. W. Past Senior Grand 
Warden, John L. Sanford. Report of Masonic Home Com- 
mittee, Chairman R. W. Past Senior Grand Warden, E. Lee 
Hickman, Grand Master George R. Gorsuch (striking thrice 
with gavel) “In the name of the whole fraternity, I do solemnly 
dedicate this Home to brotherly Love, Relief and Truth.’ The 
Grand Honors were given. Let there be Light, oration—Reyv. 
Edwin Holt Hughes, Bishop Washington area, M. E. Church. 
Vocal music—Masonic Chanters. There was an assembly of 
ten thousand or more of Master Masons, their families and 
friends. ‘The building contains a total of 247 rooms, the total 
cost $606,293.50, estimated cost of furnishings $46,290.00.

ILLIAM THOMAS GEDDES, son of 

William and Mary Geddes, was 
born in Baltimore City, Maryland, March 
17, 1854. 

His father, William Geddes, was born 
in Seotland, and came to this country at 
the age of six years. His mother, Mary 
Geddes, was born in Baltimore. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Baltimore, Maryland. 

At an early age he became an appren- 
tice in the employ of Myers & Heidin, 
Picture Frame Gilders, with whom he 





remained 17 years. 

On December 31,1878, he married Miss Georgia A. Lee, to whom 
were born a daughter and three sons. 

He petitioned Arcana Lodge No. 110, for the degrees of Masonry 
June 9, 1875, elected June 23, 1875, initiated July 14, 1875, passed 
August 11, 1875, and raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason 
August 25, 1875. 

He was exalted in St. John’s R. A. Chapter No. 19, June 3, 1908. 

He was greeted in Concordia Council No. 1, September 18, 1908. 

He was knighted in Monumental Commandery No. 3, April 26, 
1910. 

He received the 32° Scottish Rite May 31, 1911. 

He was elected a member of the Masonic Veterans Association of 
Maryland November 17, 1914. 

He was awarded an Honorary Life Membership in Arcana Lodge 
No. 110, in 1905. 

November, 1917, he was appointed by Grand Master Thos. J. 
Shryock, Grand Tyler of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and served 
in this position until retired August 31, 1932. 

William Thomas Geddes was killed on August 31, 1932. Leaving 
the Masonic Temple, he journeyed to the home of his son, Raymond 
Geddes, 503 Overbrook Road, Anneslie, to visit the family for the 
evening. About 8 P. M. he started upon his return to his home in 
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the city, 10 S. Fremont Street. Upon reaching the intersection of 
Overbrook Road and York Road, he was struck by an automobile 
and instantly killed. The funeral services were conducted by the 
Reverend Mr. Edgar C. Powers, Grand Chaplain, of the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland, at the residence of his son, Raymond Geddes, 503 Over- 
brook Road, Anneslie, Saturday, September 3, 1932, at 11 A. M. 
Arcana Lodge escorted the funeral to Loudon Park Cemetery, where 
interment took place with Masonic services. Grand Master George 
R. Gorsuch, and Past Senior Grand Warden E. Lee Hickman at- 
tended the services. He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. Philip 
Guerke, and two sons, William L. and Raymond Geddes. 
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WALTER LEE RAU 
Worshipful Master, 1933 


ALTER LEE RAU, son of John C. and 
Emilie T. Rau, was born in Balti- 
more, Maryland, August 10, 1895.

January 4, 1933. Walter L. Rau Worshipful Master elect, was in- 
stalled. Past Master Herbert L. Byrd conducted the cere- 
monies, assisted by Past Master Claude K. Bittenbender as 
Marshal. The retiring Master Wallace William Rhynhart, 
was presented a handsome Past Master’s jewel. The presenta- 
tion address was made in behalf of the Lodge by his Brother 
Past Master Allan W. Rhynhart, which was eloquently delivered. 

February 15, 1933. A resolution introduced by Junior Warden 
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Charles 5. Wright, and adopted: Feeling that the amount of 
time required for the vast amount of arrangements for the 75th 
Anniversary, that is, the committees necessary to accomplish 
the work of correspondence and other details. 

“T, move you Sir, a motion to appoint at this time the follow- 
ing Executive Committee, with full power to act, for the purpose 
of providing ways and means, for the celebration of the 75th 
Anniversary of Arcana Lodge. 

The Executive Committee to be composed of the following: 
Charles W. Skipper, Past Master Executive Chairman 
Chas. W. Baggott, Past Master 
Jacob S. New, Past Master 
Joseph E. Cook, Past Master 
Herbert L. Byrd, Past Master 
Harry W. Nicholson, Past Master 
David E. Weglein, Past Master 
John W. Linthicum, Past Master 
Walter L. Rau, Worshipful Master 

They to appoint the following sub-committees—Finance, 
Hospitality, Entertainment, Transportation, Hall, Printing, 
Music, Banquet and Speakers. 

The sub-committees to consist of five members each, and to 
select their own Chairman. 

The presiding Worshipful Master, to be Chairman Ex-officio. 

It being the sense of the Historical Committee to hold on the 
first night of the celebration, a reception of the descendants of 
the Past Masters and their introduction to the membership of 
the Lodge with addresses. The second night, a banquet and 
distribution of histories.” 

March 1, 1933. James W. Chapman, Past Master of Concordia 
Lodge No. 13, addressed the Lodge, his topic ‘“‘Why Should 
Masons Remember George Washington.” Brother Alfred E. 
Sharp, President of the Board of Fire Commissioners, read an 
interesting paper relative to the social activities of Brother 
George Washington, during his career as Commander in Chief of 
the Continental Army. 

March 15, 1933. At the close of the Lodge, the members proceeded 
to Commandery Asylum Hall, as guests of Hiram Lodge No. 
107, to enjoy an entertainment. A moving picture of Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, in all its different departments, was shown, 
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illustrating an operation by Dr. Wilmer removing a cataract 
from the eye of a patient. This wonderful picture was instruc- 
tive as well as entertaining. 

April 5, 1933. The Relief Fund of the Lodge ordered to be deposited 
in the Western National Bank owing to the deplorable banking 
condition in the city and throughout the entire country. 

May 3, 1933. Past Master William J. Zeuch was reported at his 
home seriously ill. | 

June 7, 1933. Brother James E. Kirvan, the second oldest member, 
visited the Lodge, leaving his home in Chester, Maryland, to 
visit the City in observing the 85th anniversary of his birth, and 
the 61st year (1933) of his membership in Arcana Lodge. 

June 21, 1933. After closing the Lodge, a guest, and non-masonic 
friends of the membership were introduced and welcomed. Mr. 
Walter A. Weldon addressed the gathering upon the “Art of 
Pottery,” and also demonstrated the making of various objects 
in clay. There was instrumental music by Brother Samuel M. 
Kramer and vocal solos by Brother Raymond Weber, Past 
Master of Joppa Lodge No. 132. 

November 1,1933. The Lodge accepted an invitation of the Reverend 
Mr. Philip S. Barringer, Pastor of Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Baltimore and Pulaski Streets, to attend divine services on 
December 10, 1933. 

December 6, 1933. The Reverend Mr. P. 8S. Barringer addressed a 
gathering of the membership, his topic “Ideals not Idols.” 
December 20, 1933. Senior Warden Harry P. Hocheder was elected 
Worshipful Master. Audit Committee reports balance in 
Treasury $547.90, Relief Fund $3,151.85, Life Membership 

$29.58, balance in defunct Park Bank $403.50. 
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GEORGE WILLIAM LIVINGSTON 
Grand Master, 1932 


EORGE W. LIVINGSTON, son of Louis 
(G and Catharine Livingston (nee 
Rupp), was born in Baltimore City, 
Maryland, January 2, 1867. 

He received his education in the public 
schools of Baltimore and Sadler’s Busi- 
ness College. 

He entered upon his vocation in the 
employ of his father as an apprentice in 
the slate and tile roofing trade. Finish- 
ing his apprenticeship, he continued in

January 3, 1934. Worshipful Master elect, Harry P. Hocheder, was 
installed. Past Master Harry W. Nicholson, Master of Cere- 
monies, assisted by Past Master Jacob S. New, as Marshal. 
The retiring Master Walter L. Rau, was presented a handsome 
Past Master’s jewel. The presentation address was made in 
behalf of the Lodge by Past Master Edwin C. Irelan. It was 
eloquently and impressively delivered. 

January 17, 1934. A. Walter Kraus Past Master, Concordia Lodge 
No. 13, by notice of the Grand Lodge was again assigned to the 
Lodge as Grand Inspector. 
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February 1, 1934. ‘The first application to be received for admission 
to the Masonic Home, Bonnie Blink, was received from the 
widow of Past Master Chas. H. Gosnell (1872-73). <A history 
of the jewel of Past Master Chas. E. Kemp was presented the 
Lodge. Past Master Chas. W. Skipper was ordered to frame 
the jewel and have same placed in the Masonic Museum. The 
history of the jewel was ordered to be recorded as a part of the 
minutes. 


Tue First Past MAstTErR’s JEWEL PRESENTED TO CHARLES E. Kemp, 
Past Master, JuNE 21, 1869 


On the evening of June 21, 1869, Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. 
& A. M. held its last communication in Eureka Hall, located at 
No. 3 South Carey Street. In this hall the Lodge held its regular 
communication since September 5, 1859. It was an evening of 
much joy in the celebration of the removal of the Lodge to their 
new future home in the newly completed Masonic Temple in 
North Charles Street. 

At a stated communication held May 17, 1869, a resolution 
was proposed by Herman L. Emmons, Jr., Junior Warden, that 
the Secretary be ordered to publish notice of the Lodge’s removal, 
and a social reunion of the members to be held June 21, 1869. 
This resolution was adopted at the communication held June 7, 
1869. 

At the stated communication June 21, 1869, the Lodge was 
presided over by the following officers:

The evening was that of sociability and banqueting. ‘The 
address of the evening was eloquently delivered by Past Master 
and Grand Lecturer James W. Bowers. James W. Bowers was 
selected as the orator on this occasion, he being then the oldest 
living Past Master of Arcana Lodge No. 110. Past Master 
James W. Bowers in his address outlined the progress of the 
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Lodge from its inception, and the first meeting held on August 
29, 1859, of the intense heat prevailing on that evening. Of the 
Charter Members he mentioned the names of the following 
brethren:

He spoke of the Lodge members’ experiences during the years 
of the Civil War, his admiration of those members who by their 
untiring efforts made it possible to hold regular communications 
and to confer degrees. Also of the membership refraining from 
holding discussions upon irritating subjects, particularly on the 
subject of Civil War; as each member had full knowledge that 
Arcana Lodge contained as much combustible material as could 
be collected together in the same number of men, yet with all 
harmony prevailed at all times. 

In alluding to the thirteen members present on that sultry 
evening of August 25, 1859, the Lodge had grown to be the fifth 
largest Lodge in point of membership in the jurisdiction of Mary- 
land; and the first in point of Masonic knowledge in the work of 
the Grand Lodge, and in adherence to the Ancient Landmarks of 
our time honored fraternity. The selection of new material for 
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membership had been with utmost care, selecting the rough 
ashler from the great quarries surrounding them, that but one 
trial and suspension had occurred. 

In eulogizing the members who had passed to the far beyond, 
he spoke of Brother E. Morrison, the first Tyler appointed by 
the Lodge, of Brother Edward R. Newman, the first elected 
Treasurer, then followed Brother James H. Benbury the first 
elected Secretary, and Brother B. F. Norris. These men, all 
good and true Masons, who in their lives had exemplified the 
tenets and principles of the fraternity. 

At the conclusion of his address, Brother Herman L. Emmons 
Jr., proposed the following: 

WuerEAS—Our friend and Brother Charles EK. Kemp, by his 
courtesy, patience, and attention to the members of the fra- 
ternity at large, his industry, constant attendance, and unswerv- 
ing devotion to the interest of Arcana Lodge No. 110, A. F. & 
A. M., has exemplified in an eminent degree the character of an 
upright earnest and consistent Mason. 

Therefore resoluve—That Brother James W. Bowers be in- 
structed to present him with a suitable testimonial, expressing 
the high regards of brotherly love entertained for him by the 
members of Arcana Lodge. 

In compliance with the resolution, Brother James W. Bowers 
presented Brother Charles E. Kemp with appropriate remarks, a 
beautiful Past Master’s jewel, which was received by Brother 
Kemp with much feeling, and his usual happy style. This 
jewel was presented in behalf of the members of Arcana Lodge, it 
having been procured by voluntary subscription from the mem- 
bership. At the conclusion of the presentation ceremonies the 
Lodge united in singing “Auld Lang Syne.” | 

Past Master Charles E. Kemp departed this life on Wednes- 
day, May 18, 1892, age 69 years, 5 months, and 8 days. 

On May 27, 1896, an elapse of more than four years, the then 
Worshipful Master, Brother Lewis J. Cohen, reported to the 
Lodge of his purchasing a Past Master’s jewel, which had been 
sold at an auction sale for the sum of seven dollars and fifty 
cents. The Lodge ordered the Treasurer to reimburse the pur- 
chaser the amount expended, and that the jewel be placed in the 
keeping of the Secretary. 

On March 24, 1897, a resolution was proposed that the jewel 
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of Past Master Charles E. Kemp be transferred from the keep- 
ing of the Secretary to the keeping of the Treasurer. 

On April 14, 1897, the Secretary reported having made the 
transfer in accordance with the Lodge’s order of the Past Mas- 
ter’s jewel of Charles E. Kemp to the Treasurer. (This transfer 
was made on April 12, 1897.) 

This jewel was in the keeping of Brother George W. Mowen 
until November 10, 1910, when the Lodge ordered the Treasurer 
to present as a loan the Jewel of Past Master Kemp to the Masonic 
Museum of Baltimore City. 

Brother Mowen delivered the jewel to the Grand Secretary to 
be placed in the Masonic Museum for safe keeping. Search was 
made recently in the Museum for the jewel that a photograph 
may be had for historical purposes. The Museum was searched, 
but all the searches were in vain as no jewel of Chas. E. Kemp 
could be found. 

On the death of Brother George Cook, Grand Secretary, his 
successor, Brother Harry C. Mueller, in rearranging the contents 
of the vault of his office, came upon an envelope of the Theo. 
Mottu & Co., Lumber Dealers, 1022 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
Baltimore, Maryland, and plainly written upon it was the follow- 
ing in ink: “‘Jewel Property of Arcana Lodge, A. F. & A. M., 
transferred from A. Coriell to Mowen April 12, 1897, to be held 
for Arcana Lodge.”’ 

This jewel should be encased in a metal or wooden frame, 
properly marked with a metal marker, entrusted to the care of 
the Masonic Museum, the bearer to receive the catalogued num- 
ber of the Museum, this number to be inserted in the minutes of 
the Lodge for future reference if the jewel should hereafter be 
required. 

Its value to the Lodge should warrant the expenditure, as it 
being the first Past Master’s jewel awarded by the membership. 

May 16, 1934. An application for admission to the Masonic Home, 
Bonnie Blink, was received from Mrs. Frances R. Scott, widow of 
Wm. R. Scott. 

June 20, 1934. The Lodge voted, and agreed to the publication of 
the history of the Lodge. The contract to be awarded the 
Waverly Press, to publish 500 copies, delivery to be made No- 
vember 3, 1934.
